LECTURE FIEST.— SECTION L 

On the Doctrine of the Chwch of Jesm Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, oriffinaUy delivered before a Close of the Elders, 
in Kvrikmdf Ohio, 

1. Faith being the first principle in revealed religion, 
and the foundation of all righteousness, necessarily 
claims the first place in a course of lectures which are 
designed to unfold to the understanding the doctrine 
of Jesus Christ. 

2. In presenting the subject of faith, we shall observe 
the following order : — . 

3. First, Faith itself— what it is. 

4. Secondly, the object on which it rests. And 

5. Thirdly, the effects which flow from it. 

6. A^eeably to this order we have first to show 
what faith is. 

7. The author of the epistle to the Hebrews, in the 
eleventh chapter of that epistle and first verse, ^yes 
'Qie following definition of the word faith. 

S. Now fiiith is the substance (as^Srance) of things 
Iwq^ for, the evidence of things not seen.

9. From this we learn that faith is the assurance 
which men have of the existence of things which they 
have not seen^ and t^e principle of action in all intel- 

10. K lirek were duly to consider theSSellTeSJ^^d 
turn tlKStf^thouffhts^d reflections to the operaticns of 
ttfSfr^bwn minds, tK^||^would readily discover that it 
is faith, and faith only, which is the moving cause of 
tdl action in them ; that without it both mind and body 
would be in a state of inactivity, and all their exer- 
tions would cease, both physical and mental. 

11. "Were this class to go back and reflect upon the 
history of their lives, from the period of their first re- 
collection, and ask themselves what principle excited 
them to action, or what gave them energy and activity 
in all their lawful avocations, calling, and pursuits, 
what would be the answer ? "Would it not be that it 
was the assurance which we ha(f of the existence of 
things which we had not seen as yet 1 "Was it not the 
hope which you had, in consequence of your belief in 
the existence of unseen things, which stimulated you 
to action and exertion in order to obtain them ? Are 
,you not dependant on your faith, or belief, for the ao- 
quisition of all knowledge, wisdom, and intelligence ? 
Would you exert yourselves to obtain wisdom and in- 
telligence, unless you did believe that you could obtain 
them ? Would you have ever sown, if you had not 
believed that you would reap ? Would you have ever 

): planted, if you had not believed that you would gather! 

"^Wduld you have ever asked, unless you had believed 
that you would receive ? Would you nave ever sought, 
unless you had believed that you would have found I 
Or, would joM have ever knocked, unless you had be- 
lieved that it would have been opened imto you 1 In 
a word, is there any thing that you would have done, 
either physical or mental, if you nad not previously be- 
lieved ? Are not all your exertions of eveiy kind, 
dependant on your fEiith 1 Or, may we not aat, what 
hate you, or what do you possess, which you have not 
obtained by reason of your faith ? Your food, your 
raiment^ your lodgings, are they not all by reason of 
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8EC. I.] LECTIJRB O^ FAITH. ^ 3 

your faith ? Reflect, and ask yotirselves if these things 
are not so. — ^Tum your thoughts on your own min£, 
and see if faith is not the moving cause of all action in 
yourselves ; and if the moving cause in you, is it not in 
all other intelligent beings ? 

12. And as fe-ith is the moving cause of all action in 
temporal concerns, so it is in spiritual ; for the Saviour 
has said, and that truly, that he that hdieveth and is 
baptized, shall be saved. Mark xvi. IG. / ^ 

13. As we receive by faith all temporal blessings that 
we do receive, so we in like manner receive by faith all 
spiritual blessings that we do receive. But faith is not 
only the principle of action, but of power also, in all in- 
telligent beings, whether in heaven or on earth. Thus 
says the author of the epistle to the Hebrews, xi. 3. /'^^ 

14. Through faith we understand that the worlds 
were framed by the word of God ; so that things which 
are seen were not made of things which do appear. 

15. By this we understand that the principle of pow- 
er which existed in the bosom of God, by which the 
worlds were firamed, was faith ; and that it is by reaaai 
of this principle of power existing in the Deity, that all 
created things exist ; so that all things in heaven, on 
earth, or imder the earth, exist by reason of faith as it 
existed in Him. 

16. Had it not been for the principle of faith the 
worlds would never have been framed, neither would 
man have been formed of the dust. It is the principle 
bv which Jehovah works, and through which he exer-* 
cises power over all temporal as well as eternal things. 
— ^Take this principle or attribut^— for it is an attri- 
buted—from the Deity, and he would cease to exist. 

17. Who cannot see, that if God framed the worlds 

S' &iith, ^h?X it is by faith that he exercises power over 
em, and that faith is the principle of power ? and if 
€k^ principle of power, it must be so in man as well 
«|mthe Deity % This is the testimonv of all the sacred 
wjpilei'u, and the lesson which they have been endea- 
TWmi^to teach to man. 

18. The Saviour says, (Matthew xvii. 19, 20,) in ex- 
■^^fitlfag the reason why the disciples could not cast out

the devil, that it was because of their unbelief: — '' For 
verily I say unto you (said he), if y6 have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, 
Semove hence to vonder place ; and it shall remove ; 
and nothing shall be impossible unto you. 

19. Moroni, while aoridging and compiling the re- 
cord of his fathers, has given us the following account 
of faith as the principle of power. He says, page 540, 
that it was the faith of Alma and Amulek which caused 
the walls of the prison to be rent, as recorded on the 
261st page ; it was the faith of Nephi and Lehi which 
caused a change to be wrought upon the hearts of the 
Lamanites, when they were immersed with the Holy 
Spirit and with fire, as seen on the 403rd page ; and 
that it was by faith that the mountain Zerm was re- 
moved when the brother of Jared spake in the name of 
the Lord. See also 541st page. Second European edition. 

20. In addition to this we are told in Hebrews xi, 
32, 33, 34, 35, that Gideon, Barak, Samson, Jephthah, 
David, Saonuel, and the prophets, through faith sub- 
dued kingdoms, wrought rignteousness, obtained pro- 
mises, stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the vio- 
lence of nre, escaped the edge of the sword ; out of 
weakness were made strong, waxed valiant in fight, 
turned to flight the armies of the aliens, and that wo- 
men received their dead raised to life a^etin, &c., &c. 

21. Also Joshua, in the sight of all £rael, bade the 
sun and moon to stand still, and it was done. Joshua 
X. 12. 

22. We here understand, that the sacred writers say 
that all these things were done by faith. It was by 
faith that the worl(£ were framed. God spake, chaos 
heard, and worlds came into order by reason of the 
faith there was in Him. So with man also ; he spake 
by faith in the name of Gk>d, and the sun stood still, 
the moon obeyed, mountains removed, prisons fell, 
lions' mouths were closed, the human heart lost ite 
enmity, fire its violence, armies their power, the sword 
its terror, and death its dominion ; and all this by rear 
son of the &ith which was in them. 

23. Had it not bee^ for the faith which was in mask 
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they miglit liave spoken to the sun, the moon, the 
mountains, prisons, the human heart, fire, armies, the 
sword, or to death in vain ! 

24. Faith, then, is the first great governing principle 
which has power, dominion, and authority over aU 
things ; by it they exist, by it they are upheld, by it 
they are changed, or by it they remain, agreeably to 
the will of Grod. Without it there is no power, and 
without power there could be no creation nor existence !

What is the first principle in this revealed science? Faith, 
Section i 1. 

Why is faith the first principle in this revealed science ? 
Because it is the foundation of all righteousness. Hebrews 
xi 6. Without faith it is impossible to please God. 1 John 
iii 7. little children, let no man deceive you ; he that doeth 
righteousness, is righteous, even as he (God) is righteous. 
Section i 1. 

What arrangement should be followed in presenting the 
subject of faith ? First, it should be shown what faith is. 
Section i 8. Secondly, the object upon which it rests. Section 
i. 4. And thirdly, the effects which flow from it. Section i. 6. 

What is faith f It is the assurance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen (Hebrews xi. 1,); that is, it is the 
assurance we have of the existence of unseen things. And 
being the assurance which we have of the existence of unseen 
things, must be the principle of action in all intelligent 
beings. Hebrews xi. 3. Through faith we understand the 
worlds were framed by the word of God. Section i. 8, 9. 

fiow do you prove that faith is the principle of action in all 
ii^lligent beings? First, by duly considering the operations 
dl i9y own mind : and secondly, by the direct declaration of 
aeriplure. Hebrews xL 7. By faith Noah, being warned of 
ilubags not seen as yet, moved with fear, prepared an ark to 
ifa» laving of his house, by the which he condemned the 
B 3 
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world, and became heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith. Hebrews zL 8. By faith Abranam, when he was called 
to go out into a place which he should i^rwards receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed, and he went out not knowing whither 
he went. Hebrews xi 9. By fedth he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange countiy, dwelling in tabernacles 
with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with him of the same pro- 
mise. Hebrews xi. 27. By faith Moses forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king, for he endured as seeing him 
who is invisible. Section i 10, 11. 

Is not faith the principle of action in spiritual things as 
well as in temporal ? It is. 

How do you prove it 1 Hebrews xi 6. Without fedth it 
is impossible to please Gk>d. Mark xvi 16. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved. Romans iv. 16. Therefore it 
is of faith that it might be by grace; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed ; not to that only which is of 
the law, but to that also which is of the fedth of Abraham, 
who is the father of us alL Section L 12, 13. 

Is faith any thing else beside the principle of action t It is. 

Wbat is it I It is the principle of power also. Section 
1 18. 

How do you prove it 1 First, it is the principle of power 
in the Deity as well as in man. Hebrews xL 8. llirough faith 
we understand that the worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. Section L 14, 15, 16. Secondly, it is the 
principle of power in man also. Book of Mormon, page 251. 
Alma and Amulek are delivered from prison. Ibid, page 403. 
Nephi and Lehi, with the Lamanites, are immersed with the 
Spirit Ibid, page 541. The moimtain Zerin, by the faith of 
the brother of Jared is removed. Joshua x. 12. Then spake 
Joshua to the Lord in the day when the Lord delivered up the 
Amorites before the children of Israel, and he said in the sight 
of Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon Qibeon, and thou moon 
in the valley of Ajalon. Joshua x. 13. And the sim stood 
still, and the moon stayed, untU the people had avenged 
themselves of their enemies. Is not this written in the book 
of Jasher 1 So the sun stood still in the midst of heaven, and 
hasted not to go down about a whole day. Mathew xvii 19. 
Then came the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, Why could 
not we cast him out 1 Matthew xvii 20. And Jesus said 
unto them. Because of your unbelief; for verily I say unto 
you, if ye have fidth as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
tmto tms mountain, Remove hence to yonder place ; and it 
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shall remove ; and nothing shall be impossible unto yon. 
Hebrews xL 32. And what shall I say morel for the time 
would fail me to tell of Gideon, and of Barak, and of Samson, 
and of Jephthah, of David also, and Samuel, and of the pro- 
phets, (Hebrews zL 33,) who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, (Hebrews xL 34,) quenched the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the sword ; out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of the aliens. Hebrews xL 35. Women received their 
dead raised to life again, and others were tortured, not ac- 
cepting deliverance, that they might obtain a better resur- 
rection.

How would you define faith in its most unlimited sense 1 
It is the first great governing principle which has power, do- 
minion, and authority over all things.

How do you convey to the understanding more clearly 
that faith is the first great governing principle which haa 
power, dominion, and authority over all things ? By it they 
exist, by it they are upheld, by it they are chknged, or by it 
they remain, agreeably to the will of God ; and without it 
there is no power, and without power there could be no 
creation nor eodsten^e 1 Section I 24« 
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LECTURE SECOND.--SECnON U, 

1. Having shewn in our previous lecture "fidth 
itself — ^what it is," we shall proceed to shew, secondly, 
the object on which it rests. 

2. We here observe that God is the only supreme 
governor and independent being in whom all fulness 
and perfection dwell ; who is omnipotent, omnipresent, 
and omniscient ; without beginning of days or end of 
life ; and that in him every good gift and every ^ood 
principle dwells ; and that he is the father of lights ; 
in him the principle of faith dwells independently, 
and he is the object in whom the faith of all other 
rational and accountable beings centres for life and 
salvation. 

3. In order to present this part of the subject in a 
clear and conspicuous point of light, it is necessary to 
go back and show the evidences which mankind nave 
had, and the foundation on which these evidences are, 
or were based since the creation, to believe in the 
existence of a Grod. 

4. "We do not mean those evidences which are mani- 
fested by the works of creation which we daily behold 
with our natural eyes. We are sensible, that after a 
revelation of Jesus Christ, the works of creation, 
throughout their vast forms and varieties, clearly 
exhibit his eternal power and Grodhead. Bomans i. 20. 
For the invisible things of him from the creation of 
the world are clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal power and 
€k)dhead ; but we mean those evidences bjr which tbe 
first thoughts were suggested to the mmds of me& 
that there was a Grod who created all things. 

5. We shall now proceed to examine the situati<m 
of man at his first creation. Moses, the historian, has 
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given us the following acootmt of him in the first 
chapter of the book of Oenesis, beginning with the 
20th verse, and closing with the 30th. We copy from 
the new translation. 

6. And the Lord God said unto the Only Begotten, 
who was with him from the beginning, Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness ; and it was done. 

7. And the Lord God said, Let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creeps upon the earth. 

8. So God created man in his own image, in the 
image of the Only Begotten created he him ; male and 
female created he them. And God blessed them, and 
God said unto them. Be fruitful and multiply, and 
replenish the earth and subdue it ; and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over every living thing that moves unon the earth. 

9. And the Lord God said imto man. Behold, I have 
given vou every herb bearing seed which is upon tho 
mce <^all the earth, and every tree in the which is the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed ; to you it shall be for meat. 

10. Again, Genesis ii. 15, 16, 17, 19, 20. And the 
Lord G<3 took the man and put him into the garden 
of Eden, to dress it and keep it. And the Lord God 
commanded the man saying. Of every tree of the 
earden you may freely eat : but of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil you shall not eat of it, 
neither shall you touch it; nevertheless you may 
choose for yourself for it is given unto you ; but 
remember that I forbid it, for in the day that you eat 
thereof you shall surely die. 

11. Ajid out of the ground the Lord Grod formed 
every beast of the field and every fowl of the air, and 
commanded that they should be brought unto Adam, 
to see what he would call them. * * ^f And what- 
ever Adam called every living creature, that was the 
same thereof. And Adam gave names to all cattle, and 
to the fowl of the air, and to every beast of the field. 

12. From the foregoing we learn man's situation at 
U9 first creation, the knowledge with which he was 
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endowed, and the high and exalted station in which 
he was placed — ^lord or governor of all things on earth ; 
and at the same time enjoying commnnion and inter- 
course with his Maker, without a veil to separate 
between. We shall next proceed to examine the 
account given of his fall, and of his being driven out of 
the garden of Eden, and from the presence of the Lord. 

13. Moses proceeds: — ^And they (Adam and JEve) 
heard the voice of the Lord Gk)d as they were walking 
in the garden in the cool of the day ; and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the presence of the Lord 
God among the trees of the garden. And the Lord 
God called unto Adam, and said unto him, Where are 
you going ? And he said, I heard your voice in the 
garden, and I was afraid, because I beheld that I was 
naked, and I hid myself. 

14. And the Lord God said unto Adam, Who told 
you that you were naked? Have you eaten of the 
tree whereof I told you that you should not eat ] If 
80, you should surely die ! And the man said. The 
woman whom you gave me, and commanded that she 
should remain with me, gave me of the fruit of the 
tree, and I did eat. 

15. And the Lord Grod said unto the woman. What 
is this which you have done ? And the woman said. 
The serpent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

16. Aiid again, the Lord said unto the woman, I will 
greatly multiply your sorrow, and your conception. 
JLn sorrow you shall bring forth children ; and your de* 
sire shall be to your husband, and he shall rule over you. 

17. And the Lord God sstid unto Adam, Because you 
have hearkened unto the voice of your wife, and have 
eaten of the fruit of the tree of which I commanded 
you, saying. You shall not eat of it ! cursed shall be 
the ground for your sake ; in sorrow you shall eat of it 
all the days of your life. Thorns also and thistles shall 
it brinff forth to you ; and you shall eat the herb of the 
field. JBy the sweat of your face shall you eat breadj 
until you shall return unto the ground-*r.for you shaU 
surely die— for out of it you were taken : for dust you 
were, and unto dust you shall return. This was imme* 
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diately followed by the fulfilment of what we pre- 
viously said. Man was driven or sent out of Eden. 

18. Two important items are shown firom the former 
quotations. First, after man was created, he was not 
left without intelligence or understanding, to wander in 
darkness and spend an existence in ignorance and doubt 
(on the great and important point which effected his 
happiness), as to the real fact by whom he was created, 
or unto whom he was amenable for his conduct. God 
conversed with him face to face. In lus presence he 
was permitted to stand, and from his own mouth he 
was permitted to receive instruction. He heard his 
voice — ^walked before him — ^and gazed upon his glory — 
while intelligence burst upon h£ understanding, and 
enabled him to give names to the vast assemblage ot 
his Maker's works. 

19. Secondly, we have seen, that though man did 
transgress, his transgression did not deprive him of 
the previous knowlec^e with which he was endowed 
relative to the existence and glory of his Creator ; for 
no sooner did he hear his voice than he sought to hide 
himself from his presence. 

20. Having shown, then, in the first instance, that 
€rod began to converse with man immediately after he 
"breathed into his nostrils the breath of life," and that 
he did not cease to manifest himself to him, even after 
his fall. We shall next proceed to show, that though 
he was cast out from the garden of Eden, his know- 
ledge of the existence of Gk>d was not lost, neither did 
Qod cease to manifest his will unto him. 

21. We next proceed to present the account of the 
direct revelation which man received after he was 
cast out of Eden, and further copy from the new 
translation : — 

22. After Adam had been driven out of the garden, ^ 
he began to till the earth, and to have dominion over 
aU the beasts of the field, and to eat his bread by the 
sweat of his brow, as the Lord had commanded him ; 
and he called upon the name of the Lord, and so did 
Bv«^ his wife, also. And they heard the voice of the 
Losd, from the way toward the garden of Eden, speak- 
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ing unto them, and they saw him not, for they were 
shut out from his presence ; but he gave unto them 
commandments that they should worship the Lord 
their Ood, and should offer the firstlings of their flocks 
for an offering unto the Lord. And Adam was obe- 
dient imto the commandment. 

23. And after many days an angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto Adam, saying, Why do you offer sacrifices 
unto the Lord 1 And Adwn said unto him, I know not ; 
but the Lord commanded me to offer sacrifices. 

24. And the angel said imto him, This thing is a 
similitude of the sacrifice of the Only Begotten of the 
Father who is full of grace and truth. And you shall 
do all that you do in the name of the Son, and you 
shall repent and call upon God in his name for ever. 
Li that day the Holy Spirit fell upon Adam, and bore 
record of the Father and the Son. 

25. This last quotation, or summary, shows this im- 
portant fact, that though our first parents were driven 
out of the garden of Eden, and were even separated 
from the presence of God by a veil, they still retained a 
knowledge of his existence, and that sufficiently to move 
them to call upon him. And farther, that no sooner 
was the plan of redemption revealed to man, and he 
began to call upon God, than the Holy Spirit was 
given, bearing record of the Father and Son. 

26. Moses also gives us an account, in the fourth of 
Genesis, of the transgression of Cain, and the righte- 
ousness of Abel, and of the revelations of God to them. 
He says, in process of time, Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground an ottering unto the Lord. And Abel 
also brought of the firstlings of his flock, and of the 
fat thereof. And the Lord had respect unto Abel, and 
to his offering ; but imto Cain and to his offering he 
had not respect. Now Satan knew this, and it pleased 
him. And Cain was very angry, and his countenance 
fell. And the Lord said unto Cain, Why are you 
angry ? Why is your countenance fallen ? If you do 
well, will you not be accepted ? And if you do not 
well, sin lies at the door, and Satan desires to have 
you; and except you shall hearken unto my com- 
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mandmentBy I will deliver you up, and it shall be unto 
jou according to his desire. 

27. And Cain went into the field and talked with 
. his brother Abel. And while they were in the field, 

Cain rose up against his brother Abel and slew him. 
And Cain gloried in what he had done, saying, I am 
free ; surefy the flocks of my brother will now fall 
into my hands. 

28. But the Lord said unto Cain, Where is Abel, 
TOur brother ? And he said I know not. Am I my 
brother's keeper ? And the Lord said, what have you 
done ? the voice of your brother's blood cries unto me 
from the ground. And now, you shall be cursed from 
the earth which has opened her mouth to receive your 
brother's blood from your hand. When you till the 
ground, she shall not henceforth yield unto you her 
strength. A fugitive and a vagabond also, you shall 
be in the earth. 

29. And Cain said unto the Lord, Satan tempted me 
because of my brother's flocks. And I was also angry ; 
for his offering was accepted and mine was not. My 
punishment is greater than I can bear. Behold, you 
nave driven me out this day from the face of men, and 
from your &ce shall I be hid also ; and I shall be a 
fugitive and a vagabond in the earth ; and it shall come 
to pass, every one that finds me will slay me because 
of my oath, for these things are not hid from the Lord. 
And the Lord said unto Imn, Therefore, whoever slays 
Cain, vengeance shall be taken on him seven fold. 
And the Lord set a mark upon Cain, lest any finding 
him should kill him. 

30. The object of the foregoing quotations is to show 
to this class the way by which mankind were first made 
acquainted with the existence of a God ; that it was by 
a manifestation of God to man, and that God continued 
after man's trans^ssion, to manifest himself to him 
and to his posterity ; and, notwithstanding they were 
separated from his immediate presence, that they could 
not see his &ce, they continued to hear his voice. 

31. Adam, thus being made ac(][uainted with God, 
omnmtinicated the knowledge which he had unto his 

c 
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posterity ; and it was through this means that the 
thought was first suggested to their minds that there 
was a Qodf which laid the foundation for the exercise 
of their fEiith, throu^ which they oould obtain a know- 
ledge of his character and also of his glory. 

32. Not only was there a manifeetation made unto 
Adam of the existence of Qod ; but Moses informs ua, 
as before quoted, that Qod condescended to talk with. 
Cain after his ^at transgression in slaying his bro- 
ther, and that Cain knew that it was the Lord that 
was talking with him ; so that when he was driven 
out from the presence of his brethren, he carried with, 
him the knowledge of the existence of Qod ; and, 
through this means, doubtless, his posterit^r became 
acquamted with the fact that such a being existed. 

33. From this we can see that the whole human 
family in the early age of their existence; in all their 
different branches, mid this knowledge disseminated 
among them ; so that the existence of Qod became an 
object of faith in the early age of the world. And the 
evidences which these men hi^ of the existence oi a Grod, 
was the testimony of their others in the first instance. 

34. The reason why we have been thus particulap 
on this part of our subject, is, that this class may see 
b}r what means it was that Qod became an object of 
fEtith amon^ men after the &11 ; and what it was that 
stirred up tke faith of multitudes to feel after him — to 
search after a knowledge of his character, perfections 
and attributes, until they became extensively ac- 
quainted with him, and not only commune witn him 
and behold his glory, but be partakers of his power 
and stand in his presence. 

35. Let tiiis class mark particularly, that the testi- 
mony which these men had of the existence of a Qod^ 
was the testimony of man ; for previous to the time 
that any of Adam's posterity had obtained a manifes- 
tation of Qod to themselves, Adam, their common fa- 
ther, had testified unto them of the existence of Qod, 
and of his eternal power and Godhead. 

36. For instance, Abel, before he received the assui^ 
ance from heaven that his oflMngs were acceptable 
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tinto €^ had received the important information of 
bis father, that sudi a bein^ did exists who had created 
and who did uphold all thmgs. Neither can there be 
a doubt existing on the mind of any person, that Adam 
was the first who did communicate the knowledge of 
the existence of a Qod to his posterity ; and that the 
whole ftdth of the world, from that time down to the 

{)resent, is in a certain degree dependant on the know- 
edge first communicated to them by their common 
progenitor ; and it has been handed down to the day 
and generation in which we live, as we shall show 
&om the face of the sacred records. 

37. First, Adam was 130 years old when Seth was 
bom. Genesis v. 3. And the days of Adam, after he 
had begotten Seth^ were 800 years, making him 930 
years <Hd when he died. Genesis v. 4, 5. Seth was 
105 when Enos was bom (verse 6) ; Enos was 90 when 
Cainan was bom Averse 9) ; Cainan was 70 when Ma- 
halaleel was bom (verse 12) ; Mahalaleel was 65 when 
Jared was bom (verse 15) ; Jared was 162 when Enoch 
was bom (verse 18) ; fkioch was 65 when Methuselah 
•was bom (verse 21) ; Methuselah was 187 when La- 
mech was bom (verse 25); Lamedi was 182 when 
Koah was bom (verse 28.) 

38. From this account it appears that Lamech, the 
9th trom Adam, and the Father of Noah, was 56 years 
old when Adam died; Methuselah, 243 ; Enoch, 308 ; 
Jared, 470 ; Mahalaleel, 535 ; Cainan, 605 ; Enos, 695 ; 
and Seth, 800. 

39. So that LameclL the father of Noah, Methuselah. 
Enoch, Jared, Mahalaleel, Cainan, Enos, Seth, and 
Adam, were all living at the same time, and, beyond all 
controversy, were all preachers of righteousness. 

40. Moses further informs us that Beth lived after he 
begat Enos, 807 years, making him 912 years old at his 
death. Genesis v. 7, 8. And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan, 815 years, making him 905 years old when he 
died (verses 10, 11.) And Caintm lived after he becat 
Ifahalaleel, 840 years, making him 910 vears old at his 
death (verses 13, 14.) And Mahalaleel lived after he 
begat Jared, 830 years, making him 895 years old when

he died (verses 16, 17). And Jared lived after he becat 
Enoch, 800 years, making him 962 years old at his 
death (verses 19, 20). And Enodi walked with Grod 
after he beeat Methuselah 300 vears, making him 365 
years old when he was translated (verses 22, 23).* And 
Methuselah lived after he besat Lamech, 782 years 
makinff him 969 years old when ne died (verses 26, 27). 
Lamech lived after he begat Noah, 595 years, making 
him 777 years old when he died (verses 30, 31). ^ 

41. Agreeably to this account^ Adam diea m the 
930th year of the world ; Enoch was translated in the 
987th ; Seth died in the 1042nd ; Enos in the 1140th ; 
Cainan in the 1235th ; Mahalaleel in the 1290th ; Jared 
in the 1422nd ; Lamech in the 1651st ; and Methuselah 
in the 1656th, it being the same year in which the 
flood came. 

42. So that Noah was 84 years old when Enos died, 
176 when Cainan died, 234 when Mahalaleel died, 366 
when Jared died, 595 when lismech died, and 600 
when Methuselah died* 

43. We can see from this that Enos, Cainan, Maha- 
laleel, Jared, Methusaleh, Lamech, and Noah, all lived 
on the earth at the same time ; and l^t Enoe^ CainaoL 
M ahal al eel, Jared, Methusaleh^ and Lamech, were all 
acquainted with bioth Adam and Noah. 

44. From the foregoing it is easily to be seen, not only 
how the knowledge of God came into the world, but 
upon what principle it was preserved ; that from the 
time it was first communicated, it was retained in the 
minds of righteous men, who taucht not only their own 
posterity but the world ; so that uiere was no need of a 
new revelation to man, after Adam's creation to Noah, to 
give them the first idea or notion of the existence of a 
God ; and not only of a Gtod, but the true and living God. 

45. Having traced the dbronology of the world from 
Adam to NosSi, we will now trace from Noah to Abrar- 
ham. Noah was 502 vears old when Shem was bom ; 
98 years afterwards the flood came, being the 600th 
year of Noah's age. And Moses informs us that Noah

46. Shem was 100 years old when Arphaxed was bom. 
Genesis xi. 10. Arphaxed was 35 when Salah was bom 
^ 12) ; Salah was 30 when Eber was bom (xi. 14) ; 
Eber was 34 when Peleg was bom, in whose days the 
earth was divided (xi. 16) ; Peleg was 30 when Beu was 
bom (xL 18) ; Reu was 32 when Serug was bom (xi. 
20); Semg was 30 when Nahor was bom (xi. 22); 
Nahor was 29 when Terah was bom (xi. 24) ; Terah 
was 70 when Haran and Abraham were bom (xi. 26). 

47. There is some difficulty in the account given by 
Moses of Abraham's birth. Some have supposed that 
Abraham was not bom until Terah was 130 years old. 
This conclusion is drawn fix)m a variety of scriptures, 
which are not to our purpose at present to quote. 
Neither is it a matter of any consequence to us, whether 
Abraham was bom when Terah was 70 years old, or 
130. But in order that there may no doubt exist xqpon 
any mind, in relation to the object lying immediatelr 
before us, in presentinfi^ the present coronology we will 
date the birtn of Abrabam at the latest period, that is, 
when Terah was 130 years old. It appears fix)m this 
account that from the flood to the birm of Abraham| 
was 352 years. 

48 Moses informs us that Shem Eved after he begat 
Arphaxed, 500 (Genesis xi. 11) ; this added to 100 years 
which was his age when Arphaxed was bom, makes him 
600 years old "^men he died. Arphaxed lived after he 
begat Salah, 403 years (xi 13) ; this added to 35 years, 
wmch was his age when Salah was bom, makes him 
438 years old itdien he died. Salah lived after he be^t 
Eber 403 years (xL 15) ; this added to 30 years, whid^ 
was his ace when Eber was bom, makes lum 433 years 
old when he died. Eber lived after he becat Peleg, 430 
years (xL 17); this added to 34 years, umich was his 
age when Peleg was bom, makes him 464 years old. 
Peleg lived after he besat Eeu, 209 years (xi. 19) ; this 
added to 30 years, which was his age when Eeu was 
bom, makes him 239 y^ars old when he died. Beu lived 
after he begat Serug 807 years (xi. 21) ; this added to 
c 3 
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32 years, wMch was his age when Serog was bom, makes 
him 239 years old when he died. Serug lived after he 
be^t NiiJior 200 years (xL 23) ; this added to.30 years, 
which was his afle when Nahor was bom, makes him 
230 years old when he died. Nahor lived after he be^at 
TenJi, 119 years (xL 25) ; this added to 29 ^ears, which 
was his affe when Terah was bom, makes him 148 vears 
old when he died. Terah was 130 years old when Abra- 
ham was bom, and is sujpposed to have lived 76 years 
after his birth, making him 205 years old when he died. 

49. Agreeablv to this last account, Feleg died in the 
1996th year of the world, Nahor in the 1997th, and 
Noah in the 2006th. So that Peleg, in whose days the 
earth was divided, and Nahor, the grand&ther of 
Abraham, both died before Noah — the former being 
239 years old, and the latter 148 ; and who cannot but 
see that they must have had a long and intimate 
acquaintance with Noah ? 

50. Beu died in the 2026th year of the world, Serog 
in the 2049th, Terah in the 2083rcL Arphaxed in the 
2096th, Salah in the 2126th, Shem m the 2158th, Alnra^ 
ham in the 2183rd, and Eber in the 2187th, which was 
four years after Abraham's death. And Eber w^ the 
fourth from Noah. 

51. Nahor, Abraham's brother, was 58 years old 
when Noah died, Terah 128^ Serog 187, Beu 219, Eber 
283, Salah 313, Arphaxed 344, and Shem 448. 

52. It appears fix>m this account, that Nahor, brother 
of Abraham, Terah, Nahor, Serug, Beu, Pelee, Eber, 
Salah, Arphaxed, Shem, and Noah, all lived on the earth 
at the same time ; and that Abraham was 18 years old 
when Beu died, 41 when Serog and his brother Nahor 
died, 75 when Terah died, 88 when Aiphaxed died, 118 
when Salah died, 150 when Shem diec^ and that Eber 
lived four years after Abraham's death. And that Shem, 
Arphaxed, Salah. Eber, Beu, Serug, Terah, and Nahor, 
the brother of Abraham, and Abraham, lived at the 
same time. And that Nahor, brother of Abraham, 
Terah, Serog, Beu, Eber, Salah, Arphaxed. and Shem, 
were all acquainted with both Noah and Abraham. 

53. We have now traced the chronology of the world, 
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agreeably to the account given in our present bible, 
from Adam to Abraham, and have clearly determined, 
beyond the power of controversy, that there was no 
difficulty in preserving the knowledge of God in the 
world from the creation of Adam, and the manifesta- 
tion made to his immediate descendants, as set forth in 
the former part of this lecture ; so that the students in 
this class need not have any doubt resting on their 
minds on this subject^ for they can easily see, that it is 
impossible for it to be otherwise, but that the knowledge 
of the existence of a Grod must have continued from 
father to son, as a matter of tradition at least ; for we 
cannot suppose that a knowledge of this important 
fact could nave existed in the mind of any of the 
before-mentioned individuals, without their having 
made it known to their posterity. 

54. We have now shown how it was that the first 
thought ever existed in the mind of any individual that 
there was such a being as a God, who had created and 
did uphold all things : that it was by reason of tJie 
manifestation which he first made to our father, Adam^ 
when he stood in his presence, and conversed with him 
face to face, at the time of his creation. 

56. Let us here observe, that after any portion of 
the human family are made acquainted with the impor- 
tant fact that there is a Gk>d, who has created and does 
uphold all things, the extent of their knowledge re- 
specting his character and glory will depend upon their 
diligence and fiaithfalness in seeking ^ter hun, until 
like Enoch, the brother of Jared, and Moses, they shall 
obtain faith in God, and power with him to behold 
him fiEkce to face. 

56. We have now clearly set forth how it is, and how 
it was, that Qod became an object of £uth for rational 
beings ; and also, upon what foundation the testimony 
was based which excited the inquiry and dili^nt 
search of the ancient saints to seek after and obtam a 
knowledge of the glory of God ; and we have seen that 
it was human testmiony, and human testimony onl^, 
that excited this inquiry, in the first instance, in their 
minds. It was the credence they gave to the testimony 
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of their fathers, this testimony having aroused their 
minds to inquire after the Knowledge of God ; the 
inquiry firequently terminated, indeea always termi- 
nated when rightly pursued, in the most glorious 
discoTeries and eternal certainty.

How did men first come to the knowledge of the existence 
of a Qod, so as to exercise fidth in him t In order to answer 
this question, it will be necessary to go back and examine 
man at his creation,* tiie circumstances in which he was placed, 
and the knowledge which he had of Qod. Section ii 8, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11. — ^First, when man was created he stood in 
the presence of Qod. Genesis i 27| 28. From this we learn 
that man, at his creation, stood in the presence of his Gk>d, 
and had most perfect knowledge of his existence. — Secondly, 
Qod conversed with him after his transgression. Genesis iii 
from the 8th to the 22nd. Section u. 18, 14, 15, 16, 17. 
From this we learn that, though man did transgress, he was 
not deprived of the previous uiowled^ which he had of the 
existence of Qod. Section ii 19. — ^Thirdly. Qod conversed 
with man after he cast him out of the ^krden. Section ii 22, 
23, 24, 25. — ^Fourthly, Qod also conversed with Cain after he 
had slain Abei Qenesis iv. from the 4th to tiie 6th. Section 
ii 26, 27, 28, 29. 

What is the object of the foregoing quotation ? It is that 
it may be clearly seen how it was that the first thoughts were 
•uggeisted to the minds of men of the existence of Gk>d, and 
how extensively this knowledge was spread among the im- 
mediate descendants of Adam. Section ii 80, 81, 82, 88. 

What testimony had the immediate descendants of Adam, 
Id proof of the existence of Qodt The testimony of their 
tmLdt. And after they were made acquainted with his exist- 
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enoe, by the toBtiiiiony of thflir fkUier, they wan dependant 
upon the ezerdae of their own fidth^ for a knowledge of hit 
eharacter, perfections, end attributes. Section ii 23, 24, 25, 26. 

Had any other of the hmnan family, besides Adam, a know- 
ledge of the ezistenoe of Qod, in the first instance, by any 
olher means than hnman testimony? They had not. Vot 
preyious to the time that they eonld have power to obtain • 
manifestation for tiiemselves, the all-inqK>rtant fiict had been 
communicated to them by their common &ther ; and so firom 
father to child the knowledge was communicated as extern- 
sively as the knowledge of his existence was known ; for it 
was by this means, in the first instance, that men had a know- 
ledge of his existence. Section ii 35, 86. 

How do you know that the knowledge of the existence of 
Qod was communicated in this manner, throughout the dif- 
ferent ages of the world? By the chronology obtained 
through the revelatiomi of Qod 

How would you divide that chronology in order to cout^ 
it to the understanding clearly? Into two parts — ^Fir8t> by 
embracing that period of the world from Adam to Noah ; and 
ser*ondly, from Noah to Abraham ; firom which period the 
knowledge of the existence of Gk>d has been so general, that 
it is a matter <^ no dispute in what manner the idea of his 
existence has been retained in the world.

Is the knowledge of the existence of God a matter of 
mere tradition, founded upoi^^human testimony alone, until a 
person receives a manifestation of God to themselves ? It is. 

How do you prove it ? From the whole of the first lecture 
of the second section. 
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LECTURE THIRD.— SECTION ni. 

1. In the second lecture it was shewn, how it was 
that the knowledge of the existence of Grod came into 
the world, and by what means the first thoughts were 
suggested to the nunds of men that such a being did 
actually exist ; and that it was by reason of tiie ^ow- 
ledge of his existence that there was a foundation laid 
for the exercise of faith in him, as the only being in 
whom fiEdth could centre for life and salvaticm; for 
fiiith could not centre in a being of whose existence we 
have no idea, because the idea of his existence in the 
first instance, is essential to the exercise of faith in 
him. Romans x. 14. '* How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not believed 1 and how shall 
they believe in n\m of whom they have not heard ? 
and how shall they hear without a preacher" (or one 
sent to tell them) ? So, then, faith comes by hearing 
the word of Qod, (New translation.) 

2. Let us here observe, that three things are neces- 
sary, in order that any rational and intefligent being 
may exercise faith in Grod unto life and salvation. 

3. First, the idea that he actually exists. 

4. Secondly, a correct idea of his character, perfeo- 
tions, and attributes. 

6. Thirdly, an actual knowledge that the course of 
life which he is pursuing, is accoroing to his will. For 
without an acquaintance with these three important 
facts, the fidth of every rational being must be imper- 
fect and unproductive ; but with this understandmg, 
it can become perfect and fruitful, abounding in right- 
eousness, unto the praise and glory of Gk)d the Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

6. Having previously been made acquainted with 
the way the idea of his existence came into the world, 
M veil as the fact of his existence, we shall proceed to 
D 3 
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examine his chavacter, perfections, and attribute, .in 
order that this class may see, not only the just grounds 
wMch they have for the exercise of faith in him, for 
life and salvation, but the reasons that all the world, 
also, as fax as the idea of his existence extends, may 
have to exercise faith in him the Father of all living. 

7. As we have been indebted to a revelation whidi 
God made of himself to his creatures, in the first in- 
stance, for the idea of his existence, so in like manner 
we are indebted to the revelations which he has given 
to us for a correct understanding of his character, per- 
fections, and attributes ; because, without the revela- 
tions which he has given to us, no man by searcdiing 
could find out God. Job xi. 7, 8, 9. 1 Corinthians iL 
9, 10, 11. " But as it is written, eye has not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God has prepared for them that love 
him ; but Grod has revealed them unto us by his Spirit, 
for tiie Spirit searches all things, yea, the deep things of 
God. For what man knows the things of a man, save 
the spirit of man which is in him ? Even so, the things 
of God no man knows but by the Spirit of God." • 

8. Having said so much we proceed to examine the 
character which the revelations have given of God. 

9. Moses gives us the following accoimt in Exodus, 
xxxiv. 6. " And the Lord passed by before him, and 
proclaimed, the Lord God, the Lord God, merciful and 
gracious, long suffering and abundant in goodness and 
truth." Psalm ciii. 6, 7, 8. " The Lord executes right- 
eousness and judgment for all that are oppressed. He 
made known his ways unto Moses, his acts unto the 
children of Israel. The Lord is merciful and gracious, 
slow to anger and plenteous in mercy :" Psalm ciii. 
17, 18. "^ut the mercy of the Lord is firom everlast- 
ing to everlasting upon them that fear him, and his 
righteousness unto children's children, to such as keep 
his covenant, and to those that remember his command- 
ments to do them." Psalm xc. 2. " Before the moim- 
tains were brou^t forth, or ever you had formed the 
earth and the world, even from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, you are God." Hebrews i. 10, 1 1, 12. And 
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you, Lord, in the beginning have laid the foundation of 
the earth ; and the heavens are the works of your 
hands : they shall perish, but you shall remain ; and 
they shall wax old as a garment ; and as a vesture 
shall you fold them up, and they e^all be changed ; but 
you are the same and your years shall not fail." 
James i. 17. " Every good gift, and every perfect gift, 
is from above, and comes down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variableness, neither sha- 
dow of turning." Malachi iii. 6. For I am the Lord, 
I change not ; therefore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed." 

10. Book of Commandments, chap, ii., commencing 
in the third line of the first paragraph. " For God 
does not walk in crooked paths, neither does he turn 
to the right hand or the left, or vary from that which 
he has said, therefore his paths are straight, and his 
course is one eternal round." Book of Commandments, 
chap, xxxvii. 1. " Listen to the voice of the Lord 
your Grod, even Alpha and Omega, the beginning and 
the end, whose course is one eternal round, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever. 

11. Numbers xxiii. 19. ^ God is not a man that he 
should lie, neither the son of man that he should re- 
pent." 1 John iv. 8. " He that loves not, knows not 
God, for God is love." Acts x. 34. "Then Peter 
opened his mouth and said, of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons, but in every nation he 
that fears God and works righteousness is accepted 
with him." 

12. From the foregoing testimonies we learn the fol- 
lowingthings respecting the character of God. 

13. First, that he was God before the world was 
created, and the same God that he was after it was 
created. 

14. Secondly, that he is merciful and gracious, slow 
to anger, abundant in goodness, and that he was so 
from everlasting, and wul be to everlasting. 

15. Thirdly, that he changes not, neither is there 
variableness with him ; but that he is the same from 
everlasting to everlasting, being the same yesterday, 
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to-day, and for ever; and that his coiira« is one eternal 
round/without variation. 

16. Fourthly, that he is a Grod of truth and cannot lie. 

17. Fifthly, that he is no respecter of persons : but in 
every nation he that fears €^ and works righteous- 
ness is accepted of him. 

18. Sixthly, that he is love. 

19. An acquaintance with these attributes in the 
divine character, is essentially necessary, in order that 
the faith of any rational being can centre in him for 
life and salvation. For if he did not, in the first in- 
stance, believe him to be Ood, that is, the creator and 
upholder of all things, he could not centre his faith in 
hmi for life and salvation, for fear there should be 
greater than he who would thwart all his plans, and he, 
Bke the gods of the heal^en, would be unable to fulfil 
his promises ; but seeing he is God over all, from, ever- 
lastmg to everlasting, the creator and upholder of all 
things, no such fear can exist in the mmds of those 
who put their trust in him, so that in this respect their 
faith can be without wavering. 

20. But secondly ; unless he was merciful and gra- 
cious, slow to anger, long suffering and full of good- 
ness, such is the weakness of human nature, and so 
great the frailties and imperfections of men, that unless 
the^ believed that these excellencies existed in tiie 
divme character, the fiEdth necessary to salvation could 
not exist ; for doubt would take the place of fiEdth, and 
those who know their weakness and liability to sin, 
would be in constant doubt of salvation, if it were not 
for the idea which they have of the excellency of the 
character of Grod, that he is slow to anger and long suf- 
fering, and of a forgiving disposition, and does forgive 
iniquity, transgression, and sin. An idea of these £Ekcta 
does away doubt, and makes faith exceedingly strong, 

21. But it is equally as necessary that men should 
have the idea that he is a God who changes not, in or- 
der to have faith in him, as it is to have the idea that 
he is gracious and long suffering ; for without the idea 
of unchangeableness m the cEaracter of the Deity, 
doubt would take the place of £ftith. But with the idea 
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that he changes not, faith lays hold upon the excellen- 
cies in his character with unshaken confidence, believ- 
ing he is the same yesterday, to-day, and for ever, and 
that his course is one eternal round. 

22. And again, the idea that he is a God of truth and 
cannot lie, is equalljr as necessary to the exercise of 
faith in him as the idea of his imchangeableness. For 
without the idea that he was a God of truth and could 
not lie, the confidence necessary to be placed in his 
word, in order to the exercise of faith in him could 
not exist. But having the idea that he is not man, that 
he cannot lie, it gives power to the minds of men to 
exercise fe,ith in him. 

23. But it is also necessary that men should have an 
idea that he is no respecter of persons, for with the idea 
of all the other excellencies in his character, and this 
one wanting, men could not exercise faith in him ; be^ 
cause if he were a respecter of persons, they cduld not 
tell what their privileges were, nor how far they were 
authorised to exercise Sdth in him, or whether they were 
authorised to do it at all, but all must be confusion ; but 
no sooner are the minds of men made acquainted with 
the truth on this point, that he is no respecter of per- 
sons, than they see that they have authority by faith to 
lay hold on eternal life, the richest boon of heaven, 
because God is no respecter of persons, and that every 
man in every nation nas an equal privilege. 

24. And lastly, but not less important to the exer- 
cise of £aith in God, is the idea that he is love ; for with 
all the other excellencies in his character, without this 
one to influence them, they could not have such power- 
ful dominion over the minds of men ; but when the 
idea is planted in the mind that he is love, who cannot 
see the just ground that men of every nation, kindred, 
and tongue, have to exercise faith in G^d so as to 
obtain eternal life. 

25. From the above description of the character of 
the Deity, which is given him in the revelations to 
men^ there is a sure foundation for the exercise of faith 
in hun among every people, nation, and kindred, firom 
age to age, and from generation to generation.

Would an idea of these three things lay a sure foundation 
for the exercise of faith in Gk>d, so as to obtain life and salva- 
tion ? It would ; for bv the idea of these three things, fiedth 
could become perfect and fruitful, aboimding in righteous- 
ness imto the praise and glory of Gk>d Section iii 5. 

How are we to be made acquainted with the before-men- 
tioned things respecting the Deity, and respecting ourselvesi 
By revelation. Section iii 6. 
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Could these things be found out by any other means than 
by revelation 1 They could not. 

^ How do you prove it ? By the scriptures. Job xi 7, 8, 9. 
1 CorinthisusiB ii 9, 10, 11. Section ilL 7. 

What things do we learn in the revelations of Gk>d respect- 
ing his character 1 We learn the six following things. First, 
that he was Qod before the world was created, and the same 
.Qod that he was after it was created. Secon<Uy, that he is 
merciful and gracious, slow to anger, abundant in goodness, 
and that he was so from everlasting, and will be so to ever- 
lasting. Thirdly, that he changes not, neither is there vari- 
ableness with hun, and that his course is one eternal round. 
Fourthly, that he is a GK)d of truth, and cannot He. f^thly, 
that he is no respecter of persons ; and Sixthly, that he is 
love. Section iii 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18. 

Where do you find the revelations which give us this idea 
of the character of the Deity ) In the bible and book of 
commandments, and they are quoted in the third lectura 
Section iii 9, 10, 11. 

What efiPect would it have on aiw rational being not to 
have an idea that the Lord was dod, the creator and up- 
holder of all things 1 It would prevent him from exercising 
fidth in him unto life and salvation. 

Why would it prevent him from exerdsing fedth in Qt<A% 
Because he would be as the heathen, not knowing but there 
might be a being greater and more powerful than he, and 
thereby he be prevented frt>m fulfilling nis promises. Section 
iii 19. 

Does this idea prevent this doubt? It does; for persons 
having this idea are enabled thereby to exercise fisdth without 
this doubt. Section iii 19. 

Is it not alst> necessary to have the idea that Gk>d is merci- 
ful and gracious, long suffering and full of goodness 1 It is. 
Section iii 20. 

Why is it necessary ? Because of the weakness and imper- 
fections of human nature, and the great frailties of man ; for 
such is the weakness of man, and such his frailties, that he is 
liable to sin continually, and if Gk>d were not long sufifering, 
and frill of compassion, gracious and merciful and of a foi^v- 
ing disposition, man woi^d be cut off from before him, in con- 
quence of which he would be in continual doubt and could 
not exercise faith ; for where doubt is, there £uth has no 
power ; but by man's believing that God is full of compassion 
and forgiveness, long Buffering and slow to anger, he can 
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ezerdfie faith in him and overcome doubt, so as to be exceed- 
ingly strong. Section iii 20. 

Is it not equally as necessary that man should have an idea 
that Qod changes not, neither is there variableness with him, 
in order to exercise fSaith in him unto life and salvation 1 It 
is ; because without this, he would not know how soon the 
mercy of Qod might change into cruelty, his long sufferings 
into rashness, his love into hatred, and in consequence of 
which doubt, man would be incapable of exercising faith in 
him, but having the idea that he is unchangeable, man can. 
have faith in him continually, "believing that what he was yes- 
terday he is to-day, and will be for ever. Section iii 21. 

Is it not necessary also, for men to have an idea that God 
is a being of truth, before they can have perfect faith in him ! 
It is ; for unless men have this idea they cannot place confi- 
dence in his word, and not being able to place confidence in 
his word, they could not have faith in him ; but believing 
that he is a God of truth, and that his word cannot fail, their 
faith can rest in him without doubt. Section in. 22. 

Could man exercise faith in God so as to obtain eternal Hfe 
unless he believe that Qod was no respecter of persons ? He 
could not ; because without this idea he could not certainly 
know that it was Ms privilege so to do, and in consequence of 
this doubt his fisdth could not be sufficiently strong to save 
him. Section iii 23. 

Would it be possible for a man to exercise faith in God, so 
as to be saved, unless he had an idea that God was love 1 He 
could not ; because man could not love Gk>d, unless he had 
an idea that God was love, and if he did not love God, he 
could not have faith in him. Section in. 24. 

What is the description which the sacred writers give of 
the character of the Deity calculated to do 1 It is calculated 
to lay a foundation for the exercise of faith in him, as far as 
the knowledge extends among all people, tongues, languages^ 
kindreds and nations, and that from age to age, and from 
generation to generation. Section iii. 25. 

Is the character which God has given of himself, uniform ) 
It is, in all his revelations, whether to the Former-day Saints^ 
or to the Latter-day Saints, so that they all have the autho- 
rity to exercise faith in him, and to expect by the exercise of 
their faith, to enjoy the same blessings. Section uL 26. 
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LECTUEE FOURTH.— SECTION IV. 

1. Having shown in the third lecture, that correct 
ideas of the character of Grod are necessary in order to 
the exercise of faith in him unto life and salvation ; 
and that without correct ideas of his character, the 
minds of men could not have sufficient power with 
God to the exercise of faith necessary to the enjoyment 
of eternal life ; and that correct ideas of his cnaracter 
lay a foundation, as far as his character is concerned, 
for the exercise of faith, so as to enjoy the fulness of 
the blessing of the gospel of Jesus Christ, even that of 
eternal glory ; we shall now proceed to show the con- 
nexion there is between correct ideas of the attributes 
of God, and the exercise of faith in him unto eternal life. 

2. Let us here observe, that the real design which 
the Grod of heaven had in view in making the human 
family acquainted with his attributes, was, that they, 
through the ideas of the existence of his attributes, 
might be enabled to exercise faith in him, and through 
the exercise of faith in him, might obtain eternal life ; 
for without the idea of the existence of the attributes 
which belong to God, the minds of men could not have 
iiower to exercise faith on him so as to lay hold upon 
eternal life. The God of heaven, understanding most 
perfectly the constitution of human nature, and the 
weakness of man, knew what was necessary to be re- 
vealed, and what ideas must be planted in tneir minds 
in order that they might be enabled to exercise faith 
in lum unto eternal life. 

3. Having said so much, we shall proceed to examine 
the ittributes of Gk>d, as set forth in his revelations to 
the human family, and to show how necessary correct 
ideas of his attributes are, to enable men to exercise 
fldtb in him ; for without these ideas being planted in 
the minds of n\en, it would be out of the power of any 

E 
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person or persons to exercise faith in God so as to 
obtain eternal life. So that the divine commnnications 
made to man in the first instance, were designed to es- 
tablish in their minds the ideas necessary to enable 
them to exercise faith in Grod, and through this means 
to be partakers of his glory. 

4. We have, in the revelations which he has given 
to the human family, the following account of bis at- 
tributes. 

5. First — Knowledge. Acts xv. 18. " Known unto 
God are all his works from the beginning of the world" 
Isaiah xlvL 9, 10. " Eemember the former things of 
old ; for I am Gk)d, and there is none else ; I am God, 
and there is none like me, dedcmng the end from the 
beginning f and from ancient time uie things that are 
not yet done, saying my counsel shall stand, and I 
will do all my pleasure." 

6. Secondly — Faith or power. Hebrews xi 3, 
"Throi^h faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of Grod," Genesis i. 1. "In the 
beginning Grod created the heaven and the earth." 
Isaiah xiv. 24, 27. " The Lord of hosts has sworn, say- 
ing, surely as I have thou^t, so shall it come to pass : 
and as I have purposed, so shall it stand. For the 
Lord of Hosts hath purposed, and who shall disannul 
it ? and his hand is stretched out, and who shall turn 
it back]" 

7. Thirdly — Justice. Psalm Ixxxix. 14. "Justice 
and judgment are the habitation of thy throne." Isaiah 
xlv. 21. " Tell ye, and bring them near ; yea, let them 
take counsel together : who hath declared this from 
the ancient time 1 have not I the Lord ? and there is 
no God else beside me ; a just Grod and a Saviour." 
Zephaniah v. 6. " The just Lord is in the midst thereofl'' 
Zechariah ix. 9. "Bejoice greatly, O daughter of 
Zion ; shout, O daughter of Jerusalem ; behold thy 
King comes unto thee : he is just and having salvation. 

8. Fourthly — Judgment. Psalm Ixxxix. 14. "Jus- 
tice and judgment are the habitation of thy throne,*' 
Deuteronomy xxxii. 4. " He is the Kock, his work is 
perfect ; for all his ways are judgment : a God of 
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truth and without miquity, just and right is he." Fsalm 
ix. 7. " But the Lord shall endure for ever. He has 
prepared his throne for judgment." Psalm xi. 16. 
"The Lord is known by the judgment which he ex- 
ecutes." 

9. Fifthly — Mercy. Psalm Ixxxix. 14. "Mercy 
and truth shall go before his face." Exodus xxxiv. 6. 
" And the Lord passed by before him, and proclaimed; 
The Lord, the Lprd God, merciful and gracious." Ne- 
hemiah ix. 17. " But thou art a God ready to pardon, 
gracious and merciful." 

10. And sixthly— Truth. Psalm Ixxxix. 14. "Mercy 
and truth shall go before thy face." Exodus xxxiv. 6. 
"Long suffering and abundiuit in ffoodness and truth." 
Deuteronomy xxxiL 4. " He is uie Bock, his work is 
perfect ; for all his ways are judgment : a God of truth 
and without iniquity, just and right is he." Psalm 
xxxi. 5. " Lito Thy hand I commit my spirit : thou 
hast redeemed me, O Lord God of truth. ' 

11. By a little reflection it will be seen, that the 
idea of the existence of these attributes in the Deity is 
necessary to enable any rational being to exercise faith 
in him ; for without the idea of the existence of these 
attributes in the Deity, men could not exercise faith 
in him for life and salvation ; seemg that without the 
knowled^ of all things, Qod would not be able to save 
any portion of his creatures ; for it is by reason of the 
knowledge which he has of all things, from the bemu- 
ning to ihe end, that enables him to give that under* 
standing to his creatures, by which they are made par- 
takers of eternal life ; and if it were not for the idea 
existing in the minds of men, that €k>d had all know- 
ledge, it would be impossible for them to exercise faith 
in him. 

12. And it is not less necessary that men should have 
the idea of the existence of the attribute power in the 
Deity ; for unless God had power over all things, and 
was able by his power to control all things, and thereby 
deliver his creatures who put their trust in him from 
the power of all beings that might seek their destruc- 
tion, whether in heaven, on earth, or in hell, men 
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oould not be saved. But ^th the idea of the existence 
of this attribute planted in the mind, men feel as 
though they had nothing to fear who put their trust in 
God, believing that he luus power to save all who come 
to him to the very uttermost. 

13. It is also necessary, in order to the exercise of 
faith in God unto life and salvation, that men should 
nave the idea of the existence of the attribute justice 
in him ; for without the idea of the existence of the 
attribute justice in the Deity, men could not have con- 
fidence simciently to place themselves under his gui- 
dance and direction ; for they would be filled with 
fear and doubt lest the judge of all the earth would 
not do right , and thus fear or doubt, existing in the 
mind, would preclude the possibility of the exercise of 
&ith in him for life and salvation. But when the 
idea of the existence of the attribute justice in the 
Deity, is fairly planted in the mind, it leaves no room 
for doubt to get into the heart, and l^e mind is ena- 
bled to cast itself upon the Almighty without fear and 
without doubt, and with the most unshaken confi- 
dence, believing that the judge of all the earth will do 
right. 

14. It is also of equal importance that men should 
have the idea of the existence of the attribute judgment 
in God, in order that they may exercise faitii in him 
for life and salvation ; for without the idea of the ex- 
istence of this attribute in the Deity, it would be im- 
possible for men to exercise faith m him for life and 
salvation, seeing that it is through the exercise of this 
attribute that the faithful in Christ Jesus are delivered 
out of the hands of those who seek their destruction ; 
for if God were not to come out in swift judgment 
against the workers of iniquity and the powers of 
darkness, his saints could not oe saved ; for it is by 
judgment that the Lord delivers his saints out of tihe 
hands of all their enemies, and those who reject the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. But no sooner is the 
idea of the existience of this attribute planted in the 
minds of men, than it gives power to the mind for the 
exercise of faith and confidence in God, and they ar^ 
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enabled by faith to lay hold on the promises which 
are set before them, and wade through all the tribula- 
tions and afiUctions to which they are subjected by 
reason of the persecution firom those who know not 
Qody and obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
believinff that in due time the Lord will come out in 
swift juG^nnent against their enemies, and they shall 
be cut on from l]^fore him, and that in his own due 
time he will bear them off conquerors, and more than 
conquerors in all things. 

15. And acain, it is equally important that men 
should have ike idea of the existence of the attribute 
mercy in the Deitjr, in order to exercise fidth in him 
for life and salvation ; for without the idea of the ex- 
istence of this attribute in the Deity, the spirits of the 
saints would faint in the midst of the tribulations, 
afflictions, and persecutions which they have to endure 
for righteousness' sake. But when the idea of the ex- 
istence of this attribute is once established in the mind, 
it ^ves life and energy to the spirits of the saints, 
believing that the mercy of Grod will be poured out 
ii^n them in the midst of their afflictions, and that he 
will compassionate them in their sufferings, and that 
the mercy of Qod will lay hold of them and secure 
them in the arms of his love, so that they will receive 
a full reward for all their sufferings. 

16. And lastly, but not less important to ihe exer- 
cise of faith in God, is the idea of the existence of the 
attribute truth in him ; for without the idea of the 
existence of this attribute, the mind of man could have 
nothing upon which it could rest with certainty — all 
would be confusion and doubt. But with the idea of 
the existence of this attribute in the Deity in the mind, 
all the teachings, instructions, promises, and blessings 
become realities, and the mind is enabled to lay hold 
of them with certainty and confidence, believing that 
these things, and all that the Lord has said, shall be 
fulfilled in their time ; and that all the cursings, de- 
nunciations, and judgments, pronounced upon the 
heads of the unrighteous, will also be executed in the 
due time of the Lord : and by reason of the truth and 
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veracity of him, the mind beholds its deliverance and 
salvation as being certain. 

17. Let the mind once reflect sincerely and candidly 
upon the ideas of the existence of the before-mentionea 
attributes in the Deity, and it will be seen that, as far 
as his attributes are concerned, there is a sure foun- 
dation laid for the exercise of futh in him for life and 
salvation. For inasmuch as €rod possesses the attri- 
bute knowledge, he can make all things known to his 
saints necessary for their salvation ;Nand as he pos- 
sesses the attribute power, he is able thereby to deliver 
them from the power of all enemies ; and seeing, also, 
that justice is an attribute of the Deity, he will deal 
with them upon the principles of righteousness and 
equity, and a just reward will be granted unto them 
for all their afOlctions and sufferings for the truth's 
sake. And as judgment is an attribute of the Deity 
also, his saints can have the most unshaken confldence 
that they will in due time, obtain a perfect deliverance 
out of the hands of all their enemies, and a complete 
victory over all those who have sought their hurt and 
destruction. And as mercy is also an attribute of the 
Deity, his saints can have confidence that it will be 
exercised towards them, and through the exercise of 
that attribute towards them, comfort and consolation 
will be administered unto them abundantly, amid all 
their afflictions and tribulations. And, lastly, realiz- 
ing that truth is an attribute of the Deity, the mind is 
lea to rejoice amid all its trials and temptations, in 
hope of that glory which is to be brought at the reve- 
lation of Jesus Christ, and in view of tha.t crown which 
is to be placed upon the heads of the saints in the day 
wh^n the Lord shall distribute rewards unto them, 
and in prospect of that eternal weight of glory which 
the Lord has promised to bestow upon them, when he 
shall bring them into the midst of his throne to dwell 
in his presence eternally. 

18. In view, then, of the existence of these attributes, 
the feitii of the saints can become exceedingly strong, 
abounding in righteousness unto the praise and glory 
of God, and can exert its mighty influence in searching 
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after wisdom and understanding, until it has obtained 
a knowledge of all things that pertain to life and sal- 
vation. 

19. Such, then, is the foundation which is laid, 
through the revelation of the attributes of God, for the 
exercise of faith in him for life and salvation ; and see- 
ing that these are attributes of the Deity, they are un- 
changeable — being the same yesterday, to-day, and 
for ever — ^which gives to the minds of the Latter-day 
Saints the same power and authority to exercise faith 
in God which the Former-day Saints had ; so that all 
the saints in this respect, have been, are, and will be 
alike imtil the end of time ; for God never changes, 
therefore his attributes and character remain for ever 
the same. And as it is through the revelation of these 
that a foundation is laid for the exercise of faith in 
Grod unto life and salvation, the foundation, therefore, 
for the exercise of faith was, is, and ever will be the 
same ; so that all men have had, and will have, an 
equal privilege.

Where are the revelations to be found which give this re- 
lation of the attributes of Qod 1 In the old and New Testa- 
ments, and they are quoted in the fourth lecture, fifth, sixUi^ 
seventh, eighth, ninth, and tenth paragraphs.*

Have the Latter^ay Saints as much authority given them, 
through the revelation of the attributes of Gk>d, to exer<ase 
faith in him as the Former<lay Saints had ? They have. 

How do you prove it] By the nineteenth paragraph of 
this lecture.*

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LECTURE FIFTH.— SECTION V. 

1. In our former lectures we treated of the beings 
character, perfections, and attributes of God. What 
we mean by perfections is, the perfections which be- 
long to all tne attributes of his nature. We shall, in 
this lecture, speak of the Godhead — ^we mean the Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Spirit. 

2. There are two personages who constitute the 
great, matchless, governing, and supreme power over 
all things — ^by whom all tMngs were created and made, 
that are created and made, whether visible or invisible 
— ^whether in heaven, on earth, or in the earth, under 
the earth, or throughout the immensity of space. 
They are the Father and the Son^-the Father bemg a 
personage of spirit, glory, and power, possessing all 
perfection and fulness — ^tne Son, who was in the bosom 
of the Father, a personage of tabernacle, made or 
fashioned like unto man, or being in the form and 
likeness of man^ or rather man was formed after 
his likeness and m his image ; he is also the express 
image and likeness of the personage of the Father, 
possessing all the fulness of the Father, or the same 
lullness with the Father ; being begotten of him, 
and ordained from before the foundation of the world 
to be a propitiation for the sins of all those who should 
believe on nis name, and is called the Son because of 
the flesh — and descended in suffering below that which 
man. can suffer ; or, in other words, suffered greater 
sufferings, and was exposed to more powerful contra- 
dictions than any man can be. But notwithstanding 
all this, he kept the law of God, and remained with- 
out sin, showing thereby that it is in the power of 
man to keep the law and remain also without sin ; and 
also, that by him a righteous judgment might come up- 
on all fleshy and that fOl who walk not in the law of God' 
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may justly be condemned by the law, and have no 
excuse for their sins. And he being the only begotten 
of the Father, full of ffrace and tru^ and having over- 
come, received a fdmess of the glory of the Father — 
possessing the same mind with the Father, which mind 
IS the Holy Spirit, that bears record of the Father and 
the Son, and these three are one ; or, in other words, 
these three constitute the great, matchless, governing, 
and supreme power over all things ; by whom all 
things were created and made, that were created and 
made, and these three constitute the Godhead, and are 
one ; the Father and the Son possessing the same 
mind, the same wisdom, glory, power, and fulness^ 
filling all in all ; the Son oeing filled with the fulness 
of the mind, glory, and power ; or, in other words, the 
spirit, glory, and power of the Father — ^possessing all 
knowledge, and glory, and the same kingdom — sitting 
at the right hand of power, in the express image and 
likeness of the Father, a mediator for man — being 
filled with the fulness of the mind of the Father ; or, 
in other words, the spirit of the Father, which spirit is 
shed forth unon all who believe on his name and keep 
his commandments ; and all those who keep his com- 
mandments shall grow up from grace to grace, and 
become heirs of the heavenly Mngdom, and joint heirs 
with Jesus Christ ; possessing the same mmd, being 
transformed into the same image or likeness, even the 
express image of Him who fills all in all ; being filled 
with the falness of his glory, and become one m him, 
even as the Father, Son, ana Holy Spirit, are one. 

3. From the foregoing account of the Gk>dhead, 
which is given in his revemtions, the saints have a sure 
foundation laid for the exercise of faith unto life and 
salvation, through the atonement and mediation of 
Jesus Christ ; by whose blood they have a forgiveness 
of sins, and also a sure reward laid up for them in 
heaven, even that of partaking of the fulness of the 
Father and the Son through Sie Spirit. As the Son 
partakes of the fulness of the Father throu^ the Spirit, 
so the saints are, by the same Spirit, to be partakers ck 
the same fulnes£f, to enjoy the same glory ; for as ther 
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Father and Son are one, so, in like mannei^ the saints 
are to be one in them. Through the love of the Father, 
the mediation of Jesus Christ, and the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, they are to be heirs of God, and joint heirs with 
Jesus Chnst.

What is the Father? He is a personage of glory and of 
power. Section v. 2. 

How do you prove that the Father is a personage of glory 
and of power 1 Isaiah Ix. 19. The sun shall be no more thy 
light by day, neither for brightness shall the moon give light 
unto thee ; but the Lord shall be imto thee an everlasting 
light, and thy God thy glory. 1 Chronicles xxix. 11. Thine, 

Lord, is the greatness, and the power, and the glory. 
Psalm xxix. 3. The voice of the Lord is upon the waters : 
the God of Glory thunders. Psalm Ixxix. 9. Help us, O 
God of our salvation, for the glory of thy name. Romans 
i 23. And changed the glory of the incorruptible God into 
an image made like to corruptible man. Secondly, of Power. 

1 Chronicles xxix. 11. Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and 
the power, and the glory. Jeremiah Trrrii 17. Ah ! Lord 
God, behold thou hast made the earth and the heavens by thy 
great power, and stretohed-out arm ; and there is nothing 
too hard for thee. Deuterouinny iv. 87. And because he 
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loved thy Others, therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought them out in his sight with his mighty power. 
2 Samuel zxiL' 33. Qod is my strength and power. Job 
xxvi, commencing with the 7th verse to the end of the chap- 
ter. He stretches out the north over the empty place, and 
hangs the earth upon nothing. He binds up the waters in 
his thick clouds ; and the cloud is not rent under them. He 
holds back the face of his throne, and spreads his cloud upon 
it. He has compassed the waters with bounds, imtil the day 
and night come to an end. The pillars of heaven tremble, 
and are astonished at his reproof. He divides the sea with 
his power, and by his understanding he smites through the 
proud. By his spirit he has garnished the heavens; his hand 
has formed the crooked serpent. Lo, these are parts of his 
ways I but how little a portion is heard of him? But the 
thunder of his power who can understand ? 

What is the Son? First, he is a personage of tabernacle. 
Section v. 2. , 

How do you prove it 1 John xiv. 9, 10, 11. Jesus says 
unto him, Have I been so long time with you, and yet have 
you not known me, Philip ? He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father; and how do you say then. Show us the Father? 
Do you not believe, that I am in the Father, and the Father 
in me ? The words that I speak unto you I speak not of my- 
self: but the Father that dwells in me, he does the works. 
Believe me that I am in the Father, and the Father in me. 
Secondly, — and being a personage of tab^emacle, was made or 
fashioned like unto man, or being in the form and Hkeness of 
man. Section v. 2. Philippians ii. Let this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jesus ; who being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal with Qod ; but made 
himself of no reputation, and took upon him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the likeness of man, and being 
found in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. Hebrews ii 
14, 16. Forasmuch then as the children are partakers of 
flesh and blood, he also himself likewise took part of the 
same. For verily he took not on him the nature of angels : 
but he took on him the seed of Abraham. Thirdly, — he is 
also in the likeness of the personage of the Father. Section 
V. 2. Hebrews L 1, 2, 3. Qod, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners, spake in time past to the fathers, by the pro- 
phets, has in these last days spoken unto us by his Son, whom 
he has appointed heir of all things, by whom also he made 
the worlds; who being the brightness of his glory, and the 
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express image of his person. Again, Philippians ii 5, 6. Let 
this mind be in you, which was sJbo in Chnst Jesus ; who be- 
ing in the form of God, thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God. 

Was it by the Father and the Son that all things were 
created and made that were created and made % It was. Co- 
lossians i 15, 16, 17. Who is the image of the inyisible God, 
the first bom of every creature ; for by him were all things 
created ih&t are in heaven and that are in earth, visible and 
invisible, whether they be thrones or dominions, principalities 
or powers ; all things were created by him and for him ; and 
he is before all things, and by him all things consist. Genesis 
1 1. In the beginning Gk>d created the heavens and the earth. 
Hebrews L 2. (Gk)d) Has in these last days spoken unto lis 
by his Son^ whom he has appointed heir of all things, by 
whom also he made the worlds. 

Does he possess the fulness of the Father 1 He does. Co- 
lossians L 19., ii 9. For it pleased the Father that in him 
should all tulness dwell. For in him dwells all the fulness of 
the Gk>dhead bodily. Ephesians i 23. Which is his (Chrises) 
body, the fulness of him that fills all in all. 

Why was he called the Son ? Because of the flesh. Luke 
L 33. That holy thing which shfikll be bom of thee, shall be 
called the Son of God. Matthew iii 16, 17. And Jesus, 
when he was baptised, went up straightway out of the water ; 
and lo, the heavens were opened tmto him, and he (John) saw 
the Spirit of God descending Uke a dove and lighting upon 
him : and lo, a voice from heaven, saying, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

Was he ordained of the Father, from before the foundation 
of the world, to be a propitiation for the sins of all those who 
should believe on his name ? He was. 1 Peter, L 18, 19, 20, 
Forasmuch as you know that you were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
sation, received by tradition from your fathers : but with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot; who verily was foreordained before the founda- 
tion of the world, but was manifested in these last times for 
you. Revelations xiii 8. And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him (the beast), whose names are not written in 
the book of life of the Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world. 1 Corinthians, ii. 7. But we speak the wisdom of 
God in a mystery, even the hidden mystery, which God or- 
dained before the world, unto our glory. 

Do the Father and the Son possess the same mind ? They 
F 
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do. Jolm T. 80. I (Christ) can of my own self do nothing : 
as I hear, I judge, and my judgment is just ; because I seek 
not my own wm, but the will of the Fathw who soit m& 
John yi. 88. For I (Christ) came down from heaven, not to 
do my own will, but the will of him that sent me. John z. 
80. I (Christ) and my Father are one. 

What is this mind ? The Holy Spirit. John zv. 26. Bat 
when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from 
the Father, even the Spirit of truth, which proceeds from the 
Father, he shall testify of me (Christ). Qalatians iv. 6. And 
because you are sons, Qod has sent forth the Spirit of his Son 
into your hearts. 

Do the Father Son, and. Holy Spirit constitute the God- 
head? They do. Section v. 2.* 

Does the believer in Christ Jesus, through the gift of the 
Spirit, become one with the Father and the Son, as the Father 
and the Son are one % They do. John xviL 20, 21. Neither 
pray I for these (the apostles) alone, but for them also who 
shsJl believe on me through their word ; that they all may be 
one ; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us, that the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

Does the foregoing account of the (Godhead lay a sure 
foundation for the exercise of futh in him unto life and sal- 
vation 1 It does. 

How do you prove it? By the third paragraph of this 
lecture.*

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LECTURE SIXTH.— SECTION VI. 

1. Having treated in the preceding lectures of the 
ideas, of the character, perfections, and attributes of 
God ; we next proceed to treat of the knowled^ which 
persons must nave, that the course of life which they 
pursue is according to the will of Grod, in order that 
they may be enabled to exercise faith in him unto life 
ana salvation. 

2. This knowledge supplies an important place in 
revealed religion ; for it was by reason of it tnat the 
ancients were enabled to endure as seeing him who is 
invisible. An actual knowledge to any person that the 
course of life which he pursues is according to the will 
of God, is essentially necessary to enable him to have 
that confidence in God, without which no person can 
obtain eternal life. It was this that enabled the 
ancient saints to endure all their auctions and per- 
secutions, and to take joyfully the spoiling of tneir 
goods, knowing (not believing merely) that they had a 
more enduring substance. Hebrews x. 34. 

3. Having me assurance that they were pursuing a 
course which was agreeable to the will of God, they 
were enabled to take, not only the spoiling of their 
goods, and the wasting of their substance, joyfully, but 
also to suffer death in its most horrid forms ; knowing 
(not merely believing) that when this earthly house of 
their tabernacle was dissolved, they had a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the hea- 
vens. 2 Corinthians v. 1. 

4. Such was, and always will be, the situation of the 
saints of God, that imless they have an actual know- 
ledge that the course they are pursuing is according to 
the will of God, they will grow weary in their minds, 
and fjunt : for such has been, and always will be, the 
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opposition in the hearts of unbelievers and those that 
know not Qod, against the pore and unadulterated 
relifflon of heaven (the only thing which ensures eter- 
nal life), that they will persecute to the uttermost all 
that worship Qod according to his revelations, receive 
the truth in the love of it and submit themselves to be 
guided and directed by his will; and drive them to 
such extremities, that nothing short of an actual know- 
led^ of their being the fiftvourites of heaven^ and of 
theur havins embra^ that order of things which Qod 
has established for the redemption of man, will enable 
them to exercise that confidence in him, necessary for 
them to overcome the world, and obtain that crown of 
glory which is laid up for them that fear God. 

5. For a man to lay down his all, his character and 
reputation, his honour, and applause, his good name 
among men, his houses, his lands, his brothers and 
sisters, his wife and children, and even his own life 
also--counting all things but filth and dross for the 
excellency of the knowledge of Jesus Christ— requires 
more than mere belief or supposition that he is doing 
the will of Qod ; but actual knowledge, realizing tha^ 
when these sufferings are ended, he will enter into 
eternal rest, and be a partaker of the glory of Qod. 

6. For unless a person does know tlmt he is walking 
according to the will of God, it would be offering an 
insult to the dignity of the Creator, were he to say, 
that he would to a partaker of his glory when he 
should be done with the things of this life. But wiien 
he has this knowledge, and most assuredly knows that 
he is doing the will of God, his confidence can be equally 
strong that he will be a partaker of the glory of God. 

7. Let us here observe, that a religion that does not 
require the sacrifice of all things, never has power sufii- 
dent to produce the faith necessary unto life and sal- 
vation ; for, from the first existence of man, the taiih. 
necessary unto the enjoyment of life and salvation never 
coydd be obtained without the sacrifice of all earthly 
things. It was through this sacrifice, and this only, 
that Qod has ordained that men should enjoy eternal 
life ; and it is through the medium of the sacrifice of 
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all earthly things, that men do actually know that they 
are doing the things that are well pleasing in the 
sight of (Sod. When a man has offerea in sacrifice all 
t£it he has for the truth's sake, not even withholding 
his life, and believing before God that he has been 
called to make this sacrifice because he seeks to do his 
will, he does know, most assuredly, that God does and 
will accept his sacrifice and offering, and that he has 
not, nor will not, seek his face in vain. Under these 
circumstances, then, he can obtain the faith necessary 
for him to lay hold on eternal life. 

8. It is in vain for persons to fancy to themselves 
that they are heirs with those, or can be heirs with them, 
who have offered their all in sacrifice, and by this means 
obtained faith in God and favour with him, so as to ob- 
tain eternal life, unless they, in like manner, offer unto 
him the same sacrifice, and through that offering, ob- 
tain the knowledge that they are accepted of him. 

9. It was in offering sacrifices that Abel, the first 
martyr, obtained knowledge that he was accepted of 
God. And from the days of righteous Abel to the 
present time, the knowle(]^ that men have that they 
are accepted in the sight of God, is obtained by of^ring 
fsacrifice. And in the last days, before the Lord comes, 
he is to gather together his saints who have made a 
covenant with him, by sacrifice. Psalm 1. 3, 4, 5, "Our 
God shaU came, and diall not keep silence : a me shall 
devour before Mm, and it shall be very tempestuous 
round about him. He shall call to the heavens from 
above, and to the earth, that he may judge his people. 
Gather my saints togemer imto me ; those tiiat hava 
made a covenant with me by sacrifice.*' 

10. Those, then, who make the sacrifice, will have 
the testimony that their course is pleasing in the sight 
of Qod ; and those -kho have this testunonv will have 
faith to lay hold on eternal life, and will be enabled, 
throng faith, to endure unto the end, and receive the 
crown that is laid un for them that love the appearing 
of our Lord Jesus Cnrist. But those who do not make 
the sacrifice cannot enjoy this faith, because men are 
dependent upon this sacrifice in order to obtain this 
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fitith : therefore, the^ cannot lav hold apon eternal life, 
beoanse the revelations of €k>d do not guarantee unto 
them the authority so to do, and witiiout this guaran- 
tee fiuth could not exist 

11. All the saints o{ whom we have account in all 
the reyelations of God which are extant, obtained the 
knowledge which they had of their acceptance in his 
sight, through the sacrifice which they offered unto him ; 
and, throu^ the knowledge thus obtained, their faith 
became sumciently strong to lay hold upon the promise 
of eternal life, and to endure as seeins him who is in- 
visible ; and were enabled through mith, to combat 
the powers of darkness, contend against the wiles of 
the adversary, overcome the world, and obtain the end 
of their faith, even the salvation of their souls. 

12. But those who have not made this sacrifice to 
Qod, do not know that the course which they pursue is 
well pleasing in his sight ; for whatever may be their 
belief or their opinion, it is a matter of doubt and uncer- 
tainty in their mind ; and where doubt and uncertainly 
is, there faith is not, nor can it be. For doubt and 
faith do not exist in the same person at the same time; 
so that persons, whose minds are under doubts and 
fears, cannot have unshaken confidence ; and where un- 
shaken confidence is not, there fidt^ is weak ; and 
where faith is weak, the persons will not be able to con- 
tend against all the opposition, tribulations, and afflio- 
tions which they will nave to encounter in OTder to be 
heirs of Grod, and joint heirs with Christ Jesus ; and 
thev will grow weary in their minds, and the adversary 
will have power over them and destroy them. 



This Lecture is so plain, and the fiicts set forth so self-evi- 
denty that it ia dee|ned imnecessary to form a catechism upon 
it : the student is, therefore, instructed to commit the whole 
to memory. 
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LECTURE SEVENTH.— SECTION Vn. 

1. In the preceding lectures we treated of what faith 
was, and of the object on which it rested. Agreeably 
to our plan, we now proceed to speak of its e^cts. ^ 

2. As we have seen in our former lectures, that faith 
was the principle of action and of power in all intelli- 
gent beings, both in heaven and on earth, it will not be 
expected that We shall, in a lecture of this description, 
attempt to unfold all its effects ; neither is it necessary 
to our purpose so to do, for it would embrace all things 
in heaven and on earth, and encompass all the crea- 
tions of Qod, with all* their endless varieties ; for no 
world has yet been framed that was not frstmed by 
faith, neither has there been an intelligent being on 
any of God's creations, who did not get there by rea- 
son of Mth as it existed in himself or in some other 
hemg ; nor has there been a chaoge or a revolution in 
any of the creations of Qod, but it nas been effected by 
fiEdth ; neither will there be a change or a revolution, 
unless it is effected in the same way, in anj of the vast 
creations of the Almighty, for it is by faith that the 
Deity works. 

3. Let us here offer some explanation in relation to 
&ith, that our meaning may be clearly comprehended. 
We ask, then, what are we to imderstand by a man's 
working by faith ? We answer — ^we understand that 
when a man works by faith, he works by mental exer- 
tion instead of physical force. It is by words, instead 
of exerting his physical powers, wifii which every 
being wor^ when he works by faith. Gk>d said, ^ let 
there be light, and there was light." Joshua spake, 
and the great Ushts which God had created stood still. 
Elijah commanded, and the heavens were stayed for 
the space of three years and six months, so that it did 
not rain : he acain commanded, and the heavens gave 
forth rain. Mi this was done by faith. And the 
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Saviour says, '^ if you have faith as a ffrain of mustard 
seed, say to this mountain, remove, and it will remove; 
or say to that sycamine tree, be ye plucked up and 
plimted in the midst of the sea, and it shall obey you.** 
Faith, then, works by words ; and with these its might- 
iest works have been, and will be, nerformed. 

4. It surely will not be re<}uirea of us to prove that 
this is the principle upon which all eternity has acted 
and will act ; for every reflecting mind must know, 
that it is by reason of this power that all the hosts of 
heaven peiform their works of wonder, majesty, and 

gory. Angels mo¥p from place to place by virtue of 
is power ; it is b^ reason of it that they are enabled 
to descend from heaven to earth ; and were it not for 
the power of fedth they never could be ministering 
spirits to them who should be heirs of salvaticm, nether 
could they act as heavenly mess^igers, for they would 
be destitute of the power necessary to enable them ta 
do the will of God. 

5. It is only necessary for us to say that the whole 
visible creation, as it now exists, is the effect of fidth. 
It was &ith by which it was filmed, and it is by the 
power of {Sedth that it continues in its or^mized form, 
and by which the planets move round their orbits and 
sparkle forth their glory. So, then, faith is truly tiie 
nrst principle in the science of thboloot, and when 
imderstoo<( leads the mind back to the begionin^ and 
carries it forward to the end ; or in otiier words^ from 
eternity to eternity 

6. As faith, then, is the principle by which the hea- 
venly hosts perform their works, and by which they 
enjoy all their felidtv, we might expect to find it set 
forth in a revelation nrom Gk)d, as the principle upon 
which his creatures here below must act, in order to 
obtain the felicities enjoyed by the saints in the eternal 
worid ; and that, when God would undertake to raise 
up men for the enjoyment of himself^ he would teadi 
them the necessity of living by fedth, and the impoen 
sibili^ there was of their enjoying the blessedness of 
eternity without it, seeing tnat ul the blessings of 
eternity are the effects of &th. 
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7. l^ierefore It is said, and appropriate]^ too, tliat 
without faith it is impossible to please God. If it 
shoxdd be asked— why is it impossible to please God 
•without faith 1 The answer would be—because with- 
out £ekith it is impossible for men to be saved ; and as 
God desires the salvation of man, he must, of course, 
desire that they should have fekith ; and he could not 
be pleased unless they had, or else he coiQd be pleased 
witii their destruction. 

8. Erom this we learn that the many exhortations 
which have been given by inspired men, to thosfe who 
had received the word oi the Lord to have faith in 
him, were not mere common-place matters, but were 
for the besfc of all reasons, and that was — because 
without it there was no salvaUon, neither in this world 
nor in that which is to come. When men begin to live 
by faith, they begin to draw near to God ; and when 
&ith is perfected they are like him ; and because he is 
saved they are saved also; for they will be in the 
same situation he is in, because they have come to 
bim ; and when he appears they shall be like him, for 
they will see him as ne is. 

9. As all the visible creation is an effect of faith, sO' 
Is salvation also— we mean salvation in its most ex- 
tensive latitude of interpretation, whether it is tem- 
poral or spiritual. In order to have this subject clearly 
set before the mind, let us ask what situation must a. 
person be in in order to be saved ? or what is the 
difference between a saved man and one who is not 
saved ? We answer, from what we have before seen 
of the heavenly worlds, they must be persons who can 
work by fiEdth, and who are able, by feith, to be min- 
istering spirits to them who shall be heirs of salvation ; 
and they must have faith to enable them to act in the 
presence of the Lord, otherwise they cannot be saved. 
And what constitutes the real difference between a 
saved person and one not saved is — the difference in 
the degree of their fiaith— one's £dth has become perfect 
enough to lay hold upon eternal life, and the other's 
has not. But to be a httle more particular, let us ask 
'—where shall we find a prototyx>e into whose likeness 
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we may be assimilated, in order that we may be made 
partakers of life and salvation ? (»r, in other words, 
were shall we find a saved being ? fcnr if we can find a 
saved bein^, we may ascertain without much difficoL^ 
what all others must be in order to be saved. — We 
think that it will not be a matter of dieroute, that two 
beings who are unlike each other csmnot both be saved ; 
for whatever constitutes the salvation of one, will con- 
stitute the salvation of every creature which will be 
saved ; and if we find one saved beinff in all existence, 
we maysee what all others must be, or else not be 
saved. We ask, then, where is the prototype 1 or where 
is the saved being ? We conclude, as to tne answer of 
this question, there will be no dispute among those who 
believe the bible, that it is Christ : all will agree in this, 
that he is the prototype or standard of salvation ; or, 
in other word^ tiiat he is a saved bein^. And if we 
should continue our interrogation, and ask how it is 
that he is saved ? the answer would be-— because he is a 
just and holy being ; and if he were any thing different 
firom what he is, he would not be saved ; for his salvar 
tion depends on his being precisely what he is and no- 
thing else ; for if it were possible for him to change in 
the least degree, so sure he would fail of salvation and 
lose all his dominion, power, authority, and glory, 
which constitutes salvation ; for salvation consists in 
the glory, authority, majesty, power, and dominion 
which Jehovah possesses and in nothing else ; and no 
being can possess it but himself or one like him. Thus 
sa^ John, in his first epistle, third chapter, second and 
tiurd verses, " Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and 
it doth not appear what we shall be ; but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall be like him, for 
we shall see him as he is. And every man that hath 
this hope in him, purifieth himself, even as he is pure." 
Why purify himself as he is pure ? Because if they do 
not, they cannot be like him. 

10. The Lord said unto Moses, Leviticus xix. 2. 
^ Speak unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. Ye shall be holy : for I €b& 
liord your God am holy." And Peter says, -first epistie^ 
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L 15, 16. ^Bat as he who has called yoa is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner of conversation ; because it is 
Tmtten, Be ye holy ; for I am holy." And the Saviour 
Bays, ly^tthew v. 48. '^ Be ye perfect, even as your 
Father who is in heaven is perfect."— If any should asl^ 
why all these sayings ? the answer is to be found from 
what is before quoted from John's epistle, that when 
he (the Lord) shall appear, the saints will be like bim ; 
and if thev are not holy, as he is holy, and perfect^ as 
he is i^Ttedii, they cannot be like him ; for no being 
can enjo^ his glory without possessing his perfections 
and holmess, no more than they could reign in his 
kingdom without his power. 

11. This clearly sets forth the propriety of the 
Saviour's a&jing, recorded in John's testimony, xiv. 12* 
" Verily, verily, I s^ unto you, he that believeth on 
me, the works that I do sludl he do also ; and greater 
works than these shall he do, because I go unto my 
Father." — ^This taken in connexion with some of the 
sayings in the Saviour's prayer, recorded in the seven- 
teenth chapter, gives great clearness to his expressions. 
He sa^ in the 20, 21, 22, 23, and 24th verses, '^Neither 

Eray I for these alone, but for them also who shall be- 
eve on me through their words; that they all may be 
one ; as thou. Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they 
also may be one in us ; that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me. And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them ; that uiey may be one, even aa 
we are one : I in them, and thou in me, that they may 
be made perfect in one ; and that the world may know 
that thou hast sent me, and hast loved them, as thou 
hast loved me. Father, I will that they also whom 
thou hast ^ven me, be with me where I am ; that they 
may behold my glory, which thou hast given me : for 
thou lovedst me before the foimdation of the world." 

12. All these sayiujcs put together, give as dear an 
account of the state ofthe glorified saints as language 
could give — ^the works that Jesus had done they were 
to do, and greater works than those which he had done 
among them should they do, and that because he went 
to the Father. He does not say that they should do 
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these works in time ; but they should do greater worksi, 
because he went to the Father. He says in the 24th 
verse — ^ Father, I will that they also whom thou hast 
given me, be with me where I am ; that they may be- 
hold my glory." These sayings, taken in connexion^ 
make it very plain, that the greater works which those 
that believed on his name were to do, were to be done 
in eternity, where he was going and where they should 
behold his glory. He had said in another part of \m 
prayer, that he desired of his Father tiiat those who 
believed on him should be one in him, as he and the 
Father were one in each other. Neither pray I for 
these (the apostles) alone, but for them also who shall 
believe on me through their words, that they all may 
be one ; that is, they who believe on him through the 
apostles' words, as well as the apostles themselves, that 
they all may be one, as thou, Father, art in me and I in 
thee ; that they also may be one in us. 

13. What language can be plainer than this ? The 
Saviour surely intended to be imderstood by hia dia- 
ples, and he so spake that they mi^t understand him ; 
for he declares to his Father, in langua^ge not to be 
easily mistaken, that he wanted his disciples, even all 
of them, to be as himself and the Father, for as he and 
the Father were one, so they might be one with them. 
And what is said in the 22nd verse is calculated to 
more firmly establish this belief, if it needs anything to 
establish it. He says — ^**And the glory which thou 
gavest me, I have given them, that they may be one, 
even as we are one." As much as to say that unless 
they have the glory which the Father had given him, 
they could not be one with them ; for he says he had 
given them the glory that the Father had given him, 
that they might be one ; or, in other words, to make 
them one. 

14. This fills up the measure of information on this 
subject, and shows most clearly, that the Saviour 
wished his disciples to understand, that they were 
to be partakers with him in all things, not even his 
glory excepted. 

15. It is scarcely necessary here to observe what we 
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have previously noticed, that the glory which the 
Slather and the Son have, is because they are just and 
holy beings ; and that if they were lacking in one at- 
tribnte or perfection which they have, the glory which 
they have never could be enjoyed by them, for it re- 
quires them to be precisely what they are in order 
to enjoy it ; and if tne Saviour gives this glory to any 
others, he must do it in the very way set forth in Ids 
prayer to his Father — ^by making them one with him, as 
ne and the Father are one. In so doing he would give 
them the glory which the Father has given him ; and 
when his disciples are made one with the Father and 
Son, as the Father and the Son are one, who cannot see 
the propriety of the Saviour's saying — The works 
which 1 do, shall they do ; and greater works than 
these shall they do, because I go to my Father. 

16. These teachings of the Saviour most clearly show 
unto us the nature of salvation, and what he proposed 
unto the human family when he proposed to save 
them — ^that he proposed to make them hke unto hhn- 
sel^ and he was like the Father, the great prototype of 
all saved beings ; and for any portion of the human 
famihr to be assimilated into their likeness is to be 
saved ; and to be unlike them is to be destroyed ; and 
(m this hinge turns the door of salvation. 

17. Who cannot see, then, that salvation is the effect 
of fidth ? for^ as we have previously observed, all the 
heavenly bemgs work by this principle ; and it is be- 
cause they are able so to do that they are saved, for 
nothing but this could save them. And this is tbe 
lesson which the God of heaven, by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets, has been endeavoring to teach to the 
world. Hence we are told, that without faith it is im- 
possible to please God ; and that salvation is of faith, 
that it might be by grace, to the end the promise mi^ht 
be sure to all the seed. Bomans iv. 16. And that 
Israel, who followed after the law of righteousness, has 
not attained to the law of ri^teousness. Wherefore ? 
Because they sought it not by faith, but as it were by 
the works of the law ; for they stumbled at that 
stomblin^ stone. Bomans ix. 32. And Jesus said unto 

a 
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the man who brought his son to him, to get the devil 
who tormented him cast out, ''Kthou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him thatbelieveth." Maxk ix. 23. 
These, with a multitude of other scriptures which might 
be (juoted, plainly set forth the li^ht in which the 
Saviour, as well as the Formeivday SiEdnts, viewed the 

Elan of salvation. That it was a system of faith — it 
egins with £uth, and continues by faith ; and every 
blessing which is obtained in relation to it^ is the effect 
of futh, whether it pertains to this life or that which 
is to come. To this all the revelations of God bear 
witness. If there were children of promise, they were 
the effects of faith, not even the Saviour of the world 
excepted. " Blessed is she that believed," said Eliza- 
beth to Mary, when she went to visit her, " for there 
shall be a performance of those things which were told 
her from the Lord." Luke i. 45. Nor was the birth of 
John the Baptist the less a matter of faith ; for in order 
that his fetther Zacharias might believe, he was struck 
dumb. And through the whole historv of the scheme 
of life and salvation, it is a matter of £aith : ev^ry man 
received according to his faith — ^according as his £Edth 
was, so were his blessings and privileges ; and nothing 
was withheld from him when his faith was sufficient to 
receive it. He could stop the mouths of lions, quendi 
the violence of fire, escape the edge of the sword, wax 
valiant in fight, and put to flight the armies of t^he 
aliens ; woman could, by their fedth, receive their dead 
children to life again ; in a word, there was nothing 
impossible with them who had faith. All things were 
in subjection to the Former-day Saints, according as 
their Mth was. By their futh they could obtain nea- 
venly visions, the ministering of angels, have knowledge 
of the spirits of just men made perfect, of the genend 
assemby and church of the first bom, whose names 
are written in heaven, of Qod the judge of all, of Jesiu 
the Meditator of the new covenant, and become fand- , 
liar with the third heavens, see and hear things whkh 
were not only imutterable, but were unlawful to uttor. 
Peter, in view of the power of &ith, second epts^ 
first chapter, second, and third verses, says to the Far- 
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mer-day SaintfiH*^ Grace and peace be miilti|^d unto 
von, through the knowled^ of God, and of Jesus our 
lx)rd, according as his divine power hath given unto us 
all iMngs that pertain unto hfe and godliness, through 
the knowledge of him t^t hath called us to glory and 
virtue." In me first epistle, first chapter, thi^ fourth, 
and fifth verses, he says, " Blessed be the Cfod and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who, according to his 
abundant mercy, has begotten us again xmto a livelv 
hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
to an inheritance incorruptible and undefiled, and that 
fsuieth not away, reserved in heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of Gknl through Mth unto salvation, 
ready to be revealed in the last time." 

18. These sayings put together show the apostle's 
views most clearly, so as to admit of no mistake on the 
mind of any individual. He says that all things that 
pertain to life and godliness were given unto them 
through the knowledge of God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ. And if the question is asked, how were they 
to obtain the knowledge of God ? (for there is a great 
difTerence between beheving in Crod and knowing him 
—knowledge implies more than faith. And notice, 
that all things that pertain to life and godliness were 
given throu^ the Knowledge of Gk>d) the answer is 
given — through faith they were to obtain this know- 
Tedge ; and, having power by £Etith to obtain the know* 
ledge of God, they could wi& it obtain all other things 
which pertahi to life and godliness. 

19. By these sayings of the apostle, we learn that it 
was by obtaining a knowledge of Gbd, that men cot the 
knowledge of afl. thincs which pertain to life and godli- 
ness — and this knomedge was the effect of faith ; so 
that all thinffs whidi pertain to life and godliness are 
the effects of faith. 

SO. Prom this we may extend as far as any circum- 
stances may require, whether on earth or in heaven, 
ftnd we will find it the testimony of all inspired men, 
or heavenly messengers, that all things that pertain to 
Kfe and godliness are the effects of Mth and nothing 
cte^; aU learning, wisdom, and prudence fisdl, and every 
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thing else as a means of salvation but &ith. — ^This Is 
the reason that the fishermen of Galilee could teach the 
world—because they sought by faith, and by faith ob- 
tained. And this is the reason that Paul coimted all 
things but filth and dross— what he formerly called his 
sain he called his loss ; yea, and he counted all thii^ 
but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus the Lord. Philippians iii. 7, 8, 9, and 10. . Be- 
cause to obtain the flEdth by which* he could enjoy the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus the Lord, he had to suffer 
the loss of all things ; this is the reason that the For* 
mer-day Saints knew more, and understood more of 
heaven and of heavenly things than all others beside^ 
because this information is the^ect of futh — ^to be obv 
tained by no other means. And this is the reason that 
men, as soon as they lose their flEdth, run into strifes, 
contentions, darkness, and difficulties ; for the know- 
ledge which tends to life disappears with faith^ but re- 
turns when faith returns ; for when fedth comes it 
brings its train of attendants with itr— apostles, pro- 
phets, evangelists, pastors, teachers, ^irts, wisdom, 
knowledge, miracles, healings, tongues, mterpretation 
of tongues, &c. All t^ese appear when faith appears 
on the earth, and disappear when it disappears from 
the earth:; for these are the effects of fjEdth,and always 
have, and always will, attend it. For where fidtii is, 
there will the Imowledge of Grod be also, with all things 
which pertain thereto — revelations, visions, and' 
dreams, as well as every necessary thing, in order that 
the possessors of fedth may be perfected, and obtain 
salvation ; for Gkid must change, otherwise faith will 
prevail with him. And he who possesses it, will^ 
through it, obtain all necessary knowledge and wisdonv 
until ne shall know Gk)d, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
whom he has sent — ^whom to know is eternal life« 
Amen.

The CovenaifUs and Commandments of the Lord, to his 
servants of the Church of Jestcs Christ of Latter-daif 
Saints, 

1. Hearken, O ye people of my church, saith the 
voice of him who dwefis on high, and whose eyes are 
npon all men ; yea, verily I say, hearken ye people 
fix)m afar, and ye that are upon the islands of tne sea, 
listen together ; for verily the voice of the Lord is unto 
all men, and there is none to escape, and there is no 
eye that shall not see, neither ear that shall not hear, 
neither heart that shall not be penetrated : and the re- 
bellious shall be pierced with much sorrow, for their 
iniquities shall be spoken upon the housetops, and their 
secret acts shall be revealed ; and the voice of warning 
shall be unto all people, by the ijiouths of my disciples, 
whom I have chosen in these last days, and they shall 
go fortli and none shall stay them, for I the Lord have 
commanded them. 

2. Behold, this is mine authority, and the authority of 
my servants, and my preface unto the book of my com- 
mandments, which I have given them to publish imto 
you, O inhabitants of the earth ; wherefore, fear and 
tremble, ye people, for what I the Lord have decreed 

o3 
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in them shall be MfiUed. And verily, I say unto you, 
that they who go forth, bearing these tidings unto the 
inhabitants of the earth, to them is power given to 
seal both on earth and in heaven, the unbelieving and 
rebellious ; yea, verUy, to seal them up unto the day 
when the wrath of God shall be poured out upon the 
wicked without measure ; unto the day when the Lord 
shall come to recompense unto every man aceordhig 
to his work, and measure to every man acording to the 
measure which he has measured to his fellow man. 

3. Wherefore the voice of the Lord is imto the ends 
of the earth, that all that will hear may hear : prepare 
ye, prepare ye for that which is to come, for the Lord 
IS mgh ; and the an^er of the Lord is kindled, and his 
sword is bathed in heaven, and it shall fall upon the 
inhabitants of the earth ; and the arm of the Lord shall 
be revealed ; and the day cometh that they who wUl 
not hear the voice of the Lord, neither the voice of his 
servants, neither give heed to the words of the pro- 
phets and apostles, shall be cut off from among the peo- 
ple ; for they have strayed from mine ordinances, and 
have broken mine everlasting covenant ; they seek not 
the Lord to establish his righteousness, but every man 
walketh in his own way, and after the image of his 
own god, whose image is in the likeness of the world, 
and whose substance is that of an idol, which waxeth 
old and shall perish in Babylon, even Babylon the 
great, which shall fall. 

4. "Wherefore I the Lord, knowing the calamity 
which should come upon the inhabitants of the earth, 
called upon my servant Joseph Smith, jun., and spake 
imto him from heaven, and gave him commandments ; 
and also gave commandments to others, that they 
should proclaim these things unto the world ; and all 
this that it might be ftdnlled, which was written 
by the prophets ; the weak things of the world shall 
come forth and break down the mighty and strong 
ones, that man should not counsel his fellow-man, 
neither trust in the arm of flesh, but that every man 
might speak in the name of God the Lord, even the 
Saviour Of the world ; that faith also might increase in 
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the earth ; that mine everlasting covenant nught be 
established ; that the fulness of my gospel might be 
proclahned by the weak and the simple unto the ends 
of the world, and before kings and rulers. 

6, Behold, I am God and have i^ken it : these com- 
mandments are of me, and were given imto my ser- 
vants in their weakness, after the manner of their lan- 
guage, that they might come to understanding, and in- 
asmuch as they erred it might be made known : and 
inasmuch as they sought wisdom they might be in- 
structed : and inasmuch as they sinned they might be 
chastened, that they might repent : and inasmuch as 
they were humble they might be made strong, and 
blessed fix)m on high, and receive knowledge from timet 
to time : and after having received the record of the 
Nephites, yea, even my servant Joseph Smith, jun., 
might have power to translate through the mercy 
of God, by the power of God, the Book of Mormon ; 
and also those to whom these commandments were 
^ven, might have power to lay the foimdation of this 
chiirdi, and to hiihg it forth out of obscurity and out 
of darkness, the oidy true and living church upon the 
£EkC6 of the whole earth, with which I, the Lord, am 
well pleased, speaking xmto the church collectively 
aiid not individually, for I the Lord cannot look upon 
Bin with the least aegree of allowance ; nevertheless, 
he that repents and does the commandments of the 
Lord shall be forgiven ; and he that repents not, from 
him shall be taken even the light which he has received, 
for my Spirit shall not always strive with man, saith 
the liord of Hosts. 

6. And again, verily I say unto you, O inhabitants 
of the earth, I the Lord am willing to make these 
things known unto all flesh, for I am no respecter of 
persons, and will that all men shall know that the day 
speedily cometh ; the hour is not yet, but is nigh at 
han<L when peace shall be taken from the earth, and 
the oevil shall have power over his own dominion; 
mid also the Lord sniall have power over his saints, 
and shall reign in their midst, and shall come down in^ 
judgment upon Idumea, or the world. 
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7. Search these conunandments for they are troe and 
iaithful, and the prophecies and ]NX>mises which are in 
them shall all be fiimiled. 

8. What I the Lord have spoken, I have spoken, and 
I excuse not myself : and though the heavens and the 
earth pass away, my word sluJl not pass away, but 
shall £J1 be fulfilled, whether by mine own voice cr bv 
the voice of my servants, it is the same ; for beholc^ 
and lo, the Lord is €k>d, and the Spirit beareth record, 
and the record is trae, and the troth abideth for ever 
and ever. Amen. 



SECTION n. 

1. Hie rise of the church of Christ in these last day% 
being one thousand ei^t hundred and thirty years 
since the coming of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
in the flesh, it being regularly organised and established 
agreeably to the laws of otir country, by the will and 
commandments of God, in the fourth month, and on 
the sixth day of the month which is called April ; 
which commandments were given to Joseph Smith, 
jun., who was called of God, and ordained an apostle 
of Jesus Christ, to be the first elder of this church ; 
and to Oliver Cowdery, who was also called of God, 
an apostle of Jesus Christ to be the seccmd elder of 
this church, and ordained under his hand ; and this 
according to the grace of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, to whom be all glory, botii now and for ever. 
Amen. 

2. After it was truly manifested unto this first 
elder that he had received a remission of his sins, ha 
was entangled again in the vanities of the world ; but 
after repenting, and humbling himself sincere)^, 
through laith, God ministered unto him by an holy 
angel, whose countenance was as lightning, and whose 
garments were pure and white above all other white* 
uess ; and gave unto him commandments whidi ib* 
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spired him ; and gave hi^ power from on high, by the 
means which were before prepared, to translate the 
Book of Mormon, which contains a record of a fallen 
people, and the fulness of the gospel of Jesus Christ to 
the (Jentiles and to the Jews also, which was given by 
inspiration, and is confirmed to others by the minis- 
tering of angels, and is declared unto the world by 
them, proving to the world that the holy scriptures are 
true, and that Ood does inspire men and call them to 
bis holy work in this age and generation, as well as in 
generations of old, thereby showing that he is the 
same God yesterday, to-day, and for ever. Amen. 

3. Therefore, having so great witnesses, by them 
riiall the world be judged^ even as many as shall here- 
after come to a knowledge of this work ; and those 
who receive it in faith, and work righteousness, shall 
receive a crown of eternal life ; but Siose who harden 
their hearts in unbeliei^ and reject it, it shall turn to 
their own condemnatioQ^ for the Lord Gk)d has spoken 
it ; and we, the elders of the church, have heard and 
bear witness to the words of the glorious Majesty on 
high, to whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

4. By these things we know that there is a Grod in 
heaven, who is infinite and eternal, fix)m everlasting to 
everlasting the same unchangeable €k)d, the framer of 
heaven and earth, and all things which are in them ; 
and that he created man, male and female, after his 
own image and in his own likeness, created he them, 
and gave unto them commandments that they should 
love and serve him, the only living and true €k)d, and 
that he should be the only being whom they should wor- 
ship. But by the transgression of these holy laws, man 
became sensual and devilish, and became fallen man.*^ 

5. Wherefore the Almighty (Jod gave his only begot- 
ten Son, as it is written in those scriptures which Iwive 
been given of him. He suffered temptations but gave 
no heed unto them ; he was crucified, died, and rose 
Ugain the third day ; and ascended into heaven, to sit 
4owii on the right hand of the Father^ to reim wi^ 
alim^ty power according to the will o£ithe Father, 
i^»i as many as would believe and be baptized in his 
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holy name, and endure in Mth to the emd^ should be 
saved : not only those who believed after he came in 
the meridian of time, in the flesh, but all those from 
the beginning, even as many as were before he came, 
who believed in the words of the holy projphets, who 
spake as they were inspired by the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, who truly testified of him in all things should 
have eternal life, as well as those who should come 
after, who should believe in the gifts and callings of 
God by the Holy Ghost, which beareth record of the 
Father, and of tne Son ; which Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost are one Qod, infinite and eternal, without endL 
Amen. 

6. And we know that all men must repent and be- 
lieve on the name of Jesus Christ, and worship the 
Father in his name, and endure in faith on his name to 
the end, or they cannot be saved in the kingdom of 
God. And we know that justification through the 
grace of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christy is just and 
true ; and we know also, that sanctification through 
the grace of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christy is just 
and true to all those who love and serve God with all 
their mights, minds, and strength. But there is a pos- 
sibility that man may fiill frx)m grace and depart m>m 
the living God ; therefore let the church take heed and 
pray always, lest they fall into temptations ; yea^ and 
even let those who are sanctified take heed also. And 
we know that these things are true and according to 
the revelations of John, neither adding to, nor diminish- 
ing from the prophecy of his book, the holy scriptures, 
or the revelations of Crod, which shall com& hereafter 
hy the gift and power of the Holy Ghost, the voice of 
God, or the ministering of angels. And the Lord Cknl 
has spoken it ; and honour, power, and glory, be ren- 
dered to his holy name, both now and ever. Amen. 

7. And agaiti, hy way of coimnandmeni to the church 
concerning the manner of ocMotism, — ^AU those who hum- 
ble themselves before Goo, and desire to be baptised 
and come forth with broken hearts and contrite spirits, 
and witness before the church that they have tnuy re- 
pented of all their sins, and are willing to take upoa 
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tihem the name of Jesns Christ, having a determination 
to serve him to the end, and truly manifest by their 
-works that they have received of the spirit of Christ 
unto the remission of their sins, shall oe received by 
baptism into his church. 

8. The dvJty of ike dders, priests, teachers, deacons, 
and members of ike church of Christ, — ^An apostle is an 
elder, and it is his calling to baptize and to ordain 
other elders, priests, teachers, and deacons, and to ad- 
minister bread and wine— the emblems <^ the flesh and 
blood of Christ — and to confirm those who are baptized 
into the church, by the laying on of hands for the bap- 
tism of fire and the Holy Ghost, according to the scrip- 
tures ; and to teach, expound, exhort, baptize, and watch 
over the church ; and to confirm the church by the lay- 
ing on of the hands, and the giving of the Holy Ghost, 
and to take the lead of all meetings. 

9. The elders are to conduct the meetings as thev 
are led by the Holy Ghost, according to the command- 
ments and revelations of God. 

10. The priests' duty is to preach, teach, expound, 
exhorty and baptize, and administer the sacrament, and 
visit the house of each member, and exhort them to 
pray vocally and in secret, and attend to all family du- 
ties ; and he may also ordain other priests, teachers, 
and deacons. And he is to take the lead of meetings 
when there is no elder present ; but when there is an 
elder present, he is only to preach, teach, expoimd, ex- 
hort, and baptize, and visit the house of each member, 
exhorting them to pray vocally and in secret, and at- 
tend to {Ql family duties. In all these duties the priest 
is to assist the elder if occasion requires. 

11. The teacher's duty is to watch over the church 
always, and be with ana strengthen them, and see that 
there is no iniquity in the church — ^neither hardness 
with each other — neither lying, backbiting, noT evil 
speaking ; and see that the cnurch meet together often, 
and also see that all the members do their duty ; and 
he is to take the lead of meetings in the absence df the 
elder or priest — and is to be assisted always, in all his 
duties in the church, by the deacons, if occasion re- 
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quires ; but neither teachers nor deacons have autho* 
rity to baptize, adminisrtier the sacrament, or lay on 
hands ; they are, however, to warn, expound, exnort^ 
and teach and invite all to come unto Christ. 

12. Every elder, priest, teacher, or deacon, is to be 
ordained according to the giffcs and callings of God 
unto him ; and he is to be ordained by the power of 
the Holy Ghost, which is in the one who ordsons him. 

13. Tne several elders, composing this church of 
Christ are to meet in conference once in three months^ 
or from time to time as said conferences shall direct or 
appoint ; and§aid conferences are to do whatever church 
business is necessary to be done at the time. 

14 The elders are to receive their licenses from 
other elders, by vote of the church to which they be- 
long, or from the c(»iferences. 

15. Each priest, teacher, or deacon, who is ordained 
by a priest may take a certiiicate from him at the time, 
which certificate when presented to an elder, shall en^ 
title him to a license, which shall authorise him to per- 
form the duties of his calling, or he may receive it from 
a conference. 

16. No person is to be ordained to any office in this 
church, where there is a regularly organised branch of 
the same, without the vote of that church ; but the pre- 
siding elders, travelling bi^ops, hi^h counsellors, nigh 
priests, and elders, may have tne privilege of ordaining, 
where there is no branch of the church 9iat a vote may 
be called. 

17. Every president of the high priesthood (or pre- 
siding elder), bishop, high counsellor, and high pnest, 
is to be ordained by the direction of a high council or 
general conference. 

18. The duty of the members after thev a/re received hf 
baptism. — ^The elders or priests are to have a sufficient 
time to expound all thmgs concerning the church of 
Christ to their imderstanmng, previous to their par- 
taking of the sacrament and being confirmed by the 
laying on of the hands of the elders, so that all thin^ 
may be done in order. And the members shall mam*" 
feat before the church, and also before the elders, by a 
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€kKily walk and conversation, that they are worthy of 
it, that there may be works and faith agreeable to the 
holy scriptures — ^walking in holiness before the Lord. 

19. Every member of the church of Christ having 
children, is to bring them unto the elders before the 
church, who are to lay their hands upon them in the 
name of Jesus Christ, and bless them in his name. 

20. No one can be received into the church of Christ, 
unless he has arrived unto the years of accountability 
before God, and is capable of repentance. 

21. Baptism is to oe administered in the following 
manner imto all those who repent : — ^Th^j)erson who is 
called of €tod, and has authority from Jesus Christ to 
baptize, shall go down into the water with the person 
who has presented him or herself for baptism, and shall 
sajr, calling him or her by name — Hiaving been com- 
missioned of Jesus Christ, I baptise you in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. Then shall he immerse him or her in the water, 
and come forth a^ain out of the water. 

22. It is expedient that the church meet together 
often to partake of bread and wine in remembrance 
of the Lord Jesus ; and the elder or priest shall ad- 
minister it ; and after this manner shall he administer 
it — ^he shall kneel with the church and call upon the 
Father in solemn prayer, saying — O God, the eternal 
Father, we ask thee in the name of thy son, Jesus Christ, 
to bless and sanctify this bread to the souls of all those 
who partake of it, that thev may eat in remembrance 
of the body of thy Son, ana witness unto thee, O God, 
the eternal Father, that they are willing to take upon 
them the name of thy Son, ^nd always remember him 
and keep his commandments which he has given them, 
that they may always have his Spirit to be with them. 
Amen. 

23. The manner of administering the wine. He shall 
take the cup also, and say— O God, the eternal Father, 
we ask thee in the name of thy Son Jesus Christ, to 
bless and santify this wine to the souls of all those who 
drink of it, that they may do it in remembrance of the 
blood of thy Son, which was shed for them ; that they 
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may witness unto thee, O Qod, the eternal Father, that 
they do always remember him, that they may have hia 
Spirit to be with them. Amen. 

24. Any member of the church of Christ transgres- 
sing, or being overtaken in a fault, akalt be dealt with 
afi the scriptures direct. 

25. It shall be the dut^ of the several churches com- 
posing the church of Christ, to send one or more of their 
teachers to attend the several conferences held by the 
elders of the church, with a list of the names of the 
several members uniting themselves with the church 
since the last conference, or send by the hand of some 
priest, so that a regular list of all the names of the 
whole church may be kept in a book by one of the 
elders, whoever the other elders shall appoint from 
time to time ; and also if any have been expelled fr<Hn 
the church, so that their names may be blotted out of 
the general church record of names. 

26. All members removing from the church where 
they reside, if going to a church where they are not 
known, may take a letter certifying that thejr are 
regular members and in good standing, which certificate 
may be signed by any elder or priest, if the member re- 
ceiving the letter is personally acquainted with the 
elder or priest, or it may be signed by the teachers or 
deacons of the church. 



SECTION ni. 



1. There are. in the church, two priesthoods, namely, 
the Melchisedek, and Aaronic, including the lieviti- 
cal priesthood. Why the first is called the Melchisedek 
priesthood, is because Melchisedek wafl such a great 
hi^h priest. Before his day it was called the holy 
pnestnood, after the order of the Son of God; but out of 
respect or reverence to the name of the Supreme Beings 
to avoid the too frequent repetition of his name, they, 
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the church, in ancient days, called that priesthood after 
Melchisedek, or the Melclusedek priestnood. 

2. All other authorities or offices in the church are 
appendages to this priesthood ; but there are two di- 
visions or grand heads— one is the Melchisedek priest- 
hood, and the other is the Aaronic, or Levitical priest- 
hood. 

3. The office of an elder comes under the priesthood 
of Helchisedek. The Melchisedek priesthood holds the 
ri^ht of residency, and has power and authority over 
all the offices in the church in all ages of the world, to 
administer in spiritual things. 

4. The presidency of the high priesthood, after the 
order of Melchisedek, have a right to officiate in all the 
offices in the church. 

6, High priests after the order of the Melchisedek 
priesthood, nave a right to officiate in their own stand- 
ing, under the direction of the presiden^, in adminis- 
tering spiritual things ; and also in the office of an elder 
priest (of the Levitical order), teacher, deacon, and 
member. 

6. An elder has a right to officiate in his stead when 
the high priest is not present. 

7. The high priest and elder are to administer in spiri- 
tual things, agreeably to the covenants and command- 
ments of the church ; and they have a right to officiate 
in all these offices of the church when there are no 
higher authorities present. 

8. The second priesthood is called the priesthood of 
Aaron, because it was conferred upon Aaron and his 
seed, tiiroughout all their generations. Why it is called 
the lesser priesthood, is because it is an appendage to 
the greater or the Melchisedek priesthood, and has 
power in administering outward ordinances. The 
bishopric is the presidency of this priesthood and holds 
the keys or authority of the same. No man has a legal 
right to this office, to hold the keys of this priesthood, 
except he be a literal descendant of Aaron. But as a 
highpriest of the Melchisedek priesthood has authority 
to ommate in all the lesser offices, he mav officiate in 
the office of bishop when no literal descendant of Aaron 
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can be found, provided he is called and set aoart and 
ordained unto this power by the hands of the presi- 
dency of the Melchisedek priesthood. 

9. The power and authority of the higher or Mel- 
chisedek priesthood, is to hold the keys of all the spi- 
ritual blessings of the church — to have the privilege of 
receiving the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven — to 
have the heavens opened unto them — ^to commune with 
the general assembly and church of the first bom, and 
to enjoy the communion and presence of €U>d the Father, 
and Jesus the Mediator of the new covenant. 

10. The power and authority of the lesser, or Aaronic 
priesthood, is to hold the keys of the ministering of 
angels, and to administer in outward ordinances, the 
letter of the gospel — ^the baptism of repentance for the 
remission of sins, agreeably to the covenants and com- 
mandments. 

11. Of necessity there are presidents, or presiding 
offices growing out of, or appomted of or from among 
those who are ordained to the several offices in these 
two priesthoods. Of the Melchisedek priesthood, three 
presiding hiffh priests, chosen by the body, appointed 
and ordained to that office, and upheld by the confi- 
dence, faith, and prayer of the church, form a quorum 
of the presidency of the church. The twelve travellii:^ 
coimsellors are called to be the twelve apostles, or 
special witnesses of the name of Christ in all the 
world ; thus differing from other officers in the church 
in the duties of their calling. And they form a quorum, 
equal in authority and power to the three presidents 
previously mentioned. The seventy are also called to 
preach the gospel, and to be especial witnesses unto the 
Gentiles and in all the world. Thus differing from. 
other officers in the church in the duties of their call- 
ing ; and they form a quorum equal in authority to 
tlmt of the twelve special witnesses or apostles just 
named. And every decision made by either of these 
quorums, must be by the unanimous voice of the same ; 
that is, every member in each quorum must be agreed 
to its decisions, in order to make their decisions of the 
same power or validity one with the other. (A mtjorit^ 
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may form a qnormn, when circumstances render it im- 
possible to be otherwise.) Unless this is the case, their 
decisions are not entitled to the same blessings which 
the decisions of a quormn of three presidents were 
anciently, who where ordained after the order of Mel- 
cMsede^ and were righteous and holy men. The de- 
didons of these quorums, or either of them, are to be 
made in all righteousness, in holiness, and lowliness of 
heart, meekness and long suffering, and in faith, and 
virtue, and knowledge, temperance, patience, godliness, 
brotherly kindness and diarity ; because the promise 
is, if these things abound in them, they shall not be im- 
fruitful in the knowledge of the Lord. And in case 
that any decision of these quorums is made in un- 
righteousness, it may be brought before a general 
assembly of the several quorums, which constitute the 
spiritual authorities of the church, otherwise there can 
be no appeal from their decision. 

12. The twelve are a travelling presiding high coim- 
cil, to officiate in the name of tne Lord, under the 
direction of the presidency of the church, agreeable to 
the institution of heaven ; to build up the church, and 
regulate idl the afiGsdrs of the same in all nations ; first 
unto the Gentiles, and secondly unto the Jews. 

13. The seventy are to act m the name of the Lord, 
under the direction of the twelve or the travelling high 
coundl, in building up the church and regulating all 
the affiiirs of the same in all nations — ^first unto the 
Crentiles and then to the Jews ; the twelve being sent 
out, holding the keys, to open the door by the procla- 
mation of the gospel of Jesus Christ— and first unto 
the Ckntiles and men unto the Jews. 

14. The standing high councils, at the stakes of 
Zion, form a quorum equal in authority, in the afi^rs 
of the church, in all their decisions, to the quorum of 
the presidency, or to the travelling high council. 

15. The high council in Zion, forms a quorum equal 
in authority, in the a£Gsdrs of the church, in all their 
decisions, to the councils of the twelve at the stakes of 
Zion. 

16. It is the duty of the travelling high council to 
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call upon the seventy, when they need assistance, to, 
fill the several calls for preaching and administering' 
the gospel, instead of any others. 

17. It is the duty of the twelve, in all large branches 
of the church, to ordain evangelical minis^rs, as they 
shall be designated unto them by revelation. 

18. The order of this priesthood was confirmed to 
be handed down from father to son, and rightly be- 
longs to the literal descendants of the chosen seed, to 
whom the promises were made. This order was insti- 
tuted in the days of Adam, and came down by lineage 
in the following manner :— 

19. From A(mm to Seth, who was ordained by Adam 
at ttie age of 69 years, and was blessed by him three 
years previous to his (Adam's) death, and received the 
promise of Ood by his father, that his posterity should 
be the chosen of the Lord, and that they should be 
preserved unto the end of the earth, because he 
(Seth) was a perfect man, and his likeness was the 
express likeness of his fitther's, insomuch that he 
seemed to be like unto his father in all things, and 
oould be distinguished from him only by his age. 

20. Enos was ordained at the age of 134 years and 
four months, by the hand of Adam. 

21. Qpd called upon Cainan in the wilderness, in 
the fortieth year of nis age, and he met Adam in jour- 
neying to the place Shedolamak. He was 87 years old 
when he received his ordination. 

22. MahaJaleel was 496 years and seven days old 
when he was ordained by the hand of Adam, who also 
blessed him. 

23. Jared was 200 years old when he was ordained 
under the hand of Adam, who also blessed him. 

24. Enoch was 25 years old when he was ordained 
under the hand of Adam, and he was 65 and Adam 
blessed him. And he saw the Lord, and he walked 
with him, and was before his face continually ; and he 
walked with God 365 years, making him 430 years old 
when he was translated. 

25. Methuselah was 100 years old when he was 
ordained xmder the hand of Ad^n. 
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26. Lamech was 32 years old when he was ordained 
tinder the hand of Seth. 

27. Noah was 10 years old when he was ordained 
under the hand oi Methuselah. 

28. Three years previous to the death of Adam, he 
called Sethy £)nos, Oainan, Mahalaleel, Jared, Enoch, 
and Methuselah, who were all high priests, with the 
residue of his posterity who were righteous, into the 
valley of Adam-ondi-ahman, and there bestowed upon 
them his last blessing. And the Lord appeared imto 
them, and they rose up and blessed Adam, and called 
him Michael, the Prince, the Archangel. And the Lord 
administered comfort unto Adam, and said unto him, 
I have set thee to be at the head — a multitude of 
nations shall come of thee, and thou art a prince over 
them for ever. 

29. And Adam stood up in the midst of the congre- 
gation, and notwithstanding he was bowed down with 
age, being full of the Holy Ghost, predicted whatsoever 
should befall his posterity unto the latest generation. 
These things were all written in the book of Enoch, 
and are to be testified of in due time. 

30. It is the duty of the twelve, also, to ordain and 
set in order all the other officers of the church, agree- 
ably to the revelation which says : 

31. To the church of Christ in the land of Zion, in 
addition to the church laws respecting church business 
—•Verily, I say unto you, says the Lord of hosts, there 
must needs be presidmg elders to preside over those 
who are of the office of an elder ; and also priests to 
preside over those who are of the office of a priest, and 
also teachers to preside over those who are of the office 
of a teacher in like manner, and also the deacons ; 
wherefore, from deacon to teacher, and from teacher to 
priest, and from priest to elder, severally as they are 
appointed, accoroing to the covenants and command- 
ments of ^e church. Then comes the high priesthood, 
whidi is the greatest of all ; wherefore it must needs 
be that one iS appointed of the high priesthood to pre- 
side over the priesthood, and he shidl be called president 
of the high priesthood of the church ; or, in other 
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words, the presiding high priest over the high priest- 
hood of the church. From the same comes the ad- 
ministering of ordinances and blessings upon the 
church, by the laying on of the hands. 

32. Wherefore the of&ce of a bishop is not equal 
nnto it ; for the office of a bishop is in aoministering all 
temporal things ; nevertheless a bishop must be chosen 
from the high priesthood, imless he is a literal descen- 
dant of Aaron ; for unless he is a literal descendant of 
Aaron he cannot hold the keys of that priesthood. 
Nevertheless, a high priest that is after the order of 
Melchisedek, may be set apart unto the administering 
of temporal things, having a knowledge of them by the 
spirit of truth, and also to be a judge in Israel, to do 
tne business of the church, to sit in judgment upon 
transgressors, upon testimony as it shaU be laid before 
him according to the laws, by the assistance of his 
counsellors whom he has chosen, or will choose among 
the elders of the church. This is the dutv of a bishop 
who is not a literal descendant of Aaron, out has been 
ordained to the high priesthood after the order of 
Melchisedek. 

33 Thus shall he be a judge, even a common judge 
among the inhabitants of Zion, or in a stake of Zion, or 
in any branch of the church where he shall be set apart 
unto this ministry, until the borders of Zion are en- 
larged, and it becomes necessary to have other bishops 
or judges in Zion, or elsewhere ; and inasmuch as there 
are other bishops appointed they shall act in the same 
office. 

34. But a literal descendant of Aaron has a l^al 
right to the presidency of iJiis priesthood, to the keys 
of this ministry, to act in the office of bishop indepen- 
dently, without counsellors, except in a case where a 
president of the high priesthood, after the order of 
Melchisedek, is tried, to sit as a Jfkdge in Israel. And 
the decision of either of these councils, agreeably to 
the commandment which says, 

35. Again, verily, I say unto you, the most important 
business of the church, and the most difl^cult oases oi 
the church, inasmuch as there is not satip&ction t^Km

the decision of the bishop or judges, it shall be handed 
over and carried up unto the council of the church, 
before the presidency of the high priesthood ; and the 
presidency of the council of the high priesthood shall 
nave power to call other high priests, even twelve, to 
assist as counsellors ; and tbus the presidency of the 
high priesthood and its counsellors shall have power to 
dc^de upon testimony according to the laws of the 
church. And affcer this decision it shall be had in re- 
membrance no more before the Lord ; for this is the 
highest council of the church of God, and a final de- 
cision jjyon controversies in spiritual matters. 

36. There is not anv person belonging to the church 
who is exempt from una council of tne church. 

37. And inasmuch as a president of the high priest- 
hood shall transgress, he Euiall be had in remembrance 
before the common council of the church, who shall be 
assisted by twelve counsellors of the high priesthood ; 
and their decision upon his head shall be an end of con- 
troversy concerning him. Thus, none shall be exempted 
from the justicS' and the laws of God, that all thmgs 
may be done in order and in solemnity before him, 
according to truth and righteousness. 

38. And again, verily I say unto ;^ou, the duty of a 
president over the office of a deacon is to preside over 
twelve deacons, to sit in council with them, and to 
teach them their duty— edifying one another, as it is 
given according to the covenants. 

39. And also the duty of the president over the office 
of the teachers is to preside over twenty-four of the 
teachers, and to sit in council with them, teaching them 
the duties of their office, as given in the covenants. 

40. Also the duty of the president over the priest- 
hood of Aaron is to preside over forty-eight priests, 
and sit in council with them, to teach them the duties 
of their office, as is giv^i in the covenants. This pre- 
sident is to be a bishop ; for this is one of the duties of 
this priesth6od. 

41. Again, the^uty of the president over the office 
ot elders is to ^Bide over nmety-six elders, and to 
BitincounpiliR^^themy and to teaoh them according 
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to the covenants. This presidency is a distinct one 
from that of the seventy, and is designed for those who 
do not travel into all the world. 

42. And again, the duty of the president of the office 
of the high priesthood is to preside over the whole 
church, and to be like unto Moses. Behold, here is 
wisdom ; yea, to be a seer, a revelator, a translator, 
and a prophet^ having all the gifts of Gk)d which he 
bestows upon the head of the church. 

43. Ana it is according to the vision, showing the 
order of the seventy, that they should have seven pre- 
sidents to preside over them, chosen out of the number 
of the seventy ; and the seventh president of these 
presidents is to preside over the six ; and these seven 
presidents are to choose other seventy besides the first 
seventy, to whom they belong, and are to presdde over 
them ; and also other seventy, until seven times se- 
venty, if the labour in the vineyard of necessity re- 
quires it. And these seventy are to be travelling 
ministers unto the Gentiles firsts and also unto the 
Jews ; whereas other officers of the chuffch, who belong 
not unto the twelve, neither to the seventv, are not 
imder the responsibility to travel among all nations,, 
but are to travel as their circumstances shall allow, 
notwithstanding they may hold as high and responsibla 
offices in the church. 

44. Wherefore now let every man learn his duly, 
and to act in the office in which he is appointed, in aU 
diligence. He that is slothful shall not be counted 
worthy to stand, and he that learns not his duty and 
shows himself not approved, shall not be counted wor- 
thy to stand. Even so. Amen. 
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SECTION IV. 

A Revelation, given the 22nd and 23rd of September, 
1832. 

1. A revelation of Jesus Christ unto his servant 
Joseph Smith, jun., and six elders, as they united their 
hearts and lifted their voices on high ; yea, the word of 
the Lord concerning his church, established in the last 
days for the restoration of his people, as he has spoken 
hj the mouth of his prophets, and for the gathermg of 
his saints to stand upon Moimt Zion, which shall 
be the city of New Jerusalem, which city shall be 
built, beginning at the temple lot, which is appointed 
by the finger of the Lord, in the western boundaries of 
the state of Missouri, and dedicated by the hand of 
Joseph Smith, jun., and others with wnom the Lord 
was well pleased. 

2. Verily this is the word of the Lord, that the city 
New Jerusalem shall be built by the gathering of the 
saints beginning at this place, even the place of the 
temple, which temple shall be reared in this genera- 
tion ; for verily, this generation shall not all pass away 
until an house shall be built unto the Lord, and a 
doud shall rest upon it^ which cloud shall be even the 
glory of the Lord, which shall fill the house. And the 
sons of Moses, according to the holy priesthood which 
he received under the hand of his father-in-law, Jethro; 
and Jethro received it under the hand of Caleb ; and 
Caleb received it imder the hand of Elihu ; and Elifiti 
under the hand of Jeremy ; and Jeremy under the hand 
of Grad ; and Gad under the hand of Esaias ; and 
Esaias received it under the hand of God. Esaias also 
lived in the d^|rof Abraham, and was blessed of him-^ 
which Abrahfli received the priesthood from Melchi- 
sedek, wiio iSeived it through the lineage of his 
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others, even till Noah ; and from Noah till Enoch, 
through the lineage of their fathers ; and from Enoch 
to AhSl, who was slain by the conspiracy of his bro- 
ther, who received the priesthood by the command- 
ments of God, by the haiid of his father Adam, who 
was the first man — ^which priesthood continueth in the 
church of God in all generations, and is without begin- 
ning of days or end of years. 

3. And the Lord confirmed a priesthood also upon 
Aaron and his seed, throughout ail their generations — 
which priesthood also continueth and abideth for ever 
with the priesthood, which is after the holiest order of 
God : and this greater priesthood administereth the 
ffospel and holdeth the key of the mysteries of the 
Kingdom even the key of the knowledge of Gk>d ; there- 
fore, in the ordinances thereof, the power of godliness 
is manifest ; and without the ordinances thereof and 
the authority of the priesthood, the power of godliness 
is not manifest imto men in the flesh ; for without this 
no man can see the face of God, even the Father, and 
live. 

4. Now this Moses plainly taught to the children of 
Israel in the wilderness, ana sought diligently to sanc- 
tify his people that they might behold the face of God ; 
but they hardened their hearts and could not endure 
his presence, therefore the Lord in his wrath (for his 
anger was kindled £^inst them), swore that they 
should not enter into his rest while in the wilderness, 
which rest is the fulness of his glory. Therefore he 
took Moses out of their midst, and the holy priesthood 
also ; and the lesser priesthood continued, which priest- 
hood holdeth the key of the ministering of angels and 
the preparatorv gospel, which gospel is the gospel of 
repentsiiice and of baptism, and the remission of sins 
and the law of carnal commandments, which the Lord 
in his wrath, caused to continue with the house of 
Aaron among the children of Israel imtil John, whom 
Grod raised up, being filled with the Holy Ghost from 
his mother's womb ; for he was baptised while he was 
yet in his childhood, and was or(£iJMl by the angel 
of God at the time he was eight da^f old unto mia 
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power, to overthrow the kingdom of the Jews, and to 
make straight the way of the Lord before the face of 
his people, to prepare them for the coming of the Lord, 
in whose hand is ^ven all power. 

5. And again, the office of elder and bishop are ne* 
ceasary appendages belonging unto the high priesthood. 
And agam, the offices of teachers and deacons are ne- 
cessary appendages belonging to the lesser priesthood, 
which priesthood was confinned upon Aaron and his 
sons. 

6. Therefore, as I said concerning the sons of Moses 
•—for the sons of Moses, and also the sons of Aaron 
shall offer an acceptable offering and sacrifice in the 
house of the Lord, which house Stiall be built unto the 
Lord in this generation, upon the consecrated spot as 
I have appointed : and the sons of Moses and of Aaron 
shaU be nlled with the glory of the Lord, upon Mount 
Zion in the Lord's house, whose sons are ye ; and also 
many whom I have called and sent forth to build up 
my diurch ; for whoso is faithful unto the obtaining 
these two priesthoods of which I have spoken, and the 
magnifying their calling, are sanctifiea by the spirit 
unto the renewing of their bodies ; they become the 
sons of Moses and of Aaron and the seed of Abraham, 
and the church and kingdom, and the elect of God ; 
and also all they who receive this priesthood receiveth 
me, saith the Lord ; for he that receiveth my servants 
receiveth me ; and he that receiveth me receiveth my 
Father ; and he that receiveth my Father, receiveth 
my Father's kingdom ; therefore all that my father 
hath shall be given unto him, and this is according 
to the oath and covenant which belongeth to the 
priesthood. Therefore, all those who receive the 
priesthood, receive this oath and covenant of my Fa- 
ther, which he cannot break, neither can it be moved ; 
but whoso breaketh this covenant, after he hath re- 
ceived it, and altogether tumeth therefrom, shall not 
have forgiveness of sins in tbis world nor in the world 
to come. And all those who come not unto this priest- 
hood which ye have received, which I now confirm 
upon you who are present this day, by mine own voice 
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out of the heavenSy and even I have given the hea- 
venly hosts and mine angels charge concerning jou. 

7. And I now give unto jou a commandment to be- 
ware concerning yourselves, to give diligent heed to 
the words of eternal life ; for you shall live by every 
word that proceedeth forth from the mouth of Goa. 
For the word of the Lord is truth, and whatsoever is 
truth is light, and whatsoever is light is Spirit, even 
the Spirit of Jesus Christ ; and the Spirit giveth light 
to every man that cometh into the world ; and the 
Spirit enlighteneth every man through the world, that 
hearkeneth to the voice of the Spirit ; and every one 
that hearkeneth to the voice of the Spirit, cometh unto 
Qod, even the Father ; and the Father teacheth him of 
the covenant which he has renewed and confirmed 
upon you, which is confirmed upon you for your sakes, 
and not for your sakes only, but for the sake of the 
whole world ; and the whole world lieth in sin, and 
gi'oaneth under darkness and under the bondage of 
sin ; and by this you may know they are under the 
bondage of sin, because they come not imto me ; for 
whoso cometh not imto me is under the bondage of 
sin ; and whoso receiveth not my voice is not ac- 
quainted with my voice, and is not of me ; and by this 
you may know the righteous from the wicke(^ and 
that the whole world groaneth imder sin and dark- 
ness even now. 

8. And your minds in times past have been dark- 
ened because of imbelief, and because you have treated 
lightly the things you have received, which vanity and 
imbelief hath brought the whole church under con- 
demnation. And this condemnation resteth upon the 
children of Zion, even all : and they shall remain un- 
der this condemnation until they repent and remember 
the-new covenant, even the Book of Mormon and the 
former commandments which I have given them, not 
only to say, but to do according to that which I have 
written, that they may bring forth fruit mete for their 
Father's kingdom, otherwise there remaineth a scourge 
and a judgment to be poured out upon the children of 
Zion ; for shall the children of the kingdom pollute 
my holy land ? Verily, I say imto you, nay. 
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9. Verily, verily, I sajr unto you who now hear my 
words, which is my voice, blessed are ye inasmuch as 
you receive these things ; for I will forgive you of your 
sins with this commandment, that you remain steadfast 
in your minds in solemnity and the spirit of prayer, in 
bearing testimony to all the world of those things 
which are communicated unto you. 

10. Therefore go ye into all ttie world, and whatso- 
ever place ye cannot go into ye shall send, that the 
testimony may go from you into all the world unto 
every creature. And as I said unto mine apostles, 
even so I say unto you, for you are mine apostles, even 
Grod's high priests ; ye are they whom my Father hath 
given me — ^ye are my friends ; therefore, as I said imto 
mine apostles I say unto you again, that every soiil 
who believeth on your words, and is baptized by water 
for the remission of sins, shall receive the Holy Ghost 
— and these signs shall follow them that believe. 

11. In my name they shall do many wonderful works ; 
in my name they shall cast out devils ; in my name 
they shall heal the sick; in my name they slwJl open 
the eyes of the blind, and unstop the ears of the deaf; 
and the tongue of the dumb shall speak ; and if any 
man shall administer poison unto them it shall not 
hurt them ; and the poison of a serpent shall not have 
power to harm them. But a commandment I give unto 
them, that they shall not boast themselves of these 
things, neither speak them before the world, for these 
things are given unto you for your profit and for sal' 
vation. 

12. Verily, verily, I say unto you, they who believe 
not on your words, and are not baptized in water, in 
my name, for the remission of their sins, that they may 
receive the Hol^ Ghost, shall be damned, and shall not 
come into my Father's kingdom, where my Father and 
I am. And this revelation unto you, and command- 
menl^ is in force fr^m this very hour upon all the 
world, and the gospel is unto all who have not received 
it. But, verily, I say unto all those to whom the 
kingdom has been given, from you it must be preached 
unto them, that they shall repent of their former evil 
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works, for they are to be upbraided for their evil hearts 
of unbelief; and your bretnren in Zion for their rebel- 
lion against you at the time I sent you. 

13. And again I say unto you, my Mends, (for from 
henceforth I shall call you fnends,) it is expedient that 
I give unto you this commandment, that ye become 
even as my friends in days when I was with them 
travelling to preach this gospel in mv power, for I 
suffered them not to have purse or scrip, neither two 
coats ; behold I send you out to prove tne worl(^ and 
the labourer is worthy of his hire. And any man that 
shall go and preach this gospel of the kingdom, and 
fail not to continue faithM in all things shall not be 
weary in mind, neither darkened ; neither in body, limb, 
or joint : and an hair of his head shall not fall to the 
ground unnoticed. And they shall not go hungry, 
neither athirst. 

14. Therefore, take no thought for the morrow, for 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink, or where- 
withal ye shall be clothed ; for consider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow, they toil not^ neither do they 
spin ; and the kingdoms of the world, in all their glory, 
are not arrayed like one of these ; for your Father who 
art in heaven, knoweth that you have need of all these 
thinss. Therefore, let the morrow take thought for 
the things of itself. Neither take ye thought before- 
hand what ye shall say, but treasure up in your minds 
continually the words of life, and it shall be given you 
in the very hour that portion that shall be meted 
unto every man. 

15. Therefore let no man among you (for this com- 
mandment is unto all the fsdthful who are called of God 
in the church unto the ministry), from this hour take 
purse or scrip, that goeth forth to proclaim this gospel 
of the kingdom. Behold, I send you out to reprove 
the world of all their unrighteous deeds, and to teach 
them of a judgment which is to come. And whoso re- 
ceiveth you, there I will be also, for I will go before 
your face : I will be on your right hand and on your 
left, and my spirit shall be in your hearts, and mine 
angels round about you, to bear you up. 
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16. Whoso receiveth you receiveth me, and the same 
will feed you, and clothe you, and give you money. 
And he who feeds jrou, or clothes you, or gives you 
money, shall in no wise lose his reward : and he that 
doeth not these things is not my disciple ; by this you 
know my disciples. He that receiveth you not, go away 
from him alone by yourselves, and cleanse your feet 
even with water, pure water, whether in heat or in 
cold, and bear testmiony of it unto jrour Father which 
is in heaven, and return not agam unto that man. 
And in whatsoever village or city ye enter, do likewise. 
Nevertheless, search dilligently and spare not ; and wo 
unto that house, or that village or city that rejecteth 
you, or your words, or your testimony concerning me. 
Wo, I say again, unto that house, or that village or 
city that rejecteth you, or your words, or your testi- 
mony of me ; for I the Almighty, have laid my hands 
upon the nations, to scourge them for their wicked- 
ness : and plagues shall go forth, and they shall not 
be taken from the earth until I have completed my 
work which shall be cut short in righteousness, until 
all shall know me, who remain, even from the least 
unto the greatest, and shall be filled with the know- 
ledge of the Lord, and shall see eye to eye, and shall 
lift up their voice, and with the voice together sing 
this new song, saying. 

17. The Lord hath brought again Zion : 
The Lord hath redeemed his people, Israel, 
According to the election of grace. 
Which was brought to pass by the faith 
And covenants of their fathers. 

The Lord hath redeemed his people, 
And Satan is bound and time is no longer : 
The Lord hath gathered all things^ one : 
The Lord hath brought down Zion from above : 
The Lord hath brought up Zion from beneath : 
The earth hath travailed and brought forth her 

strength : 
And truth is established in her bowels : 
And the heavens have smiled upon her : 
And she is dothed with the glory of her God : 

i3 
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For he stands in the midst of his people : 
Glory, and honour, and power, and might, 
Be ascribed to onr God for he is full of mercy, 
Justice, grace and truth, and peace, 
For ever and ever. Amen. 

18. And again, verily, verily, I say unto you, it is ex- 
pedient that every man who goes forth to proclaim 
mine everlasting gospel, that inasmuch as they have 
families, and receive monies by gift, that they should 
send it imto them or make use of it for their benefit, 
as the Lord shall direct them, for thus it seemeth me 
good. And let all those who have not families, who 
receive monies, send it up unto the Bishop in Zion, or 
unto the Bishop in Ohio, that it may be consecrated 
for the bringing forth of the revelations and the print- 
ing thereof, and for establishing Zion. 

19. And if any man shall give unto any of you a 
coat, or a suit, take the old and cast it unto the poor, 
and go your way rejoicing. And if any man among 
you be strong in the ^int, let him take with him he 
that is weak, that he may be edified in all meekness^ 
that he may become strong also. 

20. Therefore, take with you those who are ordained 
unto the lesser priesthood, and send them before you 
to make appointments, and to prepare the way, and to 
fill appointments that you yourselves are not able to 
filL Behold, this is the way that mine apostles, in 
ancient days, built up my church unto me. 

21. Therefore, let every man stand in his own oflice, 
and labour in his own calling ; and let not the head 
say unto the feet, it hath no need of the feet, for with- 
out the feet how shall the body be able to stand ? also 
the body hath need of every member, that all may bo 
edified together, that the system may be kept perfect. 

22. And behold the high priests should teavel, and 
also the elders, and also the lesser priests ; but the 
deacons and teachers should be appointed to watch 
over the church, to be standing ministers unto the 
church. 

23. And the Bishop, Newel K. Whitney, also, should 
travel round about and among all the churches, search- 
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ing after the poor to administer to their wants by 
humbling the rich and the proud ; he should also 
employ an agent to take charge and to do his secular 
business as he shall direct; nevertheless, let the bishop 
go into the city of New York, also to the city of 
Albany, and also to the city of Boston, and warn the 
people of those cities with the sound of the gospel, 
with a loud voice, of the desolation and utter abolish- 
ment which awaits them if thej do reject these things ; 
for if they do reject these thmgs the hour of their 
judgment is nigh, and their house shall be left imto 
them desolate. Let him trust in me and he shall not 
be confounded ; and an hair of his head shall not fall 
to the ffroimd imnoticed. 

24. And verily I say imto you, the rest of my ser- 
vants, go ye fortn as your circumstances shall permit, 
in your several callings unto the great and notable 
cities and villages, reproving the world in righteousness 
of all their unrighteous and ungodly deeds, setting 
forth clearly and understandingly the desolation of 
abomination in the last days ; for, with you saith the 
liord Almighty, I will rend their kingdoms; 1 will 
not only shake the earth, but the starry heavens shall 
tremble ; for I, the Lord, have put forth my hand to 
exert the powers of heaven, ye cannot see it now, yet a 
little while and ye shall see it, and know that I am, 
and that I will come and reign with my people. I 
am Alpha and Omeg% the beginning and the end. 
Amen. 



SECTION V. 



Minutes of the Organization of the High Council of the 
Church of Christ of lAitter-da^ /Saints, Kiruand, 
Februart/ 17, 1834. 

1. This day a general council of twenty-four high 
priests assembled at the house of Joseph Smith, jun., 
by revelation, and proceeded to organize the High 
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Council of the Church of Christ, which was to consist 
of twelve high priests, and one or three presidents, as 
the case might require. The high council was appoint- 
ed by revelation for the purpose of settling imnortant 
difficulties which might arise in the church, which could 
not be settled by the church or the bishops' council 
to the satisfaction of the parties. . 

2. Joseph Smith, jun., Sidney Bigdon, and Frederick 
G. Williams, were acknowledged presidents by the 
voice of the council ; and Joseph Smith, sen., John 
Smith, Joseph Coe, John Johnson, Martin Harris, 
John S. Carter, Jared Carter, Oliver Cowdery, Samuel 
H. Smith, Orson Hyde, Sylvester Smith, and Luke 
Johnson, nigh priests^ were chosen to be a standing 
council for Sie church, by the unanimous voice of the 
coimcil. The above-named counsellors were then 
asked whether they accepted their appointments, and 
whether they would act m that office according to the 
law of heaven : to which they all answered tnat they 
acfcepted their appointments, and would fill their offices 
according to the grace of God bestowed upon them. 

3. The number composing the council, who voted 
in the name and for the diurch, in appointing the 
above-named counsellors were forty-three, as follows : 
— ^Nine high priests, seventeen elders, four priests, and 
thirteen members. 

4. Voted : that the high coimcil cannot have power 
to act without seven of the above-named counsellors, or 
their regularly-appointed successors are present. These 
seven shall have power to appoint other high priests, 
whom they may consider worthy and capable to act in 
the place of absent counsellors. 

6. Voted : that whenever any vacancy shall occur 
by the death, removal from office for transgression, op 
removal from the bounds of this church government, 
of any one of the above-named counsellors, it shall be 
filled by the nomination of the president or presidents, 
and sanctioned by the voice of a general council of 
high priests, convened for that purpose, to act in the 
name of the church. 

6. The president of the church, who is also the presi- 
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dent of the council, is appointed by revelation, and ac- 
knowledged in his administration, by the voice of the 
church ; and it is according to the dignity of his office 
that he should preside over the council of the church ; 
and it is his privilege to be assisted by two other 

E residents, appointed after the same manner that he 
imsehT was appointed ; and in case of the absence 
of one or both of those who are appointed to assist him, 
he has power to preside over the council without an 
assistant : and in case that he himself is absent, the 
other presidents have x>ower to preside in his stead, 
both, or either of them. 

7. Whenever an high council of the church of Christ 
is regularly organizec^ according to the foregoing pat- 
tern, it shall be the duty of the twelve counsellors to 
cast lots by numbers, and thereby ascertain, who of the 
twelve shall speak first, commencing with number one, 
and so in succession to number twelve. 

8. Whenever this coundl convenes to act upon any 
case, the twelve counsellors shall consider whether it is 
a difficult one or not ; if it is not, two only of the coun- 
sellors shall speak upon it, according to the form above 
written. But if it is thought to be difficult, four shall 
be appointed ; and if more difficult, six ; but in no case 
shall more than six be appointed to speak. The accused, 
in all cases, has a right to one half of the coimcil, to 
prevent insult or injustice ; and the counsellors ap- 
pointed to speak before the council, are to present the 
case after the evidence is examined, in its true li^ht 
before the council, and every man is to speak accordmg 
to equity and justice. Those counsellors who draw 
even numbers, that is, 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, and 12, are the 
individuals who are to stand up in behalf of the ac- 
cused, and prevent insult or injustice. 

9. In all cases the accuser and the accused shall have 
a privilege of speaking for themselves before the council 
after the evidences are heard, and the counsellors who 
are appointed to speak on the case, have finished their 
remarks. After the evidences are heard, the counsellors, 
accuser and accused have spoken, the president shall 
give a dedoLim according to the understanding which h« 
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shall have of tlie case, and call upon the twelve counsel- 
lors to sanction the same by their vote. But should the 
remaining counsellors, who have not spokeiL or any one 
of them, alter hearing the evidences andpleaoingsimpar- 
tially, discover an error in the decision of the president^ 
they can manifest it^ and the case shall have a re-hear- 
ing ; and i^ after a carefdl re-hearing, sjij additional 
light is shown upon the case, the decision shall be 
altered according!;^ ; but in case no additional light is 
given, the first decision shall stand, the majority of the 
council having power to determine the same. 

10. In cases of difficulty, respecting doctrine or prin- 
ciple (if there is not a sufficiency written to make the 
case clear to the minds of the council), the president may 
inquire and obtain the mind of the Lord by revelation. 

11. The high priests, when abroad, have power to 
call and organize a coimcil after the manner of the fore- 
going to settle difficulties when the parties, or either of 
them shall request it : and the said council of high priests 
shall have power to appoint one of their own number, 
to preside over such council for the time being. It 
sludl be tiie duty of said council to transmit immediate- 
ly, a copy of their proceedings, with a fall statement of 
the testimony accompanying their decision, to the high 
coimcil of the seat of the first presidency of the churdi. 
Should the parties, or either of them be dissatisfied 
with the decision of said council, they may appeal to the 
high council of the seat of the first presidency of the 
church, and have a re-hearing, which case shall there 
be conducted, according to the former pattern written, 
as though no such decision had been made. 

12. This council of high priests abroad, is only to be 
called on the most difficult cases of church matters ; 
and no common or ordinary case is to be sufficient to 
call such council. — ^The travelling or located high 
priests abroad, have power to say whether it is neces- 
sary to call such a council or not. 

13. There is a distinction between the high council of 
travelling high priests abroad, and the travelling hi^h 
council composed of the twelve apostles, in their decis- 
sions. From the decision of the former there can be an 
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appeal, but from the decision of the latter there cannot. 
The latter can only be called in question by the general 
authorities of the church in case of transgression. 

14. Eesolved, that the president or presidents of the 
seat of the first presidency of the church, shall have 
power to determine whether any such case, as may be 
appealed, is justly entitled to a re-hearing, after exam- 
ing the appeal and the evidences and statements 
accompan3ring it. 

16. The twelve counsellors then proceeded to cast 
lots or ballot, to ascertain who should speak first, and 
the following was the result, namely : —

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SECTION VI. 

BevekUion exflaining the ParaUe of the Wheat and 
the Tares, Decemh&r 6, 1832. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you my servants, 
concerning the parable of the wheat and of the tares. 
Behold, verily I say, that the field was the world, and 
the apostles were the sowers of the seed ; and after 
they have fallen asleep, the great persecutor of the 

* church, the apostate, the whore, even Babjrlon, that 
maketh all nations to drink of her cup, in whose 
hearts the enemy, even Satan, sitteth to reign. Behold 
he soweth the tares, wherefore the tares choke the 
wheat and drive the church into the wilderness. 

2. But behold, in the last days, even now while the 
Lord is beginning to bring forth the word, and the 
blade is springing up and is yet tender. Behold, verily 
I say unto you, the angels are crying unto the Lord 
day and night, who are ready and waiting to be sent 
forth to reap down the fields ; but the Lord saith unto 
them, pluck not up the tares while the blade is yet 
tender (for verily your faith is weak), lest you destroy 
the wheat also. Therefore let the wheat and the tares 
grow together until the harvest is fully ripe, then ye 
shall first gather out the wheat from among the tares, 
and after the gathering of the wheat, behold and lo ! 
the tares are bound in bundles, and the field remaineth 
to be burned. 

3. Therefore, thus saith the Lord unto you, with 
whom the priesthood hath continued through the 
lineage of your fathers, for ye are lawful heirs, 
according to the flesh, and have been hid from the 
world with Christ in Gfod ; therefore your life and the 
priesthood hath remained and must needs remain 
through you and your lineage, imtil the restoration of 
all things spoken by the mouths of all the holy pro- 
phets since the world began.

4. Therefore, blessed are ye if ye cohtinne in my 
goodness, a light unto the Gentiles, and througS this 
priesthood, a savour unto my people Israel. The Lord 
nathsaidit. Amen. 



SECTION vn. 

EevekUion given December 27, 1832. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you who have 
assembled youi-selves together to receive his will con- 
cerning you. Behold, this is pleasing unto your Lord, 
and the angels rejoice over you ; the alms of your 
prayers have come up into the ears of the Lord of 
Sabaoth, and are recorded in the book of the names of 
the sanctified: even them of the celestial world. 
Wherefore, I now send upon you another comforter, 
even upon you my Mends, that it may abide in your 
hearts, even the Holy Spirit of promise ; which other 
comforter is the same tnat I promised unto my dis- 
ciples, as is recorded in the testimony of John. 

2. This comforter is the promise which I give unto 
you of eternal life ; even the glory of the celestial 
kingdom : which glory is that of the church of the first 
bom ; even of God the holiest of all, through Jesus 
Christ his Son : he that ascended up on high, as also 
he descended below all thin^ ; in that he compre- 
hended all things, that he mi^t be in all and through 
all things, the light of truth ; which truth shineth. 
This is me light of Christ. As also he is in the sun, 
and the light of the sun, and the power thereof by 
which it was made. Aa also he is in the moon, and is 
the light of the moon, and the power thereof by which 
it was made. As also the light of the stars, and the 
power thereof by which they were made. And the 
earth also, and the power thereof; even the earth 
upon which you statid. 
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3. And the light which now shineth^ which giveth 
yon light, ia through him who enliffhteneth your eyes^ 
which is the same li^ht that quidkeneth your under- 
standings ; which li^ht proceedeth forth from the pre- 
sence of G<>d to fill the immensity of space. The hght 
which is in all things ; which Riveth life to all things : 
which is the law by which all things are ^vemed : 
even the power of Qod who sitteth upon his throne, 
who is in the bosom of eternity, who is in the midst of 
all things. 

4. Now, verily I say unto you, that through the re- 
demption 'vdiich is made for you is brou^t to pass the 
resurrection from the dead. And the spirit and the 
body is the soul of man. And the resurrection from the 
dead is the redemption of the soul ; and the redemp- 
tion of the soul is through him who quickeneth all 
things^ in whose bosom it is decreed that the po<»' and 
the meek of the earth shall inherit it. Therefore it 
must needs be sanctified from all unrighteousness, that 
it may be prepared for the celestial glory ; for after it 
hath filled tne measure of its creation, it shall be 
crowned with glory, even with the presence of Ood the 
Father ; that bodies who are of the celestial kingdom 
may possess it for ever and ever ; for, for this intent was 
it made and created, and for this intent are they sanc- 
tified. 

5. And they who are not sanctified through the law 
which I have ^ven unto you, even the law of ChrisL 
must inherit another kingdom, even that of a terrestrial 
kingdom, or that of a te&stial kingdom. For he who 
is not able to abide the law of a cekstial kingdom, can- 
not abide a celestial glory ; and he who cannot abide 
the law of a terrestrial kingdom, cannot abide a ter- 
if^strial ^ory : he who cannot abide the law of a teles- 
tial kingdom, cannot abide a telestial glory ; theref(^e 
he is not mete for a kingdom of glory. Therefore he 
must abide a kingdom which is not a kingdom of glory. 

6. And again, verily I say unto you, the esaik 
abideth the law of a celestial kingdom, for it filleth the 
measure of its creation, and transgresseth not the law. 
Wherefore it shall be sanctified ; yea^ notwithstandLng 
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it shall die, it shall be ^uiokened afiain, aiul dball abide 
the power by which it is quiokeneo^ and the righteous 
ahall inherit it ; for notwithstanding they die, they also 
Bhall rise again a spiritual body : they who are of a 
celestial spirit shall receive the same body which was 
a natural body ; even ye shall receive your bodies, and 
your glory shall be that glory by which your bodies 
are qidckened. Ye who are quickened by a pcnrtlon of 
the celestial glwy sdiall then receive of the sadne, even 
a fulness ; and they who are quickened by a portion 
of 1^ terrestrial glory shall then receive of the same, 
even a fulness ; and also they who are quickened by a 
portion of the telestial glory shall then receive of the 
same, even a fiilness ; and they who r^nain shall also 
be quickened ; nevertheless Hiey shall return again to 
their own pla^, to enjoy that which they are willing 
to receive, because they were not willing to enjoy that 
which they might have received. 

7. For what doth it profit a man if a gift is bestowed 
upon bun, and he receiveth not the gift ? Behold he 
rejoices not in that which is given unto him, neith^ 

jrejoices in him who is the giver of the gift. 

/|[ 8. And again, verily I say unto you, that which is 
governed by law is also preserved by law, and per- 
fected and sanctified by the same. That which break- 
•eth a law, and abideth not by law, but seeke|2i to 
become a law imto itself and wuleth to abide in sin, 
and altogether abideth in sin, cannot be sancUfied by 
law, neittier by mercy, justice, or judgment. Therefore 
tiiey must remain filthy stilL 

9. All kingdoms have a law given : and there are 
soany kingdoms ; for there is no ffl>ace in the which there 
is no kii^om ; and there is no kingdom in the which 
tiiere is no space, either a greater or lesser kingdom. 
And unto every kingdom is given a law ; ana unto 
every law there are certain bounds also and conditionsL 

10. All beings who abide not in those conditions are 
not justified ; for intelligence deaveth unto intelli- 
gence ; wisdom receiveth wisdom ; truth embraoeth 
truth ; virtue loveth virtue ; light cleaveth unto light; 
mercy hath compassion on mercy, and claimel^ her 
own ; justice continueth its course, and daimeth it" 
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own ; judgment goeth before the face of him who sit- 
teth upon the throne, and govemeth and executeth all 
things ; he comprehendeth all things, and all things are 
before him, and all thin^ are round about him : and he 
is above all things, and m all thin^, and is through all 
things, and is round about all thmgs ; and all uiinga 
are by him, and of him, even Qod, for ever and ever. 

11. And again, verily I say imto you, he hath given 
a law unto all things by which they move in their 
times and their seasons ; and their courses are fixed ; 
even the courses of the heavens and the earth, which 
comprehend the earth and all the planets ; and they 
give light to each other in their tmies and in their 
seasons, in their minutes, in their hours, in their daysL 
in their weeks, in their months, in their years : all 
these are one year with God, but not with man. 

12. The earth rolls upon her wings, and the sun 
ffiveth his lidit by day, and the moon ^veth her light 
by night) and the stars also giveth their light, as they 
roll upon their wings in their glory, in the midst of 
the power of Qod. Unto what shall I liken these 
kingdoms, that ye may understand ? Behold, all these 
are kiuj^oms, and any man who hath seen any or the 
least of these, hath seen €k>d moving in his majesty 
and power. I say unto you, he hath seen him ; never- 
theless, he who came imto his own was not compre- 
hended. The li^ht shineth in darkness, and the dark- 
ness comprehendeth it not ; nevertheless, the day shall 
come when you shall comprehend even God ; being 
quickened in him and by him. Then shall ye know 
tnat ye have seen me, mat I am, and that I am the 
true li^ht that is in you, and that you are in me, 
otherwise ye could not abound. 

13. Behold. I will liken these kingdoms unto a man 
having a field, and he sent forth his servants into the 
field to dig in the field ; and he said imto the first, go 
ye and labour in the field, and in the first hour I will 
come unto you, and ye shall behold the joy of my 
countenance ; and he said unto the second, ffo ye also 
into the field, and in the second hour I will visit you 
with the joy of my comitenance ; and also unto the 
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third saying, I will visit you ; and unto the fourth, 
and so on unto the twelfth. 

14. And the lord of the field went unto the first in 
the first hour, and tarried with him all that hour, and 
he was made glad with the light of the countenance of 
his lord ; and then he withdrew firom the first that he 
might visit the second also, and the third, and the 
fourth, and so on unto the twelfth ; and thus they all 
received the light of the countenance of their lord ; 
every man in his hour, and in his. time, and in his 
season ; beginning at the first, and so on unto the last, 
and firom the last unto the first, and from the first unto 
the last ; every man in his own order, until his hour 
was finished, even according as his lord had com- 
manded him, that his lord might be glorified in him, 
and he in him, that they all might be glorified. 

15. Therefore, unto this parable will I liken all 
these kii^doms, and the inhabitants thereof; every 
kingdom m. its hour, and in its time, and in its season ; 
even according to the decree which Gk)d hath made. 

16. And again, verily I say imto you, my firiends, I 
leave these sayings with you^ to ponder in your hearts 
with this commandment which I give unto you, that 
ye shall call upon me while I am near ; draw near 
unto me and I will draw near unto you : seek me dili- 
gently and je shall find me ; ask and ye shall receive ; 
knock and it shall be opened unto you ; whatsoever ye 
ask the Father in my name it shall be given unto you, 
that is expedient for you ; and if ye ask anything that 
is not expedient for you, it shall turn unto your con- 
demnation. 

17. Behold, that which you hear is as the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness — ^in the wilderness, be- 
cause you cannot see him — ^my voice, because my voice 
is spirit ; my spirit is truth ; truthiabideth and hath 
no end ; ana if it be in you it shall abound. 

I84. And if your eye be single to my glory, your 
whole bodies shall be filled with light, and there shall 
be no darkness in you, and that body which is filled 
with light comprehendeth all things. Therefore sanctify 
yourselves that your minds become single to God, and 

k3 
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the days will come that you shall see him ; for he will 
unveil his face unto you, and it shall be in his own 
time, and in his own way, and according to his own will. 

19. Eemember the great and last promise which I 
have made unto you ; cast away your idle thoughts and 
your excess of laughter far from you ; tarry ye, tarry 
ye in this place, and call a solemn assemolv, even of 
those who are the first labourers in this last kingdom ; 
and let those whom they have warned in their travel- 
ling, call on the Loi-d, and ponder the warning in their 
hearts which they have received for a little season. 
Behold, and lo ! I will take care of your flocks, and 
will raise up elders and send unto them. 

20. Behold, I will hasten mv work in its time ; and 
I give imto you, who are the first labourers in this last 
kingdom, a commandment that you assemble your- 
selves together, and organize yourselves, and prepare 
yourselves, and sanctify yourselves ; yea, purity your 
hearts, and cleanse your hands and your feet before 
me, that I may make you clean ; that I may testify 
unto your Father, and your God, and my God, that 
you are clean from the blood of this wicked generation : 
that I may fulfil this promise, this great and last pro- 
mise, which I have made unto you, when I will. 

21. Also, I give imto you a commandment, that ye 
shall continue in prayer and fasting from this time 
forth. And I give unto you a commandment, that you 
shall teach one another the doctrine of the kingdom ; 
teach ye diligently and my grace shall attend you, that 
you may be instructed more perfectly in theory, in 
principle, in doctrine, in the law of the gospel, in all 
things that pertain unto the kingdom of God, that is 
expedient for you to understand ; of things both in 
heaven and in the earth, and under the earth; 
things which have been, things which are, things which 
must shortly come to pass ; things which are at home, 
things which are abroad ; the wars and the perplex- 
ities of the nations, and the judgments which are on 
the land, and a knowledge also of countries and of 
kingdoms, that ye may be prepared in all things when 
I shall send you again to magnify the calling where- 
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unto J have called you, and the mission with which I 
have commissioned you. 

22. Behold, I sent you out to testify and warn the peo- 
ple, and it becometh every man who hath been warned, 
to warn his neighbour. Therefore, they are left with- 
out excuse, and their sins are upon their own heads. 
He that seeketh me early shall find me, and shall not 
be forsaken. 

23. Therefore, tarry ye, and labour diligently, that 
you may be perfected in your ministry to go forth 
among tne Gentiles for the last time, as many as the 
mouth of the liord shall name, to bind up the law and 
seal up the testimony, and to prepare the saints for the 
hour of judgment which is to come ; that their souls 
may escape the wrath of God, the desolation of abomi- 
nation wnich await the wicked, both in this world and 
in the world to come. Verily, I say unto you, let those 
who are not the first elders continue in the vineyard 
until the mouth of the Lord shall call them, for their 
time is not yet come ; their garments are not clean 
from the blood of this generation. 

24. Abide ye in the liberty wherewith ye are made 
free ; entangle not yourselves in sin, but let your hands 
be clean, imtil the Lord come, for not many days hence 
and the earth shall tremble and reel to and fro as a 
drunken man ; and the sun shall hide his face, and 
shall refuse to give light, and the moon shall be bathed 
in blood, and the st£a« shall become exceeding angry, 
and shall cast themselves down as a fig that falleth 
from off a fig tree. 

25. And after your testimony cometh wrath and in- 
dignation upon tne people ; for after your testimony 
cometh the testimony of earthquakes, that shall cause 
groanings in the midst of her, and men shall fall upon 
the ground, and shall not be able to stand. And also 
cometh the testimony of the voice of thunderings, and 
the voice of lightnings, and the voice of tempests, and 
the voice of the waves of the sea, heaving tnemselves 
beyond their bounds. And all things shall be in com- 
motion ; and surely, men's hearts shall foil them ; for 
fear shall come upon all people ; and angels shall fly 
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through the midst of heaven, crymg with a loud voice^ 
soundmg the trump of God, saying, prepare ye, pre- 
pare ye, O inhabitants of the earth ; for the judgment 
of our God is come : behold, and lo ! the Bridegroom 
Cometh, go ^e out to meet him. 

26. And mmiediately there shall appear a great sign 
in heaven, and all people shall see it together. And 
another angel shall sound his trump, saying, that great 
church, the mother of abominations, that made all 
nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornica- 
tion, that persecuteth the saints of God, that shed 
their blood ; her who sitteth upon many waters, and 
upon the islands of the sea ; behold, she is the tares 
of the earth, abe is bound in bundles, her bands are 
made strong, no man can loose them ; therefore, she is 
ready to be burned. And he shall sound his trump 
both long and loud, and all nations shall hear it. 

27. And there shall be silence in heaven for the 
space of half an hour, and immediately affcer shall the 
curtain of heaven be unfolded, as a scroll is unfolded after 
it is rolled up, and the foce of the Lord shall be un- 
veiled ; and the saints that are upon the earth, who are 
alive, shall be quickened, and be caught up to meet him. 
And they who have slept in their graves shall come 
forth ; for their graves shall be opened, and they also 
shall be caught up to meet him in the midst of the pillar 
of heaven : they are Christ's, the first fruits : they who 
shall descend with him first, and they who are on the 
earth and in their graves, who are first caught up to 
meet him : and all this by the voice of the sounding 
of the trump of the angel of God. 

28. And after this another angel shall sound, which 
is the second trump ; and then cometh the redemption 
of those who are Christ's at his coming ; who nave 
received their part in that prison which is prepared 
for them, that they might receive the gospel, and be 
judged according to men in the flesh. 

29. And again, another trump shall sound, which is 
the third trump : and then cometh the spirits of men 
who are to be judged, and are found under condemna- 
tion ; and these are the rest of the dead, and they live 
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not again until the thousand years are ended, neither 
again, until the end of the earth. 

30. And another trump shall sound, which is the 
fourth trump, saying, these are found among those who 
are to remam until that great and last day, even the 
end, who shall remain filthv still. 

31 . And another trump shfdl soun(^ which is the fifth 
trump, which is the fifth angel who committeth the 
everlasting gospel, — flying Itoough the midst ol heaven, 
unto all nations, kindreds, tongues, and people; and this 
shall be the sound of his trump, saying to all people, 
both in heaven and in earth, and that are under the 
earth ; for every ear shall hear it, and every knee shall 
bow, and every tongue shall confess, while they hear 
the sound of the trump,, sayinff, fear God, and give 
glory to him who sitteth upon the throne, for ever and 
ever : for the hour of his judgment is oome. 

32. And again, another angel shall sound his trump, 
which is the sixth angel, saying, she is fallen who made 
all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her forni- 
cation : she is fallen ! is fiiUen ! 

33. And again, another angel shall sound his trump, 
which is the seventh aogely saying, it is finished ! it is 
finished ! the Lamb of God hath overcome and trodden 
the wine-press alone ; even the wine-press of the 
fierceness of the wrath of Almighty God ; and then shall 
the angels be crowned with the glory of his might, and 
the saints shall be filled with his glory, and receive 
their inheritance and be made equal with him. 

34. And then shall the first angel again sound his 
trump in the ears of all living, and reveal the secret 
acts of men, and the mighty works of God in the first 
thousandth vear. 

35. And then shall the second angel sound his trumps 
and reveal the secret acts of men, and the thoughts and 
intents of their hearts, and the mighty works of €k>d in 
the second thousandth year : and so on, until the seventh 
angel shall sound his trump : and he shall stand forth 
upon the land and upon the sea, and swear in the name 
of him who sitteth upon the throne, that there shall be 
time no longer, and Satan shall be bound, that old ser- 
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pent, who is called the devil, and shall not be loosed for 
the space of a thousand years. And then he shall be 
loosed for a little season, that he may gather together Iub 
armies : and Michael, the seventh angel, even the arch- 
angel, shall sather together his armies, even the hosts of 
heaven. Ana the devil shall gather together his armies ; 
even the hosts of hell, and shall come up to battle 
against Michael and his armies: and then cometh the 
battle of the great €K>d; and the devil and his armies 
shall be cast away into their own place, that thev sh^dl 
not have power over the saints any more at all ; for 
Michael shall fight their battles, and shall overcome 
him who seeketh the throne of him who sitteth mx>n 
the throne, even the Lamb. This is the glory of God, 
and the sanctified ; and they shall not any more see 
death. 
>^ 36. Therefore, verily I say unto you, my friends, call 
your solemn assembly, as I have commanded you ; and 
as all have not faith, seek ye diligently and teach one 
another words of wisdom ; yea, seek ye out of the best 
books words of wisdom : seek learning even by study, 
and also b^ fidth. Organize yourselves, prepare every 
needfal thmg, and establish a house, even a house oi 
prayer, a house of fasting, a house of faith, a house oi 
learning, a house of glory, a house of order, a house of 
God ; that your incomings may be in the name of the 
Lord; that your outgoings may be in the name <^ the 
Lord; that all your salutations may be in the name <^ 
the Lord, with uplifted hands unto the Most High. 
. 37. Therefore, cease from all your light speeches ; 
from all laughter; from all your lustful deores; from 
all your pride and light>-mindedne8s, and from all your 
wicked doings. Appoint among yourselves a teacher, 
and let not all be spokesmen at once ; but let one 
speak at a time, and let all listen unto his simi^ga, that 
when all have spoken, that all may be edified of all, 
and that every man may have an equal privilege. 

38. See that ye love one another ; cease to be cove- 
tous, learn to impart one to another as the gospel re- 
quires ; cease to be idle ; cease to be unclean ; cease to 
nnd &ult one with another ; cease to sleep longer than 
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is needfdl ; retire to tkj bed early, that ye may not be 
wearr ; arise early^ ihtA, your bodies and your minds 
may be invigorated : and above all things, clothe your- 
selves with me bonds of charity, as with a mantle, which 
is the bond of perfectness and peace ; pray always, that 
ye may not faint until I oome : behold, and lo, I will 
come quickly, and receive yon unto mjsel£ Amen. 

39. And agaio, the order of the house prepared for 
the presidency of the school of the prophets, established 
for tneir instruction in all things that are expedient 
for them, even for all the officers of the diurcn, or in 
other Words, those who are called to the ministry in 
the church, beginning at the high priests, even down 
to the deacons : and 3iis shall be the order of the house 
of the presidency of the school : He that is appointed 
to be president, or teacher, shall be foimd stsmding in 
his place, in the house which ^all be prepared for mm. 
Therefore he shall be first in the house of €bd, in a 
place that the congregation in the house may hear his 
words carefully and (ustinctly, not with loud speech. 
And when he cometh into the house of Qod, (for he 
should be first in the house ; behold, this is besM&tifa^ 
that he may be an example). 

40. Let him offer hiipself in prayer upon lus knees 
before God, in token or remembrance of the everlast- 
ing covenant, and when any shall come in after him, 
let the teacher arise, and, with uplifted hands to 
heaven ; yea, even directly, salute his brother or 
brethren with these words : 

41. Art thou a brother or brethren ? I salute you in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, in token or remem- 
brance of the everlasting covenant, in which covenant 
I receive you to fellowship, in a determination that is 
fixed, immoveable, and unchangeable, to be your Mend 
and brother through the grace of Qod, in the bonds of 
love, to walk in all the cconmandments of €k>d blame* 
less, in thanksgiving, for ever and ever. Amen. 

42. And he &at is found unworthy of this salutation, 
shall not have place among you : for ye shall not suffer 
tiiat mine house shall be polluted by them. 

43. And he that cometh in and is faithful betoem^ 
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and is a brother, or if they be brethren, they shaJl 
salute the president or teacher with uplifted htoids to 
heaven, with this same prayer or covenant, and by 
sayii^ Amen, in token of the same. 
44. Behold, verily, I say unto you, this is a sample unto 
vou for a salutation to one another in the house of God, 
in the school of the prophets. And we are called to do 
this by praver and thanksgiving as the spirit shall give 
utterance in all your doings in the house of the Lord, 
in the school of the prophet, that it may become a sanc- 
tuary, a tabernacle of the Holy Spirit to your edification. 

45. And ye shall not receive any among you into this 
school save he is clean from the blood of this genera- 
tion : and he shall be received bv the ordinance of the 
washing of feet, for unto this end was the ordinance of 
the wailing of feet instituted. 

46. And again, the ordinance of washing feet is to be 
administered by the president, or presiding elder of the 
church. It is to be commenced with prayer, and after 
partaking of bread and wine, he is to gird himself ac- 
cording k> the pattern given in the thirteenth chapter 
of John's testimony concerning me. Amen. 



SECTION vni. 



EevekUum, given April, 1829, to Oliver Cowdery and 
Joseph Smithy jun, 

1. A great and marvellous work is about to come 
forth unto the children of men. Behold, I am God, and 
give heed unto my word, which is quick and powerful, 
sharper than a two-edged sword, to the dividmg asun- 
der of both ioints and marrow ; therefore give heed 
unto my words. 

2. Behold the field is white already to harvest, there- 
fore whoso desireth to reap, let him thrust in his sickle 
wit^ his mi^t, and reap while the day lasts, that he 
may treasure up for his soul everlasting salvation in 
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the kingdom of God : yea, whosoever will thmist in his 
sickle and reap, the same is called of Grod ; therefore, 
if you will asK of me you shall receive ; if you will 
knock it shall be opened unto you. 

3» Now, as you have asked, behold, I say unto you, 
keep my commandments, and seek to bring forth and 
establirfi the cause of Zion, seek not foi* ri<3ies but for 
wisdom, and behold, the mysteries of God shall be 
tmfolded unto you, and then shall yoti be made rich. 
Behold, he that hath eternal life is rich. 

4. Verily, verily, I say unto you, even as you desire 
of me, so it shall be unto you ; and if you desire, you 
shall be the means of doing much good in this genera- 
tion. Say nothing but repentance unto this generation : 
keep my commandments, and assist to bring forth my 
work, according to my commandments, and you shall 
be blessed. 

5. Behold thou hast a ^ift, and blessed art thou 
because of thy gift. Bemember it is sacred and cometh 
from above : and if thou wilt inquire, thou shalt know 
mysteries which are great and marvellous ; therefore 
thou shalt exercise thy gift, that thou mayest find out 
mysteries, that thou mayest bring many to the know- 
ledge of the truth ; yea, convince them of the error of 
their ways. Make not thy gift known imto any, save 
it be those who are of thy faith. Trifle not with sacred 
things. If thou wilt do good, yea, and hold out faith- 
ful U> the end, thou shalt be saved in the kingdom of 
Crod, which is the greatest of all the gifts of Grod ; for 
there is no gift greater than the gift of salvation. 

6. Verily, venly, I say unto thee, blessed art thou 
for what thou hast done, for thou hast inquired of me, 
and behoM as often as thou hast inquired, thou hast 
received instruction of my Spirit. If it had not been 
so, thou wouldst not have come to the place where thou 
art at this time. 

7. Behold thou knowest that thou hast inquired of 
me, and I did enlighten thy mind ; and now I tell thee 
these things, that thou mayest Imow that thou hast 
been enli^tened by the Spirit of truth ; yea, I tell 
thee, that thou mayest know that there is none else 
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save God, that knowest thy thoughts and the inteuts 
of thy heart : I tell thee these things as a witness unto 
thee, that the words or the work which thou hast 
been writing is true. 

8. Therefore be diligent, stand by my servant Joseph, 
faithfully, in whatsoever difficult circumstances he may 
be for the word's sake. Admonish him in his faults, and 
also receive admonition of him. Be patient ; be sober ; be 
temperate ; have patience, faith, hope and charity. 

9. Behold, thou art Oliver, and 1 have spoken unto 
thee because of thy desires ; therefore treasure up these 
words in thy heart. Be faithful and diligent in keep- 
ing the commandments of Grod, and I will encircle thee 
in the arms of my love. 

10. Behold, I am Jesus Christ, the son of God. I am 
the same that came unto my own, and my own received 
me not. I am the light which shineth in darkness^ 
and the darkness comprehendeth it not. 

11. Verily, verily, I say unto you, if you desire a fur- 
ther witness, cast your mind upon the night that you 
cried unto me in your heart, that you might know con- 
cerning the truth of these things. Did I not speak 
peace to your mind concerning the matter 1 What 
greater witness can you have than from God 1 And 
now, behold, you have received a witness, for if I have 
told you things which no man knoweth, have you not 
received a witness ? And, behold, I grant unto you a 
gift, if you desire of me, to translate even as my ser- 
vant Joseph. 

12. Venly, verily, I say unto you, that there are re- 
cords which contain much of my gospel, which have 
been kept back because of the wickedness of the people ; 
and now I command you, that if you have good desires 
— ^a desire to lay up treasures for yourself m heaven- 
then shall you assist in bringing to light, with your 
rift, those parts of my scriptures which have been hid- 
den because of iniquity. 

13. And now, benold, I give unto you, and also unto 
my servant Joseph, the keys of this gift, which .shall 
bring to light this ministry ; and in the mouth of two 
or three wit](iesses shall every word be established. 
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14. Verily, verily, I say unto you, if they reject my 
words, and this part of my gospel and ministry, blessea 
are ye, for they can do no more unto you than unto me ; 
and if they do imto you, even as they have done unto 
me, blessed are ye, for you shall dwell with me in glory ; 
but if they reject not my words, which shall be estab- 
lished by the testimony which shall be given, blessed 
are they, and then shall ye have joy in the firuit of your 
labours. 

16. Verily, verily, I say unto you, as I said unto my 
disciples, where two or tnree are gathered together in 
my name, as touching one thing, behold, there will I 
be in the midst of them, even so am I in the midst of 
you. Fear not to do good, my sons, for whatsoever ye 
sow, that shall ye also reap ; therefore if ye sow good, 
ye rfiall also reap good for jour reward. 

16. Therefore, fear not, little flock, do good ; let earth 
and hell combine against you, for if ye are built upon 
my Rock, they cannot prevail. Benold, I do not con- 
demn you, go your wa;^ and sin no more, perform with 
soberness the work which I have commanded you ; look 
unto me in every thought ; doubt not, fear not ; behold 
Uie wounds which pierced my side, and also the prints 
Xf£ the nails in my hands and feet ; be faithful, keep my 
commandments, and ye shall inherit the kingdom of 
heaven. Amen. 



SECTION IX. 



Eevdation given, to Joseph JShnith,jun.y and Oliver 
Cowdery, Jvly, 1830. 

1. Behold, thou wast called and chosen to write the 
Book of Mormon, and to my ministry ; and I have 
lifted thee up out of thy afflictions, and have coimselled 
thee, that tnou hast been delivered firom all thine 
enemies, and thou hast been delivered from the powers 
of Satan and from darkness ! Nevertheless thou art 
not excusable in thy transgressions ; nevertheless, go 
thy way and sin no more. 
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2. Magnify thine office ; and after thou hast sowed 
thy fields and secured them, go speedily unto the 
church which is in Colesville, Fayette and Manchester, 
and they shall support thee ; and I will bless them both 
spiritually and temporally ; but if they receive thee not, 
1 will send upon them a cursing instead of a blessinff. 

3. And thou shalt continue in calling upon Qod in 
my name, and writing the things which shall be given 
thee by the Comforter, and expounding all scriptures 
unto the church ; and it shall be given thee in the very 
moment what thou shalt speak and write, and they 
shall hear it, or I willsendunto thema cursing instead 
of a blessing. 

4. For thou shalt devote all thy service in 2ion ; and 
in this thou shalt have strength. Be patient in afflio- 
tions, for thou shalt have many ; but endure them, for, 
lo, I am with thee, even unto the end of thy days. 
And in temporal labours thou shalt not have strength, 
for this is not thy calling. Attend to thy calling and 
thou shalt have wherewitii to magnify thine office, ai|d 
to expound all scriptures, and continue in laying on of 
the hands and connrmin^ the churches. 

6. And thy brother Oliver shall continue in bearing 
my name before the world, and also to the church. 
And he shall not suppose t^t he can say enough in 
my cause ; and lo, I am with him to the end. m me 
he shall have glory, and not of himself, whether in 
weakness or in strength, whether in bonds or free, and 
at all times, and in all places, he shall open his mouth 
and declare my ffospel as with the voice of a trump, 
both day and ni^t. And I will give unto him strength 
such as is not known among men, 

6. Bequire not miracles, except I shall command 
you^ except casting out devils, healinff the sick, and 
against poisonous serpents, and against deadly poisons ; 
and these things ye shall not do, except it be required 
of you by them who desire it, that the scriptures might 
be fulfilled ; for ye shall do according to tnat which is 
written. And in whatsoever place ye shall enter, and 
they receive vou not in my name, ye shall leave a curs- 
ing instead of a blessing, by casting off the dust of your 
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feet against theita as a*testimony, and cleansing your 
feet by the way side. 

7. And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall 
lay their hands upon you by violence, ye shall com- 
mand to be smitten in my name : and, behold, I will 
fonite them according to your words, in mine own due 
time. And whosoever sliall go to law wil^ thee shall 
be cursed by the law. And thou shalt take no purse 
nor scrip, neither staves, neither two coats, for the 
church shall give unto thee in the very hour what thou 
needest for f<K)d and for raiment, and for shoes and for 
money, and for scrip ; for thou art called to prune my 
vineyard with a mighty pruning, yea, even for the last 
time. Yea^ and also all those whom thou hast ordained 
and they shall do even according to this pattern. Amen* 



SECTION X. 

Revdaiion gi'Mn in the presence of eix Mders in 
Fayette, New Yorlc, September, 1830. 

1. Listen to the voice of Jesus Christ, your Bedeemer, 
the Great I AM, whose arm of mercy hath atoned for 
your sins ; who will gather his people even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, even as many 
as will hearken to my voice and humble themselves 
before me, and caU upon me in mighty prayer. Behold, 
verily, verily, I say unto you, that at this time your 
sins are for^ven you, therefore ye receive these thmgs; 
but remember to sin no more, lest perils shall come 
upon you. 

2. Verily, I say unto you, that ye are chosen out of 
the world to declare my gospel with the sound of re- 
joicing, as with the voice of a trump : lift up your 
hearts and be glad, for I am in your midst, and am 
your advocate with the Father ; and it is his good will to 
give you the kingdom ; and as it is written, Whatsoever 
ye flludl ask in ^th, being united in jHrayer according 
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to my command, ye shall receive ; and ye are called to 
bring to pass the gathering of mine elect, for mine eleot 
hear my voice and harden not their hearts ; wherefore 
ike decree hath sone forth from the Father,, that they 
shall be gathered in nnto one place upon the face of 
this land, to prepare their hearts and be prepared in 
all things against the day when tribulation and deso- 
lation are sent forth upon the wicked ; for the hour is 
nigh, and the day soon at hand when the earth is ripe : 
and all the p(roud, and they that do wickedly, shall be 
as stubble, and I will bum them up, saith the Lord of 
Hosts, that wickedness shall not be upon the earth ; 
for the hour is nigh, and that which was spoken by 
mine apostles must be fulfJled ; for as they spoke so 
shall it come to pass ; for I will reveal myself from 
heaven with power and great glory, with all the hosts 
thereof, and dwell in righteousness with men on earth 
a thousand years, and the wicked shall not stand. 

3. And again, verily, verilv, I say unto you, and it 
hath gone wrth in a firm decree, by the will of the 
Father, that mine apostles, the twelve which were with • 
me in my ministry at Jerusalem, shall stand at my 
right hsmd at the day of my coming in a pillar of fire, 
being clothed with robes of righteousness, with crowns 
upon their heads, in glory even as I am, to judge the 
whole house of Israel, even as many as have loved me 
and kept my commandments, and none else ; for <| 
trump shall sound both long and loud, even as upon 
moimt Sinai, and all the earth shall quake, and they 
shall come forth : yea, even the dead which cUed in me, 
to receive a crown of righteousness, and to be clothed 
upon, even as I am, to be with me, that we may be one. 

4. But, behold, i say unto you, liiat before this great 
day shall come, the sun shall be darkened and the 
moon shall be turned into blood, and the stars shall 
fall from heaven, and there shall be greater signs in 
heaven above, and in the earth beneath ; and there 
shall be weeping and wailing among the hosts of men; 
and there shall be a great hailstorm sent forth to desr 
troy the crops of the earth ; and it shall come to pass, 
because of the wickedness of the world, that I will takQ 
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vengeance upon the wicked, for they will not repent ; 
for the cup of mine indignation is fidl ; for behold, my 
blood Bhall not cleanse them if they hear me not. 

5. "Wherefore, I the Lord God will send forth flies 
upon the face of the earth, which shall take hold of the 
inhabitants thereof and shall eat their flesh, and shall 
cause maggots to come in upon them ; and their tongues 
shall be ^yed that they shall not utter against me ; 
and their flesh shall fall from off their bones, and their 
eres from their sockets : and it shall come to psiss that 
the beasts of the forest, and the fowls of the air shall 
devour them up ; and that great and abominable churchy 
which is the whore of all uie earth, shall be cast down 
by devouring fire, according as it is spoken by the 
mouth of Ezekiel the prophet, which spoke of these 
things, which have not come to pass, but surely musty 
as I live, for abomination shall not reign. 

6. And again, verily, verily I say unto you, that 
when the thousand years are endeo, and men again 
begin to deny their God, then will I spare the earth 
but for a little season ; and the end shall come, and 
the heaven and the earth shall be consumed and pass 
away, and there shall be a new heaven and a new 
earth, for all old things shall pass away, and all things 
shall become new, even the heaven and the earth, and 
all the fulness thereof, both men and beasts, the fowls 
of the air, and the fishes of the sea ; and not one hair, 
neither mote, shall be lost, for it is the workmanship 
of mine hand. 

7. But, behold, verily I say unto you, before the earth 
shall pass away, Michael, mine archangel, shall sound 
his trump, and then shall all the dead awake, for their 
graves shall be opened, and they shall come forth ; yea, 
even all. And the righteous shall be gathered on my 
right hand unto eternal life ; and the wicked on my 
left hand will I be ashamed to own before the Father; 
wherefore I will say unto them — ^Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels. 

8. And now, behold, I say unto you, never at any 
time, have I declared from mine own mouth that they 
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ehotild return, for where I am they cannot come, for 
they have no power ; but remember that all my judg- 
ments are not given unto men : and as the words have 
gone forth out of my mouth, even so shall they be ful- 
filled, that the first shall be last, and that the last shall 
be firat in all things whatsoever I have created by the 
word of my power, which is the power of my spirit ; 
for by the power of my Spirit created I them ; yea, all 
things both spiritual and temporal : firstly, spiritual— 
secondly, temporal, which is the beginning of my work ; 
and again, firstly, temporal — and secondly, spiritual, 
which is the last of my work : speaking imto you that 
you may naturally imderstand, but unto myself my 
works have no end, neither beginning ; but it is given 
tmto you that ye may understand, because ye have 
asked it of me and are agreed. 

9. "Wherefore, verily 1 say unto you, that all ttings 
unto me are spiritual, and not at any time have I given 
tmto you a law which was temporal ; neither any man^ 
nor the children of men ; neither Adam, your father, 
whom I created. Behold, I gave unto him that he 
should be an agent unto himself ; and I gave unto him 
commandment, but no temporal commandment gave I 
tmto him, for my commandments are spiritual ; they 
are not natural nor temporal, neither carnal nor 
sensual. 

10. And it came to pass, that Adam being tempted 
of the devil (for, behold, the devil was before Adam, 
for he rebelled against me, saying. Give me thine ho^ 
nour, which is my power) : and ako a third part of the 
hosts of heaven turned he away from me oecause of 
their agency ; and they were thrust down, and thus 
came the devil and his angels. And, behold, there is a 
place prepared for them from the beginning, which 
place IS hell : and it must needs be that the devil 
should tempt the children of men, or they could not be 
agents unto themselves, for if they never should have 
bitter, they cotdd not faiow the sweet. 

11. Wherefore, it came to pass that the devil tempted 
Adam, and he partook the forbidden fruit and trans- 
gressed the commandment, wherein he became subject 
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to the will of the devil, because he yielded unto temp- 
tation. Wherefore I the Lord Qod caused that he 
should be cast out from the garden of Eden, from my 
presence, because of his transgression, wherein he be^ 
came spiritually dead, which is the first death, even 
that same death, whidi is the last death, which is spi- 
ritual, which shall be pronounced upon the wicked 
when I shall say — ^Depart, ye cursed. 

12. But, behold, I say unto you, that I the Lord God, 
gave unto Adam and unto lus seed that they should 
not die as to the temporal death, until I the Lord God, 
should send forth angels to declare unto them repen- 
tance and redemption, through faith on the name of 
mine only begotten Son. ^d thus did I, the Lord 
God, appoint unto man the days of his probation ; that 
by his natural death he might be raised in immortality 
unto eternal life, even as many as would believe ; and 
they that believe not unto eternal damnation, for they 
cannot be redeemed from their spiritual fall, because 
they repent not ; for they will love darkness rather 
than light, and their deeds are evil, and they receive 
their wages of whom they list to obey. 

13. But, behold, I say unto you, that little children 
are redeemed from the foimdation of the world through 
mine only begotten : wherefore, they cannot sin, for 
power is not g^ven unto Satan to tempt little children, 
until they begin to become accoimtable before me ; for 
it is given imto them even as I will, according to mine 
own pleasure, that great things may be required at 
the hand of their fathers. 

14. And, again, I say unto you, that whoso having 
knowledge, have I not commanded to repent ? and he 
that hath no understanding, it remaineth in me to do 
according as it is written. And now I declare no more 
unto you at this time. Amen. 
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SECTION XI. 

Revelation to Joseph Smithy jun.y and Sidney Jtigdon^ 
December, 1830. 

1. Listen to the voice of the Lord your God, even 
Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end, whose 
course is one eternal round, the same to-day as yes- 
terday, and for ever. I am Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, who was crucified for the sins of the world, even 
as many as will believe on my name, that they may 
become the sons of God, even one in me as I am in the 
Father, as the Father is one in me, that we may be ono. 

2. Behold, verily, verily, I say unto my servant 
Sidney, I have looked upon thee and thy works. I 
have heard thy prayers, and prepared thee for a greatpt^ 
work. Thou art blessed, for thou shalt do great things. 
Behold thou wast sent forth, even as John, to prepare 
the way before me, and before Elijah which should 
come, and thou knewest it not. Thou didst baptize by 
water unto repentance, but they received not tne Holy 
Ghost ; but now I give unto thee a commandment, 
that thou shalt baptize by water, and thev shall re- 
ceive the Holy Cfhost by the laying on of the hands, 
even as the apostles of old. 

3. And it shall come to pass that there shall be a 
great work in the land, even among the Gentiles, for 
their folly and their abominations shall be made mani- 
fest in the eyes of all people ; for I am God, and mine 
arm is not shortened ; and I will show miracles, signs, 
and wonders, unto all those who believe on my name. 
And whoso shall ask it in my name in faith, they shall 
cast out devils ; they shall heal the sick ; they shall 
cause the blind to receive their sight, and the deaf to 
hear, and the dumb to speak, and the lame to walk ; 
and the time speedily cometh that great things are to 
be shown forth unto the children of men ; but without 
faith shall not anything be shown forth except deso- 
lations upon Babylon, the same which has made all^ 
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nations drink of the wine of Hie wrath 6i her fornica- 
tion. And there are none that doeth good, except 
those who are ready to receive the fulness of my gospel 
which I have sent forth unto this generation. 

4. Wherefore, I have called upon the weak thin^ of 
the world, those who are unlearned and despised, to 
thresh the nations by the power of my Spirit : and their 
arm shall be my arm, and I will be their shield and 
their buckler ; and I will gird up their loins, and they 
shall fight manfully for me ; and their enemies shall 
be under their feet ; and I will let fall the sword in 
their behalf, and by the fire of mine indignation will I 
preserve them. And the poor and the meek shall have 
the gospel preached tmto them, and they shall be 
looking forth for the time of my coming, for it is nigh 
at hand : and they shall learn the parable of the fig- 
tree, for even now already summer is nigh, and I have 
sent forth ^e fulness of my gospel by the hand of my 
servant Joseph ; and in weakness have I blessed him, 
and I have given imto him the keys of the mystery of 
those things which have been sealed, even things which 
were fix)m the fotmdation of the world, and the things 
which shall come from this time until the time of my 
coming, if he abide in me, and if not, another will I 
plant in his stead. 

5. Wherefore, watch over him that his faith fail not, 
and it shall be given by the Comforter, the Holy Ghost, 
that knoweth all things : and a commandment I give 
unto thee, that thou shalt write for him ; and the 
scriptures shall be given, even as they are in mine own 
bosom, to the salvation of mine own elect ; for they will 
hear my voice, and shall see me, and shall not be 
asleep, and shall abide the day of my coming, for they 
shidl be purified, even as I am pure. And now I say 
unto you, tarry with him. and he shall journey with 
you ; forsake him not, ana surely these things shall be 
fulfiUed. And inasmuch as ye do not write, behold, 
it shall be given unto him to prophesy : and thou shalt 
pr«Ach my gospel and call on the holy prophets to 
prove his words, as they shall be given him. 

6. Keep all the, commandments and covenants by 
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■which ve are bound ; and I will cause the heavens to 
shake for your good, and Satan shall tremble and Zion 
shall rejoice upon the hills and flourish, and Israel shall 
be saved in mine own due time. And by the keys 
which I have given shall they be led, and no more be 
confounded at all. Lift up your hearts and be f lad, 
your redemption draweth nigh. Fear not, little flock, 
the kingdom is yours until I come. Behold I come 
quickly.

B&vdation given Janua/ry^ 1831« 

1. Tlftis saith the Lord your God, even Jesus Christ, 
the Great I AM, Alpha and Omega, the beginning and 
the end, the same wnich looked upon the wide expanse 
of eternity, and all the seraphic hosts of heaven, before 
the world was made : the same which knoweth all 
things, for all things are present before mine eyes : I 
am the same which spake, and the world was made, 
and all things came by me : I am the same which have 
taken the Zion of Enoch into mine own bosom ; and 
verily, I say, even as many as have believed on my 
name, for 1 am Christ, and in mine own name, by the 
virtue of the blood which I have spilt, have I pleaded 
before the Father for them ; but behold, the residue of 
the wicked have I kept in chains of darkness until the 
jud^ent of the great day, which shall come at the end 
of the earth ; and even so will I cause the wicked to 
be kept, that will not hear my voice but harden their 
hearts, and wo, wo, wo, is their doom. 

2. But behold, verily, verily, I say unto you, that 
mine eyes are upon you. I am in your midst and ye 
cannot see me ; but the day soon cometh that ye shall 
see me, and know that I am ; for the veil of darkness 
shall soon be rent, and he that is not purified shall not 
abide tiie day: wherefore gbd up your loins and be 
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prepared. Beliold, the kingdom is yours, and the 
enemy shall not overcome. 

3. V eriljr, I say unto you, ye are clean, but not all ; 
and there is none else with whom I am well pleased, 
for all flesh is corrupted before me ; and the powers of 
darkness prevail upon the earth, among the children of 
men, in the presence of all the hosts of heaven, which 
causeth silence to reign ; and all eternity is pained, and 
the angels are waiting the great command to rei^ down 
the earth, to cather Sie tares that they may be burned : 
and, behold, me enemy is combined. 

4. And now I show unto you a mystery, a thing 
which is had in secret chambers, to bring to pass even 
your destruction in process of time, and ye knew it 
not ; but now I tell it unto you, and ye are blessed, not 
because of your iniquity, neither your hearts of un- 
belief ; for verily some of you are guilty before me, but 
I will be merciful imto your weafiiess. Therefore, be 
ye strong from henceforth ; fear not, for the kingdom is 
yours : and for your salvation I give imto you a com- 
mandment, for 1 have heard your prayers, and the 
poor have complained before me, ana the rich have I 
made, and all nesh is mine, and I am no respecter of 
persons. And I have made the earth rich, and behold 
it is mv footstool, wherefore, again I will stand upon 
it ; and I hold forth and deign to give unto you greater 
riches, even a land of promise, a land flowing wim milk 
and honev, upon which there shall be no curse when 
the Lord cometh ; and I will give it unto you for 
the land of your inheritance, if you seek it with all 
your hearts : and this shall be my covenant with you, 
ye shall have it for the land of your inheritance, ana 
for the inheritance of your children for ever, while the 
eaxth shall stand, and ye shall possess it again in eter- 
nity, no more to pass away. 

5. But, verily, I say unto you, that in time ye shall 
have no king nor ruler, for I will be your kms and 
watch over you. Wherefore, hear my voice and follow 
me, and you shall be a free people, and ye shall have 
no laws but my laws when I come, for I am your law- 
^ver, and what can stay my hand ? But, verily, I say 
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unto you, teach one another according to the office 
wherewith I have appointed you, and let every man 
esteem his brother as nimsel^ and practice virtue and 
holiness before me. And again 1 say unto you, let 
every man esteem his brother as himself; for what 
man among you having twelve sons, and is no respecter 
of them, and they serve him obediently, and he saith 
unto the one, be thou clothed in robes and sit thou 
here ; and to the other, be thou clothed in rags and sit 
thou there, and looketh upon his sons ana saith I 
am just. 

X. 6. Behold, this I have given unto you a parable, and 
it is even as I am : I say imto you, be one ; and if ye 
are not one, ye are not mine. And again I say unto 
you, that the enemy in the secret chambers seeketh 
your lives. Ye hear of wars in far countries, and you 
say that there will soon- be great wars in fSsa" countries, 
but ye know not the hearts of men in your own land. 
I tell you these things because of your prayers ; where- 
fore treasure up wisdom in your bosoms, lest the wick- 
edness of men reveal these things unto you by their 
wickedness, in a manner which shall speak in your 
ears with a voice louder than that which shall shake 
the earth ; but if ye are prepared, ye shall not fear. 

7. And that ye might escape the power of the enemy, 
and be gathered imto me a righteous people, without 
spot and blameless : wherefore, for this cause 1 gave 
unto you the commandment that ye should go to the 
Ohio ; and there I will give unto you my law ; and 
tiiere you shall be endowed with power from on high ; 
and from thence, whomsoever I will, shall co forth 
among all nartions, and it shall be told them what they 
shall do ; for I have a great work laid up in store, for 
Israel shall be saved, and I will lead them whither- 
soever I will, and no power shall stay my hand. 

8. And now I give unto the church in these parts, a 
commandment tluit certain men among them shall be 
appointed, and they shall be appointed oy the voice of 
the church ; and they shall look to the poor and the 
needy, and administer to their relief that they shall 
not cnmer ; and send tiiem forUv to tne place which I 
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have commauded them ; and this shall be their work, 
to govern the afiairs of the property of this church. 
And they that have farms that cannot be sold, let 
them be left or rented as seemeth them good. See that 
all things are preserved ; and when men ar^ endowed 
with power from on high and sent forth, all these 
things shall be gathered unto the bosom of the church. 
9. And if ye seek the riches which it is the will of 
the Father to give unto you, ye shall be the richest of 
all people, for ye shall have the riches of eternity ; and 
it must needs be that the riches of the earth is mine to 
give ; but beware of pride, lest ye become as the Ne- 
phites of old. And acain, I say unto you, I give unto 
you a commandment, tiiat every man, both elder, priest^ 
teacher, and also member, go to with his might, with 
the labour of his hands, to prepare and accomplish the 
things which I have commanded. And let your preach- 
ing be the warning voice, every man to his neighbour, 
in mildness and in meekness. And go ye out from 
among the wicked. Save yourselves. Be ye clean 
that l^ar the vessels of the Lord. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION xm. 

Bevdation given Februaryy 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye elders of my church, who have as- 
sembled yourselves together in my name, even Jesus 
Christ the Son of the living God, the Saviour of tiie 
world : inasmuch as they believe on my name and keep 
my commandments, again, I say tmto you, hearken 
and hear and obey the law which I shall give imto you ; 
for verily I say, as ye have assembled yourselves toge- 
ther according to the commandment wnerewith I com- 
manded you, and are agreed as touching this one thing, 
and have asked the Father in my name, even so ye 
shall receive. 

2. Behold, verily I say unto you, I give unto you this 
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first commandment, that ye shall go forth in my name, 
every one of you, excepting my servants Joseph Smith, 
jun., and Sidney Rigdon. And I give unto them a 
commandment that they shall go forth for a little sea- 
son, and it shall be given by the power of my Spirit 
when they shall return ; and ]p eaaII go forth in the 
power of my Spirit, preaching my'pi»el, two by two, 
m my name, liftkig up your voices as TO^h a voice of a 
trump, declaring* my word like unto aAgels of God ; 
and ye shall go forth baptizing with water, saying,— 
Repent ye, rbpent ye>€or the flngdom of^heaven is at 
hand. \ 5 . ? 

3. And from this place ye shaU' go- i(prtlb 
regions westward J^and inasmuch a^ ye si 
that will receive yofi^e shall build^t^ \ 
every region, until tfllLtii^e shall come" ._ 
be revealed unto you qfcpt^jo. high, when 
the New Jerusalem shm l!fl||repared, that yA^y be 
gathered in one, that ye m!IM)e my people sMa. I will 
be your God. And again, I say tmto you, that my 
servant Edward Partridge shall stand in the office 
wherewith I have appointed him. And it shall come 
to pass, that if he transgress, another shall be appointed 
in nis stead. Even so. Amen. 

4. Again, I say unto you, that it shall not be ffivBn 
to any one to go forth to preach my gospel, or to buud 
up my church, except he be ordained by some one who 
has authority, and it is known to the church that he 
has authority, and has been regularly ordained by the 
heads of the church. 

5. And a^in, the elders, priests, and teachers of this 
church shall teach the principles of my gospel, which 
are in the Bible and the Book of Mormon, in the which 
is the fdlness of the gospel ; and they shall observe the 
covenants and church articles to do them, and these 
shall be their teachings, as they shall be directed by 
the Spirit ; and the Spirit shaU be given imto you by 
the prayer of Mth, and if ye receive not the Spirit, ye 
shall not teach. And all mis ye shall observe to do as 
I have commanded cpnceming your teaching, until the 
fulness of my scriptures are given. And as ye shall lift 
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up your voices by the Comforter, ye shall speak and 
prophesy as seemeth me good ; for, behold, the Com- 
forter kaoweth all things, and beareth record of tiie 
Father and of the Son. 

6. And now, behold, I speak nnto the church. Thou 
shalt not kill ; and he «that kills shall not have forgive- 
ness in this world, nor in the world to come. 
. 7. And again, I say, thou shalt not kill ; but he that 
killeth shall die. Thou shalt not steal ; and he that steal- 
eth ^oa^ will not repent, shall be cast out. Thou shalt 
not l^i^^e that lieth and will not repent, shall be cast 
out. TJfci shalt love thv wife with all thy heart, and 
shalt cleB| unto her and none else ; and he that look- 
eth upo^^Foman to lust after her, shall deny the 
futh, aaJPkU not have the Spirit, and if he repents 
not, he shall be cast out. Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery ; and he that committeth adultery and repenteth 
not, shall be cast out ; but he tlult has committed adul- 
terv and repents with all his heart, and forsaketh it, 
and doeth it no more, thou shalt forgive ; but if he 
doeth it again, he shall not be fbrgiven, but shall be 
cast out. Thou shalt not speak evil of thy neighbour, 
nor do him any harm. Thou knowest my laws con- 
cerning these things are given in my scriptures ; he 
^at sinneth and repentem not, shall be cast out. 

8. If thou lovest me, thou shalt serve me and keep 
all my commandments.- And behold, thou wilt re- 
mem oer the poor, and conseferjiAe'Of thy properties for 
their support that which thou hast to impart unto 
them with a covenant and a deed which cannot be 
broken ; and inasmuch as ye impart of your substance 
unto the poor, ye will do it imto me, and they shall be 
laid before the bishop of my church and his counsellors, 
two of the elders, or high priests, sqch as he shall or 
has appointed and set apart for that purpose. 

9. ^d it shall come to pass, that adFter they are laid 
before the bishop of my church, and after tliat he has 
received these testimonies concerning the consecration 
of the properties of my church, that they cannot be 
taken from the church agreeably to my command- 
ments ; every man shall be made accountable unto me 
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a steward dver his own property, or that which he has 
received by consecration, inasmuch as is sufficient for 
himself and family. 

10. And again, if there shall be properties in the 
hands of the church, or any individuals of it, more than 
is necessarv for their support, after this first consecra- 
tion, which is a residue to be consecrated unto the 
bishop, it shall be kept to administer to those who have 
not, &om time to time, that every man who has need 
may be amply supplied, and receive according to his 
wants. Therefore, the residue shall be kept in my 
store-house, to administer to the poor and the needy, 
as shall be appointed by the high council of the church, 
and the bishop and his council, and for the purpose of 
purchasing lands for the public benefit of the church, 
and buildmff houses of worship, and building up of the 
New Jerusidem whict is hereafter to be revealed, that 
my covenant people may be gathered in one in that 
day when I shall come to my temple. And this I do 
for the salvation of my people. 

11. And it shall come to pass, that he that sinneth 
and repenteth not, shall be cast out of the church, and 
shall not receive again that which he has consecrated 
unto the poor and the needy of my church ; or in other 
words, unto me ; for inasmuch as ye do it unto the 
least of these, ye do it unto me ; for it shall come to 
pass, that which I spake by the mouths of my prophets, 
shall be fulfilled ; for I wUl consecrate of the riches of 
those who embrace my gospel among the Gentiles, unto 
the poor of my people who are of the house of Israel. 

12. And again, thou shalt not be proud in thy heart; 
let all thy garments be plain, and their beauty the 
beauty of the work of tmne own hands ; and let all 
things be done in cleanliness before me. Thou shalt 
not be idle ; for he that is idle shall not eat the bread 
nor wear the garments of the labourer. And whoso- 
ever among you are sick, and have not faith to be 
healed, but l>elieve, shall be nourished with all tender- 
ness, with herbs and mild food, and that not by the 
hand of fm. enemy. And the elders of the church, two 
or more, shall be eaUiied, and cdiall pray for and lay 
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their hands upon them in my name ; and if they die 
they shall die unto me, and if they live they shall live 
unto me. Thou shalt live together in love, insomuch 
that thou shalt weep for the loss of them that die, and 
more especially for those that have not hope of a glo- 
rious resurrection. And it shall come to pass that 
those that die in me, shall not taste of death, for it 
shall be sweet unto them ; and they that die not in 
me, wo unto them, for their death is bitter. 

13. And again, it shall come to pass that he that 
hath faith in me to be healed, and is not appointed 
unto death, shall be healed ; he who hath faith to see 
shall see ; he who hath faith to hear shall hear ; the 
lame who hath faith to leap shall leap ; and they who 
have not faith to do these things, but believe in me, 
have power to become my sons ; and inasmuch as they 
break not my laws, thou shalt bear their infirmities. 

14. Thou shalt stand in the place of thy steward- 
ship ; thou shalt not take thy brother's garment ; thou 
shalt pay for that which thou shalt receive of thy 
brother ; and if thou obtainest more than that which 
would be for thy support, thou shalt give it into my 
store-house, that all things may be done according to 
that which I have said. 

15. Thou shalt ask, and my scriptures shall be given 
as I have appointed, and they shall be preserved in 
safety ; and it is expedient that thou shouldst hold 
thy peace concerning them, and not teach them until 
ye have received them in full. And I give unto you a 
commandment that then ye shall teach them unto all 
men ; for they shall be taught unto all nations, kin- 
dreds, tongues and people. 

16. Thou shalt take the things which thou hast re- 
ceived, which have been given unto thee in my scrip- 
tures for a law, to be my law to govern my church ; 
and he that doeth according to these things shall be 
saved, and he that doeth them not shall be damned, if 
he continues. 

17. If thou shalt ask, thou shalt receive revelation 
upon revelation, knowledge upon knowledge, that 
thou mayest know the mysteries and peaceable thinp» 
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— ^that which bringeth joy, that which bringeth life 
eternal. Thou shalt ask, and it shall be revesued tinto 
you in mine own due time where the New Jerusalem 
shalt be built. 

18. And behold, it shall come to pass that my ser- 
vants shall be sent forth to the east and to the west, 
to the north and to the south ; and even now, let him 
that goeth to the east, teach them that shall be con- 
vert^ to flee to the west, and this in consequence of 
that which is coming on the earth, and of secret com- 
binations. Behold, thou shalt observe all these things, 
and great shall be thy reward ; for unto you it is given 
to know the mysteries of the kingdom, but unto the 
world it is not given to know them. Ye shall observe 
the laws which ye have received and be faithful. And 
ye shall hereafter receive church covenants, such as 
shall be sufl&cient to establish you, both here and in 
the New Jerusalem. Therefore, he that lacketh wis- 
dom, let him ask of me, and I will cive him liberally 
and upbraid him not. lift up your hearts and rejoice, 
for unto you the kingdom, or in other words, the keys 
of the church have been given. Even so. Amen. 

19. The priests and teachers shall have their ste- 
wardships, even as the members, and the elders, or 
high priests who are appointed to assist the bishop as 
counsellors in all things, are to have their families 
supported out of the property which is consecrated to 
the bishop, for the good of the poor, and for other pur- 
poses, as before mentioned ; or they are to receive a 
just remuneration for all their services, either a ste- 
wardship or otherwise, as may be thought best or de- 
cided by the counsellors and bishop, ^d the bishop, 
also, shall receive his support, or a just remimeration 
for all his services in the church. 

20. Behold, verily I say unto you, that whatever 
persons among you, having put away their companions 
for the cause of fornication, or in other words, if they 
shall testify before you in all lowliness of heart that 
this is the case, ye shall not cast them out from among 
you ; but if ye shall find that any persons have left 
their companions for the sake of adultery, and they 
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themselves are the ofTenders, and their companions 
are living, they shall be cast out from among you. And 
again, I sajr unto you, that ye shall be watchful and 
careful, with all mquiry, that ye receive none such 
among you if they are married ; and if they are not 
married^ they shall repent of all their sins, or ye shall 
not receive them. 

21. And again, every person who belongeth to this 
^urch of Clmst, shall observe to keep all the com- 
mandments and covenants of the church. And it shall 
come to pass, that if any persons among you shall kill, 
they shall be delivered up and dealt with according to 
the laws of the land ; for remember that he hath no 
forgiveness, and it shall be proven according to the 
laws of the land. 

22. And if any man or woman shall commit adul- 
tery, he or she snail be tried before two elders of the 
church or more, and every word shall be established 
against him or her by two witnesses of the church, and 
not of the enemy ; but if there are more than two 
witnesses it is better. But he or she shall be con- 
demned by the mouth of two witnesses, and the elders 
shall lay the case before the church, and the church 
shall l&fc up their hands against him or her, that 
they may be dealt with according to the law of God. 
And if it can be, it is necessary that the bishop is pre- 
sent also. And thus ye shall do in all cases which 
shall come before you. And if a man or woman shall 
rob, he or she shall be delivered up unto the law of 
the land. And if he or she shall steal, he or she shall 
be delivered up unto the law of the land. And if he 
or she shall lie, he or she shall be delivered up unto 
the law of the land. If he or she do any manner of 
iniquity, he or she shall be delivered up unto the law, 
even that of Gk)d. 

23. And if thy brother or sister offend thee, thou 
shalt take him or her between him or her and thee 
alone ; and if he or she confess, thou shalt be recon- 
ciled. And if he or she confess not, thou shalt deliver 
him or her up unto the church, not to the members, 
but to the elders. And it shall be done in a meeting. 
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and that not before the world. And if thy brother or 
sii^r offend many, he or she shall be chastened before 
many. And if any one offend openly, he or she shall 
be rebuked openly, that he or she may be ashamed. 
And if he or she confess not, he or she shall be deli- 
vered up unto the law of Gk>d. If any shall offend in 
secret, he or she shall be rebuked in secret, that he or 
she may have opportunity to confess in secret to him 
or her whom he or she has offended, and to God, that 
the church may not speak reproachfully of him or her 
And thus shall ye conduct in all things. 



SECTION XIV. 

Sevdation given FebrTumf, 1831. 

1. O hearken, ye elders of my church, and give an 
ear to the words which I shall speak unto you ; for 
behold, verily, verily, I say imto you, that ye have re- 
ceived a commandment for a law unto my church, 
through him whom I have appointed unto you, to re- 
ceive commandments and revelations from my hand. 
And this ye shall know assuredly that there is none 
other appointed unto you to receive commandments 
and revelations until he be taken, if he abide in me. 

2. But verily, verily, I say unto you, that none else 
shall be appointed unto this gift except it be through 
him, for if it be taken from him, he shall not have 
power except to appoint another in his stead ; and this 
shall be a law unto you, that ye receive not the teach- 
ings of any that shall come before you as revelations 
or commandments ; and this I give unto you that you 
may not be deceived, that you may know they are not 
of me. For verily I say unto you, that he that is or^ 
dained of me shall come in at the gate and be ordained 
as I have told you before, to teach those revelations 
which you have received, and shall receive through 
him whom I have appointed. 
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3. And now, behold, I give unto yon a command- 
ment, that when ye are assembled together, ye shall 
instruct and edify each other, that ye may know how 
to act and direct my church, how to act upon the 
points of my law and commandments, which I have 
given ; and thus ye shall become instructed in the law 
of my church, ana be sanctified by that which ye have 
received, and ye shall bind yourselves to act in all 
holiness before me, that inasmuch as ye do this, |lory 
shall be added to the kingdom which ye have received 
Inasmuch as ye do it not, it shall be taken, even that 
which ye have received. Purge ye out the iniquity 
which IS among you ; sanctify yourselves before me, 
and if ye desire the glories of the kingdom, appoint ye 
my servant Joseph Snith, jun., and uf^old hmi before 
me by the prayer of faith. And again, I say unto you, 
that if ye oesire the mysteries of the kingdom, provide 
for him food and raiment, and whatsoever tning he 
needeth to accomplish the work, wherewith I hav% 
commanded him ; and if ye do it not, he shall remain 
unto them that have received him, that I may reserve 
unto myself a pure people before me. 

4. Again I say, hearken ye elders of my church, 
whom I have appointed ; ye are not sent forth to be 
taught, but to teach the children of men the things 
which I have put into your hands by the power of my 
Spirit ; and ye are to be taught from on high. Sanc- 
tify yourselves and ye shall be endowed with power, 
that ye may give even as I have spoken. 

6. Hearken ye, for, behold, the great day of the 
Lord is nigh at hand. For the day cometh that the 
Lord shall utter his voice out of heaven ; the heavens 
shall shake and the earth shall tremble, and the l^rump 
of God shall sound both long and loud, and shall say 
to the sleeping nations, ye saints arise and live ; ye 
siimers stay and sleep imtil I shall call again ; where- 
fore gird up your loins lest ye be found among the 
wicked. Lift up your voices and spare not. Call 
upon the nations to repent, both old and young, both 
bond and free, saying, prepare yourselves for the great 
day of the Lord ; for if I, who am a man, do lift up my 
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voice and call upon you to repent, and ve hate me, what 
"will ye say when the day cometh wnen the thunders 
shall utter their voices from the ends of the earth, 
speaking to the ears of all that live, saying, repent, and 
prepare for the great day of the Lord ; yea, and again, 
when the lightenings shall streak forth from the east 
unto the w^ and shall utter forth their voices unto 
all that live, and make the ears of all tingle that hear, 
saying these words, repent ye, for the great day of the 
Lord is come. 

6. And a^ain, the Lord shall utter his voice out of 
heaven, saymg, hearken, O ye nations of the earth, and 
hear the words of that Grod who made you. O, ye 
nations of the earth, how often would I have gathered 

'ou together as a hen gathereth her chickens under 
ler wings, but ye would not ? How oft have I called 
upon you by the mouth of my servants, and by the 
ministering of angels, and by mine own voice, and by 
liie voice of thunderings, ana by the voice of lighten- 
ings, and by the voice of tempests, and by the voice of 
earthquakes, and great hailstorms, and by the voice of 
famines and pestilences of every kind, and by the great 
sound of a trump, and by the voice of judgment, and by 
the voice of mercy fdl the day long, and by the voice 
of glory and honour, and the riches of eternal life, and 
would have saved you with an everlasting salvation, 
but ye would not ? Behold the day has come, when 
the cup of the wrath of mine indignation is full. 

7. Behold, verily I say unto you, that these are the 
words of the Lord your God ; wherefore labour ye, 
labour ye in my vineyard for the last time — ^for the last 
time call upon the inhabitants of the earth, for in my 
own due time will I come upon the earth in judgment, 
and my people shall be redeemed and shall reign with 
me on earth, for the great Millennial of which I have 
spojcen by the mouth of my servants, shall come ; for 
^tan shall be bound, and when he is loosed again, he 
shall only reign for a little season, and then cometh the 
end of the earth ; and he that liveth in righteousness 
shall be changed in the twinkling of an eye, and the 
earth shall pass away so aa by fire ; and the wicked 
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shall go away into unquenchable fire, and their end no 
man knoweth on earth, nor ever shall know, until they 
come before me in judgment. 

8. Hearken ye to these words ; behold, I am Jesus 
Christ, the Saviour of the world. Treasure these things 
up in your hearts, and let the solemnities of eternity 
rest upon your minds. Be sober. Keep all my com- 
mandments. £ven so. Amen. 



SECTION XV. 

jRevelation given March 7, 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye people of my church to whom the 
kingdom has been given — ^hearken ye and give ear to 
him who laid the foundation of the earth, who made 
the heavens and all the hosts thereof, and by whom all 
things were made which live, and move, and have a 
being. And again, I say, hearken unto my voice, lest 
death shall overtake you ; in an hour when ye think 
not the siunmer shall be past, and the harvest ended, 
and your souls not saved. Listen to him who is the 
Advocate with the Father, who is pleading your cause 
before him, saying, Father, behold the simerings and 
death of him who did no sin, in whom thou wast well 
pleased ; behold the blood of thy Son which was shed 
— ^the blood of him whom thou gavest that thyself might 
be glorified ; wherefore, Father, spare these my 
brethren that believe on my name, that they may come 
unto me and have everlastmg life. 

2. Hearken, O ye people of my church, and ye elders 
listen together, and hear my voice while it is called to- 
day, and harden not your hearts, for verily I say tmto 
you that I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and 
the end, the liffht and the life of the world — a light that 
shineth in darkness and the darkness comprehendeth 
it not. I came unto my own, and my own received 
me not; but unto as many as received me, gave I 

N 
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power to do many miracles, and to become the sons of 
God, and even unto them that believed on my name 
cave I power to obtain eternal life. And even so I 
nave sent mine everlasting covenant into the world, to 
be a light to the world, and to be a standard for my 
people and for the Gentiles to seek it, and to be a mes- 
«enger before my fsice to prepare the way before me ; 
wherefore, come ye unto it, and with him that cometh 
I will reason as with men in days of old, and I will 
show unto you my strong reasoning, wherefore hearken 
ye together and let me show it unto you, even my 
wisdom — the wisdom of him whom ye say is the God 
of Enoch, and his brethren, who were separated from. 
the earth, and were received unto myself— -a city re- 
served until a day of righteousness shall come — a day 
which was sought for by all holy men, and they found 
it not because of wickedness and abominations ; and 
confessed they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth ; but obtained a promise that they should find it 
and see it in their flesn. Wherefore, hearken and I 
will reason with you, and I will speak unto you and 
prophesy, as unto men in days of old ; and I will show 
it plainly as I showed it unto my disciples as I stood 
before them in the flesh, and spake unto them, saving, 
as ye have asked of me concerning the signs of my 
coming in the day when I shall come in my glory in 
the clouds of heaven, to fulfil the promises that I have 
made unto your fetthers, for as ye have looked upon 
the long absence of your spirits from your bodies to be 
a bond^, I will diow unto you how the day of re- 
demption shall come, and also the restoration of the 
scattered Israel. 

3. And now ye behold this temple which is in Jeru- 
salem, which ye call the house of God, and your enemies 
say that this house shall never ML But, verily, I say 
unto yon, that desolation shall come upon this ffenera: 
tion as a thief in the night, and this people snail be 
destroyed and scattered among all nations. And this 
temple which ye now see, shall be thrown down that 
there shall not be left one stone upon another. And it 
shall come to pass, that this generation of Jews shall 
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not paas away, until every desolation which I have told 
you concerning thein shall come to pass. Ye say that 
ye know that the end of the world cometh ; ye say also 
that ye know that the heavens and the earth shall 
pass away ; and in this ye say trulv, for so it is ; but 
these things which I have told you shall not pass away 
until all shall be fcdfilled, And this I have told you 
concerning Jerusalem, and when that day shall come, 
shall a remnant be scattered among all nations ; but 
they shall be gathered again, but they shall remain 
until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled. 

4. And in that day shall be heard of- wars and 
rumours of wars, and the whole earth shall be in com- 
motion, and men's hearts shall fail them, and they shall 
say that Christ delayeth his coming until the end of 
the earth. And the love of men shall wax cold, and 
iniquity shall abound ; and when the time of the Gen- 
tiles is come in, a light shall break forth among them 
that sit in darlmess, and it shall be the falness of my 
gospel ; but they receive it not, for they perceive not 
the light, and they turn their hearts from me because 
of the precepts of men ; and in that generation shall 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled ; and there shall 
be men standing in that generation, that shall not pass, 
until they shall see an overflowing scourge ; for a deso- 
lating sickness shall cover the land ; but my disciples 
shall stand in holv places, and shall not be moved; but 
among the wicked, men shall lift up their voices, and 
curse God and die. And there shall be earthquakes 
also in divers places, and many desolations ; yet men 
will harden their hearts against me, and they will take 
up the sword, one against another, and they will kill 
one another. 

5. And, now, when I the Lord had spoken these 
words unto my disciples, they were troubled : and I 
said imto them, be not troubled, for when all these 
things shall come to pass, ye may know that the pro- 
mises which have been made unto you shall be fulfilled ; 
and when the Hght shall begin to break forth, it shall 
be with them like unto a parable whidi I will show 
you : ye look and behold the fig-trees, and ye see them 
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With your eye., and ye say ^heu ^^^y^^f^J^X 
forth/and their leaves are yet ^^^f ^^J .f^hatX^^ 
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•mth your ey«^ and ye say when they begin to shoot 
forth, and their leaves are yet tender, that summer is 
now nigh at hand ; even so it shall be in that day when 
they shall see all these things, then shall the^ know 
that the hour is nigh. 

6. And it shall come to pass that he that feareth me 
shall be looking forth for the great day of the Lord to 
come, even for the signs of the coming of the Son of 
man : and they shall see si^ns and wonders, for they 
shall be shown forth in the heavens above, and in the 
earth beneath ; and they shall behold blood and fire^ 
and vapours of smoke ; and before the day of the Lord 
shall come, the sun shall be darkened and the moon be 
turned into blood, and stars fall from heaven ; and the 
remnant shall be gathered unto this place, and then 
they shall look for me, and, behold, I will come ; and 
they shall see me in the clouds of heaven, clothed with 
power and great gloiv, with all the holy angels ; and 
he that watches not wr me shall be cut off 

7. But before the arm of the Lord shall fall, an angel 
shall sound his trump, and the saints that have slept 
shall come forth to meet me in the cloud ; wherefore, 
if ye have slept in peace, blessed are you, for as you 
now behold me and know that I am, even so shall ye 
come unto me and your souls shall Hve, and your re- 
demption shall be perfected, and the saints shall come 
forth from the four quarters of the earth. 

8. Then shall the arm of the Lord fall upon the na- 
tions, and then shall the Lord set his foot upon this 
mount, and it shall cleave in twain, and the earth shall 
tremble, and reel to and fro, and the heavens also 
shall shake, and the Lord shall utter his voice, and all 
the ends of the earth shaU hear it, and the nations of 
the earth shall mourn, and they that have laughed 
shall see their folly, and calamity shall cover the 
mocker, and the scomer shall be consumed, and they 
that have watched for iniquity shall be hewn down 
and cast into the fire. 

9. And then shall the Jews look upon me and say, 
What are these wounds in thine hands and in thy feet ? 
Then shall they know that I am the Lord ; for I will 
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say unto them, these wounds are the wounds with 
which I was wounded in the house g( my friends. I 
am he who was lifted up. I am Jesus that was cruci- 
fied. I am the Son of CkkL And then shall they weep 
because of their iniquities ; then shall they lament, 
because they persecuted their King. 

10. And then shall the heathen nations beredeemed, 
and they that knew no law shall have part in the first 
resurrection ; and it shall be tolerable for them ; and 
Satan shall be bound that he shall have no place in the 
hearts of the children of men. And at that day, when 
I shall come in my glory, shall the parable be fulfilled 
which I spake concerning the ten virgins ; for they 
that are wise and have received the truth, and have 
taken the Holy Spirit for their guide, and have not 
been deceived ; verily I say unto you, they shall not 
be hewn down and cast into the fire, but shall abide 
the day, and the earth shall be given unto them for an 
inheritance ; and they shall multiply and wax strong, 
and their children shall grow up without sin unto sal- 
vation, for the Lord shall be in their midst, and his 
glory shall be upon them, and he will be their king 
and their lawgiver. 

11. And now, behold I say unto you, it shall not be 
given unto you to know any further concerning this 
chapter, until the new testament be translated, and in 
it all these things shall be made known ; wherefore I 
give unto you that ye may now translate it, that ye 
may be prepared for the things to come ; for verily I 
say unto you, that creat things await you ; ye hear of 
wars in foreign lands, but, behold, I say unto you, they 
are nigh, even at your doors, and not many years 
hence ye shall hear of wars in your own lands. 

12. Wherefore I, the Lord, have said, gather ye out 
from the eastern lands, assemble ye yourselves toge- 
ther ye elders^ of my diurch ; go ye forth into me 
western countries, call upon the mhabitants to repent, 
and inasmuch as they do repent, bmld up churches 
unto ine ; and with one heart and with one mind, ga- 
ther up your riches that ye may purchase an inheri- 
tance wmch shall hereafter be appointed unto you, and 

k3 
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it shall be called the New Jerusalem, a land of peace^ 
a dty of refuge, a place of safety for the saints of the 
most high God ; and the glory of the Lord shall be 
there, and the terror of the liord also shall be there, 
insomuch that the wicked will not come unto it, and 
it shall be called Zion. 

13. And it shall come to pass, among the wicked, 
that every man that will not take his sword against 
his neighbour, must needs flee unto Zion for ^ety^ 
And there shall be gathered unto it out of every na- 
tion under heaven ; and it shall be the only people 
that shall not be at war one with another. Ana it 
shall be said among the wicked, let us not go up ta 
battle against Zion, tor the inhabitants of Zion are ter* 
rible ; wherefore we cannot stand. 

14. And it shall come to pass that the righteous 
shall be gathered out from among all nations, and shall 
come to Zion, singing with songs of everlasting joy. 

15. And now I say unto you, keep these things from 
goin^ abroad unto the world, until it is expedient in 
me that ye may accomplish this work in the eyes of the 
people, and in the eyes of your enemies, that they may 
not know your works until ye have accomplished the 
thing whidi I have commanded you ; that when they 
shall know it, that thev may consider these things ;, 
for when the Lord shall appear he shall be terrn)le 
unto them, that fear may seize upon them, and they 
shall stand a&r off and tremble ; and all nations shall 
be afraid because of the terror of the Lord, and the 
power of his might. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION XVI. 

Revelation given Ma/rch, 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye people of my church, for verily I 
say unto you, that these things were spoken unto you 
for your profit and learning; but notwithstanding 
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those things which are written, it always has been 
given to the elders of my church from the beginning, 
and ever shall be, to conduct all meetings as they are 
directed and guided by the Holy Spirit ; nevertheless 
ye are commanded never to cast any one out from your 
public meetings, which are held before the world ; ye 
are also commanded not to castany one, who belongeth 
to the church, out of your sacrament meetings ; never- 
theless, if any have trespassed, let him not partake 
until he makes reconciliation. 

2. And again I say unto you, ye shall not cast any 
out of your sacrament meetings, who is earnestly 
seeking the kingdom : I speak this concerning those 
who are not of Sie church. 

3. And, again, I say unto you, concerning your con- 
firmation meetings, that if there be any that is not of 
the church, that is earnestly seeking after the kingdom, 
ye shall not cast them out ; but ye are commanded in 
all things to ask of God, who giveth liberally ; and that 
which Sie Spirit testifies unto you, even so I would 
that ye should do in all holiness of heart, walking up- 
rightly before me, considering the end of your salvation, 
doing all things with prayer and thanksgivings, that 
ye may not be seduced by evil spirit^ or doctrines of 
devils, or the commandments of men, for some are of 
men, and others of devils. 

4. Wherefore, beware lest ye are deceived ; and that 
ye may not be deceived, seek ye earnestly the best gifts, 
always remembering for what they are given; for 
verily I say unto you, they are given for the benefit of 
those who love me and keep my commandments, and 
him that seeketh so to do, that all may be benefited 
that seeketh or that asketh of me, that asketh and not 
for a sign that he may consume it upon his lusts. 

5. And again, verily I say imto you, I would that 
ye should always remember, and always retain in your 
minds what those gifts are that are given imto the 
church, for all have not every gift given xmto them : 
for there are many gifts, and to everj^ man js given a 
gift by the spirit of God : to some it is given one, and 
tp some is given another, that all may be profitecl 
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thereby ; to some it is given by the Holy Ghost to 
know that Jesxis Christ is the Son of God, and that he 
was crucified for the sins of the world ; to others it is 

flven to believe on their words, that they also might 
ave eternal life, if they continue faithful. 

6. And again, to some it is given by the Holy Ghost 
to know the differences of administration, as it will be 
pleasing unto the same Lord, accordiag as the Lord 
will, smtmg his mercies according to the conditions of 
the children of men. And, again, it is given by the 
Holy Ghost to some to know the diversities of opera- 
tions, whether it be of God, that the manifestations of 
the Spirit may be given to every Inan to profit withal. 

7. And again, verily I say imto you, to some it is 
given, by the spirit of Grod, the word of wisdom ; to 
another it is given the word of knowledge, that all may 
be taught to be wise and to have knowledge. And 
again, to some it is given to have faith to be healed, 
and to others it is given to have faith to heal. And 
again, to some it is given the working of miracles, and 
to others it is given to prophesy, and to others the dis- 
cerning of spirits. And again, it is given to some to 
speak with tongues, and to another it is given the in- 
terpretation of tongues : and all these ^ifts cometh 
from God, for the benefit of the children of God. And 
unto the bishop of the church, and unto such as God 
shall appoint and ordain to watch over the church, and 
to be elders imto the church, are to have it given unto 
them to discern all those gifts, lest there shall be any 
among you professing and yet be not of Gk)d. 

8. And it shall come to pass that he that asketh in 
spirit shall receive in spirit ; that unto some it maybe 
^ven to have all those gifts, that there may be a head, 
in order that every member may be profited thereby : 
he that asketh in the spirit, asketh according to tne 
will of God, wherefore it is done even as he asketh. 

9. And again, I say unto you, all things must be done 
in the name of Christ, whatsoever you do in the spirit; 
and ye must give thanks unto Grod in the spirit for 
whatsoever blessing ye are blessed with ; and ye must 
practice virtue and holiness before me continually. 
Even so. Amen. 
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ECTION XVII. 
A ReveUuion given May, 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye elders of my church, and give ear 
to the voice of the living Grod, and attend to the words 
of wisdom which shall hQ given unto you, according as 
ye have asked and are agreed as touching the church, 
and the spirits which have gone abroad m the earth. 
Behold, verily I say unto you, that there are many spi- 
rits which are false spirits, which have gone forth in 
the earth, deceiving the world ; and also Satan hath 
sought to deceive you, that he might overthrow you. 

2. Behold, I the Lord liave looked upon you, and 
have seen abominations in the church that profess my 
name ; but blessed are they who are faithful and en- 
dure, whether in life or in death, for they shall inherit 
eternal life. But wo unto them that are deceivers and 
hypocrites, for, thus saith the Lord, I will bring them 
to judgment. 

3. Behold, verily I say imto you, there are hypocrites 
among you, and have deceived some, which has given 
the adversary power, but behold such shall iS re- 
claimed ; but the hypocrites shall be detected and shall 
be cut ofl^ either in life or in death, even as I will ; and 
wo unto them who are cut off from my church, for the 
same are overcome of the world ; wherefore, let every 
inan beware lest he do that which is not in truth and 
righteousness before me. 

4. And now come, saith the Lord, by the Spirit, unto 
the elders of his church, and let us reason together, 
that^ye may understand : let us reason even as a man 
reasoneth one with another face to face : now when a 
man reasoneth he is \mderstood of man, because he 
reasoneth as a man, even so will I, the Lord, reason 
with you that you may understand ; wherefore I, the 
lioxd, asketh you this question, unto what were ye or- 
dained ? To preach my gospel by the Spirit, even the 
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Comforter which was sent forth to teach the truth ; 
and then received ye spirits which ye could not under- 
stand, and received them to be of God, and in this are 
je justified? Behold ye shall answer this question 
yourselves ; nevertheless I will be merciful unto you — 
he that is weak among you hereafter shall be made 
strong. 

5. V erily I say unto you, he that is ordained of me 
and sent forth to preach the word of truth by the Com- 
forter, in the spirit of truth, doth he preach it by the 
spirit of truth or some other way 1 and if it be by some 
other way, it be not of God. Ajad again, he that re- 
ceiveth the word of truth, doth he receive it by the 
spirit of truth or some other way ? if it be some other 
way it be not of God : therefore, why is it that ye can- 
not understand and know that he that receiveth the 
word by the spirit of truth, receiveth it as it is preached 
by the spirit of truth ? 
+ -f 4 e. Wherefore, he that preacheth and he that re- 
ceiveth, understandeth one another, and both are edified 
and rejoice together ; and that which doth not edify is 
not of God, and is darkness : that which is of God is 
light, and he that receiveth light and continueth in 
God, receiveth more light, and that light groweth 
brighter and brighter until the perfect day. And 
again, verily I say unto you, and I say it thatyo^ may 
know the truth, that you may chase darkness from 
among you, for he that is ordained of Grod and sent 
forth, the same is appointed to be the greatest, not- 
withstanding he is least and the servant of all : where- 
fore he is possessor of all things, for all things are 
subject unto him, both in heaven and on earth, the 
life and the light, the spirit and the power, sent forth 
by the will of the Father, through Jesus Christ, his Son I 
but no man is possessor of all thin^, except he be 
purified and cleansed from all sin, and if ye are purified 
and cleansed from all sin, ye shall ask whatsoever you 
will in the name of Jesus and it shall be done : but 
know this, it shall be given you what you shall ask 
and as ye are appointed to the head, the spirits shall 
be subject unto you. 
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7. Wherefore it shall come to pass, that if you behold 
a spirit manifested that you cannot understand, and 
YOU receive not that spirit, ve shall ask of the Father 
in the name of Jesus, and if he ^ve not unto you that 
spirit, that you may know that it is not of God : and it 
shall be given unto you power over that spirit, and 
you shall proclaim against that spirit with a loud voice 
that it is not of Grod ; not with railing accusation, that 
ye be not overcome, neither with boastmg, nor rejoicing, 
lest you be seized therewith. He that receiveth of 
tJod, let him account it of Grod, and let him r^oice 
ttiat he is accounted of Gk)d worthy to receive, and by 
giving heed and doing these things which ye have 
received, and which ye shall hereafter receive : and the 
kingdom is given you of the Father, and power to 
overcome all things which is not ordained of him. 
And behold, verily I say unto you, blessed are you who 
are now hearing these words of mine from the mouth 
of my servant, tor your sins are forgiven you. 

8. Let my servant Joseph Wakefield, in whom I am 
well pleased, and my servant Parley P. Pratt, go forth 
among the churches and strengthen them by the word 
of exhortation ; and also my servant John Corrill, or 
as many of my servants as are ordained unto this office, 
and let them labour in the vineyard ; and let no man 
hinder them of doing that which I have appointed 
unto them : wherefore in this thing my servant Edward 
Partridge is not justified, nevertheless let him repent 
and he shall be forgiven. Behold, ye are little children 
and ye cannot bear all things now ; ye must grow in 
crace and in the knowledge of the truth. Fear not, 
nttle children, for you are mine, and I have overcome 
the world, and you are of them that my Father hath 
given me ; and none of them that my Father hath given 
me shall be lost : and the Father and I are one : I am in 
the Father and the Father in me : and inasmuch as ye 
have received me, ye are in me and I in you ; where- 
fore I am in your midst, and I am the good Shepherd, 
(and the stone of Israel. He that bmldeth upon this 
rock shall never fisdl,) and ^e day cometh that you 
shall hear my voice and see. me, and know that I am. 
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Watch, therefore, that ye may be ready. Even so. 
Amen. 



SECTION xvin. 
Revelation given in Zion, August^ 1831. 

1. Hearken, ye elders of my church, and give ear 
to my word, and learn of me what I will concerning 
you, and also concerning this land unto which I have 
sent you : for verily I say unto you, blessed is he that 
keepeth my commandments, whether in life or in 
death ; and he that is faithful in tribulation, the reward 
of the same is greater in the kingdom of heaven. 

2. Ye cannot behold with your natural eyes, for the 
present time, the design of your God concerning those 
things which shall come hereafter, and the glory which 
shall fdlow after much tribulation. For a^r much 
tribulation cometh the blessings. Wherefore the day 
cometh that ye shall be crowned with much glory ; 
the hour is not yet, but is nigh at hand. 

3. Kemember this, which I tell you before, that you 
may lay it to heart, and receive that which shall follow. 
Benold, verily I say unto you, for this cause I have 
sent you that you might be obedient, and that vour 
hearts might be prepared to bear testimony of the 
things which are to come ; and also that you might be 
honoured of lajdng the foundation, and of bearing 
record of the land upon which the Zion of God shaU 
stand ; and also that a feast of fat things might be 
prepared for the poor ; yea, a feast of fat things, of 
wine on the lees well refined, that the earth may know 
that the mouths of the prophets shall not fail ; yea, a 
supper of the house of uie Lord, well prepare(^ imto 
which all nations shall be invited. Firstly, the rich 
and the learned, the wise and the noble ; and after 
that cometh the day of my power: then shall the poor, 
the lame, and the blind, and the deaf, come in imtothe 
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marriage of the Lamb, and partake of the supper of 
the Lord, prepared for the great day to come. &hold, 
I, the Lord, have spoken it. 

4. And that the testimony might go forth from Zion, 
yea, from the mouth of the city of the heritage of God : 
yea, for this cause I have sent you hither, and have 
selected my servant Edward Partridge, and have ap- 
pointed unto him his mission in this land ; but if he 
repent not of his sins, which are unbelief and blindness 
of heart, let him take heed lest he fall. Behold his 
mission is given unto him, and it shall not be ^ven 
again. And whoso standeth in his mission is appomted 
to be a judffe in Israel, like as it was in ancient dam 
to divide the lands of the heritage of God unto his 
children, and to judge his people by the testimony of 
the lust, and by the assistance of his counsellors, ac- 
cordmg to the laws of the kingdom which are given by 
the prophets of God ; for verily I say unto you, my 
law diall be kept on this land. 

6. Let no man think he is ruler, but let God rule 
him that judgeth, according to the coimsel of his own 
will ; or, in other words, him that counselleth or sitteth 
upon the judgment seat. Let no man break the laws 
of the land, for he that keepeth the laws of God hath 
no need to break the laws of the land : wherefore, be 
subject to the powers that be, until He reigns whose 
right it is to reign, and subdues all enemies under his 
feet. Behold, the laws which ye have received from 
my hand are the laws of the church, and in this light 
ye shall hold them forth. Behold, here is wisdom. 

6. And now as I spake concerning my servant Edward 
Partridge, this lana is the land of his residence, and 
those whom he has appointed for his counsellors. And 
also the land of the residence of him whom I have ap- 
pointed to keep my store-house ; wherefore let them 
oring their families to this land, as they shall counsel 
between themselves and me : for behold, it is not meet 
that I should command in all things, for he that is com* 
pelled in all things, the same is a slothful and not 
a wise servant ; wherefore he receiveth no reward. 
Verily I say, men should be anxiously engaged in ? 
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good canse, and do many things of their own free will, 
and bring to pass much righteousness; for the power is 
in them, wherein they are agents unto themselves. 
And inasmuch as men do good they shall in nowise 
lose their reward. But he that doeth not anything 
until he is commanded, and receiveth a commandment 
with doubtful heart, and keepeth it with slothfulness, 
the same is damned. Who am I that made man, 
saith the Lord, that will hold him guiltless that obeys 
not my commandments ? Who am I, saith the Lord, 
that have promised and have not fulfilled ? I com- 
mand and a man obeys not, I revoke and they receive 
not the blessing ; then they say in their hear^ this is 
not the work of the Lord, for his promises are not ful- 
filled. But wo unto such, for tneir reward lurketh 
beneath, and not from above. 

7. And now I give unto you further directions con- 
cerning this land. It is wisdom in me that my servant 
Martin Harris should be an example unto the church, 
in laying his monies before the bishop of the church. 
And also, this is a law unto every man that cometh 
unto this land, to receive an inheritance ; and he shall 
do with his monies according as the law directs. And 
it is wisdom also, that there should be lands purchased 
in Independence, for the place of the store-house, and 
also for the house of the printing. 

8. And other directions concerning my servant Martin 
Harris shall be given him of the Spirit, that he may re- 
ceive his inheri^ce as seemeth him good. And let him 
repent of his sins, for he seeketh the praise of the world. 

9. And also let my servant William W. Phelps stand 
in tiie office which I have appointed him, ana receive 
his inheritance in the land ; and also he hath need to 
repent, for I, the Lord, am not well pleased with him, 
for he seeketh to excel, and he is not sufficiently meek 
before me. Behold, he who has repented of his sins, 
the same is forgiven, and I, the Lord, remembereth 
them no more. By this ye majr know if a man repent- 
eth of his sins. Behold, he will confess them and for- 
sake them. And now, verily, I say, concerning the re- 
sidue of the elders of my church, the time has not yet 
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come, for many years, for them to receive their inhe- 
ritance in this land, except they desire it through the 
prayer of faith, only as it shall be appointed unto them 
of the Lord. For, behold, they shall push the people 
together from the ends of the earth ; wherefore, as- 
semble yourselves together, and they who are not 
appointed to stay in this land, let them preach the gos- 
pel in the re^ons round about, and after that let them 
return to their homes. Let them preach by the way, 
and bear testimony of the truth in all places, and csdl 
upon the rich, the high and the low, and the poor to 
repent ; and let them build up churches inasmuch as 
the inhabitants of the earth will repent. 

10. And let there be an agent appointed by the. 
voice of the church, unto the church in Ohio, to receive 
monies to purchase lands in Zion. 

11. Ana I give imto my servant, Sidney Bigdon, a 
commandment that he shall write a description of the 
land of Zion, and a statement of the will of Gk)d, as 
it shall be made known by the Spirit unto him ; and an 
epistle and subscription^ to be presented unto all the 
enurches to obtain monies, to be put into the hands of 
the bishop to purchase lands for an inheritance for the : 
children of God, of himself or the agent, as seem^th 
him good or as he shall direct. For, behold, verily I 
say unto you, the Lord willeth that the disciples, and 
the children of men should open their hearts, even to 
purchase this whole region of coimtry, as soon as time 
will permit. Behold, here is wisdom. Let them do 
this lest they receive none inheritance, save it be by 
the shedding of blood. 

12. And again, inasmuch as there is land obtained, 
let there be workmen sent forth of all kinds unto this 
land, to labour for the saints of Qod, Let all these 
things be done in order ; and let the privileges of the 
lands be made known from time to time, by tiie bishop 
or the agent of the church ; and let the work of the 

gathering be not in haste, nor by flight, but let it be 
one as it shall be counselled by the elders of the church 
at the conferences, according to Hie knowledge which 
they receive from time to time. 
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13. And let myservaiit Sidney Bigdon consecrate 
and dedicate this land, and the spot of the temple unto 
the Lord. And let a conference meeting be called, and 
after that let my servants Sidney Bigdon and Joseph 
Smith, jun., return, and also Oliver Cowdery with 
them, to accomplish the residue of the work which I 
have appointed unto them in their own land, and the 
residue as shall be ruled by the conferences. 

14. And let no man return from this land, except he 
bear record by the way of that which he knows and 
most assuredly believes. Let that which has been be- 
stowed upon Ziba Peterson be taken from him ; and let 
him stand as a member in the church, and labour with 
his own hands, with the brethren, until he is sufficiently 
chastened for all his sins, for he confesseth them not, 
and he thinketh to hide them. 

15. Let the residue of the elders of this church, who 
are coming to this land, some of whom are exceedingly 
blessed even above measure, also hold a conference 
upon this land. And let my servant Edward Partridge 
direct the conference which shall be held by them. 
And let them also return, preaching the gospel by the 
way, bearing record of the things which are revealed 
unto them ; for, verily, the sound must go forth from 
this place into all the world, and unto the uttermost 
parts of the earth — ^the gospel must be preached unto 
every creature, with signs following them that believe. 
And behold the Son of man comet£. Amen. 



SECTION XIX. 

Eevdation given in Zion, Augtist, 1831. 

1. Behold, blessed, saith the Lord, are they who have 
come up unto this land with an eye single to my glory, 
according to my commandments ; for uiem that live 
shall inherit the earth, and them that die shall rest 
from all their labours, and their works shall follow 
them, and they shall receive a crown in the mansions 
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of my Father, which I have prepared for them ; yea, 
blessed are they whose feet staiid upon the land of 
Zion, who have obeyed my gospel, for they shall receive 
for their reward the good things of the earth ; and it 
shall bring forth in its strength ; and they shall also 
be crowned with blessings from above, yea, and with 
conmiandments not a few ; and with revelations in 
their time : they that are faithful and diligent before me. 

2. Wherefore I give unto them a commandment, 
saying thus : Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, with all thy might, mind, and strength ; 
and in the name of Jesus Christ thou shalt serve 
him. Thou shalt love thy neighbour as th3rself Thou 
shalt not steal ; neither commit adultery, nor kill, 
nor do anything like unto it. Thou shalt thank the 
Lord thy God in all things. Thou shalt offer a sacri- 
fice unto the Lord thy Gk)d in righteousness, even that 
of a broken heart and a contrite spirit. And that thou 
mayest more fuUy keep thyself imspotted from the 
world, thou shalt go to the house of prayer and offer 
up thy sacraments upon my holy day ; for verily this 
is a day appointed unto you to rest from your labours, 
and to pay thy devotions unto the Most High ; never- 
theless thy vows shall be offered up in righteousness 
on all days, and at all times ; but remember that on 
this the Lord's day, thou shalt offer thine oblations and 
thy sacraments imto the Most High, confessing thy sins 
unto thy brethren, and before the Lord. 

3. And on this day thou shalt do none other thing, 
only let thy food be prepared with singleness of heart 
that thy fasting may be perfect ; or, in other words, 
that thy joy may be full. Verily, this is fasting and 
prayer ; or, in other words, rejoicing and prayer. 

4. And inasmuch as ye do these things with thanks- 
giving, with cheerful hearts and countenances ; not with 
much laughter, for this is sin, but with a glad heart 
and a cheerful countenance. Yerily I say, that inas- 
much as ye do this, the fulness of the earth is yours : 
the beasts of the field and the fowls of the air, and that 
which climbeth upon the trees and walketh upon the 
earth ; yea, and the herb, and the good things which 
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cometh of the earth, whether for food or for raimeDt, or 
for houses, or fear bams, or for orchards, or for gardens^ 
or for vineyards ; yea, all things which come of the 
earth, in t&e season thereof are made for the benefit 
and the nse of man, both to please the eye and to glad- 
den the heart ; yea, for food and for raiment, for taste and 
for smell, to starengt^en the body and to enliven the souL 
5. And it pleaseth €k>d that he hath given all these 
things unto man ; for unto this end were they made to 
be used with judgment, not to excess, neither by extor- 
tion : and in nothing doth man offend God, or against 
none is his wrath kindled, save those who confess not 
his hand in all things, and obey not his commandments. 
Behold, this is according to the law and the prophets: 
wherefore, trouble me no more concerning this matter, 
but learn that he who doeth the works of righteousness 
shall receive his reward, even peace in this world, and 
eternal life in the world to come. I, the Lord, have 
spoken it, and the spirit beareth record. Amen. 



SECTION XX. 
BevdcUion given in Kirdandy Augtut, 1831, 

1. "Hearken, ye people, and open your hearts and 
give ear from afar ; and li^n, you that call yourselves 
the people of the Lord, and hear the word of the Lord 
and nis will concerning you : yea^ verily, I say, hear 
the word of him whose anger is kindled against the 
wicked and rebellious ; who willeth to take even them 
whom he will take, and preserveth in life them whom 
he will preserve ; who buildeth up at his own will and 
pleasure ; and destroyeth when he pleases, and is able 
to cast the soul down to helL 

2. Behold, I, the Lord, utter my voice, and it shall be 
obeyed. Wherefore, verily I say, let the wicked take 
heed, and let the rebellious fear and tremble ; and let 
the unbelieving hold their lips, for the day of wrath 
shall come upon them as a whirlwind, and all flesh 
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shall know that I am €rod. And he that seeketh signs 
shall see signs, but not unto salvation. 

3. Verily, I say unto you, there are those among you 
■who seek signs, and there have been such even from the 
beginning ; but, behold, fSedth cometh not by sig^^, but 
si^ follow those that -believe. Yea, signs come by 
faith, not by the will of men, nor as they please, but by 
ike will of God. Yea, signs come by faith, unto mighty 
works, for without faith no man pleaseth Qod : and 
with whom €rod is angry he is not well pleased ; where- 
fore, unto such he sheweth no signs, only in wrath unto 
their condemnation. 

4. Wherefore, I, the Lord, am not pleased with those 
among you who have sought after signs and wonders 
for faith, and not for the good of men unto my glory ; 
nevertheless, I give commandments, and many have 
turned away from my commandments and have not 
kept them. Hiere were among you adulterers and 
adulteresses ; some of whom have turned away from 
you, and others remain with you, that hereafter shall 
be revealed. Let such beware and repent speedily, lest 
judgments shall come upon them as a snare, and their 
folly shall be made mamfest, and their works shall fol« 
low them in the eyes of the people. 

5. And, verily, I say imto you, as I have said before, 
he that looketh on a woman to lust after her, or if any 
shall commit adultery in their hearte,theyshall not have 
the Spirit, but shall deny the faith and shall fear : 
wherefore I, the Lord, haye said that the fearful, anrf 
the unbelieving, and all liars, and whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie, and the whoremonger, and the sorcerer, 
shall have their part in that lake which bumeth with 
fire and brimstone, which is the second death. Verily 
I say, that they shall not have part in the first 
resurrection. 

"6. And now, behold, I, the Lord, say unto you, that 
ye are not justified because these things are among you ; 
nevertheless he that endureth in faith and doeth my 
will, the same shall overcome, and shall receive an in- 
heritance upon the earth when the day of transfigura- 
tion shall come ; when the earth shall be transfigured. 
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even according to the pattern which was shown unto 
mine apostles upon the mount ; of which account the 
fulness ye have not yet received. 

7. And now, verily, I say unto you, that as I said that 
I would make known my will unto you, behold I will 
make it known unto you, not by the way of command- 
ment, for there are many who observe not to keep my 
commandments ; but xmto him that keepeth my com- 
mandmentq. I.will give the m^fsteries of my kingdom, 
and the s#ne shafl be in hmi a well of living water, 
springiifff up unto everlasting life, 

8. And now, behold, this is the will of the Lord your 
Qod concerning his Saints, that they should assemble 
themselves together xmto the land of Zion, not in haste, 
lest there should be confusion, which bringeth pesti- 
lence. Behold, the land of Zion, I, the Lord, holdeth 
it in mine own hands ; nevertheless, I the Lord, 
rendereth xmto Caesar the things which are Caesar's : 
wherefore,* I the Lord, willeth that you should purchase 
the lands that you may have advantage of the world, 
that you may have claim on the world, that thejr may 
not be stirred up unto anger ; for Satan putteth it into 
their hearts to anger against you, and to the shedding 
of blood ; wherefore the land of Zion shall not be ob- 
tained but by purchase or by blood, otherwise there is 
none inheritance for you. And if by purchase, behold 
you are blessed ; and if by blood, as you are forbidden 
to shed blood, lo, your enemies are upon you, and ye 
shall be scourged from city to city,*and from synagogue 
to synagogue, and but few shaJl' stand to receive an 
inherit^ce. 

9. I, the Lord, am angry with the wicked ; I am 
holding my Spirit from the inhabitants of the earth. I 
have sworn in my wrath, and decreed wars upon the 
face of the earth, and the wicked shall slay the wicked, 
and fear shall come upon every man, and the Saints also 
shall hardly escape ; npvertheless, I, the Lord, am with 
them, and will come do^n in heaven from the presence 
of my Father, and consume the wicked with unquench- 
able fire. And behold, this is not yet, but by and by ; 
wherefore, seeing that I, the Lord, have decreed all 
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these things upon the face of the earth, I will that my 
Saints should be assembled upon the land of Zion ; 
and that every man should take righteousness in his 
hands and fEiithfulness upon his loins, and lift a warning 
voice unto the inhabitants of the earth ; and declare 
both bv word and by fl ight, that desolation shall oome 
upon the wicked. Wherefore let my disciples in Blirt- 
land arrange their temporal concerns, which dwell 
upon this mem, : * ^^ 

10. Let my servant Titus Billings, who hlj^e care 
thereof, dispose of the land, that he may be prepared in 
the coming spring to take his journey up unto the land 
of Zion, with those that dwell upon the face thereof 
excepting those whom I shall reserve unto myself that 
shall not go until I shall command them. And let all 
the monies which can be spared, it mattereth not unto 
me whether it be little or much, be sent up unto the 
land of Zion, unto them whom I have appointed to 
receive. 

11. Behold, I, the Lord, will give unto my servant 
Joseph Smith, jun., power that he shall be enabled to 
discern by the Spirit those who shall go up unto the 
land of Zion, and those of my disciples wo snail tarry, 

12. Let my servant Newel K. Whitney retain his 
store, or in other words, the store yet for a little season. 
Nevertheless let him impart all the money which he 
can impart, to be sent up unto the land of Zion. Behold, 
these tilings are in his own hands, let him do according 
to wisdom. Verily I say, let him be ordained as an 
agent unto the disciples that shall tarry, and let him 
be ordained unto this power ; and now speedily visit 
the churches, expounding these things unto them, with 
my servant Oliver Cowdery. Behold, this is my will, 
obtaining monies even as I have directed. 

13. He that is faithful and endureth shall overcome 
the world. He that sendeth up treasures imto the land 
of Zion, shall receive an inheritance in this world, and 
his works shall follow him, and also a reward in the 
world to come : yea, and blessed are the dead that die 
in the Lord from henceforth, when the Lord shall come, 
and old things shall pass away, and aU things become 
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new, they shall rise from the dead and shall not die 
after, and shall receive an inheritance before the Lord- 
in the holv city, and he that liveth when the Lord shall 
come, and has kept the faith, blessed is he ; never- 
theless it is appointed to him to die at the age of man ; 
wherefore children shall grow until they become old, 
old men shall die ; but they shall not sleep in the dust, 
but they shall be changed in the twinkling of an eye; 
wherefore for this cause preached the apostles unto 
the world the resurrection of the dead ; these things are 
the things that ye must look for, and speaking after the 
manner of the Lord, they are now nigh at hand ; and 
in a time to come, even in the day of the coming of 
the Son ofman, and until that hour there will be fool- 
ish virgins among the wise, and at that hour cometh an 
entire separation of the righteous and the wicked, and 
in that day will I send mine angels to pluck out the 
wicked and cast them into unquenchable fire. 

14. And now, behold, verily I say unto you, I the 
Lord, am not pleased with my servant Sidney Bigdon, 
he exalted himself in his heart, and received not coun- 
sel but grieved the Spirit ; wherefore his writing is not 
acceptable unto the Lord and he shall make another, 
and if the Lord receive it not, behold he standeth no 
longer in the office which I have appointed him. 

15. And again, verily I say unto you, those who 
desire in their hearts, in meeoiess, to warn sinners to 
repentance, let them be ordained unto this power ; for 
this is a day of warning, and not a dav of many words. 
For I, the Lord, am not to be mocked in the last days. 
Behold, I am from above, and my power lieth beneath. 
I am over all, and in all, and through all, and searcheth 
all things, and the day cometh that all things shall be 
subject imto me. Behold, I am Alpha and Omega, even 
Jesus Christ. Wherefore let all men beware how they 
take my name in their lips ; for, behold, verily I say, 
that many there be who are under this condemnation, 
who use the name of the Lord, and use it in vain, hav- 
ing not authority. Wherefore, let the church repent of 
their sins, and I, the Lord, will own them, otherwise 
they shall be cut off

16. Eemember that that which cometh from above 
is sacred, and must be spoken with care, and by con- 
straint of the Spirit, and in this there is no condemna- 
tion, and ye receive the Spirit through prayer ; where- 
fore, without this there remaineth condemnation. Let 
my servants Joseph Smith, jun., and Sidney Rigdon, 
seek them a home, as they are taught through prayer 
by the Spirit. These things remain to overcome through 
patience, that such may receive a more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory, otherwise, a greater condem- 
nation. Amen. 



SECTION XXI. 
Revdation given in KirUand, S&ptmbeTy 1831. 

1. Behold, thus saith the Lord your God unto you, O 
ye elders of my church, hearken ye and hear, and re- 
ceive my will concerning you ; for verily I say imto 
you, I will that ye should overcome the world ; where- 
fore I will have compassion upon you. There are those 
amonff you who have sinned ; but verily I say, for this 
once, for mine own glory, and for the salvation of souls, 
I have forgiven you vour sins. 

2. I will be merciral unto you, for I have given unto 
YOU the kingdom : and the keys of the mysteries of the 
Kingdom shall not be taken from my servant Joseph 
Smith, jim., through the means I have appointed, 
while he liveth, inasmuch as he obeyeth mine ordi- 
nances. There are those who have sought occasion 
against him without cause ; nevertheless he has sinned, 
but verily I say unto you, I, the Lord, forgive sins unto 
tiiose who confess their sins before me ana ask forgive- 
ness, who have not sinned unto death. My disciples, 
in days of old, sought occasion against one another, and 
forgave not one another in their hearts, and for this 
evil they were afficted, and sorely chastened : where- 
fore I say unto you, that ye ought to forgive one ano- 
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ther, for he that forffiveth not his brother his trespasses, 
standeth condemnea before the Lord, for there remain- 
eth in him the greater sin. I, the Lord, will forgive 
whom I will forgive, but of you it is required to formve 
all men ; and ye ought to say in your hearts, let God 
judge between me and thee, and reward thee according 
to thy deeds. And he that repenteth not of his sins, 
and confesseth them not, then ye shall bring him before 
the church, and do with him as the Scripture saith g 
imto you, either bv commandment or by revelation. 
And this ye shall do that God might be glorified, not 
because ye forgive not, having not compassion, but that 
ye may be justified in the eyes of the law, that ye may 
not offend him who is your Lawgiver. 

3, Verily I say, for this cause ye shall do these things. 
Behold, I, the Lord, was angry with him who was my 
servant Ezra Booth, and also my servant Isaac Morley, 
for they kept not the law, neither the commandment; 
they sought evil in their hearts, and I, the Lord, with- 
held my Spirit. They condemned for evil that thing 
in which tnere was no evil ; nevertheless I have for- 
given my servant Isaac Morley. . And also my servant 
Edward Partridge, behold, he hath sinned, and Satan 
seeketh to destroy his soul ; but when these things are 
made known unto them, and they repent of the evil, 
they shall be forgiven. 

4. And now, verily I say, that it is expedient in me 
that my servant Sidney Gilbert, after a few weeks, 
should return upon his business, and to his agency in 
the land of Zion ; and that which he hath seen and 
heard may be made known unto mv disciples, that they 
perish not. And for this cause have I spoken these 
thinffs. And again, I say unto you, that my servant Isaac 
Morley may not be tempted above that which he is able 
to bear, and counsel wrongfully to your hurt, I gave 
commandment that his farm should be sold. I will not 
that my servant Frederick G. Williams should sell his 
farm, for I, the Lord, will to retain a strong hold in the 
land of Kirtland, for the space of five years, in the which 
I will not overthrow the wicked, that thereby I may 
save some ; and after that day, I, the Lord, will not

hold any guilty that shall go with an open heart np to 
the land of Zion; for I the Lord, require the hearts of 
the children of men. 

6. Behold, now it is called to-day (until the coming 
of the Son of man), and verily it is a day of sacrifice, 
and a day for the tithing of my people ; for he that is 
tithed fiJiall not be burned (at his coming) ; for after to- 
day cometh the burning: this is speaking after the 
manner of the Lord ; for verily I say, to-morrow all 
the proud and they that do wickedly shall be as stub- 
ble ; and I will bum them np, for I am the Lord of 
hosts : and I will not spare any that remain in Babylon. 
Wherefore, if ye believe me, ye will labour while it is 
called to-day. And it is not meet that mv servante, 
Newel K. Whitney and Sidney Gilbert, should sell their 
store and their possessions here, for this is not wisdoin, 
until the residue of the church, which remainethin t^is 
place, shall go up imto the land of Zion. 

6. Behold, it is said in my laws, or forbidden, to get 
in debt to thine enemies ; but behold it is not said at 
any time, that the Lord should not take when he please, 
and pay as seemeth him good : wherefore as ye are 
agents, and ye are on the Lord's errand ; and wliatever 
ye do according to the will of the Lord, is the Lord's 
business, and he hath set you to provide for his Saints 
in these last days, that they may obtain an inheritance 
in the land of ^on : and behold, I, the Lord, declare 
nnto you, and my words are sure and shall not fail, that 
they shall obtain it ; but all things must come to pass 
in their time ; wherefore be not weary in well doing, 
for ye are laying the foimdation of a great work. And 
out of small things proceedeth that wldch is ^eat. 

7. Behold, the Lord requireth the heart and a willing 
mind ; and the willing and obedient shall eat the good 
of the land of Zion in these last days ; and the rebel- 
lious shall be cut off out of the land of Zion, and shall 
be sent away, and, shall not inherit the land : for, verily, 
I say that the rebellious are not of the blood of 
Ephraim, wherefore they shall be plucked out. Behold, 
I, the Lord, have made my church in these last days 
like imto a judge sitting on a hill, or in a high place,

to judge the nations ; for it shall come to pass that the 
inhabitants of Zion shall judge all things pertaining to 
Zion ; and liars and hypocrites shall be nroved by 
them, and they who are not apostles ana prophets 
shall be known. 

8. And even the bishop, who is a judge, and his coun- 
sellors, if they are not faithful in their stewardships, 
shall be condemned, and others shall be planted in 
their stead ; for, behold, I say unto you that Zion shall 
flourish, and the glory of the Lord shall be upon her, 
and she shall be an ensign unto the people, and there 
shall come unto her out of every nation under heaven. 
And the day shall come when the nations of the earth 
shall tremble because of her, and shall fear because of 
her terrible ones. The Lord hath spoken it. Amen. 



SECTION xxn. 



Eevdatum^ given November, 1831, to Orson Hyde, Luhe 
Johnsorif Lyman Johnson, ana William E, M^Lellirk, 
The mind and wiU of the Lord, as made known by the 
voice of the Spirit, to a conference concerning certain 
elders, and also certain items as made known in addi^ 
tion to the Covenants and Commandments, 

1. My servant, Orson Hyde, was called by his ordi- 
nance to proclaim the everlasting gospel, by the Spirit 
of the livinff €U>d, from people to people, and from land 
to land, in the congre^tions of the wickeo, in their syn- 
agogues, reasoning with, and expounding all Scriptures 
unto them. And, behold, and lo, this is an ensample 
unto all those who were ordained unto this priesthood, 
whose mission is api^inted imto them to go forth ; and 
this is the ensample unto them, that they shall speak 
as they are moved upon by the Holy Ghost, and what- 
soever they shall speak when moved upon by the Holy 
Ghost, shall be scripture, shall be the will of the Lord, 
shall be the mind of the Lord, shall be the word of the 
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Lord, shall be the voice of the Lord, and the power of 
God unto salvation : behold this is the promise of the 
Lord unto you, O ye my servants ; wherefore be of 
good cheer, and do not fear, for I the Lord am with 
you, and will stand by you ; and ye shall bear record 
of me, even Jesus Christ, that I am the Son of the liv- 
ing God, that I was, that I am, and that I am to come. 
This is the word of the Lord unto you my servant, 
Orson Hyde, and also xmto my servant Luke Johnson, 
and unto my servant Lyman Johnson, and unto my 
servant William E. M*Lellin, and unto all the faithful 
elders of my church. Gro ye into all the world, preach 
the gospel to every creature, acting in the authority 
whidi I have given yo^ baptizing in the Name of the 
Pather, and of the Son, and of uie Holy Ghost ; and 
he that believeth and is baptized shall be saved, and 
he that believeth not shall be damned ; and he that 
believeth shall be blessed with s^s following, even as 
it is written ; and unto you it shall be given to know 
the signs of the times, and the signs of the coming of 
the Son of man ; and of as many as the Father shall 
bear record, to you shall be given power to seal them 
up unto eternal life. Amen. 

. 2. And now concerning the items in addition to the 
covenants and commandments, they are these : — There 
remaineth hereafter, in the due time of the Lord, other 
bishops to be set apart unto the church, to minister 
even according to the first ; wherefore they shall be 
high priests who are worthy, and they shall be ap- 
pomted by the first presidency of the Melchisedek 
priesthood, except thev be literal descendants of Aaron, 
and if they be literal descendants of Aaron, they have 
a legal right to the bishopric, if they are the first bom 
among the sons of Aaron ; for the first bom holds 
the right of the presidency over this priesthood, 
and the keys or authority of the same. No man 
has a legal right to this office to hold the keys of 
this priesthood, except he be a literal descendant 
and the first bom of Aaron ; but as a high priest of 
the Melchisedek priesthood has authority to ofiiciate 
in all the lessor omces, he may officiate in the office of 
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bishop when no literal descendant of Aaron can be 
foun^ j)rovided he is called, and set apart^ and ordained 
nnto this power under the hands of the first presidency 
of the Melchisedek priesthood. And a liter^ descend- 
ant of Aaron, also, must be designated by this presi- 
dency, and found worthy, and anointed, and ordained 
under the hands of this presidency, otherwise they are 
not legally authorised to officiate in their priesthood ; 
but by virtue of the decree concerning their right of 
the priesthood descending from fia.ther U) son, they may 
claim their anointing, if at any time thej can prove 
their lineage, or do ascertain it by revelation from the 
Lord underlie hands of the above named presidency. 

3. And again^ no bishop or hi^h priest who shall be 
set apart for this ministry, shall be med or condemned 
for any crime, save it be before the first presidency of 
the church ; and inasmuch as he is found guilty before 
this presidency, by testimony that cannot be impeached, 
he snail be condemned ; and if he repents he shall be 
forgiven, according to the covenants and command- 
ments of the churdb. 

4. And again, inasmuch as parents have children in 
Zion, or in any of her stakes which are organized, that 
teach them not to understand the doctrine of repent- 
ance, faith in Christ the son of the living God, and of 
baptism and the gift of the Holy Ghost by the laying 
on of the hands when eight years old, the sin be upon 
the heads of the parents ; for this shall be a law unto 
the inhabitants of Zion, or in any of her stakes which 
are organized ; and their children shall be baptized for 
the remission of their sins when eight years old, and 
receive the laving on of the hands, and they shall also 
teach their cnil(&en to pray and to walk uprightly 
before the Lord. And the inhabitants of Zion shall, 
also, observe the Sabbath day to keep it holy. And 
the inhabitants of Zion, also, shall rememl)er their 
labours, inasmuch as they are appointed to labour, in 
all faithfulness ; for the idler shall be had in remem- 
brance before the Lord. Now, I the Lord, am not well 
pleased with the inhabitants of Zion, for there are 
idlers among them ; and their children are also grow-

ing up in wickedness ; they also seek not earnestly the 
riches of eternity, but their eyes are full of greediness. 
These things ought not to be, and must be done away 
from among them : wherefore let my servant Oliver 
Cowdery carry these sayings unto tne land of Zion. 
And a commandment I give unto them, that he that 
observeth not his pravers before the Lord in the season 
thereof let him be had in remembrance before the 
judge of my people. These sayings are true and faith- 
ful ; wherefore transgress them not, neither take there- 
from. Behold, I am Alpha and Omega, and I come 
quickly. Amen. 



SECTION xxin. 

EevdcUion given May^ 1831. 

I. Hearken unto me, saith the Lord your Gkxl, and I 
will speak unto my servant Edward Partridge, and 
give unto him directions, for it must need be that he 
receive directions how to organize this people ; for it 
must needs be that they be organized according to my 
laws — if otherwise they will be cut off; wherefore let 
my servant Edward Partridge, and those whom he has 
chosen, in whom I am well pleased, appoint unto this 
people their portion, every man equal according to 
their &milies, according to their circumstances, and 
their wants and needs. And let my servant Edward 
Partridge, when he shall appoint a man his portion, 
give unto him a writing that shall secure unto him his 
portion, that he shall hold it, even this right and this 
inheritance in the church, until he transgresses and is 
not accounted worthy by the voice of the church, ac- 
cording to the laws and covenants of the church, to 
belong to the church ; and if he shall transgress and is 
not accounted worthy to belong to the church, he shall 
not have power to claim that portion which he has 
p3 . 
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consecrated unto the bishop for the poor and needy of 
my church ; therefore, he shall not retam the gift, but 
shall only have claim, on that portion that is deeded 
unto him. And thus all things shall be made sure, 
according to the laws of the land. 

2. And let that which belongs to this peor^e be ap- 
pointed unto this people ; and the money which is left 
unto this people, let there be an agent appointed unto 
this people, to take the money to provide food and rai- 
ment, according to the wants of this people. And let 
eyery man deal honestly, and be alike, among this 
people, and receive alike, that ye may be one, even as I 
nave commanded you. 

3. And let that which belongeth to this people not 
be taken and given imto that of another diurch ; where- 
fore, if another church would receive money of this 
church, let them pay unto this church again according 
as they shall agree ; and this shall be done through the 
bishop or the agent, which shall be appointed by the 
voice of the church. 

4. And again, let the bishop appoint a storehouse 
unto this church, and let all thmgs both in money and 
in meat, which is more than is needful for the want of 
this people, be kept in the hands of the bishop. And^ 
let him also reserve imto himself for his own wants 
and for the wants of his familv, as he shall be employed 
in doing this business. And thus I grant unto this 
people a privilege of organizing themselves according 
to my laws ; and I consecrate unto them this land for 
a little season, imtil I, the Lord, shall provide for them 
otherwise, and command them to go hence ; and the 
hour and the day is not given imto them, wherefore 
let them act upon this land as for years, and this shall 
turn unto them for their good. 

6. Behold, this shall be an example unto my ser- 
vant Edward Partridge, in other places, in all churches. 
And whoso is found a faithful, a just, and a wise stew- 
ard, shall enter into the joy of his Lord, and shall in- 
herit eternal life. Verily, I say unto you, I am Jesus 
Christ, who cometh quickly, in an hour you think not, 
Even so. Amen. 
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SECTION XXIV. 

Bevdation on Prayer, given October, 1831, 

1. Hearken, and lo, a voice as of one from on 
high, who is mighty and powerful, whose going forth 
is unto the ends of the eartn, yea, whose voice is unto 
men — ^I^pare ye the way of the Lord, make his paths 
straight. Ihe keys of the kingdom of God are com- 
mitted unto man on the earth, and from thence shall 
the gospel roll forth unto the ends of the earth, as the 
stone which is cut out of the mountain without hands 
shall roll forth, until it has filled the whole earth ; yea, 
A voice crying— Prepare ye the way of the Lord, pre- 
pare ye the supper of the Lamb, make ready for the 
bridegroom ; pray unto the Lord, call upon his holy 
name, make known his wonderful works among the 
people ; call upon the Lord, that his kingdom may go 
forth upon the earth, that the inhabitants thereof may 
receive it, and be prepared for the days to come, in the 
which the Son of man shall come down in heaven, 
clothed in the brightness of his glory, to meet the king- 
dom of Qod which is set up on the earth ; wherefore 
may the kingdom of God go forth, that the kingdom of 
heaven may come, that thou, O God, may be glorified 
in heaven so on earth, that thy enemies may oe sub- 
dued ; for thine is the honour, power and glory, for 
ever and ever. Amen. 



SECTION XXY. 

Bevdation given November, 1831. 

1. Behold and hearken, O ye elders of my church, 
who have assembled yourselves together, whose prayers 
I have heard, and whose hearts I know, and whose 
desires have come up before me. Behold and lo, mine 
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eyes are upon you, and the heavens and the earth are 
in mine hands, and the riches of eternity are mine to 
give. Ye endeavoured to believe that ye should re- 
ceive the blessing which waa offered unto you ; but 
behold, verily, I say unto you, there were fears in your 
hearts, and verily this is the reason that ye did not 
receive. 

2. And now I, the Lord, give unto you a testimony 
of the truth of these commandments which are lying 
before you ; your eyes have been upon my servant 
Joseph Smith, jun., and his language you have known, 
and his imperfections you have Known ; and you have 
sought in your hearts knowledge that you might ex- 
press beyond his language, this you also know ; now 
seek ye out of the book of commandments, even the 
least that is among them, and appoint him that is the 
most wise among you ; or if there be any among you, 
that shall make one lU^e unto it, then ye are justmed 
in saying that ye do not know that they are true ; but 
if ye cannot make one like imto it, ye are under con- 
demnation if ye do not bear record that they are true ; 
for ye know that there is no unrighteousness in them, 
and t^at which is righteous comem down from above, 
from the Father of lights. 

3. And again, verilj^ I say unto you, that it is your" 
privilege, and a promise I give unto you that have been 
ordained imto this ministry, that inasmuch as you strip 
yourselves from jealousies and fears, and humble your- 
selves before me, for ye are not sufficiently humble, the 
veil shall be rent and you shall see me and know that 
I AM ; not with the carnal, neither natural mind, but 
with the spiritual ; for no man has seen God at any 
time in the flesh, except quickened by the Spirit of Grod ; 
neither can any natural man abide in the presence of 
God ; neither after the carnal mind ; ye are not able 
to abide the presence of God now, neither the minis- 
tering of angels ; wherefore continue in patience until 
ye are perfected. 

4. Let not' your minds turn back, and when ye are 
worthy, in mine own due time, ye shall see ^nd know 
that which was conferred upon you by the hands of my 
servant Joseph Smithi jun. Amen. 
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SECTION XXVI. 
Revdation given November, 1831. 

1. Behold, and hearken, O ye inhabitants of Zion, and 
all ye people of my church, who are far off, and hear 
the word of the Lord which I give unto my servant 
Joseph Smith, jun., and also unto my servant Martin 
Harris, and also unto my servant Oliver Cowdery, and 
also unto my servant Jonn Whitmer,and also imto my 
servant Si(hiey Eigdon, and also unto my servant 
William W. Phelps, by the way of commandment unto 
them ; for I give unto them a commandment ; where- 
fore hearken and hear, for thus saith the Lord imto 
them — ^I, the Lord, have appointed them, and ordained 
them to be stewards over the revelations and com- 
mandments which I have given imto them, and which 
I shall hereafter give unto them ; and an account of 
this stewardship will I require of them in the day of 
judgment : wherefore I have appointed unto them, and 
this is their business in the church of God, to manage 
them and the concerns thereof; yea, the benefits thereof. 

2. Wherefore a commandment I give unto them, that 
they shall not give these things unto the church, 
neither imto the world : nevertheless, inasmuch as they 
receive more than is needful for their necessities and 
their wants, it shall be given into my storehouse, and 
the benefits shall be consecrated unto the inhabitants- 
of Zion, and unto their generations, inasmuch as they 
become heirs according to the laws of the kingdom. 

3. Behold, this is what the Lord requires of every 
man in his stewardship, even as T, the Lord, have ap- 
pointed, or shall hereafter appoint unto any man. 
And, behold, none are exempt from this law who 
belong to the church of the living God ; yea, neither 
the bishop, neither the agent who keepeth the Lord's 
storehouse, neither he who is appointed in a steward- 
ship over temporal things ; he who is appointed to ad- 
minister i^iritual things, the same is worthy of his hire. 
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even as those who are appointed to a stewardship, to 
administer in temporal things ; yea, even more 
abundantly, which abundance is multiplied unto them 
through the manifestations of the Spirit ; nevertheless, 
in your temporal things you shall be equal, and this not 
^nidginffly, otherwise the abundance of the manifesta- 
tion of tne Spirit shall be withheld. 

4. Now this commandment I give unto my servants 
for their benefit while they remain, for a manifestation 
of my blessings upon their heads, and for a reward of 
their diligence and for their security ; for food and for 
raiment ; for an inheritance ; for houses and for lands, 
in whatsoever circumstances I, the Lord, shall place 
them, and whithersoever I, the Lord, shall send them ; 
for they have been fidthful over many things, and have 
done well inasmuch as they have not sinned. Behol(^ 
I, the Lord, am merciful and will bless them, and they 
shall enter into the joy of these things. Even so. 
Amen. 



SECTION xxvn. 

Revelation given in Zion, Jvhjy 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye elders of my church, saith the Lord 
your Gk)d, who have assembled yourselves together, ac- 
cording to my commandments, in this land, whicn is 
the land of Missouri, which is the land which I have 
appointed and consecrated for the gathering of the 
Samts : wherefore this is the land of promise, and the 
place for the city of Zion. And thus saith the Lord 
your God, if you will receive wisdom, here is wisdom. 
Behold, the place which is now called Independence, is 
the centre place, and a spot for the temple is lying west- 
ward, upon a lot which is not far from the court house ; 
wherefore it is wisdom that the land should be pur- 
chased by the Saints ; and also every tract lying west- 
wardy even unto the line running directly between Jew 
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and Cbntile. And also every tract bordering by the 
prairies, inasmuch as my disciples are enabled to buy 
huids. Behold, this is wisdom, that they may obtain it 
for an everlasting inheritance. 

2. And let my servant Sidney Gilbert stand in the 
office which I have appointed him, to receive monies, 
to be an agent unto the church, to buy land in all the 
regions round about^ inasmuch as can be in righteous- 
ness, and as wisdom shall direct. 

3. And let my servant Edward Partridge, stand in 
the office which I have appointed him, to divide the 
Saints their inheritance, even as I have commanded ; 
and also those whom he has appointed to assist him. 

4. And again, verily I say unto you, let my servant 
Sidney Gill^rt plant himself in this place, and establish 
a store, that he may sell goods without fraud, that he 
may obtain money to buy lands for the good of the 
Saints, and that he may obtain whatsoever things the 
disciples may need to plant them in their inheritance. 
And also let my servant Sidney Gilbert obtain a licence 
— (behold here is wisdom, and whoso readeth let him 
understand)— that he may send goods also unto the 
people, even by whom he will, as clerks employed in 
nis service, and thus provide for my Saints, that my 
gospel may be preached unto those wno sit in darkness^* 
and in the region and shadow of death. 

5. And again, verily I say unto you, let my servant, 
William W. Phelps be planted in this place, and be es- 
tablished as a printer unto the church ; ana lo, if the 
world receivetn his writings — (behold here is wisdom) 
—let him obtain whatsoever he can obtain in righteous- 
ness, for the good of the Saints. And let my servant, 
Oliver Cowdery, assist him, even as I have commanded, 
in whatsoever place I shall appoint unto him, to copy, 
and to correct^ and select, that all things may be right 
before me, as it shall be proved by the Spirit through 

. him. And thus let those of whom I have spoken be 
planted in the land of Zion, as speedily as can be, with 
their &milies, to do those thmgs even as I have 
spoken. 

6. And now concerning the gathering. Let the 
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bishop and the agent make preparations for those 
famihes which have been commanded to come to this 
land, as soon as possible, and plant them in their inhe- 
ritance. And unto the residue of both elders and 
members, further directions shall be given hereafter. 
Even so. Amen. 



SECTION xxvin. 
EevdoHon given November, 1831. 

1. Hearken unto me, saith the Lord your Grod, for 
my servant Oliver Cowdery's sake. It is not wisdom 
in me that he should be entrusted with the command- 
ments and the monies which he shall carry unto the 
land of Zion, except one go with him who wiU be true 
and faithful ; wherefore, I the Lord will that my 
servant, John Whitmer, should go with my servant 
Oliver Cowdery ; and also that he shall continue in 
writing and making a history of all the impjbrtant 

^things which he shall observe and know concerning my 
^church : and also that he receive counsel and assistonce 
from my servant Oliver Cowdery and others. 

2. And also my servants who are abroad in the earth, 
should send forth the accounts of their stewardships to 
the land of Zion ; for the land of Zion shall be a seat 
and a place to receive and do all these things ; never- 
theless, let my servant, John Whitmer, travel many 
times from place to place, and from church to church, 
that he may the more easily obtain knowledge ; preach- 
ing and expounding, writmg, copying, selecting, and 
obtaining all things which shall be for the good of the 
church, and for the rising generations, that shall grow 
up on the land of Zion, to possess it from generation 
to generation, for ever and ever. Amen. 
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SECTION XXIX. 

Bevdation to Joseph Smith, jun,, and Sidney Rigdon, 
JanvAjry, 1832. 7%« word of the Lord unto them 
concerning the Elders of the Church of the living God, 
estMished in the last days, niuiking known the will of 
the Lord unto the JSlders, what they shall do until 
Conference, 

1. Tor verily thus saitli the Lord, it is expedient in 
me, that they should continue preaching the gospel, 
and in exhortation to the churches in the regions round 
about, until conference ; and then, behold, it shall be 
made known unto them, by the voice oi the conference, 
their several missions. 

2. Now, verily, I say unto you my servants, Joseph 
Smith, jun., and Sidney Ei^don, saith the Lord, it is 
expedient to translate a^am, and, inasmuch as it is 
practicable, to preach in ttie regions round about imtil 
conference ; and after that it is expedient to continue 
the work of translation until it be £jiished. And let 
this be a pattern unto the elders until further know- 
ledge, even as it is written. Now I give no more unto 
you at this time. Gird up your loms and be sober. 
Even so. Amen. 



SECTION XXX. 



Eevekaion to Joseph Smith, jun,, given July, 1828, con- 
ccming certain Manu^scrifts on the First Part of the 
Book of Mormon, which had been taken from the pos- 
session of Martin Harris. 

1. The works, and the designs, and the purposes of 
God cannot be frustrated, neither can they come to 
nought, for God doth not walk in crooked paths, neither

dotb he turn to the right hand nor to the left, neither 
doth he vary from that which he hath said, therefore 
his paths are straight, and his course is one eternal 
round. 

2. Bemember, remember that it is not the work of 
God that is frustrated, but the work of men ; for 
although a man may have many revelations, and have 
power to do many mighty works, yet if he boasts in his 
own strength, and sets at nought the coimsels of God, 
and follows after the dictates of his own will and carnal 
desires, he must fall and incur the vengeance of a just 
God upon him. 

3. Behold, jrou have been intrusted with these things, 
but how strict were your commandments ; and re- 
member, also the promises which were made to you, if 
YOU did not transgress them ; and behold, how oft you 
have transgressed the commandments and the laws of 
God, and have gone on in the persuasions of men ; for, 
behold, you should not have feared man more than G<kL 
although m^i set at nought the coimsels of God, ana 
despise his words ; yet you should have been faithful 
and he would have extended his arm and supported 
vou against all the fiery darts of the adversary ; and 
he would have been wiQi you in every time of trouble. 

4. Behold, thou art Joseph, and thou wast chosen to 
do the work of the Lord, but because of transgression, 
if thou art not aware thou wilt fall ; but remember 
God is merciful ; therefore, repent of that which thou, 
hast done which is contrary to the commandment which 
I gave you, and thou art still chosen, and art again 
cafled to the work : except thou do this, thou shalt be 
delivered up and become as other men, and have no 
more gift. 

5. And when thou deliveredst up that which God 
had given thee sight and power to translate, thou de- 
liveredst up that which was sacred into the hands of a 
wicked man, who has set at nought the counstls of €k>d, 
and has broken the most sacred promises which were 
made before God, and has depended upon his own 
judgment, and boasted in his own wisdom, and this is' 
the reason that thou hast lost thy priioleges for a 
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season, for thou hast suffered the counsel of thy direo- 
tor to be trampled upon from the beginning. 

6. Nevertheless my work shall go forth, for inasmuch 
as the knowledge of a Saviour has come unto the world, 
through the testimony of the Jews, even so shall the 
knowIedgjB of a Saviour come unto my people, and to 
the Nepmtes, and the Jacobites, and the Josephites, 
and the Zoramites, through the testimony of their 
fathers — and this testimony shall come to the know- 
ledge of the Lamanites, and the Lemuelites and the 
Ishmaelites, who dwindled in imbelief because of the 
iniquity of their fathers, whom the Lord has suffered to 
destroy their brethren the Nephites, because of their 
iniquities and their abominations ; and for this very 
purpose are these plates preserved which contain these 
records, that the promises of the Lord might be fulfilled, 
which he made to his people ; and that the Lamanites 
might come to the knowledge of their fathers, and that 
they might know the promises of the Lord, and that 
they may believe the gospel and rely upon the merits 
of Jesus Christ, and l^ glorified through faith in his 
name, and that through their repentance they might 
be saved. Amen. 



SECTION XXXI. 

B&odation to Joseph Smith, sen,, given February, 1829. 

1. Now behold, a marvellous work is about to come 
forth among the children of men ; therefore, O ye that 
embark in the service of God, see that ye serve him 
with adl your heart, might, mind and strength, that ye 
may stand blameless before God at the last day ; there- 
fore, if ye have desires to serve God, ye are called to 
the work, for behold the field is white already to 
harvest, and lo, he that thrusteth in his sickle with his 
might, the same layeth up in store that he perish not, 
but bringeth salvation to his soul, and Mth, hope, 
q2 
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charity and love, with an eye single to the glory of Grod 
qualifies him for the work. 

2. Bemember faith, virtue, knowledge, temperance, 
patience, brotherly kindness, godliness, charity, humil- 
ity, diligence. Ask and ye shall receive, knock and it 
shall be opened unto you. Amen. 



SECTION xxxn. 

BeveUuion given March, 1829. 

L Behold, I say unto you, that as my servant Martin 
Harris has desired a witness at my hand, that you, my 
servant Joseph Smith, jun., have got the plates of whidi 
you have testified and borne record that you have re- 
ceived of me ; and now, behold, this shall you say imto 
him, he who spake unto you said unto you, I, the Lord, 
am God, and have civen these things unto vou, my 
servant Joseph Smith, jun., and have commanded you 
that you should stand as a witness of these things, and 
I have caused you that you should enter into a coven- 
ant with me, that you should not show them except to 
those persons to whom I commanded you ; and you 
have no power over them except I grant it unto you. 
And you have a gift to translate the plates, and this is 
the first dfb that I bestowed upon you, and I have 
commanded that you should pretend to no other gift, 
until my purpose is fulfilled in this ; for I will grant 
unto you no other gift until it is finished. 

2. V erily, I say unto you, that wo shall come unto 
the inhabitants of the earth if they will not hearken 
unto my words ; for hereafter you shall be ordained 
and go forth and deliver my words unto the children 
of men. Behold, if they will not believe my words, 
they would not believe you my servant Joseph, if it 
were possible that you could show them all these things 
which I have committed imto you. O ! this unbelieving 
and stiffiiecked generation, mine anger is kindled 
against them* 
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3. Behold, verily I say unto you, I have reserved 
those things which I have entrusted unto vou, my ser- 
vant Joseph, for a wise purpose in me, and it shall be 
made known unto future generations ; but this gene- 
ration shall have my wora through you ; and in ad- 
dition to your testimony, the testimony of three of my 
servants, whom I shall c^ and ordain, unto whom t 
will show these thin^, and they shall go forth with 
my words that are given through you ; yea, they shall 
know of a surety that these things are true, for from 
heaven will I declare it unto them. I will ^ve them 
power that they may behold and view these things as 
they are ; and to none else will I grant this power, to 
receive this same testimony among this veneration, in 
this the beginning of the rising up and the coming 
forth of my church out of the wSdemess ; dear as the 
moon, and fSsdr as the sun, and terrible as an army with 
banners. And the testimony of three witnesses will I 
send forth of my word ; and behold, whosoever belie veth 
on my words, them will I visit with the manifestation 
of my Spirit, and they shall be bom of me, even of 
water and of the Spirit. And you must wait yet a 
little while, for ye are not yet ordained ; and their 
testimony shall also so forth unto the condemnation of 
this generation if they harden. their hearts against 
them ; for a desolating scourge shall go forth among 
the iuhabitants of the earth, and shaU continue to be 
poured out from time to time, if they repent not, until 
the earth is empty, and the inhabitants thereof are con- 
sumed away and utterly destroyed by the brightness 
of my coming. Behold, I tell you these things, even as 
I also told the people of the destruction of Jerusalem^ 
andmy word shall be verified at this time as it hath 
hitherto been verified. 

4. And now I command you my servant Joseph to 
repent and walk more uprightly before me, and yield 
to the persuasions of men no more ; and that you be 
firm in keening the comman(bne^ts wherewith I have 
commanded you, and if you do this, behold I grant 
unto you eternal life, even if you should be slain. 

5. And now, again, I speak unto you, my servant 

q3 
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Joseph, concerning the man that desires the witness* 
Behold, I say unto him, he exalts himself and does not 
humble himself sufficiently before me ; but if he will 
bow down before me, and humble himself in mighty 

frayer and faith, in the sincerity of his heart, then will 
grant unto him a view of the things which he desires 
to see. And then he shall say imto the .people of this 
generation, behold, I have seen the things which the 
Lord has ^own unto Joseph Smith, Jun., and I know 
of a surety that they are true, for 1 have seen them, 
for they have been shown imto me by the power of God 
and not of man. And I, the Lord, command him, my 
servant Martin Harris, that he shall sav no more unto 
them concerning these things, except he shall say I 
have seen them, and they have been shown unto me by 
the power of God, and these are the words which he 
shall say ; but if he deny this, he will break the 
covenant which he has before covenanted with me, 
and behold, he is condemned. And now, except he 
humble himself and acknowledge unto me the things 
that he has done which are wrong, and covenant with 
me that he will keep my commandments, and exercise 
&ith in me, behold, I say unto him, he shall have no 
such views, for I will grant unto him no views of the 
things of which I have spoken. And if this be the case 
I command you, my servant Joseph, that you shall say 
unto him, that he luiall do no more, nor trouble me any 
more concerning this matter. 

6. And if this be the case, behold, I say unto thee 
Joseph, when thou hast translated a few more pa^es 
thou shalt stop for a season, even until I command thee 
again ; then thou mayest translate again. And except 
thou do this, behold, thou shalt have no more gift, and 
I will take away the things which I have entrusted 
with thee. And now, because I foresee the lying in 
wait to destroy thee, yea, I foresee that if my servant 
Martin Harris humbleth not himself, and receive a 
witness from my hand, that he will fall into trans- 
gression, and there are many that lie in wait to destroy 
thee from off the face of tiie earth, and for this cause^ 
that thy days may be prolonged, I have given unto thee 
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these commandmeiits ; yea, for this cause I have said 
stop and stand still untU I command thee, and I will 
provide means whereby thou mayest accomplish the 
thing which I have commanded thee ; and if thou art 
faithful in keeping my commandments, thou shalt be 
lifted up at the last day.

now restored unto you again, therefore see that you 
are faithfal and continue on unto the finishing of the 
remainder of the work of translation as you h&ve be- 
gun : do not run faster, or labour more than you have 
strength and means provided to enable vou to translate ; 
but iS diligent unto the end : pray always, that you 
may come off conqueror ; yea> that you may conquer 
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Satan, and that you may escapen^e hands of the ser- 
vants of Satan that do uphold his work. Behold, they 
have sought to destroy you ; yea, even the man in 
whom you have trusted, has. sought to destroy you.

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SJICTION XLIII. 

Eevdaiion to Joseph Smith, jun^ Oliver Cowdery, and 
David WhitmeTf making known the caUing of Twelve 
AposUes in these last days ; and, also, instructions re- 
IcUive to Building tip the Chwrch of UhrUt, according 
to thefidness of the gospd. Given in Fayette, New 
York, June, 1829. 

1. Now, behold, because of the thing which you, my 
servant Oliver Cowdery, have desired to know of me, I 
give unto vou these woids : behold, I have manifested 
unto you, by my Spirit in many instances, that the 
things which you have written are true ; wherefore you 
know that they are true ; and if you Imow that they 
are true, behold, I give unto you a commandment, that 
you rely upon the things which are written ; for in 
them' are all things written concerning the foundation 
of my church, my gospel, and my rode ; wherefore, if 
you shall build up my church, upon the foundation of 
my gospel and my rock, the gates of hell shall not pre- 
Yajl against you. 

2. Behold, the world is ripening in iniquity, and it; 
must needs be that the children of men are stirred up 
unto repentance, both the Gentiles and also the house 
of Israel : wherefore, as thou hast been baptized by the 
hands of my servant Joseph Smith, jun., according to 
that which I have commanded him, he hath fulfilled 
the thing which I commanded him. Aud now marvel 
not that I have called him unto mine own purpose, 
which purpose is known in me ; wherefore, if he shall 
be diligent in keeping my commandments, he shall be 
blessed unto eternal life, and his name is Joseph. 

3. And now, Oliver Cowdery, I speak imto you, and 
also unto David Whitmer, by the way of command- 
ment ; for, behold, I command all men everywhere to 
repent, and I speak imto you, even as imto Paul mine 
apostle, for you are called even with tiiat same calling 
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with which he was called. Bemember the worth of 
fiouls is great in the sight of Ood ; for, behold, the 
Lord your Bedeemer suffered death in the flesh ; 
wherefore he suffered the pain of all men, that all men 
might repent and come unto him. And he hath risen 
again from the dead, that he might bring all men unto 
him, on conditions of repentance ; and how great is 
his joy in the soul that repenteth. Wherefore, you 
are called to cry repentance unto this people ; and if 
it so be that you should labour all your days in crying 
repentance imto this people, and bring, save it be one 
soul imto me, how great shadl be your joy with him in 
the kingdom of my Father 1 

4. And now, if your joy will be great with one soul 
that you have brought imto me into the kingdom of 
my Father, how great will be your joy if you should 
bring many souls unto me ? Behold, you have my 
gospel before you, and my rock, and my salvation. 
Ask the Father in my name, in faith believing that 
you ^all receive, and you shall haye the Holy Ghost, 
which manifesteth all things which are expedient unto 
the children of men. And if you have not futh, hope, 
and charity, you can do nothing. Contend against no 
church, save it be the church of the devil. Take upon 
you the name of Christ, and speak the truth in sober- 
ness ; and as many as repent, and are baptized in my 
name, which is Jesus Christ, and endure to the end, 
the same shall be saved. Behold, Jesus Christ is the 
name which is given of the Father, and there is none 
other name given whereby man can be saved ; where- 
fore, all men must take upon them the name which ia 
given of the Father, for in that name shall they be 
called at the last day ; wherefore, if they know not 
the same by which they are called, they cannot have 
place in the kingdom of my Father. 

5. And now, behold, there are others who are called 
to declare my gospel, both unto Gentile and unto Jew ; 
yea, even twelve, and the twelve shall be my disciples, 
and they shall take upon them my name ; and the 
twelve are they who shall desire to take upon them 
my name with full purpose of heart ; and if they de- 
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sire to take upon them my name with Ml purpose of 
heart, they are called to go into all the world to 
preadi my gospel unto every creature ; and they are 
they who are ordained of me to baptise in my narne^ 
according to that which is written ; and you have that 
which is written before you ; wherefore you must per- 
form it according to the words which are written. 
And now I speak unto you the twelve — ^Behold, my 
gnice is sufficient for you : you must walk uprightly 
before me and sin not. And, behold, you are they 
who are ordained of me to ordain priests and teachers 
to declare my gospel, according to the power of the 
Holy Ghost wmch is in you, and according to the 
callings and gifts of God unto men ; and I, Jesus 
Ohrist, your Lord and your God, have spoken it. 
These words are not of men, nor of man, but of me ; 
wherefore, you shall testify they are of me, and not of 
man ; for it is my voice which speaketh them unto 
you, for they are given by my Spirit unto you, and by 
my power you can read them one to another, and save 
it were by my power, you could not have them; 
wherefore you can testify that you have heard my 
voice, and know my words. 

6. And now, behold, I mve unto you Oliver Cowdery, 
and also unto David "Wiitmer, that you shall search 
out the twelve, who shall have the desires of which I 
have spoken ; and by their desires and their works you 
shall know them ; and when you have found them 
you shall show these things unto them. And you 
shall fall down and worship the Father in my name ; 
and you must preach unto the world, saying, you 
jxmst repent and be baptized, in the name of Jesus 
Christ ; for all men must repent and be baptized, and 
not only men, but women and children who have 
arrived to the years of accountability. 

7. And now, after that you have received this, you 
must keep my commandments in all things ; and by 
your hanos I will work a marvellous work among the 
children of men, unto the convincing of many of their 
sins, that they may come unto repentance, and that 
they may come unto the kingdom of my Father ; 
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wherefore, the blessings which I give unto you are 
above all things. And after that you have received 
this, if you keep not my commandments you cannot be 
saved in the kingdom of my Father. Behold, I, Jesus 
Christ, your Loni and your God, and your Eeoeemer, 
by the power of my Spirit have spoken it. Amen. 



SECTION XLIV. 

A Commandment of Gody and not of Man, to MaHin 
Harris, given {ManxshesteVy New Yorky Marchy 1830) 
by Him loho is eternal. 

1. I am Alpha and Omega, Christ the Lord ; yea, 
even I am He, the beginning and the end, the Redeemer 
of the world. I, having accomplished and finished the 
will of him whose I am, even the Father, concerning 
me — having done this that I might subdue all things 
unto myseu— retaining all power, even to the destroy- 
ing of Satan and his works at the end of the world, and 
the last ^eat day of judgment, which I shall pass upon 
the inhabitants thereof, judging every man according 
to his works and the deeas whidi he hath done. And 
surely every man must repent or suffer, for I, Grod, am 
endless ; wherefore, 1 revoke not the judgments which 
I shall pass, but woes shall go forth, weeping, wailing 
and gnashing of teeth, yea, to those who are found on 
my left hand ; nevertheless it is not written that there 
shall be no end to this torment, but it is written end- 
less torment. 

2. Again, it is written eternal damnation ; wherefore 
it is more express than other scriptures, that it might 
work upon the hearts of the children of men, altogether 
for my name^s glory ; wherefore I will explain unto 
you this mystery, for it is mete unto you to know even 
as mine apostles. I speak iinto you that are chosen in 
this thing, even as one, that you may enter into my 
rest ; for, behold, tlie mystery of Godliness, how great 
is it ? for, behold, I am endless, and the pimishment 
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which is given from my hand, is endless punishment, 
for endless is my name : wherefore — 

Eternal punishment is Grod's punishment, 
landless punishment is God's punishment. 

Wherefore I command you to repent, and keep the 
commandments which you have received by the hand 
of my servant Joseph Smith, jun., in my name ; and it 
is by my almighty power that you have received them ; 
therefore I command vou to repent — ^repent, lest I 
smite you by the rod of my mouth, and by my wrath, 
and by my anger, and your sufferings be sore — ^how 
sore you Imow not I how exquisite you know not ! yea, 
how hard to bear you know not ! For behold^ I, God, 
have suffered these things for all, that they might not 
suffer if they would repent, but if they would not repent, 
thev must suffer even as I, which suffering caused my- 
self even God, the greatest of all to tremble because of 
pain, and to bleed at every pore, and to suffer both body 
and spirit : and would that 1 might not drink the bitter 
cup and shrink — ^nevertheless, ^ory be to the Father, 
and I partook and finished my preparations unto the 
children of men ; wherefore, I command you again to 
repent, lest I humble you with my almighty power, 
and that you confess your sins, lest you suffer these 
punishments of which I have spoken, of which in the 
smallest, ye^ even in the least degree you have tasted 
at the time I withdrew my Spirit. And I command 
you, that you preach nought but repentance, and show 
not these things unto the world until it is wisdom in 
n^e, for they cannot bear meat now, but milk they must 
receive ; wherefore, they must not know these things 
lest they perish. Learn of me, and iisten to my words ; 
walk in the meekness of n^ Spirit, and you shall have 
peace in me. I am Jesus Chnst ; I came by the will of 
the Father, and I do his will. 

3. And again, I command thee that thou shalt not 
covet thy neighljour's wife ; nor seek thy neighbour's 
life. And again, I command thee that thou shalt not 
covet thine own property, but impart it freely to the 
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printing of the Book of Mormon, which contains the 
truth and the word of Grod, which is my word to the 
Gentile, that soon it may go to the Jew, of whom the 
Lamanites are a remnant, that they may believe the 
gospel, and look not for a Messiah to come who has 
already come. 

4. And again, I command thee that thou ahalt pray 
vocally as well as in thy heart ; yea, before the world 
as well as in secret, in public as well as in private.

Behold, canst thou 
read this without rejoicing and lifting up thy heart iov 
gladness ; or canst thou run about longer as a blind 
guide ; or canst thou be humble and meek, and conduct 
thyself wisely before me ; yea, come unto me thy 
Saviour.

given April, 1&30. 

1. Behold, I speak unto you, Oliver, a few words. 
Behold, thou art blessed, and art under no condemna- 
tion. But beware of pride, lest thou shouldst enter 
into temptation. Make known thy calling unto the 
church, and also before the world, and thy heart shidl 
be opened to preach the truth from henceforth and for 
ever. Amen. 

2. Behold, I speak unto you, Hyrum, a few words : 
for thou also sot under no condemnation, and thy 
heart is opened, and thy tongue loosed; and thy calling 
is to exhortation, and to strengthen the church con- 
tinually. Wherefore thy duty is imto the church for 
ever, and this because of thy family. Amen. 

3. Behold, I speak a few words unto you, Samuel, for 
thou also art under no condemnation, and thy calling 
is to exhortation, and to strengthen the church, ana 
thou art not as yet called to preach before the world.. 
Amen. 

4. Behold, I speak a few words unto you, Joseph, for 
thou also art under no condemnation, and thy calling 
also is to exhortation, and to strengthen the church, and 
this is thy duty from henceforth and for ever. Amen. 

5. Behold, I manifest unto you, Joseph Ejiight, by 
these words, that you must take up your cross, in the 
which you must pray vocally before the world as well 
as in secret, and in your family, and among your friends, 
and in all places. And. behold, it is your duty to 
unite with the true churcn, and give your language to 
exhortation continually, that you may receive the 
reward of the labourer. Amen. 
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SECTION XLVI. 
Bevdation to Joseph Smithy jun., given April 6, 1830. 

1. Behold there shall be a record kept among you, 
and in it thou shall be called a seer, a translator, a pro- 
phet, an apostle of Jesus Christ, an elder of the diurch 
through the will of Gk)d the Father, and the grace of 
your Lord Jesus Christ, being inspired of the Holy 
Ghost to lay the foundation thereof and to build it up 
unto the most holy faith, which church was organized 
and established in the year of your Lord eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty, in the fourth month, and on the sixth 
day of the month, which is called April. 

2. Wherefore, meaning the church, thou shalt give 
heed unto all his words and commandments which he 
shall give unto you as he receiveth them, walking in 
all holiness before me ; for his word ye shall receive, 
as if from mine own mouth, in all patience and faith ;

an elder imto this church of Christ, bearmg my name, 
and the first preacher of this church unto the church, 
and before the world, yea, before the Grentiles ; yea, 
and thus saith the Lord Qod, lo, lo ! to the Jews also. 
Amen. 



SECTION XLVII. 

EevdcUion to the Chwch of Christ, which was established 
in these last days, in the yea/r of our Lord one thotir 
sand eight hundred and thirty, given April, 1830, in 
consequence of some desiring to unite vnth the Church 
mthout re-baptism, who had previously been baptised, 

1. Behold, I sav unto you, that all old covenants have 
I caused to be done away in this thing, and this is a 
new and an everlasting covenant, even that which was 
from the beginning. Wherefore, although a man should 
be baptized an hundred times, it availeth him nothing, 
for you cannot enter in at the straight sate by the law 
of Moses, neither by your dead worlds ; for it is because 
of your dead works, that I have caused this last covenant 
and this church to be built up unto me, even as in days 
of old. Wherefore, enter ye in at the gate, as I have 
commanded, and seek not to counsel your God. Amen. 



SECTION XLVni. 

Revelation given July, 1830. 

1. Hearken unto the voice of the Lord your God, 
while I speak unto you, Emma Smith, my daughter, for 
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verily I say irnto you, all those who receive my gospel 
are sons and dangnters in my kingdom. A revelation 
I give unto you concerning my will, and if thou art 
faithful and walk in the paths of virtue before me, I 
will preserve thy life, and thou shalt receive an inherit- 
ance in Zion. Behold, thy sins are forgiven thee, and 
thou art an elect lady, whom I have cjdled. Murmur 
not because of the things which thou hast not seen, for 
they are withheld from thee and from the world, which 
is wisdom in me in a time to come.

And it shall be given thee, also, to make a / 
selection of sacred hymns, as it shall be given thee, ^ 
which is pleasing imto me, to be had in my church ; for ^ 
my soul delighteth in the song of the heart, yea, the [ 
song of the righteous is a prayer unto me, and it shall ] 
be answered with a blessing upon their hesuls. Where- 
fore lift up thy heart and rejoice, and cleave unto the / 
covenants which thou hast made. -^^ 

4. Continue in the spirit of meekness, and beware of 
pride. Let thy soul delight in thy husband, and the 
glory which shall come upon him. Keep my command- 
ments continually, and a crown of righteousness thou 
shalt receive. And except thou do this, where I am you 
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cannot oome. And veiilj, yerily I say onto you, that 
this is my yoice unto all. Amen.

Eevdation to Jos^ Smith, jun.y Oliver Cowdery, and 
John Whiimer, given Jvly, 1830. 

1. Behold, I say unto you, that you shall let your 
time be devoted to the studying of uie scriptures, and 
to preaching, and to confiiming the church at Coles- 
ville, and to performing your labours on tihe land, such 
as is reqiured, until af&r you shall go to the west to 
hold the next conference ; and then it shall be made 
known what you shall do. And all things shall be 
done by common consent in the church, by much 
prayer and faitii, for all things you shall receive bj 
mitk Amen. 



SECTION L. 

Baodaitum^ gimen S^fOembery 1830. 

1. Listen to the voice of Jesus Christ, your Lord, 
your God, and your Bedeemer, whose wora is quick 
and powerftd. For, behold, I say unto you, that it 
mattereth not what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink, when ye partake of the sacrament, if it so be 
that ye do it with an eye single to my glory ; remem- 
bering unto the Father my l^dy which was laid down 
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for you, and my blood which was shed for the remis- 
sion of your sins : wherefore, a commandment I give 
\into you, that you shall not purchase wine, neither 
str6ng drink oi your enemies : wherefore, you shall 
partake of none, except it is made new among you ; 
yea, in this my Father's kingdom which shall be built 
up on the earth. 

2. Behold, this is wisdom in me : wherefore, maryel 
not, for the hour cometh that I will drink of the fruit 
of the vine with you on the earth, and with Moroni, 
whom I have sent unto you to reveal the Book oi 
Mormon, containing the fulness of my everlasting 
gospel, to whom I have committed the keys of the 
record of the stick of Ephraim ; and also with Elias^ 
to whom I have comihitted the keys of bringing to 
pass the restoration of all things, spoken by the 
mouth of all the holy prophet since the world 
began, concerning the last days : and also John the 
son of Zacharias, which Zacharias he (Elias) visited 
and gave promise that he should have a son, and his

3. And also with Peter, and James, and John, whom 
I have sent unto, you, by whom I have ordained you 
and confirmed you to be apostles, and especial witnesses 
of my name, and bear the keys of your ministry, and of 
the same things which I revealed unto them: unto 
whom I have committed the keys of my kingdom, and 
a dispensation of the gospel for the last times ; and for 
the fulness of times, in the which I will gather together 
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in one all things, both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth : and also with all those whom my Father 
hath given me out of the world : wherefore, lift up your 
hearts and rejoice, and gird up your loins, and take 
upon you my whole armour, that ye may be aUe to 
withstand tne evil day, having done all ve ma^ be aMe 
to stand. Stand, therefore, having your loins girt abnoui 
with truth, having on the breast-plate of righteousness, 
and your feet shod with the preparation of tiie gospel 
of peace, which I have sent mme angels to oommit 
unto you, taking the shield of faith wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked ;

come, and ye shall be caught up, that where I am ye 
shall be also* Amen. 



SECTION M. 
Eevdcaion given to Oliver C<ywdety^ Se^otember, 1830. 

1. Behold, I say unto thee, Oliver, that it shall be 
^ven imto thee, that thou shalt be heard by the church 
m all things whatsoever thou shalt teach them by the 
Comforter, concerning the revelations and command- 
ment which I have given. 

2. But, behold, verily, verily, I say unto thee^ no one 
shall be appointed to receive commandments and reve- 
lations in this church, excepting my servant Joseph 
Smith, jun., for he receiveth them even as Moses ; and 
thou shalt be obedient unto the things which I shall 
give unto him, even as Aaron, to declare faithfully the 
commandments and the revelations, with power and 
authority unto the ohurclu And if tiiou art led at any 
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time by the Comforter, to speak or teach, or at all 
times by tiie way of commandment unto the church, 
thou mayest do it. But thou shalt not write by way 
of commandment, but by wisdom : and thou shalt not 
command him who is at thy head, and at the head of 
1^ church, for I have given him the keys of the mys- 
teries, and the revelations which are sealed, until I 
shall appoint unto them another in his stead. 

3. ^d now, behold, I say unto you, that you shall 
go unto the Lamanites and preach my gospel unto 
them ; and inasmuch as they receive thy teachings, 
thou shalt cause my church to be established among 
them, and thou shalt have revelations, but write 
them not by way of commandment. And now, be- 
hold, I say unto vou, that it is not revealed, and no 
man knoweth wnere the city shall be built, but it 
shall be given hereafter. Behold, I say unto you, that 
it shall be on the borders by the Lamanites. 

4. Thou shalt not leave this place until after the 
conference, and my servant Jo^pn shall be appointed 
to preside over tne conference oy the voice of it, and 
what he saith to thee thou shalt tell.

And 
thou must open thy mouth at all times, declaring my 
gospel with the sound of rejoicing.

BevdcUion to David Whitmer, Peter Whitmer, jun^ and 
John WhitmeTy given ^eptembery 1830. 

1. Behold, I say unto you, David, that you have 
feared man and have not relied on me for strength as 
you ought : but your mind has been on the thmgs of 
the earth more than on the things of me, your Maker; 
and the ministry whereunto you have been called ; 
and you have not given heed unto my Spirit, and to 
those who were set over you, but have been persuaded 
by those whom I have not commanded : wherefore, 
you are left to inquire for yourself, at my hand, and 
ponder upon the things wnich you have received. 
And your home shall be at your father's house, until I 
give you further commandments. And you shall at- 
tend to the ministry in the church, and before the 
world, and in the regions round about. Amen. 

2. Behold, I say unto you, Peter, that you diall tak» 
your journey with jrour brother Oliver, for the time 
has come that it is expedient in me that you shall 
open your mouth to declare my gospel ; therefore, fear 
not, but give heed unto the words and advice ot your 
brother, which he shall give you. And be you afflicted

1. Behold, I say unto yon, my servants Ezra and 
Northrop, open ye yonr ears and hearken to the voice 
of the Lord your God, whose word is quick and power- 
ftil, sharper than a two-edged sword, to the dividing 
asunder of the joints and marrow, soul and spirit ; and 
is a discemer of the thoughts and intents of the heart.

dian of time tinto my own, and my own received me 
not ; but to as many as received me, gave I power to 
become my sons, and even so will I give unto as many 
as will receive me, power to become my sons. 

2. And verily, verily, I say unto you, he that re- 
ceiveth my gospel, receiveth me ; and he that re- 
ceiveth not my gospel, receiveth not me. And this is 
my gospel : repentance and baptism by water, and 
then cometh the baptism of fire and the Holy Ghost, 
even the Comforter, which showeth all things, and 
teacheth the peaceable things of the kingdom.

1. Behold, it is expedient in me that my servant 
John should write ana keep a regular history, and as- 
sist you. mv servant Joseph, in transcribing idl things 
which snail be |^ven you, until he is called to further 
duties. Again, verily I say unto you, that he can also 
lift up his voice in meetings, whenever it shall be ex- 
pedient. 

2. And again, I say unto you, that it shall be ap- 
pointed unto him to keep the diurch record and his- 
tory continually, for Oliver Cowdery I have appointed 
to another c^oe. Wherefore it shall be gLven him, in- 
asmuch as he is fiiithful, by the Comforter, to write 
these things. Even so. Amen. 
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SECTION LXIV. 
Revdation given March, 1831* 

1. It is necessary that ye should remain for the pre- 
sent time in your places of abode, as it shall be suitable 
to your circumstances ; and inasmuch as ye have lands, 
ye shall impart to the eastern brethren ; and inasmuch 
as yo'haye not lands, let them buy for the present time 
in those regions roimd about as seemeth them good, for 
it must needs be necessary that they have places to live 
for the present time.

1. Hearken unto my word, my servants Sidney, and 
ParW, and Lemon, for behold, verily I say unto you, 
that I give unto you a commandment that you shall gq 
and preach my gospel which ye have received, even as 
ye have received it, unto the Shakers. Behold, I say 
unto you, that they desire to know the truth in part, 
but not all, for they are not right before me and must 
needs repent; wherefore I send you, my servants 
Sidney and Parley, to preach the gospel unto them ; 
and my servant Lemon shall be ordained unto this work, 
that he may reason with them, not according to that 
which he has received of them, but according to that 
which shall be taught him by you my servants, and by 
so doing I will bless him, otherwise he shall not prosper.

laying on of the hands by the water's side ; for thus 
saith the Lord, I will cut my work short in righteous- 
ness, for the days cometh that I will send forth judg- 
ment unto victory.

5. And again, he that is overcome and bringeth not 
forth fruits, even according to this pattern, is not of me ; 
wherefore by this pattern ye shall know the spirits in. 
all cases under the whole heavens. And the days have 
come, according to men's faith it shall be done unto 
them. Behold, this commandment is given unto all the 
elders whom I have chosen. And again, verily I say 
imto you, lei my servant Thomas B. Marsh, and my 
servant Ezra Thayre, take their journey also, preaching 
the word by the way unto this same land. And again, 
let my servant Isaac Morley, and my servant Ezra 
Booth take their journey, also preaching the word by 
the way unto the same land. 

6. And again, let my servants Edward Partridge and 
Martin Harris take their journey with my servants 
Sidney Rigdon and Joseph Smith, jun. Let my ser- 
vants David Whitmer ana Harvey Whitlock also take 
their journey and preach by the way unto this samA 
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land. And let my servants Parley P. Pratt and 
Orson Pratt take their journey and preach by the way, 
even unto this same land. And let my servants Solo- 
mon Hancock and Simeon Carter also take their jour- 
ney unto this same land, and preach by the way. Let 
my servants Edson Fuller and Jacob Scott also take 
their journey. Let my servants Levi Hancock and 
Zebedee Coltrin also take their journey. Let my ser- 
vants Eeynolds Cahoon and Samuel H. Smith also take 
their journey. Let my servants "Wheeler Baldwin and 
William Carter also take their journey. 

7. And let my servants Newel Knight and Selah J. 
Griffin, both be ordained, and also take their journey ; 
yea^ verily I say, let all these take their journey imto 
one place, in their several courses, and one man shall 
not build upon another^s foundation, neither journey 
in another's track. He that is faithful, the same shall 
be kept and blessed with much fruit. 

8. And again, I say unto you, let my servants Joseph 
Wake&eld and Solomon Humphrey take their journey 
into the eastern lands: let them labour with their 
fEuoiilies, declaring none other things than the prophets 
and apostles, that which they have seen and heard, 
and most assuredly believe, that the prophecies may 
be fulled. Li consequence of tran^ression, let that 
which was bestowed upon Heman Basset be taken 
from him, and placed upon the head of Simonds Bider. 

9. And a^ain, verily t sav unto you, let Jared Carter 
be ordained a priest, and also George James be ordain- 
ed a priest. Ijet the residue of the elders watch over 
the churches, and declare the' word in the regions 
among them : and let them labour with their own hands 
that uiere be no idolatry nor wickedness practised. 
And remember in all tiungs the poor and the needy, 
the sick and the afflicted, for he that doeth not these 
things, the same is not my disciple. And a^in^ lot 
my servants Joseph Smith, jun., and Sidney Bigdon. 
and Edward Partridge, take with them a recommend 
from the church. Ajad let there be one obtained for 
my servant Oliver Cowdery also ; and thus, even as I 
have said, if ye are £aithful, ye shall assemble your- 
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selves together to rejoice upon the land of IGssouri, 
which is the land of your inheritance, which is now 
the land of your enemies. But, beholc^ I the Lord, 
will hasten the city in its time, and wUl crown the 
fisdthful with loy and with rejoicing. Behold, I am 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, and I will lift them up 
at the last day. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION LXVn. 
Bevdation to Sidney GUbeH, given June, 1831. 

1. Behold, I say unto you my servant Sidney Gilbert 
that I have heard your orayers, and you have callea 
upon me that it shoula he made known unto yoa of 
the Lord ^our God, concerning your calling and elec- 
tion in this church, which I, the Lord, have raised up 
in these last days. 

2. Behold, I, the Lord, who was crucified for the 
sins of the world, give unto you a commandment that 
you shall forsake the world. Take upon you mine or- 
dinances, even that of an elder, to preach faith and 
repentance, and remission of sins, according to my 
word, and the reception of the Holy Spirit by the lay* 
ing on of hands.

Behold, yerily, 
verily I say unto jrou, my servant Newel Knight, you 
shall stand fast m the office wherewith I have ap- 
pointed you ; and if your brethren desire to escape 
their enemies, let them repent of all their sins, and 
become truly humble before me and contrite ; and as 
the covenant which they made unto me has been 
broken, even so it has become void and of none effect ; 
and wo to him bv whom this offence cometh, for it 
had been better n>r him that he had been drowned in 
the depth of the sea ; but blessed are they who have 
kept the covenant and observed the commandment, for 
they shall obtain mercy.

2. Behold, I, the Lord, command, and he that will 
not obey shall be cut off in mine own due time, and 
after that I have commanded, and the commandment 
is broken ; wherefore I, the Lord, command and revok^ 
as it seemeth me good ; and all this to be answered 
upon the heads of the rebellious, saith the Lord; 
wherefore, I revoke the commandment which was 

flven unto my servants Thos. B. Marsh and Ezra 
hayre, and give a new commandment unto my ser- 
vant Thomas, that he shall take up his journey speedily 
to the land of Missouri, and my servant Selah J. Griffin 
shall also go with him ; for behold, I revoke the com- 
mandment which was given tmto my servants Selah J. 
Griffin and Newel Knight, in conseq^uenoe of the stifi* 
neckedness of my people which are in Thompson, and 
their rebellions ; wherefore, let my servant Newel 
Kniffht remain with them, and as manv as will ^o may 
go, that are contrite before me, and be led by him to 
the land which I have appointed. 

3. And again, verily I say unto you, that my servant 
Ezra Thayre must repent of his pride, and of his sel- 
fishness, and obey the former commandment which I 
have given him concerning the place upon which he 
lives ; and if he will do this, as there shall be no 
divisions made upon the lan(^he shall be appointed 
still to go to the land of Missouri ; otherwise he shall 
receive the money which he has paid, and shall leave

the place, and shall be cut off out of my church, saith 
the Lord God of hosts ; and though the heaven and the 
earth pass away, these words sh^ not pass away, but 
shall be falfilled. 

4. And if my servant Joseph Smith, jun., must needs 
pay the money ; behold, I, ttie Lord, will pay it rtnto 
him again in the land of Missouri, that those of whom 
he shall receive may be rewarded again, according to 
that which they do ; for according to that which ^ey 
do, they shall receive, even in lands for their inherit- 
ance. Behold, thus saith the Lord imto my people, 
you have many things to do, and to repent of; for 
behold, your sins have come up unto me, and are not 
pardoned, because you seek to counsel in your own 
ways.

6. But blessed are the poor who are pure in hearty 
whose hearts are broken, and whose spirits are con- 
trite, for they shall see the kingdom of God coming in 
power and great glorv unto their deliverance ; for the 
mtness of the earth shall be theirs. For behold, the 
Lord shall come, and his recompense shall be with him, 
and he shall reward every man, and the poor shall re- 
joice ; and their generations shall inherit the earth 
from generation to generation, for ever and ever.

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SECTION LXXI. 
Bevelationy given AugiLsty 1831. 

1. Behold, thus eaith the Lord unto the elders of his 
church, who are to return speedily to the land from 
-whence they came. Behold, it pleaseth me, that you 
have come up hither ; but with some I am not well 
pleased, for they will not open their mouths, but hide 
the talent which I have given unto them, because of 
the fear of man. Wo unto such, for mine anger is 
kindled against them. 

2. And it shall come to pass, if they are not more 
faithful unto me, it shall be taken away, even that 
which they have, for I, the Lord, rule in the heavens 
above, and ambng the armies of the earth ; and in the 
day when I shall make up my jewels, all men shall 
know what it is that bespeaketh the power of God. 
But verily, I will speak unto you concerning your 
journey unto the land from whence you came.

Revdation given Augv>sty 1831. 

1. Behold, and hearken unto the voice of him who 
has all power, who is from everlasting to everlasting, 
even Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end 
Behold, verily thus saith the Lord imto you, ye elders 
of my church, who are assembled upon this spot, whose 
sins are now forgiven you, for I, the Lord, forgive sins, 
and am merciful unto those who confess their sins with 
humble hearts ; but verily I say unto you, that it is not 
needful for this whole company of mine elders to be 
moving swiftly upon the waters, whilst the inhabitants 
on either side are perishing in unbelief ; nevertheless, 
I suffered it that ye might bear record ; behold, there 
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are many dangers upon the waters, and more especially 
hereafber, for I, the Lord, have decreed in mine anger, 
many destructions upon the waters ; yea, and especially 
upon these waters ; nevertheless, all flesh is in mine 
hand, and he that is MthM among you shall not 
perish by the waters. 

2. "Wherefore it is expedient that my servant Sidney 
Gilbert, and my servant William W. Phelps, be in 
haste upon their errand and mission ; nevertheless I 
would not suffer that ye should part imtil you are 
chastened for all your sins, that you might be one, that 
you might not perish in wickedness ; but now, verily I 
say, it behoveth me that ye should p art^ wherefore let 
my servants Sidney Gilbert and Williatm W. Phelps 
take their former company, and let them take their 
journey in haste that they may All their mission, and 
through faith they shall overcome ; and inasmuch as 
they are faithful they shall be preserved, and I, the 
Lord, will be with them.

An BplanaHan of the First Epistle to the Corinthiam^

1. For the unbelieving husband is sanctified by the 
wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band, eke were your cnildren unclean, but now are 
they holy. 

2. Now in the days of the apostles the law of drcum- 
cision was had among all the Jews who believed not 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. And it came to pass that 
there arose a great contention among the people ooo- 
cerning the law of circumcision, for the unbelieving 
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husband was desirotis that his children should be cir- 
cumcised and become subject to the law of Moses^ 
which law was fulfilled. 

3. And it came to pass that the children, being 
brougl^t up in subjection to the law of Moses, gave 
beed to the traditions of their ^Et^ers, and believed 
not the gospel of Christy wherein they become unholy ; 
wherefore, for this cause the apostle wrote unto the 
churdi, givinff unto them a commandment, not of the 
Lord, but of himself that a believer should not be 
united to an unbeliever, except the law of Moses 
i^ould be done away among them, that their childi^n 
mi^ht remain without circumcision ; and that the tra* 
dition might be done away, which saith that little 
children are unholy ; for it was had among the Jewa^ 
but little children are holy, being sanctmed through 
the atonement of Jesus Christ ; and this is what the 
scriptures mean*

Revdaiion given October, 1831. 

1. Behold, thus saith the Lord unto my servant 
William E. MQjellin, Blessed are jom, inasmuch as you 
have turned away from your iniquities, and have re- 
ceived my truths, saith the Lord your Eedeemer, the 
Saviour of the world, even of as many as believe on 
my name.. Yerily I say unto you, blessed are you for

Revdatum given March^ 1832. The order given of the 
Lord to Enoch, for the purpose of establishing the 
poor. 

1. The Lord spake unto Enoch, saying, Hearken unto 
me,8aith the Lord your Gk)d, who are ordained unto 
the high priesthood of my church, who have assembled 
yourselves together ; ana listen to the counsel of him 
who has ordamed you from on high, who shall speak in 
your ears the words of wisdom, that salvation may be 
unto you in that thing which you have presented before 
me, saith the Lord G^d ; for verily I say unto you, the 
time has come, and is now at hand ; and behold, and lo, 
it must needs be that there be an organization of my 
people, in regulating and establishing the afi^irs of the 
storehouse for the poor of my people, both in this place 
and in the land of Zion, or in other words, the city of 
Enoch, for a permanent and everlasting establishment 
and order unto my church, to advance me cause, which 
ye have espoused to the salvation of man, and to the 
glory of your Father who is in heaven, that you may be 
equal in the bands of heavenly things ; yea, and earthly 
things also, for the obtaining of heavenly things; for if 
jre are not equal in earthly things, ye cannot he equal 
in obtaining heavenly things ; for if you will that I give 
unto you a place in the celestial world, you must pre- 
pare yourselves by doing the things whidi I have com- 
manded vou and required of you. 

2. And now, verily thus saith the Lord, it is expedient 
that all things be done unto my glory, by you who are 
joined together in this order ; or m other words, let my 
servant Ahasdah, and my servant C^elam, or Enoch, 
and my servant Pelagoram, sit in council with the Saints 
which are in Zion ; otherwise Satan seeketh to turn 
their hearts away from the truth, that they become 
blinded and understand not the things which are pre- 
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pared for them; wherefore a oommandmeiit I gi^e 
unto you, to prepar^ and oi^^anize yourselves by a 
bond or eyerlastinff oorenant that cannot be broken. 

3. And he who breaketh it shall lose his office and 
standing in the church, and shall be delivered over to 
the buffeting of Satan until ^e daj of redemption. 
Behold, this is the preparation wherewith I prepare you, 
and the foundation, and the ensample which I give unto 
you, whereby you may accomplish the commandments 
which are given you, that throu^ m v providence, not- 
withstanding the tribtdation which shall descend upon 
you, that the church may stand independent above all 
other creatures beneath the celestial world, that voa 
msfy come up unto the crown prepared for you, and be 
made rulers over many kingdoms, saith the Lord Grod,

To be sent greeting—not by com- 
mandment or constraint, but by revdation and the 
word of wisdom, showing forth the order and vriU of 
Ood in the te7/vp<yral salvation of aU Saints in the last 
days. Given JOT a principle with promise, adapted 
to the capacity of the weak and the weakest of all 
Saints, who are or can be called Saints, 

1. Behold, verily^, thus saith the Lord unto you, in 
consequence of evils and designs which do and will 
exist m the hearts of conspiring men in the last days, I 
have warned you, and forewarn you, by giving unto you 
this word of wisdom by revelation, that inasmuch as 
any man drinketh wine or strong drink amon^ you, 
behold it is not good, neither mete in the siffht ^ your 
Father, only in assembling yourselves together to oflfer 
up your sacraments before him. And, behold, this 
should be wine, yea, pure wine of the grape of the vine, 
of youTjOjmmake. And, again, strong drinks are not 
for the"w^^1tmt for the washing of your bodies. And 
again, tobacco is not for the body, nmthow <■■ fchwtotlj^ 
and is not good for man, but is an herb for bruised and 
all sick cattle, to be used with judgment and skilL 
And again, hot drinks are not for the body o«dbeiigi« 

2. Aad again, verily I say unto you, all wholesona^ 
herbs God hath ordained for the constitution, nature, 
and use of man. Every herb in the season thereof, and 
every fruit in the season thereof ; all these to be used 
with prudence and thanksgiving. Yea, flesh also of 
beasts and of the fowls of the air, I, the Lord, have or- 
dained for the use of man with thanksgiving; neverthe- 
less they are to be used sparingly ; and it is pleasing 
unto me that they should not be used only in times ot 
winter, or of cold, or famine. All grain is ordained far 
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the use of man and of beasts, to be the staff of life, not 
only for man but for the beasts of the field, and the 
fowls of heaven, and all wild animals that run or creep 
on the earth ; and these hath Qod made for the use of 
man only in times of fajnine and excess of hunger. 

3. All grain is good for the food of man, as also the 
fruit of the vine, that which yieldeth fruit, whether in 
the ground or above the cround.

Pratt, for he abideth in me ; and inasmuch as he contin- 
ueth to abide in me ; he shall continue to preside over 
the school in the land of Zion, until I shall give unto 
him other commandments ; and I will bless him witii 
a multiplicity of blessings, in expoimding all scriptiires 
and mysteries to the emfication of the school, and of 
the church in Zion ; and to the residue of the school, I, 
the Lord, am willing to show mercy, nevertheless there 
are those that must needs be chastened, and their 
works shall be made known. The axe is laid at the 
root of the trees, and every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit, shall be hewn down and cast into the fire :

EeveioHofi given Ma^, 1833. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord, it shall come to pass 
that every soul who forsaketh their sins and cometii 
unto me, and calleth on my name, and obeyeth my 
voice, and keepeth my commandments, shall see my 
face and know that I am, and that I am the true light 
that lighteth every man that cometh into the world ; 
and that I am in the Father, and the Father in me, and 
the Father and I are one : ilie Father because he gave 
me of his fulness, and the Son because I was in the world 
and made flesh my tabernacle, and dwelt among the sons 
of men. I was in the world and received of my Father, 
and the works of him were plainly manifest ; and John 
saw and bore record of the fulness of my glory, and l^e 
falness of John's record is hereafter to be revealed: 
and he bore record, saying, I saw his glory that he was 
in the beginning before the world was ; therefore in the 
beginning the Word was, for he was the Word, even 
the messenger of salvation, the light and the Bedeemer 
of the world ; the spirit of truth, who came into the 
world, because the world was made by him, and in him 
was the life of men and the light of men. The worlds 
were made by him : men were made by him : all things 
were made by him, and through him, and of him. And 
I, John, bare record that I beheld his glory, as the 
glory of the only-begotten of the Father, rail of grace 
and t!ruth, even the spirit of truth, which came and 
dwelt in the flesh, and dwelt among us.

4. And now, verily I say unto you, I was in the be- 
ginning with the Father, and am the first-bom ; and 
all those who are begotten through me are partakers 
of the glory of the same, and are the church orthe first- 
bom. Ye were also in the begmning with the Father ; 
that which is Spirit, even the Spirit of truth, and truth 
is knowledge of things as they are, and as they were, 
and as they are to come ; ana whatsoever is more or 
less than this, is the spirit of that wicked one who was 
a liar from the beginnmg. The ^irit of trul^ is of Qod. 
I am the spirit of truth, and John bore record of me, 
saying — ^he received a fulness of truth, yea, even of all 
truth, and no man receiveth a fulness tmless he 
keepeth his commandments. He that keepeth his com- 
mandments receiveth truth and light, until he is glori- 
fied in truth and knoweth all things. 

5. Man was also in the beginning with €k>d. Intel- 
ligence, or the light of truth, was not created or made, 
neither indeed can be. All truth ia independent in 
that sphere in which-God has placed it^ to act for itself, 
as all mtelligence also, otherwise there is no existence. 
Behold, here is the agency of man, and here is the con- 
demnation of man, because that which was from the 
be^ning is plainly manifest unto them, and they re- 
ceive not the light. And every man whose spirit re- 
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ceiveth not the light is under condemnation, for man is 
spirit. The elements are eternal^ and spirit and ele- 
ment, inseparably connected, receiveth a fulness of joy ; 
and when separated, man cannot receive a fulness of joy. 
The elementis are the tabernacle of God ; yea, man is 
the tabernacle of God, even temples ; and whatsoeyer 
temple is defiled, God shall destroy that temple. 

6. The glory of God is intelligence, or, in other words^ 
light and truth ; light and truth forsaketh that evil one.

10. Now, I say unto you, my Mends, let my servant 
Sidney Bigdon go his journey, and make haste, and 
also proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the 
ffospel of salvation, as I shall give him utterance, and 
by your prayer of &ith with one consent, I will up- 
hold him. 

11. And let my servant Joseph Smith, jun., and 
Frederick G. Williams, make haste also, and it shall 
be civen them even according to the prayer of faith, 
and inasmuch as ^ou keep my sayings, you shall not 
be confounded in this world, nor in the world to come. 

12. And verily, I say unto you, that it is my will 
that you should hasten to translate my scriptures, and 
to obtain a knowledge of history, and of countries, 
and of kingdoms, of laws of Gk>d and man, and all this 
for the salvation of Zion. Amen.

1. And again, verily I say unto you, my friends, a

given unto you. And let the first lot on the south, be

1. ThiiB saitli the Lord, verily, verily I say unto you 
my son, thy sins are forgiven thee, according to thy 
petition, for thy prayers and the prayers of thy 
brethren, have come up into my ears ; therefore thou 
art blessed from henceforth that bear the keys of the 
kinmiom given unto you ; which kingdom is coming 
forth for &e last time. 

2. Verily, I say unto you, the kevs of this kingdom 
shall never be taken from you, while thou art in the 
world, neither in the world to come ; nevertheless, 
through you shall the oracles be given to another; yea, 
even unto the church. And all they who receive the 
oracles of Gk>d, let them beware how thev hold them, 
lest they are accounted as a light thing, ana are brought 
under condemnation thereby ; and stumble and fall, 
when the storms descend, and the winds blow, and the 
rains descend, and beat upon their house. 

3. And agsun, verilv I s^unto thy brethren, Sidney 
Bigdon and Frederick G. Williams, their sins are for- 
given them also, and they are accounted as equal with 
thee in holding the keys of this last kingdom ; as also 
through your administration the keys of the school of 
the prophets, which I have commanded to be organized, 
that thereby they magr be perfected in their ministry 
for the salvation of Zion, and of the nations of Israel, 
and of the Gentiles, as many as will believe, that 
through your administration they may receive the 
word, and through their administration, the word may 
go forth unto the ends of the earth, unto the Grentiles 
first, and then, behold, and lo, they shall turn unto the 
Jews ; and then cometh the day when the arm of the 
Lord shall be revealed in power in convincing the 
nations, the heathen nations, the house of Joseph, of 
the gospel of their salvation.

6. Now, verily I say unto you, let there be a place 
provided as soon as it is possible, for the fsunily of thy 
counsellor and scribe, even Frederick G.Will jams : and 
let mine aged servant Joseph Smith, sen., continue with 
his family upon the place where he now lives^ and let 
it not be sold until the mouth of the Lord shall name. 
And let my counsellor, even Sidney Bigdon, remain 
where he now resides, until the Jjord shidl name. 
And let the bishop search diligently to obtain an agents 
and let it be a man who has got riches in store— a 
man of God, and of strong fisdth; that thereby he may 
be enabled to discharge every debt : that the store- 
house of the Lord may not be brought into disrepute 
before the eyes of the people. Search diligentlv, prajr 
always, and be believing, and all thin^ shall work 
togemer for your good, if ye walk uprightly and re- 
member the covenant wherewith ye have covenanted 
one with another. Let your families be small, 
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especially mine aged servant Joseph Smith, sen., as 
pertaining to those who do not belong to your families ; 
that those things that are provided for you, to bring 
to pass my woA, are not taken from you and given to 
those that are not worthy, and thereby you are 
hindered in accomplishiog those things which I have 
commanded you. 

7. And again, verily I say unto you, it is my will 
that my hsmdmaiH, Vienna Jaques, should receive 
money to bear her expenses, and go up unto the land 
of Zion ; and the residue of the money may be conse- 
crated unto me, and she be rewarded in mine own due 
time. Verily I say unto you, that it is mete in mine 
eyes that she should go up imto the land of Zion, and 
receive an inheritance from the hand of the bishop, that 
she may settle down in pelice inasmuch as she is faith- 
ful, and not be idle in her days from thenceforth. 

8. And behold, verily I say unto you, that ye shall 
write this commandment, and say unto your brethren 
in Zion, in love greeting, that I have called you also to 

I)reside over Zion in mine own due time : therefore, 
et them cease wearying me concerning this matter. 
Behold, I say unto you that your brethren in Zion be- 
gin to repent, and the angels rejoice over them ; never- 
theless, 1 am not well pleased with many thincs, and I 
am not well pleased with my servant Wmiam E. 
M'Lellin, neither with my servant Sidney Gilbert ; 
and the bishop also, and others have many things to 
repent of; but verily I say unto you, that 1^ the Lord, 
will contend with Zion, and plead with her strong ones, 
and chasten her until she overccnnes and is clean before 
me : for she shall not be removed out of her place. I 
the Lord, have spoken it. Amen. 
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SECTION LXXXVI. 
Itevdation given Augutty 1833. 

1. Verily I say unto you my friends, fear not, let 
your hearts be comforted ; yea, rejoice evermore, and 
m every thing give thanks, waiting ^tiently oa the 
Lord, for your pravers have entered into the ears of 
tbe Lord of Sahaoth, and are recorded with this seal 
and testament ; the Lord hath sworn and decreed that 
they shall be sranted ; therefore he giveth this promise 
nnto vou, with an immutable covenant that they shall 
be fiimlled, and all things wherewith you have been 
afflicted, shall work together for your good, and to mj 
name's glory, saith the Lord. 
X 2. £dA now, verily I say unto you concerning the 
laws of the land, it is my will that my people should 
observe to do all things whatsoever I command them ; 
and that law of the land which is constitutional, 
supporting that principle of freedom in maintaining 
rights and privileges, belongs to all mankind, anS 
is justifiable before me ; therefore, I, the Lord, jnstiiy 
you, and your brethren of my church, in beMendii^ 
that law which is the constitutional law of the land ; 
and as pertaining to law of man, whatsover is more or 
less than these, cometh of evil. I, the Lord Grod, make 
you free, therefore ye are free indeed ; and the law 
also maketh you fr^ ; nevertheless, when the ^cked 
rule the people mourn ; wherefore, honest men, and wise 
men should be sought for diligently, and good men and 
wise men ye should observe to uphold ; otherwise vrhsX- 
soever is less than these cometh of evil. 

3. And I give unto you a commandment, that ye 
shall forsake all evil and cleave unto all good, that ye 
shall live by every word which proceedeth forth out of 
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the mouth of God ; for he will give unto the faithful 
line upon line, precept upon precept ; and I will try 
you and prove you herewith ; and whoso layeth down 
his life in my cause, for my name's sake,, shall find it 
again, even life eternal : therefore be not afraid of your 
enemies, for I have decreed in my heart, saith the 
Lord, that I will prove you in all things, whether you 
will abide in my covenant, even unto death, that you 
may be foimd worthy ; for if ye will not abide in my 
covenant, ye are not worthy of me ; therefore renounce 
war and proclaim peace, tind seek diligently to turn 
the hearts of their children to their fathers, and 
the hearts of the fathers to the children ; and again, 
the hearts of the Jews unto the prophets, and the pro- 
phets unto the Jews, lest I come and smite the whole 
earth with a curse, and all flesh be consumed before 
me. Let not your hearts be troubled, for in my 
Father's house are many mansions, and I have pre- 
pared a place for you, and where my Father and I am, ^ 
there ye shall be also. ^ 

4. Behold, I, the Lord, am not well pleased with 
many who are in the church at Kirtland, for they do - 
not forsake their sins, and their wicked ways, the pride 
of their hearts, and their covetousness, and all their de- 
testable things, and observe the words of wisdom and 
eternal life which I have given unto them. Verily I 
say imto you, that I, the Lord, will chasten them, and 
will do whatsoever I list, if they do not repent and ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have said unto them. 
And again I say unto you, if ye observe to do whatso- 
ever I command you, T, the Lord, will turn away all 
wrath and indignation from you, and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against you. 

5. Now 1 speak unto you concerning your families ; if 
men will smite, you, or your families, once, and ye bear 
it patiently and revile not against them, neither seek 
revenge, ye shall be rewarded ; but if ye bear it not 
patiently, it shall be accounted unto you as being meted 
out a just measure imto you. And again, if your enemy 
shall smite you the second time, and you revile not 
against your enemy, and bear it patiently, your reward 
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shall be an htindred fold. And agam, if he shall smite 
you the third time, and ye bear it patiently, your reward 
shiJl be doubled unto you four fold; and these three 
testimonies shall stand against your enemy if he repnt 
not^ and shall not be blotted out. And now venly I 
say unto you, if that enemy shall escape my vengeance, 
that he l>e not brought into judgment bef(»'e me, then 
ye shall see to it that ye warn him in my name, that he 
come no more upon you, neither upon your feimily, even 
your children's chiloren unto the third and fourth gene- 
ration ; and then if he shall come upon you, or your 
children, or your children's children imto tne third and 
fourth generation ; I have delivered thine enemy into 
thine mmds, and then if thou wilt spare him, thou 
shalt be rewarded for thy righteousness ; and also thj 
children and thy children's children imto the third and 
fourth generation ; nevertheless thine enemy is in thine 
hands, and if thou reward him according to his works, 
thou art justified, if he has sought thy life, and thy 
life is endangered by him, thine enemy is in thine hands 
and thou art justified. 

6. Behold, this is the law X gave unto my servant 
Nephi, and thy fathers Joseph, and Jacob, and Isaac, 
and Abraham, and all mine ancient prophets and apos- 
tles. And again, this is the law that I gave unto 
mine ancients, that they should not go out imto battle 
against any nation, kindred, ton^e, or people, save I, 
the Lord, commanded them. And if any nation, tongue, 
or people, should proclaim war against them, &ej 
should first lift a standard of peace unto that people, 
nation, or tongue ; and if that people did not acoept 
the offering of peace neither the second nor the third 
time, they should bring these testimonies before the 
Lord ; then I, the Lord, would give unto them a com- 
mandment, and justify them in going out to battle 
against that nation, tongue, or people, and I, the Xiord, 
would fight their battles, and their children's battles, 
and their children's children's, until they had avenged 
themselves on all their enemies, to the third and fourth 
generation. Behold, this is an ensample unto all peo- 
ple, saith the Lord your God, for justification before me. 
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7. And again, verily I say unto yon, if after thine 
enemy has come upon thee the first time, he repent and 
come unto thee praying thy forgiveness, thou shalt for- 
give him, and shall hold it no more as a testimony 
against thine enemy: and so on unto the second and 
third time ; and as on} as thine enemy repentelih of the 
trespass wherewith he has trespassed against thee, 
thou shalt forgive him, until seventy times seven : and 
if he trespass against thee and repent not tiie first 
time, nevertheless thou shalt for^ve him; and if he 
trespass against thee the second time, and repent not, 
nevertheless thou shalt forgive him ; and if he tres- 
pass against thee the third time, and repent not, 
thou shalt also forgive him ; but if he trespass a^inst 
thee the fourth tmie, thou shalt not for^ve him, 
but shalt bring these testimonies before the Lord, 
and they shall not be blotted out until he repent 
and reward thee four fold in all things wherewith 
he has trespassed against thee ; and if he do this, 
thou shalt forgive hun with all thine hearty and if he 
do not this, I, the LorcL will avenge thee of thme enemy 
an hundred fold ; and upon his children, and upon 
his children's children of all them that nate me, to 
the third and fourth generation ; but if the children 
shall repent, or the chSdren's children, and turn to 
the Lord their God, with all their hearts, and with 
all their might, mind, and strength, and restore four 
fold for all their trespasses, wherewith they have tres- 
passed, or wherewith their fathers have trespassed, or 
their fathers' fathers, then thine indignation shall be 
turned away, and vengeance shall no more come upon 
them, saith the Lord thy God, and their trein)a8ses 
shall never be brought anvmore as a testimony before 
the Lord against them. Amen.

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SECTION LXXXVn. 

BeveHcUion given April, 1832, showing the order ffiven to 
Enochy and the Church in his day, 

1. Verily, verily I say unto you, my servants^ tliat 
inasmuch as you nave forgiven one another your tres- 
passes, even so I, the Lord, forgive you ; nevertiieless 
there are those among you who have sinned exceed- 
ingly ; yea, even all of you have sinned, but verily I 
say unto you, beware from henceforth, and refran 
from sin, lest sore judgments fall upon your heads ; 
for unto whom much is given much is required ; and 
he who sins against the greater light shall receive the 
greater condemnation. Ye call upon my name for 
revelations, and I give them imto you ; and inasmuch 
as ye keep not my saying, which I ^ve unto you, ye 
become transgressors, and justice and judgment are the 

rsnalty which is aflSxed unto my law ; therefore, what 
say unto one I sapr unto all, Watch, for the adversary 
spreadeth his dommions and darkness reigneth ; and 
the anger of God kindleth against the inhabitants of 
the earth ; and none doeth good, for all have gone out 
of the way. 

2. And now, verily I say unto you, I, the Lord, will 
not lay any sin to your charge ; go your ways and sin 
no more ; but unto that soul who sinneth shall tiie 
former sins return, saith the Lord your God. 

3. And again, I say unto you, I give unto you a new 
commandment, that you may understand my will con- 
cerning you, or, in other words, I give unto you direc- 
tions how you may act before me, that it may turn to 
you for your salvation. I, the Lord, am bound when 
ye do what I say, but when ye do not what I say, ye 
have no promise. 

4. Therefore, verily I say unto you, that it is expe- 
dient for my sei-vant Alam, and Ahashdah, Mahalaleel, 
and Pelagoram, and my servant Gazelam, and HonJi,

and Olihah, and Shalemanasseh, and Mehemson, to be 
bound together by a bond and covenant that cannot be 
broken by transgression, except judgment shall imme- 
diately follow, in your several stewardships, to manage 
the affairs of the poor, and all things pertaining to the 
bishopric both in the land of Zion and in the land of 
Shinehah, for I have consecrated the land of Shinehah 
in mine own due time for the benefit of the Saints of 
the Most High, and for a stake to Zion ; for Zion must 
increase in beauty, and in holiness ; her borders must 
be enlarged ; her stakes must be strengthened ; yea, 
verily I say imto you, Zion must arise and put on her 
beautiful garments : therefore I give unto you this 
commandment, that ye bind yourselves by this cove- 
nant, and it shall be done according to the laws of the 
Lord. Behold, here is wisdom also in me for your 
good. And you are to be equal, or in other words, 
you are to have equal claims on the properties, for the 
benefit of managing the concerns of your stewardships, 
eveiy man according t(p his wants and his needs, inas- 
much as his wants are just ; and all this for the benefit 
of the church of the living €rod, that every man may 
improve upon his talent, that every man may gain 
other talents, yea, ev^i an hundred fold, to be cast 
into the Lord's storehouse, to become the common pro- 
perty of the whole church, every man seeking the 
interest of his neighbour, and doing all things with an 
eye single to the glory of God. 

6, TEs order I have appointed to be an everlasting 
order unto you, and unto your successors, inasmuch aa 
you sin not ; and the soul that sins against this cove^ 
nant, and hardeneth his heart against it^ shall be dealt 
with according to*the laws of my church, and shall be 
delivered over to the buffetings pf Satan until the day 
of redemption. 

6. And now, verily I say imto you, and tiiia is wis* 
dom, make unto yourselves friends with the mammon 
of unr^hteousness, and they will not destroy you. 
Ijeave judgment alone with me, for it is mine and I 
will repay. Peace be with you ; my blessings continue 
with you, for even yet the kingdom is yours, and shall 
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he for ever, if you fall not from your steadfiEietneas. 
Even so. Amen* 



SECTION LXXXVIII. 

Revelation given January^ 1832. 

1. Verily, verily, I say unto you, I who speak even 
by the voice of my Spirit ; even Alpha and Omega, 
your Lord and your Grod ; hearken, ye who have 
given your names to go forth to proclaim my gospel, 
and to prune my vineyard. Behold, I say unto you, 
that it is niy will that you should go forth and not 
tarry, neither be idle, but labour with your mights, 
lifting up your voices as with the sound of a trump, 
proclaimmg the truth according to the revelations and 
commandments which I have given you, and thus if ye 
are faithful ye shall be laden with many sheaves, and 
crowned with honour, and glory, and immortality, and 
eternal life. 

2. Therefore, verily I say unto my servant Waiiam 
E. M^Lellin, I revoke the commission which I gave 
unto him to go unto the eastern countries, and I give 
unto him a new commission and a new commandment, 
in the which I, the Lord, chasten hiin for the mnrmur- 
ings of his heart ; and he sinned, nevertheless I for- 
give him, and say unto him again, go ye into the south 
countries, and let my servant Luke Johnson go with 
him and proclaim the things which I have commanded 
them, calling on the name of the Lord for the Com- 
forter, which shall teach them all things that are ex- 
pedient for them, praying always that they faint not, 
and inasmuch as they do this, I will be with tiiem 
even imto the end. Behold, this is the will of tiie 
Lord your God concerning you. Even so. Amen* 

3. And again, verily thus saith the Lord, let my aor- 
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vant Orson Hyde, and my servant Samuel H. Smith, 
take their journey into the eastern countries, and pro- 
claim the things which I have commanded them ; and 
inasmuch as they are faithful, lo, I will be with them 
even unto the end. And again, verily I say unto my 
servant Lyman Johnson, and unto my servant Orson 
Pratt, they shall also take their journey into the eastern 
countries ; and behold, and lo, I am with them also, 
even unto the end. And again, I say unto my servant 
Asa Dodds, and imto my servant Calves Wilson, that 
they also shall take their journey unto the western 
countries, and proclaim my gospel, even as I have com- 
manded them. And he who is faithful shall overcome 
all things, and shall be lifted up at the last day. And 
again, I say unto my servant Major N. Ashly, and my 
servant Burr Eiggs, let them tate their journey also 
into the south country ; yea, let all those take their 
journey as I have commanded them, going from house 
to house, and from village to village, and from city to 
city ; and in whatsoever house ye enter, and they re- 
ceive you, leave your blessing upon that house ; and in 
whatsoever house ye enter, ana they receive you not, 
ye shall depart speedily from that house, and shake off 
the dust of your feet as a testimony against them ; and 
you shall be filled with joy and gladness and know 
this, that in the day of judgment you shall be judges 
of that house, and condemn them ; and it shall be more 
tolerable for the heathen in the day of judgment, than 
for that house ; therefore gird up your loms and be 
faithful, and ye shall overcome all things, and be lifted 
up at the last day. Even so. Amen. 

4. And again, thus saith the Lord unto you, O ye 
elders of my church, who have given your names that 
you might know his will concermng you ; behold, I say 
unto you, that it is the duty of the church to assist in 
supporting the families of those, and also to support 
the families of those who are called and must needs be 
sent unto the world to proclaim the gospel unto the 
world ; wherefore, I, the Lord, give unto you this com- 
mandment, that ye obtain places for your families, in- 
asmuch as your brethren are willing to open their 
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hearts ; and let all such as can obtain places for their 
fiEuuilies, and support of the ehtirch for them, not fail 
to go into the world, whether to the east or to the -west, 
or to the north, or to the south ; let them ask and the j 
shall receive, knock and it shall be opened unto them, 
and made known from on high, even by the Comforter, 
whither they shall go. 

6. And again, venly I say unto you, that every man 
who is obliged to provide for his own family, let him 
provide, and he shall in no wise lose his crown ; and 
let him labour in the church. Let every man be dili- 
gent in all things. And the idler shall not have place 
in the church, except he repents and mends his ways. 
Wherefore, let my servant Simeon Carter, and my 
servant Emer Harris, be united in the ministry ; and 
also my servant Ezra Thayre, and my servant Thomas 
B. Marsh ; also my servant Hymm Smith, and my 
servant Eeynolds Cahoon ; and also my servant Daniel 
Stanton, and my servant Seymour Brunson ; and also 
my servant Sylvester Smith, and my servant Gideon 
Carter ; and also my servant Buggies Eames, and my 
servant Stephen Burnett ; and also my servant MIcah 
B. WeltoUi and also my servant Eden Smith. Even so. 
Ameo. 



SECnON LXXXIX. 

Eevelation given AprU, 1832. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord, in addition to the 
laws of the church concerning women and children, 
those who belong to the church, who have lost their 
husbands or fathers. Women have claim on their 
husbands for their maintenance until their husbands 
are taken, and if they are not found transgressors they 
shall have fellowship in the church ; and if they are 
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not faithful, they shall not have fellowship in the 
church ; yet they may remain upon their inheritances 
according to the laws of the lana. 

2. All children have claim upon their parents for 
their maintenance until thev are of age ; and after that 
they have claim upon the church ; or in other words 
upon the Lord's storehouse, if their parents have not 
Tmerewith to give them inheritances. And the store- 
house shall be kept by the consecrations of the church, 
and widows and orphans shall be provided for, as also 
the poor. Amen. 



SECTION XC. 
Mevdation given December^ 1831. • 

1. Hearken and listen to the voice of the Loi^d, O ye 
who have assembled yourselves together, who are the 
high priests of my church, to whom the kingdom and 
power have been given. For verily thus saith the^J^rd, 
it is expedient in me for a bishop to be ap|jft^te(i 
unto you, or of you, unto the church in tnlp»part 
of the Lord's vineyard ; and verily in this thil% ye 
have done wisely, for it is required of the Lord, at the 
hand of every steward, to render an account of his 
stewardship, both in time and in eternity. For he who 
is faithful and wise in time, is accounted worthy to in- 
herit the mansions prepared for them of my Father. 
Verily I say unto you, the elders of the church in this 
part of mjr vineyard, shall render an account of their 
stewardship imto the Bishop which shall be appointed 
of me, in this part of my vineyard. These things shall 
be had on record, to be handed over unto the bishop 
in Zion ; and the duty of the bishop shall be made 
known by the commandments which nave been given^ 
and tiie voice of the conference. 
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2. And now, verily I say unto yon, my aervant Newel 
K. Whitney is the man who shall be appointed and 
ordained unto this power. This is the will of the Lord 
your God, your Eedeeemer. Even so. Amen. 

3. The word of the Lord, in addition to t^e law 
which has been given, making known the duty of the 
bishop which hius been ordained unto the churoh in 
this pEurt of the vineyard, which is verily this : — ^to keep 
the Lord's store-house ; to receive the funds of the 
churoh in this part of the vineyard ; to take an account 
of the elders as before has been commanded ; and to 
administer to their wants, who shall pay for that which 
they receive, inasmuch as they have wherewith to i>ay; 
that this also may be consecrated to the good of the 
church, to the poor and needy ; and he who hath not 
wherewith to pay, an account shall be taken and 
handed over to the bishop of Zion, who shall pay ike 
debt out of that which the Lord shall put into his 
hands ; and the labours of the faithful who labour in 
spiritual things, in administering the gospel and the 
things of the kingdom unto the church, and unto the 
world, shall answer the debt imto the bishop in Zion ; 
thus it cometh out of the church, for accordmg to the 
law every man that cometh up to Zion, must lay all 
things before the bishop in Zion. 

4. And now, VOTily I say unto you, that as every 
elder in this part of the vineyard must give an account 
of his stewardship unto the bishop in this part of the 
vineyard, a certificate from the judge or bishop in this 
part of the vineyard, unto the bishop in Zion, render- 
eth everv man acceptable, and answereth all things, 
for an inheritance, and to be received as a wise stewara, 
and as a faithful labourer; otherwise he shall not be 
accepted of the bishop of Zion. And now, verily I say 
unto you, let every elder who shall give an account 
unto the bishop of .the church, in this part of the vine* 
yard, be recoiomended by the church or churches^ in 
which he labours, that he may render himself and 
his accounts approved in all thmgs. And again^ 1^ 
my servants who are appointed as stewards over the 
literary concerns of my church, have claim for i 
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anoe upon the bishop or bishops, in all things, that the 
revelations may be published, and go forth unto the 
ends of the earth, that they also may obtain funds 
which shall benefit the church in all things ; that they 
also may render themselves approved in all things, 
and be accounted as wise stewards. And now, behold, 
this shall be an ensample for all the extensive branches 
of my church, in whatsoever land they shall be estab- 
lished. And now I make an end of my sajrings. 
Amen. 

5. A few words in addition to the laws of the king- 
dom, respecting the members of the church ; they that 
are anointed by the Holy Spirit to go up imto Zion, 
and they who are privileged to go up unto Zion, let 
them carry up unto the bishop a certificate from three 
elders of the church, or a certificate from the bishop, 
otherwise he who shall go up unto the land of Zion, 
shall not be accounted as a wise steward. This is also 
an ensample. Amen. 



SECTION XCI. 
Eevdation given December, 1831. 

1. Behold, thus saith the Lord unto you my sei^v^nt^ 
Joseph Smith, jun., and Sidney Rigdon, that the time 
has verily come, that it is necessary and expedient in 
me that vou should open your mouths in proclaiming 
my gospel, the things of the kingdom, expoimding the 
mysteries thereof out of the scriptures, according to 
that portion of spirit and power wnich snail be given 
unto you, even as I will. 

2. V erily, I say unto you, proclaim unto the world 
in the regions round about, and in the church also, for 
the space pf a season, even until it shall be made known 
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unto you. Verily this is a mission for a season, whidi 
1 give unto you, wherefore, labour ye in my vineyard 
C^l upon the inhabitants of the earth, and bear re- 
cord, and prepare the way for the commandments aini 
revelations which are to come. Now, behold t^is ib 
wisdom ; whoso readeth, let him understand and re- 
ceive also ; for unto him that receiveth it shall be 
ffiven more abimdantly, even power ; wherefore, con- 
found your enemies ; call upon them to meet you both 
in public and in private ; and inasmuch as ye are £ekith- 
fiil, their shame shall be made manifest. Wherefore, 
let them bring forth their strong reasons against the 
Lord. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, there is 
no weapon that is formed against you shall prosper ; 
and if any man lift his voice against you, he shall be 
confounded in mine own due time ; wherefore, keep 
my commandments, they are true and faithful. Even 
so* Amen,

1. Hear ^e heavens, and give ear earth, andre- 

i*oice ye inhabitants thereof for the Lord is God, and 
)eside him there is no Saviour : great is his wisdom, 
marvellous are his ways, and the extent of his doings 
none can find out ; his purposes fail not, neither are 
there any who can stay his hand ; from eternity to 
eternity he is the same, and his years never fail. 

2. For thus saith the Lord, I, the Lord, am merciM 
and gracious imto those who fear me, and delight te 
honour those who serve me in righteousness and in 
truth unto the end, great shall be their reward and 
eternal shall be their glory ; and to them will I reveftl 
all mvsteries, yea, all the hidden mjrsteries of my kit^ 
dom from days of old, and for ages to come will Imii^ 
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known unto them the good pleasure of my will con- 
cerning all things pertaining to my kingdom ; yea, 
even the wonders of eternity shall they know, and 
things to come will I shew them, even the things of 
many generations ; and their wisdom shall be great,

yea, even those things which eye has not seen, nor ear 
heard, nor yet entered into the heart of man. 

3. We, Joseph Smith, jun., and Sidney Eigdon, being 
in the spirit on the sixteenth of February, m the jrear 
of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
two, by the power of the Spirit our eyes were opened 
and our understanding were enlightened, so as to see 
and understand the things of God — even those things 
which were from the beginning before the world was, 
which were ordained of the Father, through his only 
begotten Son, who was in the bosom of the Father, 
even from the beginning, of whom we bear record, and 
the record which we bear is the fulness of the gospel 
of Jesus Chiist, who is the Son, whom we saw and with 
whom we conversed in the heavenly vision ; for while 
we were doing the work of translation, which the 
Lord had appointed unto us, we came to the twenty- 
ninth verse of the fifth chapter of John, which was 
given unto us as follows. Speaking of the resurrection 
of the dead, concerning those who shall hear the voice 
of the Son of man, and shall come forth ; they who 
have done good in the resurrection of the just, and 
they who have done evil in the resurrection of the un- 
just. Now this caused us to marvel, for it was given 
unto us of the Spirit ; and while we meditated upon 
these things, the Lord touched the eyes of our under- 
standings and they were opened, ana the glory of the 
Lord shone round about ; and we beheld the glory of 
the Son, on the right hand of the Father, and received 
of his fiilness ; and saw the holy angels, and they who 
are sanctified before his throne^ worshipping God^ and 
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the Lamb, who worship him for ever and ever. And 
now, after the many testimonies which have beeu given 
of him, this is the testimony last of all, which we give 
of him, that he lives ; for we saw him, even on the 
right hand of God, and we heard the voice bearing re- 
cord that he is the only begotten of the Father — ^that 
by him and through him, and of him the worlds are 
and were created, and the inhabitants thereof are be* 
gotten sons and daughters unto Qod. And this we 
saw also, and bear record, that an angel of Qod who 
was in authority in the presence of God, who rebelled 
against the only begotten Son, whom the Father loved, 
and who was in the bosom of the Father — ^was thrust 
down from the presence of Qod and the Son, and was 
called Perdition, for the heavens wept over him — ^he 
was Lucifer, a son of the morning. And we beheld, 
and lo, he is fallen ! is fallen ! even a son of the morn- 
ing. And while we were yet in the spirit, the Lord 
commanded us that we should write the vision, for we 
beheld Satan, that old serpent— even the devil — who 
rebelled against God, and sought to take the kingdom 
of our God, and his Christ, wherefore he maketh war 
with, the saints of God, and encompasses them round 
about. And we saw a vision of the sufferings of those 
with whom he made war and overcame, for thus came 
the voice of the Lord imto us. 

4. Thus saith the Lord, concerning all those who 
know my power, and have been made partakers 
thereof, and suffered themselves, through the power of 
the devil, to be overcome, and to deny the truth and 
defy my power — ^they are thejr who are the sons of 
perdition, of whom I say that it had been better for 
them never to have been bom, for they are vessels of 
wrath, doomed to suffer the wrath of God, with the 
devil and his angels in eternity ; concerning whom I 
have said there is no forgiveness in this world nor ia 
the world to come, having denied the Holy Spirit after 
having received it, and having denied the only begot^ 
ten Son of the Father — ^havmg crucified him tmto 
themselves, and put him to an open shame. These are. 
they who shall go away into the l3ike of fire and biinn 
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etone, with the devil and his angels, and the only ones 
on whom the second death shall have any power ; yea, 
verily, the only ones who shall not be redeemed in the 
due time of the Lord, after the sufferings of his wrath; 
for all the rest shall be brought forth by the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, through the triumph and the glory of 
the Lamb, who was slam, who was m the bosom of the 
Father before the worlds were made. And this is the 
gospel, the glad tidings which the voice out of the 
heavens bore record unto us, that he came into the 
world, even Jesus, to be crucified for the world, and to 
bear the sins of the world, and to sanctify the world, 
and to cleanse it from all unrighteousnsss ; that 
through him all might be saved whom the Father had 
put into his power and made by him, who glorifies the 
Father, and saves all the works of his hands, except 
those sons of perdition, who deny the Son after the 
Father has revealed him ; wherefore, he saves all ex- 
cept them : they shall go away into everlasting pu- 
nishment, which is endless punishment, which is eter- 
nal punishment, to reign with the devil and his angels 
in eternity, where their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched, which is their torment ; and the end 
thereof, neither the place thereof, nor their torment, 
no man knows, neither was it revealed, neither is, 
neither will be revealed unto man, except to them who 
are made partakers thereof : nevertheless I, the Lord, 
shew it by vision unto many, but straightway shut it 
up again ; wherefore the end, the width, the height, 
the depth, and the misery thereof they imderstana 
not, neither any man except them who are ordained 
unto this condemnation. And we heard the voice, 
saying, "Write the vision, for lo ! this is the end of the 
vision of the sufferings of the \mgodly ! 

5. And again, we bear record, for we saw and heard, 
and this is the testimony of the gospel of Christ, con- 
cerning them who come forth in the resurrection of the 
just; they are they who received the testimony of 
Jesus, and believed on his name and were baptized 
after the manner of his burisd, being buried m the 
water in his name, and this according to the command- 
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ment which he has given, that by keeping the com- 
mandments they might be washed and cleansed from 
all their sins, and receive the Holy Spirit by the lay- 
ing on of the hands of him who is ordained and sealed 
unto this power, and who overcome by faith, and are 
sealed by the Holy Spirit of promise, which the Father 
sheds forth upon all those who are just and true. They 
are they who are the church of the first bom. They 
are they into whose hands the Father has given all 
things — ^they are they who are priests and kings, who 
have received of his fulness, and of his glory, and are 
priests of the Most High, after the order of Melchisedek, 
which was after the order of Enoch, which was after 
the order of the only begotten Son ; wherefore, as it is 
written, they are Gods, even the sons of God — ^where- 
fore all things are theirs, whether life or death, or 
things present, or things to come, all are theirs and 
they are Christ's and Christ is God's ; and they shall 
overcome all things ; wherefore let no man glory in 
man, but rather let him glory in God, who shall subdue 
all enemies \mder his Set—these shall dwell in the 
presence of God and his Christ for ever and ever. 
These are they whom he shall bring with him, when 
he shall come in the clouds of heaven, to reign on the 
earth over his people. These are they who shall have 
part in the first resurrection. These are they who 
shall come forth in the resurrection of the just. These 
are they who are come unto mount Zion, and unto the 
city of the living God, the heavenly place, the holiest 
of all. These are they who have come to an innumer- 
able company of angels, to the general assembly and 
church of Enoch, and of the first born. These are they 
whose names are written in heaven, where God and 
Christ are the judge of all. These are they who are 
just men made perfect through Jesus the mediator of 
the new covenant, who wrought out this perfect atone- 
ment through the shedding of his own blood. These 
are they whose bodies are celestial, whose glory is that 
of the sun, even the glory of God, the highest of aU^ 
whose glory the sun of the firmament is written of at 
being typical, 
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6. And again, we saw the terrestrial world, and be- 
hold and lo, these are they who are of the terrestrial, 
whose glory difiers from that of the church of the first- 
bom, -mio nave received the fulness of the Father, even 
as that of the moon differs from the sun in the fir-* 
mament. Behold, these are they who died without law, 
and also they who are the spirits of men kept in pri- 
son, whom the Son visited, and preached the gospel unto 
them, that they might be judged according to men in 
the flesh, who received not the testimony of Jesus in 
the flesh, but afterwards received it. These are they 
who are nonourable men of the earth, who were blinded 
by the craftiness of men. These are they who receive 
of his glory, but not of his fulness. These are they 
who receive of the presence of the Son, but not of the 
fulness of the Father ; wherefore they are bodies ter* 
restrial, and not bodies celestial, and oiffer in glory as 
the moon dififers from the sun. These are tiiey who 
are not -valiant in the testimony of Jesus j where- 
fore thev obtained not the crown over the kyigdom of 
our God. And now this is the end of the vision which 
we saw of the terrestrial, that the Lord commanded us 
to write while we were yet in the Spirit. 

7. And again, we saw the glory of the telestial) which 
glory is that of the ^lesser, even as the glory of the 
stars differs from that of the glory of the moon in the 
firmament. These are they who received not the gos- 
pel of Christ, neither the testimony of Jesus* These 
are they who deny not the Holy Spirit. These are 
thev who are thrust down to hell. These are they who 
shall not be redeemed from the devil, until the last 
resurrection, until the Lord, even Christ the Lamb 
shall have finished his work. These are they who re* 
ceive not of his fulness in the eternal worlc^ but of the 
Holy Spirit through the ministration of the terrestrial ; 
and the terrestrial through the ministration of the ce* 
lestial ; and also the telestial receive it of the adminis* 
tering of angels who are appointed to minister fbi^ them, 
br who are appointed to be ministering spirits for 
them, for they shall be heirs of salvation. And thus 
we saw in the heavenly vision, the glory of the teles* 
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tial, wliich surpasses all understanding, and no xnsax 
knows it except him to whom Grod has revealed ik 
And thus we saw the glory of the terrestrial, wMdi 
excels in all things the ^lory of the telestial, even in 
glorv, and in power, ana in might, and in dominion. 
And thus we saw the glory of the celestial, which exoels 
in all things — ^where God, even the Father, reigns upon 
his throne for ever and ever ; before whose throne all 
things bow in humble reverence and give him glory 
for ever and ever. They who dwell in his presence 
are the church of the fiirst bom, and they see as they 
are seen, and know as they are known, having received 
of his fulness and of his grace ; and he makes them 
equal in power, and in might, and in dominion. And 
the glory of the celestial is one, even as the glory of the 
sun IS one. And the glory of the terrestrial is one, 
even as the glory of the moon is one. And the glory 
of the telestial is one, even as the glory of the stars is 
one, for as one star differs from another star in glory, 
even so differs one from another in glory in the teles- 
tial world ; for these are they who are of Paul, and of 
ApoUos, and of Cephas. These are they who say th^ 
are some of one and some of another — some of Christ 
ai^d some of John, and some of Moses, and some <^ 
Ellas, and some of Esaias, and some of Isaiah, sLod 
some of Enoch ; but received not the gospel, neither 
the testimony of Jesus, neither the prophets, neither 
the everlasting covenant. Last of all, these all are 
they who will not be gathered with the saints, to be 
caught up unto the church of the first bom, and re- 
ceived into the doud. These are they who are lianL 
and sorcerers, and adulterers, and whoremongers, and 
whosoever loves and makes a lie. These are they who 
suffer the wrath of Grod on the earth. These are they 
who suffer the vengeance of eternal fire. These are 
they who are cast down to hell and suffer the wrath of 
Almighty Grod, imtil the fulness of times when Christ 
shall have subdued all enemies under his feet, and 
shall have perfected his work, when he shall deliver up 
the kingdom, and present it imto the Father spotless^ 
saying— I have overcome and have trodden the ynxfy^ 
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press alone, even the wine-press of the fierceness of the 
wrath of almighty God. Then shall he be crowned 
with the crown of his glory, to sit on the throne of his 
power to reign for ever and ever. But behold, and lo, 
we saw the glory and the inhabitants of the telestial 
world, that they were as innumerable as the stars in 
the firmament of heaven, or as the sand upon the sea 
shore, and heard the voice of the Lord, saying — ^these 
all shall bow the knee, and every tongue shall confess 
to him who sits upon the throne for ever and ever ; 
for they shall be judged according to their works, and 
every man shall receive according to his own works, 
his own dominion, in the mansions which are prepared, 
and they shall be servants of the Most High, but where 
Crod and Christ dwell they cannot come, worlds with- 
out end. This is the end of the vision which we saw, 
which we were commanded to write while we were yet 
in the Spirit. 

8. But great and marvellous are the works of the 
Lord, and the mysteries of his kingdom which he 
showed imto us, which surpasses aU understanding in 
glory, and in might, and m dominion, which he com- 
manded us we should not write while we were yet 
in the Spirit, and are not lawful for man to utter ; 
neither is man capable to make them known, for they 
are only to be seen and understood by the power 
of the Holjr Spirit, which God bestows on those 
who love him, and purify themselves before him ; to 
whom he erants this privilege of seeing and knowing 
for themselves ; that through the power and manifes- 
tation of the Spirit, while in the flesh, they may be 
able to bear his presence in the world of glory. And 
to God and the Lamb be glory, and honour, and domi- 
nion for ever and ever. Amen,

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you concerning 
the Apocrypha, there are many things contalnea 
therein that are true, and it is mostly translated cor* 
rectly ; there are many things contained therein that 
are not true, which are interpolations by the hands of 
men. Verily, I say unto you, that it is not needM 
that the Apocrypha should be translated. Therefore, 
whoso readeth it, let him understand, for the spirit 
manifesteth truth ; and whoso is enlightened by ih» 
Spirit, shall obtain benefit thereifrom ; and whoso re- 
ceiveth not by the Spirit^ cannot be benefited, there- 
fore it is not needful that it should be translated.

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, my fiiends 
Sidney, and Joseph, your families are well ; they are 
in mine hands, and I will do with them as seemeth me 
good ; for in me there is all power ; therefore, follow 
me, and listen to the counsel which I shall give unto 
you. Behold, and lo, I. have much people in this 
place, in the regions round about, and an effectual 
door shall be opened in the regions roimd about in 
this eastern land. Therefore, I, the Lord, have suf- 
fered you to come unto this place ; for thus it was ex-

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you^ whtwn I love, 
and whom 1 love I also chasten, that their sins may be 
forgiven, for with the diaatisement I prepare a way for 
their deliverance in all things out of temptation, and I 
have loved you. Wherefore ye must needs be diaa* 
tened and stand rebuked before mv fiwje, for ye hate 
sinned against me a very grievous sm, in that ye have 
not considered the great commandment in all things, 
that I have given unto you concerning the building ai 
mine house, for the preparation wherewith I deaign to 
prepare mine apostles to prune my vineyard for the 
last time, that I may bring to pass my strange hc% that 
1 may pour out my Spirit upon all flesh. , ftit behold, 
verily I say unto you, that there are many who have 
been ordained among you, whom I have called, but few 
of them are chosen ; they who are not chosen have 
filmed a very grievottti sin, in tibiat they are walking Ib 
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darkness at noon-Klay ; and for this cause I gave unto 
yon a commandment tiiat you should call your solemn 
assembly, that your fastmcs and your mourning might 
come up into the ears of tne Lord of Sabaoth, which is 
bjr interpretation, the Creator of the first day, the be- 
gmning and the end. 

2. Yea, verily I say unto vou, I gave utto you a com- 
mandment, that you should build an house, in the which 
house I design to endow those whom I have chosen 
with power from on high ; for this is the promise of 
the Father imto you ; therefore I commanoed you to 
tarry, even as mine apostles at Jerusalem ; nevertheless

1. Behold, I say unto you, Here is wisdom, whereby 
ye may know how to act concerning this matter, for it 
IS expedient in me that this stake that I have set for 
the strength of Zion should be made strong ; therefore 
let my servant Ahashdah take charge of the place 
which is named among you, upon which I design to 
build mine holy house ; and again, let it be divid^ 
in lots according to wisdom, for the benefit of those 
who seek inheritances, as it shall be determined in 
council among you. Therefore, take heed that ye see 
to this matter, and that portion that is necessaiy to 
benefit mine order, for the purpose of bringing forth 
my word to the children of men ; for behold, verily I 
say unto you, this is the most expedient in me, that my 
word should go forth unto the children of men, for the 
nurpose of subduing the hearts of the children of men 
tor your good.

SECTION xcvm. 

Revelation given December, 1833. 

1. Verily I say unto you, concerning vour brethren 
who have been afflicted, and persecuted, and cast out 
from the land of their inheritance, I, the Lord, have 
suffered the affliction to come upon them, wherewith 
they have been afflicted, in consequence of their trans- 
gressions ; yet I will own them, and they shall be mine 
in that day when I shall come to make up my jewels. 

2. Therefore, they must needs be chastened and tried, 
even as Abraham, who was commanded to offer up his 
only son ; for all those who will not endure chastening, 
but deny me, cannot be sanctified. 

3. Behold, I say unto you, there were larrings, and 
contentions, and envyings, and strifes, and lustful and 
coveteus desires among them ; therefore by these things 
they polluted their imieritances. They were slow to 
hearken unto the voice of the Lord their €Jod, there- 
fore the Lord their Grod is slow to hearken unto their 
prayers, to answer them in the day of their trouble. 
In the day of their peace they esteemed lightly my 
counsel ; but, in the day of their trouble, of necessity 
they feel after me. 

4. Verily I sjy unto you, notwithstanding their sins, 
my bowels are filled with compassion toward them : I 
will not utterly cast them off; and in the day of wrath 
I will remember mercy. I have sworn, and the decree 
hath gone forth by a former commandment which I 
have ^ven unto you, that I would let fall the sword of 
mine mdignation in the behalf of my people ; and even 
as I have said, it shall come to pass. iOne indigna- 
tion is soon to be poured out without measure upon 
all nations, and this will I do when the cup of their 
iniquity is full. And in t^t day all who are found 
upon the watch tower, or in other words, all mine 
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Israel shall be saved. And they that have been scat- 
tered shall be gathered ; and all they who have mourned 
shall be comforted ; and all they who have given their 
lives for my name shall be crowned. Therefore, let 
your hearts be comforted concerning Zion; for all Aesh 
is in mine hands : be still and know that I am God. 
Zion shall not be moved out of her place, notwithstand- 
ing her children are scattered ; they that remain, and 
are pure inheart, shall return, and come to their inherit- 
ances, they and their children, with songs of everlast* 
ing joy, to build up the waste places of Zion ; and all 
these things that the prophets might be fulfilled. And, 
behold, there is none other place appointed t^ian that 
which I have appointed ; neither shall there be any 
other place appointed than that which I have appointed, 
for the work of the gathering of my Saints, ujitil the 
day cometh when there is found no more room for 
them ; and then I have other places which I will appoint 
unto them, and they shall be called stakes, for the car- 
tains, or the strength of Zion. 

6. Behold, it is my will, that all they who call on my 
name, and worship me according to mine everlasting 
gospel, should gather together, and stand in holy 
places, and prepare for the revelation which is to come, 
when the veil of the covering of my temple, in my ta- 
bernacle, which hideth the e^ih, shall be taken of^ and 
all flesh shall see me together. And every corrupla- 
ble thing, both of man, or of the beasts of the fieh^or 
of the fowls of the heavens, or of the fish of the sea, 
that dwell imon all the face of the earth, shall be oon- 
sumed ; and also that of element shall melt wiHi ^ 
vent heat ; and all things shall become new, that my 
knowledge and gloxf may dwell upon all the earth. 
And in Uiat day the enmity of man, and the enmity of 
beasts, yea, the enmity of all flesh, shall cease from be- 
fore my face. And in that day whatsoever any mas 
shall ask, it shall be given unto him. And in that (lay 
Satan shall not have power to tempt any man. And 
there shall be no sorrow because there is no death. Ir 
that day an infant shall not die until he is old, and 
hia lifd shall be as the age of a tree^ and when he dies 
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lie shall not sleep, (that is to say in the earth,) but 
shall be changed in the twinkling of an eye, and shall 
be canght up, and his rest shall be glorious. Yea, 
verily I say unto you, in that day when the Lord shall 
come, he shall reveal all things— ^things which have 
passed, and hidden things which no man knew— things 
of the earth, by which it was made, and the purposed 
and the end thereof— things most precious— thmgs that 
are above, and <Mngs that are beneath— things that 
are in the earth, and upon the earthy and in heaven. 
And all they who suffer persecution for my name, and 
endure in faith, though they are called to lay down 
their lives for my sake, yet shall they partake of all 
this glcwy. Wherefore, fear not even unto death ; foi* 
in this world your joy is not full, but in me your joy id 
full. Therefore, care not for the body, neitner the life 
of the body ; but care for the soul, and for the life of^^a; 
the sold ; and seek the face of the Jiord always, that in 
patience ye may possess your souls, and ye shall have 
eternal life. When men are called unto mine everlast- 
ing gospel and covenant, with an everlasting covenant, 
they are accounted as the salt of the earth, and the sa- 
vour of men j they are called to be the savour of men. 
Therefore, if that salt of the earth lose its eavour, be- 
hold, it is thenceforth good for nothing, only to be cast 
out, and trodden imder the feet of men. fiehold, here 
is wisdom concerning the children of Zion, even many, 
but not all ; they were found transgressors, therefore 
they must needs be chastened. He that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased, and he that abaseth himself shall 
be exalted. 

6. And now, I will show unto you a parable, that 
you may know my will concerning the redemption of 
Zion. A certain nobleman had a spot of land, very 
choice ; and he said unto his servants, go ye unto my 
vineyard, even upon this very choice piece of land, and 
plant twelve ohve trees, and set watchmen round 
about them, and build a tower, that one may overlook 
the land round about, to be a watchman upon the 
tower, that mine olive trees may not be broken down, 
when the enemy shall come to spoil, and take unto 
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themselves the fruit of my vineyard. Now, the ser- 
vants of the nobleman went and did as their lord c<Mn- 
manded them ; and planted the olive trees, and built a 
hedge round about, and set watchmen, and began to 
build a tower. And while they were yet laying the 
foimdation thereof they began to say among wem- 
selves, And what need hath my lord of this tower ? and 
consulted for a long time, saying among themselves. 
What need hath m^ lord of this tower, seeing this is a 
time of peace ? Might not this money be ^ven to the 
exchangers 1 for there is no need of these things ! And 
while they were at variance one with another they be- 
came very slothful, and they hearkened not unto tiie 
commandments of their lord, and the enemy came by 
night, and broke down the hecke, and the servants of 
the nobleman arose and were affirighted, and fled ; and 
the enemy destroyed their works, and broke down the 
olive trees. 

7. Now behold, the nobleman, the lord of the vine- 
y^xl, called upon his servants, and said unto them— 
why ! what is the cause of this great evil 1 oueht ye 
not to have done even as I commanded you ? and after 
ye had planted the vineyard, and built the hedge round 
about, and set watchmen upon the walls thereof, built 
the tower also, and set a watchman upon the tower, 
and watched for my vineyard, and not have fallen 
asleep, lest the enemy shoidd come upon you 1 and be- 
hold, the watchman upon the tower would have seen 
the enemy while he was yet afar ofl^ and then ye could 
have made ready and kept the enemy from breaking 
down the hedge thereof, and saved my vineyard from 
the hands of the destroyer. And the lord of the vine- 
yard said unto one of his servants — ^Gro and gather to- 
gether the residue of my servants, and take all the 
strength of mine house, which are my warriors, my 
young men, and they that are of middle age also among 
all my servants, who are the strength of mine house, 
save those only whom I have appointed to tarry ; and 
go ye straightway imto the land of my vineyard, and 
redeem my vineyard, for it is mine, I have boi]^^^ it 
with money. Therefore, get ye straightway unto my 
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land ; break down the walls of mine enemies ; throw 
down their tower, and scatter their watchmen : and 
inasmuch as they gather together against you, avengd 
me of mine enemies, that by and by I may come with 
the residue of mine house, and possess the land. 

8. And the l^ervant said unto his lord — ^When shall 
these things be ? And he said unto his servant — When 
I will, go ye straightway, and do all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you ; and this shall be my seal and 
blessing upon you — a. faithful and wise steward in the 
midst of mine house, a ruler in mj kingdom. And his 
servant went straigntway, and did all things whatso- 
ever his lord commanded him, and after many days all 
things were fulfilled. 

9. Again, verily I say unto you, I will show nnto 
you wisdom in me concerning all the churches, inas- 
much as thev are willing to be guided in a right and 
proper way for their salvation, that the work of the 
gathering together of my Saints may continue, that I 
may build them up unto my name upon holy places ; 
for the time of harvest is come, and my word must 
needs be fulfilled. Therefore, I must gather together 
my people, according to the parable of the wheat and 
the tares, that the wheat may be secured in the gamers 
to possess eternal life, and be crowned with celestial 
glory when I shall come in the kingdom of my Father, 
to reward every man according as his work shall be, 
t^hile the tares shall be bound in bundles, and their 
bands made strong Jbhat they may be burned with un- 
quenchable fire. Therefore, -a commandment I give 
tmto all the churches, that they shall continue to gather 
together unto the places which 1 have appomted ; 
nevertheless, as I have said unto you in a fbrmer com- 
mandment, let not your gathering be in haste, nor by 
flight ; but let all thinm be prepared before you : and 
in order that all things Tbe prepared before you, observe 
the commandments which I have given concerning 
these things, which saith, or teacheth, to purchase aU 
the lands by money, which can be purchased for money, 
in the region round about the land which I have ap- 
pointed to be the land of Zion, for the beginning of thf 
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gathering of my Saints ; all the land which can. be pur- 
chased in JacKson county, and the comities round 
about, and leave the residue in mine hand. 

10. Now, verily I say unto you, let all the churdies 

gather together aU their monies ; let these things be 
one in their time, be not in haste, and ebserve to have 
all things prepared before you. And let honourable 
men be appointed, even wise men, and send them to 
purchase these lands ; and every church in the eastern 
countries when they are built up, if they will hearken 
unto this counsel, they may buy lands and gather to- 
gether upon them, and in this way they may establi^ 
Zion. There is even now already in store a sufficient, 
yea, even abundance, to redeem Zion, and establish her 
waste places, no more to be thrown down, were the 
churches, who call themselves after my name, willing 
to hearken to my voice. And again I say unto you, 
those who have lleen scattered by their enemies, it is 
my will that they should continue to importune for 
redress, and redemption, by the hands of those who 
are placed as rulers, and are in authority over you, ac- 
oormng to the laws and constitution of the people whidi 
I have suffered to be established, and should be main- 
tained for the rights and protection of all flesh, accord- 
ing to just and holy principles, that every man may 
act in doctrine and principle nertaining to futurity, 
according to the moral agency which I have given unto 
them, that every man may be accountable for his own 
sins in the day of judgment. Therefore, it is not right 
that any man should be in bondage one to another. 
And for this purpose have I establuhed the constitu- 
tion of this land, by the hands of wise men whom I 
raised up unto this very purpose, and redeemed the 
land by the shedding of blood. 

11. Now, unto what shall I liken the children o| 
Zion ? I will liken them unto the parable of the woman 
and the unjust judj;e (for men ought always to pray 
and not to fidnt) which saith— There was in a city n 
judffe which feared not Qod, neither regarded man. 
And there was a widow in that city, and she came nnto 
him, sayings-Avenge me of mine adversaxy. And lit 
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would not for a while, but afterward lie said within 
himself — Though I fear not God, nor regard man, yet 
because this widow troubleth me I wiU avenge her, 
lest, by her continual coming, she weary me. Thus 
will I liken the children of Zion. 

12. Let them importune at the feet of the judge ; 
and if he heed them not, let them importune at the ^et 
of the governor ; and if the governor heed them not, 
let them importune at the feet of the president ; and 
if the president heed them not, then will the Lord 
arise and come forth out of his hiding place, and in his 
fury vex the nation, and in his hot displeasure, and in 
his fierce anger, in his time, will cut off those wicked, 
unfaithful, and unjust stewards, and appoint them 
their portion among hypocrites, and unbelievers ; even 
in outer darkness, where there is weepinff, and wailing, 
and gnashing of teeth. Pray ye, thererore, that their 
ears may be opened unto your cries, that I may be 
merciful unto them, that these things may not come 
upon them. What I have said unto you, must needs 
be, that all men may be left without excuse ; that wise 
men and rulers may hear and know that which they 
have never considered ; that I may proceed to bring 
to pass my act, my strange act, and perform my work, 
my strange work, that men may discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, saith your God. 

13. And again, I say unto you, it is contrary to my 
commandment, and my will, that my servant Sidney 
Gilbert should sell my storehouse, which I have ap- 
pointed imto my people, into the hands of mine ene- 
mies. Let not that which I have appointed be pol- 
luted by mine enemies, by the consent of those who 
call themselves after my name ; for this is a very sore 
and grievous sin against me, and against my people, 
in consequence of those things which I have decreed 
and are soon to befall the nations. Therefore, it is my 
will that my people should claim, and hold claim upon 
that which I nave appointed unto them, though they 
should not be permitted to dwell thereon ; neverthe- 
less, I do not say they shall not dwell thereon ; for in- 
nsmnch as they bring forth fruit and works mete for 
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my kingdom, they shall dwell thereon ; they shall bmld, 
and another shall not inherit it ; they shall plant vine- 
yards, and they shall eat the fruit thereof. Eren so. 
Amen, • 



SECTION XCIX 



Bevdation given to Enoch, co'iicerning the order of th^ 
Church for the oene/U of the Poor, 

1. Yerily I say unto you, my friends, t give unto you 
counsel, and a commandment, concerning all the pro- 
perties which belong to the order which i commanded 
to be organized and established, to be an united order, 
and an'everlasting order for the benefit of my c^urdi, 
and for the salvation of men until I come, with pro- 
mise immutable and imchangeable, that inasmucn as 
those whom I commanded were faithful they should be 
blessed with a multiplicity of blessing ; but inasmuch 
as they were not faithful they were nigh unto cursing. 
Therefore, inasmuch as some of my servants have not 
kept the conmiandment but have broken the covenant 
by covetousness, and with feigned words, I have cursed 
them with a very sore and grievous ciu'se ; for I, the Lord, 
have decreed in my heart, that inasmuch as any man 
belonging to the order, shall be found a transgressor, 
or, in other words, shall break the covenant with whidi 
ye are bound, he shall be cursed in his life, and shall 
be trodden down by whom T will, for I, the Lord, am 
not to be mocked in these things ; and all this that the 
innocent among you may not be condenmed with the 
unjust, and that the guilty among you may not escape^ 
because I, the Lord, have promised unto you a <^rovn 
of glory at my right hand. Therefore, inasmuch 98 jrQ« 
are found transgressors, ye cannot escape my wram In 
your lives ; inasmuch as ye are cut off by transgrea^osfiy 
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ye cannot escape the buffetings of Satan, until the day 
of redemption. 

2. And I now give unto you power from this very 
hour, that if any man among you, of the order, is found 
a transgressor, and repenteth not of the evil, that ye 
shall deliver him over unto the buffetings of Satan, and 
he shall not have power to bring evil upon you. It is 
wisdom in me : therefore, a commandment I give unto 
you, that ye shall organize yourselves and appoint 
every man his stewaroGship, that every man may give 
an account unto me of the stewardship which is ap- 
pointed unto him ; for it is expedient that I, the Loixi, 
should make every man accoimtable, as stewards over 
earthly blessings, which I have made and prepared for 
my creatures. I, the Lord, stretched out the heavens, 
and bxdlt the earth as a very handy work, and all things 
therein are mine : and it is my purpose to provide for 
my Saints, for all things are mine^ but it must needs bo 
done in mine own way ; and behold this is the way 
that I, the Lord, have decreed to provide for my Saint^ 
that the poor shall be exalted, in that the rich are made 
low ; for the earth is full, and there is enough and to 

re ; yea, I prepared all things, and have civen unto 
children of men to be agents unto themselves. 
Therefore, if any man shall take of the abundance which 
I have made, and impart not his portion, according to 
the law of my gospel, unto the poor and the needy, he 
shall, with the wicked, lift up his eyes in hell, being in 
torment. 

3. And now, verily I s^ unto you, concerning the 
properties of the order. Let my servant Pelagoram 
nave appointed unto him the place where he now resides, 
and tne lot of Tahhanes for his stewardship, for his 
support while he is labouring in my vineyard, even as 
I will when I shall command nim ; and let all things be 
done according to the counsel of the order, and united 
consent or voice of the order, which dwell in the land 
of Shinehah. And this stewardship and blessing, I, 
the Lord, confer upon my servant Pelagoram, for a 
blessing upon him, and his seed after him ; and I will 
multiply blessings upon him, inasmuch as he shall bo 
humble before me. 
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4. And again, let my servant Mahemaon have ap- 
pointed unto him, for his stewardship, the lot of land 
which my servant Zombre obtained in exchange for 
his former inheritance, for him and his seed after 
him ; and inasmuch as he is faithful, I will multiply 
blessings upon him, and his seed after him. And let 
my servant Mahemson devote his monies for the pro- 
claiming of my words, according as my servant Gkzelam 
shall direct. 

5. And again, let my servant Shederlaomach have 
the place upon which he now dwells. And let my seis 
vant Olihah have the lot which is set off joining the 
house, which is to be for the I^ineshine-house, which is 
lot number one, and also the lot upon which his father 
resides. And let my servants Shederlaomach and Oli- 
hah have the Laneshine-house, and all things that pei^ 
tain unto it ; and this shall be their stewar&hip which 
shall be appointed unto them : and inasmuch as they 
are faithful, behold I will bless, and multiply blessinss 
upon them, and this is ihe beginning of the steward- 
ship which I have appointed them, for them and their 
seed after them ; ana, inasmuch as they are faithful, 1 
will multiply blessings upon them, and their seed after 
them, even a multiphcity of blessings. 

6. And again, let my servant Zombre have the house 
in which he lives, and the inheritance — all, save the 
ground which hsus been reserved for the building of my 
houses, which pertains to that inheritance, and those 
lots which have been named for my servant Olihah. 
And, inasmuch as he is faithful, I will multiply bless- 
ings upon him. And it is my will that he should sell 
the lots that are laid off for the building up of the city 
of my saints, hiasmuch as it shall be made known to 
him by the voice of the Spirit, and according to tha 
counsel of the order, and by the voice of the order. And 
this is the beginning of the stewardship which I hav^ 
appointed unto him, for a blessing unto him. and his 
seed after him ; and, inasmuch as he is faithral, I will 
liiultlply a multiplicity of blessings upon him. 

7. And again, let my servant Ahashdah have ap* 
pointed unto him the houses and lot where he now te* 
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sides, and the lot and building on which the Ozondah 
stands, and also the lot which is on the comer south of 
the Ozondah, and also the lot on which the Shule is 
situated. And all this I have appointed unto my ser- 
vant Ahasfhdah, for his stewardship, for a blessing 
upon him and his seed after him, for the benefit of the 
Ozondah of my order which I have established for my 
stake in the land of Shinehah ; yea, verily, this is the 
stewardship which I have appointed unto my servant 
Ahashdah, even this whole Ozondah establishment, 
him and his agent, and his seed after him ; and, inas* 
much as he is faithful in keeping my commandments 
which I have given unto him, I will multiply blessings 
upon him, and his seed after him, even a multiplicity 
of blessings. 

8. And again, let my servant Gazelam have ap- 
pointed imto him the lot which is laid off for the build- 
ing of my house, which is forty rods long, and twelve 
wide, and also the inheritance upon which his father 
resides; and this is the beginning of the stewardship 
which I have appointed unto him, for a blessing upon 
him, and upon his father ; for, behold, I have reserved 
an inheritance for his fajther, for his support ; there- 
fore he shall be reckoned in the house of my servant 
Gazelam, and I will multiply blessings upon the house 
of my servant Gazelam, inasmuch as he is faithful, even 
Sk miStiplicity of blessings. 

9. And now, a commandment I give unto you con- 
cerning Zion, that you shall no longer be bound as an 
united order to your brethren of Zion, only on this 
wise. After you are organized, you shall be called 
the United Order of the stake of Zion, the city of 
Shinehah. And vour brethren, after they are organ- 
ized, shall be caued the United Order of the City of 
Zioni ; and they shall be organized in their own names, 
and in their own name ; and tiiev shall do their busi- 
ness in their own name, and in their own names ; and 
you shall do your business in your own name, an^ in 
your own names. And this I have commanded to be 
done for your salvation, and also for their salvation, in 
consequence of their being driven out^ and that which 
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is to come. The covenants beinff broken tbroi^ 
transgression, by covetousness and feigned wosxls; 
therefore, you are dissolved as an unit^ order wiili 
your brethren, that you are not bound only up to this 
hour unto them, only on this wise, as I said, by loan 
as shall be agreed by this order in council, as your 
circumstances will admit and the voice of the cotmcU 
direct. 

10. And again, a commandment I ffive unto you 
concerning your stewardship which I have appointed 
unto you. Ibehold, all these properties are mine, at 
else your faith is vain, and ye are found hypocrites, 
and the covenants which ye nave made unto me are 
broken ; and if the properties are mine, then ye are 
stewards, otherwise ye are no stewards. But, verily I 
say unto you, I have appointed unto vou to be stewards 
over mine house, even stewards indeed ; and for this 
purpose I have commanded you to organize yourselves, 
even to Shinelah my words, the fulness of my scriptures, 
the revelations which I have given unto you, and 
which I shall, hereafter, from time to time give unto 
vou, for the purpose of building up my church, and 
Kingdom on the earth, and to prepare my people f<»r 
the time when I shall dwell with them, which is ni^ 
at hand. 

11. And ye shall prepare for yourselves a treasury, 
and consecrate it unto my name ; and ye shall ap- 
point oiie among you to keep the treasury, and he 
shall be ordained unto this blessing ; and there shall 
be a seal upon the treasury, and all the sacred things 
shall be delivered into the treasury, and no man among 
you shall call it his own, or any part of it, for it shim 
belong to you all with one accord ; and I give it unto 
you from this very hour : and now see to it, tiiat ye go 
to and make use of the stewardship which I have ap- 
pointed unto you, exclusive of the sacred thii^pi^ tOft 
the purpose of Shinelane these sacred things as I Jbave 
said ; and the avails of the sacred things shall be bad 
in the treasury, and a seal shallbe upon it, and itsiiiil 
not be used or taken out of the treasury by any ^mmu 
neither shall the seal be loosed which shau be piaistf 
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Upon it, only by the voice of the . order, or by com- 
mandment. And thus shall ye preserve the avails 
of the sacred things in the treasury, for sacred and 
holy purposes: and this shall be called the sacred 
treasury of the Lord ; and a seal shall be kept upon it 
that it may be holy and consecrated unto the Lord. 

12. And again, there shall be another treasury pre- 
pared, and a treasurer appointed to keep the treasury, 
and a seal shall be placed upon it ; and all monies that 
you receive in your stewardships, by improving upon 
the properties which I have appointed iinto you,, in 
houses, or in lands, or in cattle, or in all things save it 
be the holy and sacred writings, which I have reserved 
unto myself for holy and sacred purposes, shall be 
cast into the treasury as fast as you receive monies, by 
hxmdreds, or by fifties, or by twenties, or by tens, or 
by fives ; or in other words, if any man among you 
obtain five talents, let him cast them into the treasury ; 
or if he obtain ten, or twenty, or fifty, or an hundred, 
let him do likewise ; and let not any man among you 
say that it is his own, for it shall not be called his, nor 
any part of it ; and there shall not any part of it be 
used, or taken out of the treasury, only by the voice 
and common consent of the order. And this shall be 
the voice and common consent of the order ; that any 
man among you, say unto the treasurer, I have need 
of this to help me in my stewardship ; if it be five 
talents, or, if it be ten talents, or twenty, or fifty, or 
an hundred, the treasurer shall give unto him the sum 
which he requires, to help him in his stewardship, 
until he be found a transgressor, and it is manifest 
before the council of the order plainly, that he is an 
unfaithful and an unwise steward ; but so long as he 
is in full fellowship, and is faithful, and wise in his 
stewardship, this shall be his token unto the treasurer, 
that the treasurer shall not withhold. But in case of 
transgression, the treasurer shall be subject imto the 
council and voice of the order. And in case the trea- 
surer is found an unfaithful, and an unwise steward, 
he shall be subject to the counsel and voice of the 
order, and shall be removed out of his place, and 
another shall be aj^ointed in his stead. 
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13. And again, verily I say unto you, concerning 
your debts, behold it is my Will that you should pay 
all your debts ; and it is my will that you should 
humble yourselves before me, and obtain this blessing 
hj your diligence and humility, and the nrayer of 
£uth ; and inasmuch as you are diligent and humble, 
and exercise the prayer of faith ; behold, I will soften 
^e hearts of those to whom you are in debt, until I 
shall send means imto you for your deliverance. 
Therefore write speedily unto Cainhannoch, and write 
according to that which shall be dictated by my Spirit, 
and I wUl soffcen the hearts of those to whom you are 
bi debt, that it shall be taken away out of their minds 
to bring affliction upon you. And inasmuch as ye are 
humble and faithfm, and call upon my name, behold, 
I will give you the victory. I give unto you a pro- 
mise, that you shall be delivered this once out of your 
bondage ; masmuch as you obtain a chance to loan 
money by himdreds, or thousands, even until vou shall 
loan enough to deliver yourselves from bondage, it is 
your privflege ; and pledge the properties which I 
nave put into your hands, this once, by giving your 
names by common consent or otherwise, as it shaH 
seem good unto you. I give unto you this privilege, 
this once, and behold, if you proceed to do the things 
which I nave laid before you, according to my com- 
mandments, all these things are mine, and ye are my 
stewurds, and the master will not suffer his house to 
be broken up. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION 0. 

Revelation given November, 1834. 

1. It is my will that my servant "Warren A. Cowderjr 
should be appointed and ordained a presiding hi^h 
priest over my church, in the land of Freedom and the 
regions round about ; and should preach my everlast- 
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ing gos^l, and lift^ up hia voice ana warn the people, 
not only in his own place, but in the adjoining coun- 
tries, and devote his whole time in this high and holy 
calling which I now give unto him, seeking diligently 
the kingdom of heaven and its righteousness, and all 
things necessary shall be added thereunto, for the la* 
bourer is worthy of his hire. 

2. And again, verilv I say unto you^ the coming of 
the Lord draweth nigh, and it overtaketh the world afl 
a thief in the night : therefore gird up your loins that 
you may be the children of mQ light, and thaii day 
shall not overtake you as a thief. 

3. And again, verily I say unto you, there was joy 
in heaven when my servant Warren bowed to my 
sceptre, and separated himself from the crafts of men : 
therefore, blessed is my servant Warren, for I will hav© 
mercy on him ; and notwithstanding the vanity of his 
heart, I will lift him up, inasmuch as he will humble 
himself before me ; and I will give him grace and «»• 
suranoe wherewith he may stand, and if he continue 
to be a faithful witness and a light unto the ohurohy 
I have prepared a erown for hSn in the mansions of 
my Father. Even s6. Amen. 



SECTION CI. 

BevdaUon given Febraa/hf, 18^. 

1. Verily I say unto you, my fHends, behold 1 will 
give unto you a revelation and commandment, that you 
may know how to act in the discharge of your duties 
concerning the salvation and redemption of your breth- 
ren, who nave been scattered on the land of Zion ; 
being driven and smitten by the hands of mine ene- 
mies, on whom I will pour out my wrath without mear 
sure in mine own time ; for I have suffered them thus 
far, that they might fill up the measure of their iniqui- 
ties^ that their cup might be full \ and tiiat those me 
2o2 
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call themselves after my name might be chastened for 
a little season with a sore and grievous chastisement, 
because they did not hearken altogether unto the pre- 
cepts and commandments which I gave unto them. 

2. But verily I say unto you, that I have decreed a 
decree which iaj people shall realize, inasmuch as they 
hearken from this very hour, unto the counsel which I, 
the Lord their God, shall give unto them. Behold they 
shall, for I have decreed it, begin to prevail against 
mine enemies from this very hour, and by hearkening 
to observe all the words which I, the Lord their God, 
shall speak unto them, they shall never cease to pre^ 
Tad imtil the kingdoms of the world are subdued under 
my feet, and the earth is given unto the saints, to pos- 
sess it for ever and ever. But inasmuch as they keep 
not my commandments, and hearken not to observe au 
my words, the kingdoms of the world shall prevail 
against them, for tney were set to be a light unto the 
world, and to be the saviours of men ; and inasmuch 
as they are not the saviours of men, they are as salt 
that has lost its savour, and is thenceforth good for 
nothing but to be cast out and trodden under foot dF 
men. 

3. But verily I say unto you, I have decreed that 
your brethren which have been scattered shall return 
to the land of their inheritances, and build up the waste 
places of Zion ; for after much tribulation, as I have 
said unto you in a former commandment, cometh the 
blessing, ioehold, this is the blessing which I have pro- 
mised after your tribulations, and the tribulations of 
your brethren ; ^our redemption, and the redemption 
of your brethren, even their restoration to the land of 
Zion, to be established no more to be thrown down ; 
nevertheless, if they pollute their inheritances, they 
shall be thrown down, for I will not spare them if they 
pollute their inheritances. Behold, I say unto you, the 
redemption of Zion must needs come by power ; there- 
fore, I will raise up unto my people a man, who shall 
lead them like as Moses led the children of Israel, fer 
ye are the children of Israel, and of the seed of Abr»7 
nam, and ye must needs be led out of bondage by powi^ 
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and with a stretclied out arm : and as your fathers 
were led at the first, even so shall the redemption of 
Zion be. Therefore let not yoxir hearts faint, for I say 
not unto you as I said unto your fathers, mine angel 
shall go up before you, but not my presence ; but I say 
unto you, mine angels shall go before you, and also 
my presence, and in time ye shall possess me goodly 
land. 

4. Verily, verily I say unto you, that my servant 
Baurak Ale is the man to whom I likened the servant 
to whom the Iiord of the vineyard spoke in the parable 
which I have given unto you. 

5. Therefore let my servant Baurak Ale say unto 
the strength of my house, my young men and the mid- 
dle aged, gather yourselves together unto the land of 
Zion, upon the land which I have bought with monies 
that have been consecrated unto me ; and let all the 
churches send up wise men with their monies, and puiv 
chase lands even as I have commanded them ; ana in- 
asmuch as mine enemies come against you to drive you 
from my goodly land, which I have consecrated to b© 
the lana of Zion ; even from your own lands after these 
testimonies, which ye have brought before me, against 
them, ye shall curse them ; and whomsoever ye curse, 
I will curse, and ye^hall avenge me of mine enemies ; 
and my presence shall be with you even in avenging 
me of mme enemies, unto the third and fourth gene- 
ration of them that hate me. 

6. Let no man be afraid to lay down his life for my 
sake, for whoso layeth down . his life for my sake shall 
find it again ; and whoso is not willing to lay down 
his life for my sake, is not my disciple. It is my will 
that my servant Sidney Rigdon shall lift up his voice 
in the congregations in the eastern countries, in pre- 

rring the churches to keep the commandments which 
have given unto them, concemiiM; the restoration 
and redemption of Zion. It is my willthat my servant 
Parley P. Pratt, and my servant Lyman Wight should 
not return to the land of their orethren, until they 
have obtained companies to go up unto the land of Zion, 
by tens, or by twenties, or by fifties, or by an hundred^ 
2c3 
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until they have obtained to the number of five hundred 
of the strength of my house. Behold this is my will ; 
ask and you shall receive, but men do not always do my 
will; therefore, if you cannot obtain five hundred, se^ 
diligently, that peradventure you may obtain three 
hundred ; and if ye cannot obtain three hundred, seek 
diliffently, that peradventure ye may obtain one hun- 
dred. But verily I say imto you, a commandment I 
five unto you, that ye shall not go up unto the land of 
ion, untU you have obtained one hundred of the 
strength of my house, to go up imto the land of ZiosL 
Therefore, as I said unto you, ask and ye shall receive ; 
pray earnestly that peradventure my servant Baurak 
Ale may go with you, and preside in the midst of my 
people, and organize my kingdom upon the consecrated 
land, and establish the children of Zion, upon the laws 
and commandments which have been, and which sh^ 
be given unto you. 

7. All victory and glory is brought to pass unto yon 
through your diligence, faithfulness, and prayers d 
faith. Let my servant Parley P. Pratt journey witli 
my servant Joseph Smith, jun. Let my servant liyman 
Wight journey with my servant Sidney Eigdon. Let 
my servant Hyrum Smith journey with my servant 
Frederick G. Williams. Let my servant Orson Hyde 
journey with my servant Orson Pratt, whithersoever 
my servant Joseph Smith, jun., shall counsel them, in 
obtaining the fulfilment of these commandments which 
I have given unto you, and leave the residue in jny 
hands. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION on. 

Ref&dation g{i)en on Fishings River, MUsouriy 
June 22, 1834. 

1. Verily I say unto you who have assembled your* 
selves together that you may learn mv will conceming 
the redemption of mme afflicted people. 
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2. Behold, I say unto you, were it not for the trans- 
gressions of my people, speaking concerning the church 
and not individuals, they might have been redeemed 
even now ; but behold, they have not learned to be 
obedient to the things which I required at their hands, 
but are full of all manner of evil, and do not impart of 
their substance, as becometh Saints, to the poor and 
afflicted among them, and are not united according to 
the union required by the law of the celestial kmg- 
dom ; and Zion cannot be built up unless it is by the 
principles of the law of the celestial kingdom, other- 
wise I cannot receive her unto myself; and my people 
must needs be chastened until they learn obedience, if 
it must needs be, by the things which they suffer. 

3. I speak not concerning those who are appointed 
to lead my people, who are the first elders of my 
church, for they are not all under this condemnation ; 
but I speak concerning my churches abroad — ^there are 
many who will say-*- Where is their God ? Behold, he 
will deliver in time of trouble, otherwise we will not 
ffo up unto Zion, and will keep our monies. Therefore, 
in consequence of the transgression of my people, it is 
expedient in me that mine elders should wait for a 
little season for the redemption of Zion, that they 
themselves may be prepared, and that my people may 
be taught more perfectly, and have experience, and 
know more perfectly concerning their duty, and the 
things which I require at their hands ; and this cannot 
be brought to pass until mine elders are endowed with 
power from on high ; for behold, I have prepared a 
great endowment and blessing to be poured out upon 
them, inasmudi as they are faithful and continue in 
humility before me ; therefore it is expedient in me 
that mine elders should wait for a little season, for the 
redemption of Zion ; for behold, I do not require at 
their hands to fight the battles of Zion ; for, as I said 
in a former commandment, even so will I falfil. I 
will fight your battles. 

4. Behold, the destroyer I have sent forth to destroy 
and lay waste mine enemies : and not many ^ears 
hence they shall not be left to pollute mine hentage^ 
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and to blaspheme my name upon the laiuis which fi 
have consecrated for the gathering t(^tber of m^ 
Saints. .' 

5. Behold, I have commanded mv servant Baurak Ai» 
to say unto the strength of my house, even my war-, 
riors, my younff men, and middle-aged, to galdier toge^j 
ther for the reaemption of my pe<^Te, and throw down! 
the towers of mine enemies, and scatter their wateh*i 
men ; but the strength of mine house have not heark* 
ened unto my words ; but inasmuch as there are thoeg 
who have hearkened unto my words, I have prepared 
a blessing and an endowment for them, if they oontlnud 
faithful. I have heard their prayers, and will accept 
their offering ; and it is expedient in me, that i^j 
should be brought thus far for a trial of their faith. 

6. And now, verily I say unto you, a oosnmaikbneBi 
I give unto you, that as many as have oome latp hither, 
tlmt can stay in the region round about, let thei& stav; 
and those that cannot stay, who have familiaes in m 
east, let them tanyfor a little season, inasmuuch as ay 
servant Joseph shall appoint unto them; for Twill 
counsel him concerning this matter, and all thinipi 
whatsoever he shall appoint unto them shall be fulfilled 

7. And let all my |>eople who dwell in the regioBS 
round about be very faithful, and prayerful, and hwmr 
ble before me, and reveal not the thi^^ wMdi I have 
revealed \mto them, until it is wisdom m me that thi^ 
should be revealed. Talk not of judgment, nei^iff 
boast of faith, nor of mighty works, but earefiilly gathtf 
together, as much in one region ajs can be consistently 
with the feelings of the people ; and behold, I will give 
unto you favour and grace in their eyes, that you mti^ 
rest in peace and safety, while jrou are saying unto w 
people, Execute judgment and justice for us aoeorduig 
to law, and redress \m of our wrongs. 

8. Now, behold, I say unto you, my fiiends, in tiop 
way you may find favour in the eyes of the peoptey 
until the army of Israel becomes very^at; anajt 
will soften the hearts of the people, as I did tl^a heaxt 
of Pharaoh, from time to time, until my 9^nnMAi 
Baurak Ale, and Baneemy, whom I have c^ppoia^^dlf 
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shall have tune to gather up the strength of my house, 
and to have sent wise men, to fulfil that which I have 
commanded concerning the purchasing of all the lands 
in Jackson county that can be purchased, and in the 
adjoining counties round about ; for it is my will that 
these lands should be purchased, and after they are 
piurchased that my Saints should possess them accord- 
ing to the laws of consecration which I have given ; 
and after these lands are purchased, I will hold the 
armies of Israel guiltless in taking possession of their 
own lands, which they have previously purchased with 
their monies, and of throwing down the towers of mine 
enemies that may be upon them, and scattering their 
watchmen, and avenging me of mine enemies unto the 
third and fourth generation of them that hate me. 

9. But firstly, let my army become very great, and 
let it be sanct&ed before me, that it may become fair 
as the sun, and clear as the moon, and that her ban- 
ners may be terrible unto all nations ; that the king- 
doms of this world may be constrained to acknowledge, 
that the kingdom of Zion is in very deed the kingdom 
of our God and his Christ ; therefore, let us become 
subject unto her laws. 

10. Verily I say imto you, it is expedient in me that 
the first elders of my cburch should receive their en- 
dowment from on hign in my house, which I have com- 
manded to be built unto my name in the land of Kirt- 
land ; and let those commandments which I have ^ven 
concerning Zion and her law be executed, and fulfilled, 
after her redemption. There has been a day of calling, 
but the time has come for a day of choosing, and let 
those be chosen that are worthy ; and it shall be mani- 
fest unto my servant, by the voice of the Spirit, those 
that are chosen, and they shall be sanctified ; and in- 
asmuch as they follow the counsel which they receive, 
they shall have power after many days to accomplish 
all things pertaining to Zion. 

11. And again T say unto you, sue for peace, not only 
the people that have smitten you, but also to all peo- 
ple ; and lift up an ensign of peace, and make a pro- 
clamation for peace unto the ends of the earth ; and 
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make proposaLB for pace unto those who have smitteB 
you, according to the voice of the Spirit which is in 
you, and all things shall work together for your good; 
therefore be faithful, and behold, and lo, I am with you 
even unto the end. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION CJin. 
Bevelaiian ffiven to Joseph Smith, Jcmuaty 19, 1841. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, my eervant 
Joseph Smith, I am well pleased with your oJroringaiHi 
acknowledgments, which you have made, for unto this 
end have I raised you up, that I might shew forl^ mj 
wisdom through the weak things of the earth. Yoor 
prayers are acceptable before me, and in answer to 
them I say unto you, that you are now <^led im- 
mediately to make a solemn proclamation of my goepel, 
and of tins stake which I have planted to be a comer 
stone of Zion, which shall be polished with that refine- 
ment which is after the similitude of a palace. Has 
proclamation shall be made to all the kings of the worid 
-^tothe four comers thereof— to the honourable Presi- 
dent elect, and the hi^h minded governors of the nation 
in which you live, and to all the nations of the ear&i 
scattered abroad. Let it be written in the Siurit d 
meekness and by the power of the Holy Ghost^ whidi 
shall be in you at the time of the writing of the same; 
for it shall be given you by the Holy Ghost to know 
my will concerning those kings and authoritiea, even 
what shall befall t£em in a time to oome. For, beh(^ ! 
X am about to call upon them to give heed to the Hghi 
and glory of Zion, for the set time has come to &T«ur 
her. 

2. Call ye, therefore, upon them with loud, procla- 
mation, and with your testimony, fearing them not^ f&r 
they are as grass, and all their glory as the floirar 
thereof which soon falleth, that they may be Ml also 
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•^^hout excuse, and that I may visit them in the day 
of viflitation, when I shall unveil the face of my covering, 
to appoint the portion of the oppressor among hypo- 
crites, where there is gnashing of teeth, if they reject 
my servants and my testimony which I have revealed 
unto them. And again, I will visit and soften their 
hearts, many of them for your good, that ye may find 
grace in their eyes, that they may come to the light of 
truth, and the Gentiles to the exaltation or lifting up 
of Zion. For the day of my visitation cometh speedily, 
in an hour when ye think not of, and where shall be 
the safety of my people, and refuge for those who shall 
be left of them ? 

3. Awake I O, kings of the earth ! Come ye, O, come 
ye, with your gold and your silver, to the help of my 
people, to the house of the daughters of Zion. 

4. And again, verily I say unto you, Let my servant 
Bobert B. Thompson hdp you to write this proclama- 
tion, for I am well pleased with him, and that he should 
be with you ; let him, therefore, hearken to your counsel, 
and I will bless him with a multiplicity of blessings ; 
let him be faithful and true in all thing from henceforth, 
and he shall be great in mine eyes ; but let him re- 
member that his stewardship will I require at his hands. 

5. And again, verily I say unto you, Blessed is my 
servant Hyrum Smith, for I, the Lord, love him because 
of the integrity of his heart, and because he loveth that 
which is right before me, saith the Lord. 

6» Again, let my servant John C. Bennett, help you 
in your labour in sending my word to the khigs of the 
people of the earth, and stand by you, even you my ser- 
vant Joseph Smith, in the hour of affliction, and his 
reward shall not fail if he receive counsel ; and for hit 
lore he shall be great, for he shall be mine if he do 
this, sail^ the Lord. I have seen the work which he 
hath done, which I accept, if he continue, and will 
crown him with blessings and great glory. 

7. And again, T say unto you, that it is my will that 
my servant Lyman Wight should continue in preaching 
for Zion, in the spirit of meekness, confessing me before 
the world, and I will beat him up at on eagle's w^ngo, 
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and he shall be^et glory and honour to himsol^^ and 
unto my name, that when he shall finish his work, that 
I may receive him unto myself^ even as I did my ser- 
vant David Patten, who is with me at this time^ and 
also my servant Edward Partridge, and also my aged 
servant Joseph Smith, sen., who sitteth with Abramin 
at his right hand, and blessed and holy is he, forhe is 
mine. 

8. And again, verily, I say tinto you, my servant 
George Miller is without guile ; he may be trusted be- 
cause of the integrity of his heart ; and for the low 
which he has to my testimony I, the liord, love him; I 
therefore say unto you, I seal upon his head the office 
of a bishopric, like unto my servant Edward Partrklge, 
that he may receive the conseciations of mine hcrase, 
that he may administer blessings upon the heads of the 
poor of my people, saith the Lord. Let no man despse 
my servant George, for he shall honour m^. 

9. Let my servant Greorge, and my servant Lymas, 
and my servant John Snider, and others, build a hofQse 
imto my name, such an one as my servant Joseph diall 
shew tinto them ; upon the place which he shall dbew 
unto them also. And it shall be for a house for board- 
ing, a house that strangers may come from afar to lodge 
therein : therefore let it be a good house, worthy of idl 
acceptation, that the weary travell^ may find h^^ 
and safety while he shall contemplate the word c£^ 
Lord ; and the comer-stone I have a|>pointed for ZSon. 
This house shall be a healthy habitation if it be built 
unto my name, and if the governor which ^lall be ap- 
pointed unto it shall not suffer any pollution to oome 
upon it. It shall be holy, or the Lord your God will 
not dwell therein. 

10. And again, verily I say unto you, Let aU my wnta 
come f^om afSsir ; and send ye swift messengers^ yea, 
chosen messengers, and say unto them ; come ye, vitii 
all your gold, and. your silver, and your precious atones, 
and with all your. antiq[uities ; and with all who faay« 
knowledge of antiquities, that will come, may.oiMne, 
and bring t^e box tree, and the fir tree, and tte|>in« 
tree, together ^th ail the precious trees of tto ^mt^\ 
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and with iron, with copper, and with brass, and with 
jginc, and with all your precious things of the earth, and 
•build a house to my name, for the Most High to dwell 
therein ; for there is not a place found on earth that 
he may come and restore again that which was lost 
imto you, or which he hath taken away, even the ful- 
ness of the priesthood ; for a baptismal font there is 
not upon the earth, that they, my saints, may be bap- 
tized for those who are dead ; for this ordinance be- 
longeth to my house, and cannot be acceptable to me, 
only in the days of your poverty, wherein ye are not 
able to build a house unto me. But I command you 
all, ye my saints, to build a house unto me ; and I grant 
xmto you a suf&cient time to build a house imto me, 
and during this time your baptisms shall be acceptable 
xmto me. 

11. But behold, at the end of this appointment, your 
baptisms for your dead shall not be acceptable unto me ; 
and if you do not these things at the end of the appointr- 
ment, ye shall be rejected as a church, with your dead, 
saith the Lord your God. For verily I say unto you, 
that after you have had sufficient time to build a house 
to me, wherein the ordinance of baptizing for the dead 
belongeth, and for which the same was instituted from 
before the foundation of the world, your baptisms for 
your dead cannot be acceptable unto me, for therein 
are the keys of the holy priesthood, ordained that you 
may receive honour and glory. And after this time, 
your baptisms for the dead, by those who are scattered 
abroad, are not acceptable unto me, saith the Lord; 
for it is ordained that in Zion, and in her stakes, and 
in Jerusalem, those places which I have appointed for 
refuge, shall be the places for your baptisms for your 
dead. 

12. And again, verily I say unto you. How shall your 
washings be acceptable unto me, except ye perform 
them in a house ^mich you have built to my name ? 
For, for this catise I commanded Moses that he should 
build a tabernacle, that they should bear it with them 
in the wilderness, and to build a house in the land of 
promise, that those ordinances might be revealed which 
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had been hid from before the world was ; therefore, 
verily I say unto you, that your anointings, and your 
washings, and your baptisms for the dead, and your 
solemn assemblies, and your memorials for your sacra- 
fices, by the sons of Levi, and for your oracles in your 
most holy places, wherein you receive conversations, 
and your statutes and judgments, for the beginning d 
the revelations and foundation of Zion,and for the gloiy, 
honour, and endowment of all her municipals^ are or- 
dained by the ordinance of my holy house which my peo- 
ple are always commanded to build unto my holy name. 

13. And verily I say unto you. Let this house be built 
unto my name, that I may reveal mine ordinances 
therein, unto my people ; for I deign to reveal tmto my 
church, things which have been kept hid from before 
the foundation of the world, things that pertain to the 
dispensation of the fulness of times; ana I will show 
unto my servant Joseph all things pertaining to this 
house, and the priesthood thereof ; and the place where- 
on it shall be built : and ye shall build it on the place 
where you have contemplated building it, for that is 
the spot which I have chosen for you to build it. If 
ye labour with all your might, I will consecrate liat 
spot that it shall be made holy ; and )f my people will 
hearken unto my voice, and unto the voice of my ser- 
vants whom I have appointed to lead my people, behold, 
verily I say unto you, they shall not be moved out of 
their place. But if they will not hearken to my voice, 
nor unto the voice of these men whom I have ap- 
pointed, they shall not be blest, because they pollute 
mine holy pounds, and mine holy ordinances, and 
charters, and my holy words which I give unto t^^ao. 

14. And it shall come to pass, That if you build a 
house unto my name, and do not do the things that I 
say, I will not perform the oath which I make unto you, 
neither fulfil the promises which ye expect at my hajids, 
saith the Lord ; for instead of blessings, ye, by your 
own works, bring cursings, wrath, in^gnation, and 
iudgments upon your own heads, by your follie% and 
by all your abominations, which you practice mfture 
me, saith the Lord. 
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15. Verily, verily I say unto you, That when I give 
a commandment to any of the sons of men, to do a 
work unto my name, and those sons of men go with all 
their might, and with all they have, to perform that 
work, and cease not their diligence, and their enemies 
come upon th^m, and hinder them from performing 
that work ; behold, it behoveth me to require that 
work no more at the hands of those sons of men, but 
to accept of their offerings ; and the iniquity and trans- 
gression of my holy laws and commandments, I will 
visit upon the heads of those who hindered my work, 
unto the third And fourth generation, so long as they 
repent not, and hate me, saith the Lord God. There- 
fore for this cause have I accepted the offerings of those 
whom I commanded to build up a city and a house 
unto my name, in Jackson county, Missouri, and were 
hindered by their enemies, saith the Lord your God : 
and I will answer judgment, wrath, and indignation, 
wailing, and anguish, and gnashing of teeth upon 
their heads, unto the third and' l3,^M*th generation, so 
long as they repent not and hate me, saith the Lord 
your God. 

• 16. And this I make an example unto you, for your 
consolation concerning all those who have been com- 
manded to do a work, and have been hindered by the 
hands of their enemies, and by oppression, saith the 
Lord yoxir God ; for I am the Lord your God, and will 
save all those of your brethren who have been pure in 
heart, and have been slain in the land of Missouri, 
saith the Lord. 

17. And again, verily I say unto you, I command you 
again to build a house to my name, even in this place, 
that you may prove yourselves unto me that ye are 
faithftil in all things whatsoever I command you, that 
I may bless you, and crown you with honour, immor- 
tality, and eternal life. 

18. And now I say unto you, as pertainiug to my 
•boarding house which I have commanded you to buUd 
for the boarding of strangers, let it be built unto mj, 
name, and let my name be named upon it, and let i^ 
servant Joseph, and his house have place therein, tfam 
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generation to generation ; for this anointing have I put 
npon his head, that his blessing shall also be put upon 
the head of his posterity after him, and a«i I said unto 
Abraham concerning the kindreds of the earth, even so 
I say unto my servant Joseph, in thee and in thy seed 
shall the kindred of the earth be blesaed. Therefore, 
let my servant Joseph and his seed after him have 
place in that house, n*om generation to generation, for 
ever and ever, saith the Lord, and let the name of that 
house be called Nauvoo house, and let it be a delightful 
habitation for man, and a resting place for the weary 
traveller, that he may contemplate the glory of Zion, 
and the glory of this the comer-stone thereof : that he 
may receive also the counsel from those whom I have 
set to be as plants of renown, and as watchmen upon 
her walls. 

19. Behold, verily I say unto you, let my servant 
George Miller, and my servant Lyman Wight, and my 
servant John Snider, and my servant Peter Haws, ot- 
^oiize themselves, and appoint one of them to be a pre- 
sident over their quorum for the puri>ose of building 
that house. And they shall form a constitution whereby 
they may receive stock for the bidlding of that house. 
And they shall not receive less than fifty doUars for a 
share of stock in that house, and they shall be permit- 
ted to receive fifteen thousand dollars from any one 
man for stock in that house ; but they shall not he 
permitted to receive over fifteen thousand dollars stock 
from any one man ; and they shall not be permitted to 
receive under fifty dollars for a share of stock from any 
one man in that house ; and they shall not be permitted 
to receive any man as a stockholder in this house, ex- 
cept the same shall pay lus btock into their hands at the 
time he receives stock ; and in proportion to the amount 
of stock he pays into their hands, he shall receive stock 
in that house ; but if he pays nothing into their hands, 
he shall not receive any stock in that house. And if 
any pay stock into their hands, it shall be for stock in 
that nouse, for himself, and for his generation after him, 
from generation to generation, so lon^ as he and his 
heirs shall hold that stock, and do not sell or convey H^ 
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stock away out of their hands by their own free will and 
act, if you will do my will, saith the Lord your G^od. 

20. And again, verily I say unto you, if my servant 
George Miller, and my servant Lyman Wight, and my 
servant John Snider, and my servant Peter Haws, re- 
ceive any stock into their hands, in monies or in pro- 
perties, wherein they receive the real value of monies, 
they shall not appropriate any portion of that stock to 
any other purpose, only in that house ; and if they do 
appropriate any portion of that stock any where 
else, only in that house, without the consent of the 
stockholder, and do not repay fourfold for the stock 
which they appropriate any where else, only in that 
house, they shall Tbe accursed, and shall be moved out 
of their place, saith the Lord God, for I, the Lord, am 
God, and cannot be mocked in any of these things. 

21. Verily I say unto you, Let my servant Joseph 
pay stock into their hands for the buildung of that house, 
aj9 seemeth him good ; but my servant Joseph cannot 
pay over fifteen thousand dollars stock in that house, 
nor under fifty dollars ; neither can any ot^er man, 
saith the Lord. 

22. And there are others also, who wish to know my 
will concerning them, for they have asked it at my hands. 
Therefore I say unto you concerning my servant Vinson 
^Knight, if he will do mv will, let him j^ut stock into 
that house for himself, ana for his generation after him, 
from feneration to generation, and let him lift up his 
voice long and loud, in the midst of the people, to plead 
the cause of the poor and the needy, and let him not 
fail, neither let his heart fednt, and I will accept of his 
offerings, for they shall not be unto me as the offering 
of Cain, for he shall be mine, saith the Lord. Let his 
family rejoice, and turn away their hearts from afiiio- 
tion, for I have chosen him and anointed him, and he 
shall be honoured in the midst of his house, for I will 
forgive all his sins, saith the Lord. Amen. 

23. Verily I say unto you. Let my servant Hjrrum 
put stock into that house as seemeth him good, for himt- 
self and his generation after him, from generation to 

.generation.

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24. Let my servant Isaac Galland put stock into that 
house, for I, the Lord, love him for the work he ha& 
done, and will forgive all his sins ; therefore, let him 
be remembered for an interest in that house from gene- 
ration to generation. Let my servant Isaac Cralland 
be appointed among you, and be ordained by my ser- 
vant William Marks, and be blessed of him, to go with 
my servant Hyrum, to accomplish the work that my 
servant Joseph shall point out to them, and they shall 
be greatly blessed. 

25. Let my servant "William Marks pay stock into 
that house, as it seemeth him good, for lumself and his 
generation, from generation to generation. 

26. Let my servant Henry 5. Sherwood pay stock 
into that house, as seemeth him good for himself and 
his seed after Mm, from generation to generation. , 

27. Let my servant William Law pa^ stock into that 
house, for himself and his seed after hmi, from genera^ 
tion to generation. If he will do my will, let him not 
take his family unto the eastern lands, even unto 
Kirtland; nevertheless, I, the Lord, will build up 
Kirtland, but I, the Lord, have a scourge prepared for 
the inhabitants thereof. And with my servant Almcm 
Babbitt, there are many things with which I am not 
well pleased; behold, he aspireth to establish his 
council instead of the council which I have ordained, 
even the presidency of my church, and he setteth up a 
golden calf for the worship of my people. Let no man 
go from this place who has come here essaying to keep 
my commandments. If they live here let mem live 
tmto me ; and if they die, let them die unto me ; tor 
they shall rest from all their labours here, and shsil 
continue their works. Therefore let my servant "WU* 
liam put his trust in me, and cease to fear concerning 
his fkmily, because of the sickness of the land. If ye 
love me, keep my commandments, and the sickness ot 
the land shall redound to your glory. 

28. Let my servant William go and proclaim my 
everlasting gospel with a loud voice, and with greaEt 
joy, as he shall be moved upon by my Spirit, unto Ae 
inhabitants of Warsaw, and also unto the inhabitattlB 
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of Carthage, and also unto the inhabitants of Burling- 
ton, and also unto the inhabitants of Madison, and 
await patiently and diligently for further instructions 
at my general conference, saith the Lord. If he will 
do my will, let him from henceforth hearken to the 
counsel of my servant Joseph, and with his interest 
support the cause of the poor, and publish the new 
translation of my holy word unto the inhabitants of 
the earth ; and if he will do this, I will bless him with 
a multiplicity of blessings, that he shall not be for- 
saken, nor his seed be found begging bread. 

29, And again, verily I say unto you. Let my servant 
William be appointed, ordained, and anointed, as a 
counsellor imto my servant Joseph, in the room of my 
servant Hyrum ; that my servant Hyrum may take 
the of&ce of priesthood and patriarch, which was ap- 
pointed unto him by his father, by blessing and also 
by right, that from henceforth he shall hold the key* 
of the patriarchal blessings upon the heads of all my 
people, that whoever he blesses shall be blessed, and 
whoever he curses shall be cursed ; that whatsoever 
Jie shall bind on earth shall be bound in heaven ; and 
whatsoever he shall loose on earth shall be loosed in 
beaven ; and from this time forth I appoint unto him 
that he may be a prophet, and a seer, and a revelator 
unto my church, as well as my servant Joseph, that he 
may act in concert also with my servant Joseph, and 
Uiat he shall receive counsel from my servant Joseph, 
who shall show unto him the keys, whereby he may 
ask and receive, and be crowned with the same bles- 
sing, and glory, and honour, and priesthood, and gifts 
of liie priesthood, that once were put upon him that 
was my servant Oliver Cowdery ; that my servant 
Myrvaa may bear record of the things which I shall 
shew imto him, that his name may be had in honour- 
able remembrance from generation to generation, for 
©ver and ever. 

30. Let my servant William Law also receive the 
keys by which he may ask and receive blessings ; let 
him be humble before me, and be without guile, and 
lie shall receive of my spirit, even the comforter, which 
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shall manifest unto him the trath of all thingd, and 
shall give him in the very hour, what he shall say, and 
these signs shall follow him ; he shall heal the siek^ 
he shall cast out devils, and shall be delivered l^m 
those who would administer unto him deadly poison ; 
and he shall be led in paths where the poisonous mr* 
pent cannot lay hold upon his heel, and he riiall mount 
up in the imagination of his thoughts as up<m eagles' 
win^ ; and what if I will that he should raise th« 
dead, let him not withhold his voice. Therefore, let 
my servant William cry aloud and spare not, with jcff 
and rejoicing, and with hosannas to him that sittem 
upon the throne for ever and ever, saitii the Lord your 

31. Behold, I say unto you, I have a mission in store 
for my servant William, and my servant Hyrum, and 
for them alone ; and let my servant Jose[^ tany at 
home, for he is needed : the remainder t will shew 
unto you hereafter. Even so. Amen. 

32. And again, verily I say unto you, if my servant 
Sidney will serve me and be counsellor unto my ser- 
vant Joseph, let him arise and come up and stand in 
the office of his calling, and humble himself before me s 
and if he will offer imto me an acceptaMe during, and 
acknowled^ents, and remain with my people, l^hold, 
I, the Lord your God, will heal him that he shall bs 
healed ; and he shall Hft up his voice again on tli# 
mountains, and be a spokesman before my fyuee. L^ 
him come and locate his family in the ne^hbourhood 
in which my servant Joseph resides, and in all his 
joumeyings let him lifb up his voice as with the soimd 
of a trump, and warn the inhabitants of the earth to 
flee the wrath to come ; let him assist my servant 
Joseph ; and also let my servant William ikw a&Bist 
my servant Joseph, in making a solemn prodamatioii 
unto the kings of the earth, even as I have befcNne a^d 
unto you. If my servant Sidney will do my will, let 
him not remove his family unto the eastern lands, Imt 
let him change their hamtations, even as I have siduit 
Behold, it is not my will that he shall seek to tmd 
safety and refuge out of the eity which I hitrm <p* 
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r>mte(i unto you, even the city of Nauvoo. Verily 
say unto you, even now, if he will hearken to my 
voice, it shall be well with him. Even so. Amen. 

33. And again, verily I say unto you, Let my servant 
Amos Davies pay stock into the hands of those whom 
I have appointed to build a house for boarding, even 
the Nauvoo House ; this let him do if he will have an 
interest, and let him hearken unto the counsel of my 
servant Joseph, and labour with his own hands that 
he may obtam the confidence of men ; and when he 
shall prove himself faithful in all things that shall be 
entrusted unto his care, yea, even a few things, he 
shall be made ruler over many; let him therefore 
abase himself that he may be exalted. Even so. Amen. 

34. And again, verily I say tinto you, if my servant 
iRobert D. Foster will obey my voice, let him build a 
house for my servant Joseph, according to the contract 
which he has made with mm, as the door shall be open 
to him from time to time ; and let him repent of all 
his folly, and clothe himself with charity, and cease to 
do evil, and lay aside all his hard speeches, and pay 
stock also intqjihe hands of the quormn of the Nauvoo 
House, for himself and for his generation after him, 
from generation to generation, and hearken unto the 
counsel of my servants Joseph and Hyrum and Wil- 
liam Law, and unto the authorities which I have 
called to lay the foundation of Zion, and it shall be 
well with him for ever and ever. Even so. Amen. 

35. And again, verily I say unto you. Let no man pay 
stock to the quorum of the Nauvoo House, unless he 
shall be a believer in the Book of Mormon, and the re- 
velations I have given unto you, saith the Lord your 
Crod ; for that which is more or less than this cometh of 
evil, and shall be attended with cursings and not bles- 
sings, saith the Lord your Grod. Even so. Amen. 

36. And again, verily I say unto you, Let the quorum 
of the Nauvoo House have a just recompense of wages 
for all . their labours which they do in building the 
Nauvoo House, and let their wages be as shall be 
agreed among themselves, as pertaining to the price 
thereof ; and let every man who pays stock bear hi3 
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proportion of their wages, if it must needs be, for ^etr 
support, saith the Lord ; otherwise, their labours shall 
be aooounted unto them for stock in that house. £v«ii 
so. Amen. 

37. Verily I say unto you, I now give unto yon the 
officers belonging to my priesthood, that ye may hold 
the keys thereof, even the priesthood which is after the 
order of Melchisedek, which is after the order of my 
only be^tten Son. 

38. First, I give unto you Hyrum Smith, to be a 
patriarch unto you, to hold the sealing blessings of my 
church, even the Holy Spirit of promise, whereby ye 
are sealed up unto the day of redemption, that ye may 
not fall, notwithstanding the hour of temptation that 
may come upon you. 

39. I give unto you my servant Joseph, to be a pre- 
siding elder over all my church, to be a translator, a 
revelator, a seer, and prophet. I give unto him fta 
counsellors my servant Sidney Bigdon, and my servant 
William Law, that these may constitute a quorum and 
first presidency, to receive the oracles for the whole 
church. 

40. I give unto you my servant Brigham Yotmg, to 
be a president over the twelve travelling council, 
which twelve hold the keys to open up the autbority 
of my kingdom upon the four comers of the eartb, and 
after that to send my word to every creature ; they 
are— Heber C. Kimball, Parley P. Pratt, Orson Pratt, 
Orson Hyde, William Smith, John Taylor, John E. 
Pa^e, Wilford Woodrufl^ Willard Richards, George A. 
Smith ; David Patten I have taken unto myself ; be- 
hold, his priesthood no man taketh from nim ; but, 
verily I say unto you, another may be appointed tmte 
tiie same calling. 

41. And again, I say unto you, T give unto yoa a 
high council, for the comer stone of Zion ; viz. Saxnnel 
Bent, H. G. Sherwood, George W. Harris, Charles CL 
Rich, Thomas Grover, Newel Knight, David J>oti, 
Dunbar Wilson ; Seymour Branson I have taken unto 
myself, no man taketh his priesthood, but another mkj 
be appointed unto the same priesthood in his Btewa 
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(and verily I say unto you, let my servant Aaron 
Johnson be ordained unto this calling in his stead,) 
David Fulmer, Alpheus Cutler, William Huntington. 

42. And again, I give unto you Don C. Smith, to be 
a president over a quorum of high priests ; which or- 
dinance is instituted for the purpose of qualifying 
those who shall be appointed standing presidents or 
servants over different stakes scattered abroad, and 
they may travel also if they choose, but rather be or- 
dained for standing presidents, tbis is the office of their 
calling, saith the Lord your God. I give unto him 
Amasa Lyman, and Noah Packard, for counsellors, that 
they may preside over the quorum of high priests of 
my church, saith the Lord. 

43. And again, I say unto you, I give imto you 
John A. Hicks, Samuel Williams, and Jesse Baker, 
which priesthood is to preside over the quorum of 
elders, which quorum is instituted for standing minis- 
ters, nevertheless they may travel, yet they are or- 
dained to be standing ministers to my dhurch, saith 
the Lord. 

44. And again, I give unto you Joseph Young, 
Josiah Biitterfield, Daniel Miles, Henry Herriman, 
Zera Pulsipher, Levi Hancock, James Foster, to pre- 
aide over the quorum of seventies, which quorum is 
instituted for travelling elders to bear record of my 
name in all the world, wherever the travelling high 
council, my apostles, shall send them to prepare a way 
before my face. The difference between this quorum 
and the quorum of elders is, that one is to travel con- 
tinually, and the other is to preside over the churches 
from time to time ; the one has the responsibility of 
presiding from time to time, and the other has no re- 
Bponsibility of pesiding, saith the Lord your €rod. 

45. And a^un, I say unto you, I give unto you Vin- 
son Knight, Samuel H. Smith, and Shadrach Eoundy, 
if he will receive it, to preside over the bishopric ; a 
knowledge of said bishopric is given unto you in the 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants. 

46. And again, I say unto you, Samuel Eolfe and his 
COimseUors wc priests, and Uie president of the teach- 
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ers and his connsellors, and also the president of the 
deacons and his counsellors, and also the presidoBtof 
the stake and his counsellors ; the above omces I have 
given unto you, and the keys thereof, for helps and for 
governments, for the work of the ministry, and the 
perfecting of my Saints ; and a commandment I give 
unto you that you should fill all these offices and ap- 
prove of those names which I have mentioned, or else 
disapprove of them, at my general conferwice, and that 
ye should prepare rooms for all these offices in my 
house when you build it unto my name^ saith the Lord 
your God. JEven so. Amen. 



SECTION CIV. 



The word of the Lord, given unto Thomas S. Marsh, at 
KirUand, Jvly 23, 1837, concerning the twelve apomes 
oftheLambr 

1. Yerily, thus saith the Lord unto you my servant 
Thomas, I have heard thy prayers, and thine alms have 
come up as a memorial before me, in behalf of those 
thy brethren who were chosen to bear testimony of my 
name, and to send it abroad amons all nations, kin* 
dreds, tongues, and people, and ordjEuned through the 
instrumentality of my servants. 

2. Verily I say unto you, there have been some few 
things in thine heart and with thee with which I, the 
Lord, was not well pleased ; nevertheless, inasmuch as 
thou hast abased thyself thou shalt be exalted ; there- 
fore all thy sins are forgiven thee. Let thy heart be 
of good cheer before my face, and thou shalt bear record 
of my name, not only unto the (Jentiles, but also unto 
the Jiews ; and thou shalt send forth my word nnto 
the ends of the eai'th. 

3. Contend thou, therefore, morning by mornings and 
day after day let thy warning voice go forth, «yA 
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when the night cbmeth, let not the inhabitants of the 
earth slumber because of thy speech. 

4. Let thy habitation be known in Zion, and remove 
not thy house, for I, the Lord, have a great work for 
thee to do, in publishing my name among the children 
of men ; therefore, gird up thy loins for the work. Let 
thy feet be shod also, for thou art chosen, and thy path 
lieth among the mountains, and among many nations ; 
and by thy word many high ones shall be brought low, 
and by thv word many low ones shall be exaltS. Thy 
voice shall be a rebuke unto the transgressor, and at 
thy rebuke let the tongue of the slanderer cease its 
perverseness. 

5. Be thou humble, and the Lord thy Grod shall lead 
thee by the hand, and give the answer to thy prayers. 
I know thy heart, and have heard thy prayers concern- 
ing thy brethren. Be not partial towards them in love 
above many others, but let thy love be for them as for 
thyself; and let thv love abound unto all men, and 
unto all who love thy name. And pray for thy breth- 
ren of the twelve. Admonish them sharply for my 
name's sake, and let them be admonished for all their 
sins, and be ye faithful before me unto my name. And 
after their temptations, and much tribulations, behold, 
I, the Lord, will feel after them, and if they harden 
not their hearts, and stiffen not their necks against me, 
they shall be converted, and I will heal them. 

6. Now, I say unto you, and what I say imto you, I 
say unto all the twelve, Arise and gird up your loins, 
take up your cross, follow me, and feed my sheep. 
Exalt not yourselves ; rebel not against my servant 
Joseph, for verily I say unto you, I am with him, and 
my hand shall be over him ; and the keys which I have 
given imto him, and also to youward, shall not be 
taken from him till I come. 

• 7. Verily I say unto you, my servant l^omas, Thou 
art the man whom I h*ve chosen to hold the keys of 
my kingdom (as pertaining to the twelve) abroad 
among all nations, that thou mayest be my servant to 
unlock the door of the kingdom in all places where my 
servant Joseph, and my servant Sidney, and my ser- 
2b 
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yant Hymm, cannot come ; for on them have I laid 
the burden of all the churches for a little season ; 
wherefore, whithersoever thejr shall send you, go ye, 
and I will be with you ; and in whatsoever pla^ be 
shall proclaim my name, an effectual door shall be 
opened unto you, that they majr receive my word ; who- 
soever receiveth my word receiveth me, and whosoever 
receiveth me, receiveth those (the first presidency) 
whom I have sent, whom I have made counsellors for 
my name's sake unto you. 

8. And again, I say unto you, That whosoever ye shall 
send in my name, by the voice of your brethren, tiie 
twelve, duly recommended and authorized by you, 
shall have power to open the door of my kingdom unto 
any nation whithersoever ye shall send them, inasmuch 
as they shall humble themselves before me, and abide 
in my word, and hearken to the voice of my spirit. 

9. Verily, verily I say unto you. Darkness covereth 
the earth, and gross darkness the minds of the people, 
and all flesh has become corrupt before my face. Be- 
hold, vengeance cometh speedily upon the inhabitants 
of the earth, a day of wrath, a day of burning, a day of 
desolation, of weeping, of mourning, and of lamentation, 
and as a whirlwind it shall come upon all the £aoe of 
the earth, saith the Lord. 

10. And upon my house shall it begin, and from my 
house shall it go forth, saith the Lord. First among 
those among you, saith the Lord, who have professed 
to know my name and have not known me, and have 
blasphemed against me in the midst of my house^ salih 
the Lord. 

11. Therefore, see to it that ye trouble not yourselves 
concerning the aifairs of my church in this place, saitii 
the Lord ; but purify your hearts before -me, and then 
go ye into all the world, and preach my gospel unto 
every creature who has not received it, and he that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall h& saved, and he that W* 
lieveth not, and is not baptized, shall be damned. 

12. For unto you (the twelve), and those (the fiz«^ 
presidency) who are appointed with you, to be yow 
comisellors and your leaders, is the power of this priSfi^ 
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hood given, for the laat days and for the last time, in 
the which is the dispensation of the fuhiess of times, 
which power you hold in connection with all those who 
have received a dispensation at any time from the 
beginning of the creation ; for verily I say unto you, 
the keys of the dispensation which ye have received, 
have come down firom the fathers; and last of all, 
being sent down from heaven imto you. 

13. Verily I say tinto you, Behola how great is your 
calling. Cleanse your hearts and your garments, lest 
the blood of this generation be required at your hands. 
Be faithful until I come, for I come quicldy, and my 
reward is with me to recompense every man according 
as his work shall be. I am Alpha and Omega. Amen* 



SECTION CV. 



Address to the Saints in Naweoo^ daied Nauvoo^ 
September 1, 1842. 

1. Forasmuch as the Lord has revealed unto me that 
my enemies, both in Missouri and this State, were again 
in the pursuit of me ; and inasmuch as they pursue 
me without a cause, and ha,ve not the least shadow or 
colouring of justice or right on their side, in the getting 
up of their prosecutions a^inst me ; and inasmuch as 
their pretensions are all K>unded in falsehood of the 
blackest die, I have thought it expedient and wisdom 
in me to leave the place for a short season, for my own 
safety, and the safety of this people. T would say to all 
those with whom I have business, that I have left my 
affairs with agents and clerks, who will transact all 
business in a prompt and proper manner, and will see 
that all my debts are cancelled in due time, by turning 
out property, or otherwise, as the case may require, or 
as the cu-cumstances may admit of. When I learn that 
the storm is fully blown over, then I will return to 
you again* 

2b2 r- t 
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2. And as for the perils which I am called to pass 
through, they seem but a small thing to me, as the 
envy and wrath of man have been my common lot all 
the days of my life ; and for what cause it seems mys- 
terious, unless I was ordained from before the foundar 
tion of the world for some good end, or bad, as you 
may choose to call it. Judge ye for yourselves. God 
knoweth all these things, whether it be good or bad. 
But nevertheless, deep water is what I am wont to 
swim in. It all has become a second nature to me, and 
I feel like Paul, to glory in tribulation, for to this day 
has the God of my mthers delivered me out of them all, 
and will deliver me from henceforth ; for behold, and 
lo, I shall triumph over all my enemies, for the Lord 
God hath spoken it. 

3. Let all the saints r^oice, therefore, and be exceed- 
ing glad, for IsraePs God is their Grod, and he will mete 
out a just recompense of reward upon the heads of all 
your oppressors, 

4. Ana again, verily thus saith the Lord, Let the work 
of my temple, and all the works which I have appointed 
unto you, be continued on and not cease ; and let your 
diligence, and your perseverance, and patience, and your 
works be redoubled, and vou shall in nowise lose your 
reward, saith the lord of hosts. And if they persecute 
you, so persecuted they the prophets and righteous 
men that were before you. For all this there is a re- 
ward in heaven. 

6, And again, I give unto you a word in relation to 
the baptism for your dead, verily, thus saith the Lord 
unto you concerning your dead : When any of you are 
baptized for your dead, let there be a recorder, and let 
him be eye witness of your baptisms ; let him hear with 
his ears, that he may testify of a truth, saith the Lord ; 
that in all your recordings it may be recorded in hear 
ven ; whatsoever you bind on earth, may be bound in 
heaven ; whatsoever you loose on earth, may be loosed 
in heaven ; for I am about to restore many things to 
the earth, pertaining to the priesthood, saith the Lbfd 
of hosts. 

6, And again, let all the records be had in order, ihgA 
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they may be put in the archives of my Holy Temple, 
to be held in remembrance from generation to gene- 
ration, saith the Lord of hosts. 

7. I will say to all the Saints, that I desired, with 
exceeding great desire, to have addressed them from 
the stand, on the subject of baptism for the dead, on 
the following sabbath. But inasmuch as it out of 
my power to do so, I will write the word of the Lord 
from time to time, on that subject, and send it you by 
mail, as well as many other things. 

8. I now close my letter for the present, for the 
want of more time ; for the enemy is on the alert, and 
as the Saviour said, the prince of this world cometh, 
but he hath nothing in me. 

9. Behold, mv prayer to God is, that you all may be 
saved. And I subscribe myself your servant in the 
Lord, prophet and seer of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints,

SECTION CVX 



Address to the Church, of Jems Christ of JjatteT-dag 
SaintSy dated NwmoOj /September 6, 1842. 

1. As I stated to you in my letter befbre I left myplace, 
that I would write to you from time to time, ana give 
you information in relation to many subjects, I now re- 
sume the subject of the baptism for the dead, as that 
subject seems to occupy my mind, and press itself upon 
my feelings the strongest^ since I have been pursued by 
my enemies. 

2. 1 wrote a few words of revelation to you concerning 
a recorder. I have had a few additional views in rela- 
tion to this matter, which I now certify. That is, it 
was declared in my former letter that there should be 
a recorder, who dionld be eye witness, and also to hear 
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with his ears, that he might make a record of ^ trath 
before the lord. 

3. Now, in relation to this matter, it would be very 
difficult for one recorder to be present at all times, and 
to do all the business. To obviate this difficulty, there 
can be a recorder appointed in each ward a£ the city, 
who is well qualified for taking accurate minutes ; and 
let him be very particular and precise in taking the 
whole proceedings, certifying in his record that he saw 
with his eyes, and heard with his ears, giving the date, 
and names, &c., and the history of the whole transac- 
tion ; naming also, some three individuals that are pre- 
sent, if there be any present, who can at any time when 
called upon, certify to the same, that in the mouth of 
two or three witneses, every word may be established. 

4. Then let there be a general recorder, to whom 
these other records can be handed, being attended 
with certificates over their own signatures, certifying 
that the record they have made is true. Then the 
general church recorder, can enter the record on the 
general church book, with the certificates and all the 
attending witnesses, with his own statement that he 
verily believes the above statement and records to be 
true, from his knowledge of the general character and 
appointment of those men by the church. And when 
this is done on the general church book, the record 
shall be just as holy, and shall answer the ordinance 
just the saifte as if he had seen with his eyes, and heard 
with his ears, and made a record of the same on the 
general church book. 

6. You may think this order of things to be very par- 
ticular, but let me tell you, that they are only to answer 
the will of God, by conforming to the ordinance and 
preparation that the Lord ordained and prepared before 
the foundation of the world, for the salvation of the dead 
who should die without a knowledge of the gospeL 

6. And further I want you to remember that John 
the Eevelator was contemplating this very subject .in 
relation to the dead, when he declared, as you will find 
recorded in Eevelations xx. 12 — " And I saw the dmA, 
small and great; stand before God ; and the books/«rae 
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Opened ; and another book was opened, which was the 
book of life ; and the dead were judged out of those 
things which were writlen in the bo^, according to 
their works." 

7. You will discover in this quotation, that the books 
were opened ; and another book was opened, which 
was the book of life ; but the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written in the boo^ accord- 
ing to their works ; consequently the books spoken of 
must be the books which contained the record of their 
works ; and refer to the records which are kept on the 
earth. And the book which was the book of life, is the 
record which is kept in heaven ; the principle agreeing 
precisely with the doctrine which is commanded you in 
the revelation contained in the letter which I wrote to 
you previous to my leaving my place — ^that in all your 
recordings it may be recorded in heaven. 

8. Now the nature of this ordinance consists in the 
power of the priesthood, by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ, wherein it is granted, that whatsoever you bind 
on earth, shall be bound in heaven, and whatsoever you 
loose on earth, shall be loosed in heaven. Or, in other 
words, taking a different view of the translation, what- 
soever you record on earth, shall be recorded in heaven ; 
and whatsoever you do not record on earth, shall not 
be recorded in heaven ; for out of the books shall your 
dead be judged, according to their own works, whether 
thev themselves have attended to the ordinances in 
their own propria per$ona, or by the means of their own 
agents, according to the ordinance which €rod has pre- 
pared for their salvation from before the foundation of 
the world, according to the records which they have 
kept concerning their dead. 

9. It may seem to some to be a very bold doctrine that 
•we talk of— a power which records or binds on earth, 
and binds in heaven. Nevertheless, in all ages of the 
world, whenever the Lord has given a dispensation of 
the pnesthood to any man by actual revelation, or any 
set of men, this power has always been given. Hence, 
whatsoever those men did in authority, in the name 
of the Lord, and did it truly and faithMly, and kept » 
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proper and faithfal record of the same, it became a law 
on earth and in heaven, and could not be annollcd, 
according to the decrees of the great Jehovah. This 
is a faithful saying ! Who can hear it ? 

10. And again, for a precedent, Matthew xvL 18, 19, 
»— " And I say also unto thee, that thou art Peter : and 
upon this rock I will build mj church ; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail M^ainst it ; and I will give uato 
thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven, and whatsoever 
thou shalt bind on earth, shall be bound in heaven ; 
and whatsoever tiiou shalt loose on earth, shall be 
loosed in heaven." 

11. Now the great and grand secret of the whole 
matter, and the summum bonum of the whole snlject 
that is lying before us, consists in obtaining iht 
powers of the Holy Priesthood. For him to whom 
these keys are given, there is no difficulty in obtaining 
a knowledge of facts in relation to the salvation of the 
children of men, both as well for the dead to fcxr tiie 
living. 

12. Herein is glory and honour, and immortalilj 
and eternal life. The ordinance of baptism by water, 
to be immersed therein in order to answer to the Hke* 
ness of the dead, that one principk might aooord with 
the other. To be immersed in the water and come 
forth out of the water is in the likeness of the re* 
surrection of the dead in coming forth out of tiietr 
graves ; hence this ordinance was instituted to form % 
relationsh^) with the ordinance of baptism for tke 
dead, being in likeness of the dead. 

13. Consequently the biq)tismal font was insliititdd 
as a simile of the crave, and was commanded to be itt 
a place undemeaui where the living are wont to as* 
semble^ to shew forth the living and the dead ; and 
that all things may have their l^ness, nad that ihvf 
may accord one with another ; that which is earth]/ 
conforming to that which is heavenly, as Paul ha^ de- 
clared, 1 Corinthians xv. 46, 47, and 48. 

14. *' Howbeit that was not first which is spirituiJ^ 
but that which is natural, and afterwards tiiat whick 
isspirituid. Thefirst man is of the eaz^ earthy i tta^ 
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second man is the Lord, from heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they also that are earthy ; and as is the hea- 
venly, such are they also that are heavenly." And as 
are the records on the earth in relation to your dead, 
•which are truly made out, so also are the records in 
heaven. This, therefore, is the sealing and binding 
power, and, in one sense of the word, the keys of the 
kingdom which consist in the key of knowledge. 

16. And now, my dearly beloved brethren and 
sistei's, let me assure you that these are principles in 
relation to the dead, and the living, that cannot be 
lightly passed over, as pertaining to our salvation. For 
their salvation is necessary, and essential to our salva- 
tion, as Paul says concerning the fathers — ' that they 
without us cannot be made perfect ;' neither can we 
without our dead be made penect. 

16. And now, in relation to the baptism for the 
dead, I will give you another quotation of Paul, 1 Co- 
rinthians XV. 29— -"Else what shall they do which are 
baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all ; why 
are thev then baptized for the dead 1" 

17. And again, in connexion with this quotation, I 
will give you a quotation from one of the prophets, who 
had his eye fixed on the restoration of the priesthood, 
the glories to be revealed in the last days, and in an 
especial manner this most glorious of all subjects be- 
longing to the everlasting gospel, viz., the baptism for 
the dead ; for Malachi says, last chapter, vei*ses 5th 
and 6th — "Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet, 
before the coming of the great and dreadful day of the 
Lord ; and he shall turn the heart of the fathers to the 
children, and the heart of the children to their fathers, 
lest I come and smite the earth with a curse." 

18. I ini^ht have rendered a plainer translation to 
this, but it is sufficiently plain to suit my purpose as 
it stands. It is sufficient to know, in this case, that the 
earth will be smitten with a curse, unless there is a* 
•welding link of some kind or other, between the fathers 
and the children, upon some subject or other, and be- 
hold what is that subject 1 It is the baptism for the 
dead, For we without them cannot be made perfect ; 
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neither can they without us be made perfect Neither 
can they nor we, be made perfect, without those who 
have died in the gospel also ; for it is neoesaary in the 
ushering in of the dispensation of the fukiess of tunes ; 
which £spen8ation is now beginning to usher in, that 
a whole and complete and perfect union, and welding 
together of dispensations, and keys, and powerB, and 
glories should take place, and be revealed iroat tbt 
days of Adam even to the present time ; and not only 
this, but. those things whidi never have been revealea 
from the foundation of the world, but have been kept 
hid from the wise and prudent, shall be revealed unto 
babes and sucklings in this the dispensation of the ful- 
ness of times. 

19. Now, what do we hear in the gospel wMch we 
have received ? — '^ A vcnoe of gladness ! A voice of 
mercy from heaven ; and a voice of truth out of the 
earth ; glad tidings for the dead ; a voice of gladness 
for the living and the dead ; glad tidings of great loy ; 
how beautiml upon the mountains are the feet of thoM 
that bring glad tidings of good things ; and that say 
unto Zion, behold ! thy God reigneui. Aa the dews 
of Carmel, so shall the knowledge of Qod descend upoa 
them." 

20. And affain, what do we hear? Glad lidingt 
from Cumorsm ! Moroni, an aneel from heaven, £* 
daring the fulfilment of the prophets— the book tobi 
revealed. A voice of the Ix>rd in the wilderness of 
Javette, Seneca county, declaring the three witneisei 
to bear record of the book. The voice of Michael on iM 
banks of the Susquehanna, detecting the devil when he 
appeared as an angel of light. The voice of Peter, JanM% 
and John in the wilderness between Harmony, Susqut* 
hanna county, and Colesville, Broome county, on the 
Susquehanna river, declaring themselves as possessiag 
the keys of the kingdom, and of the dispensatian of tlw 
fulness of times* 

21. And s^ain, the voice of God in the chamber 4 
old father Whitmer, in Fayette, Seneca oountv, and Ml 
sundry times, and in divers places, throu^ all i' 
traveb and tribulations of this Ohurdi of Jems C 
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of Latter-day' Baints. And the voice of Michael, the 
arcdiangel ; the voice of Grabriel, and of Eaphael, and of 
divers angels, from Michael or Adam, down to the 
present time, all declaring each one their dispensation, 
their rights, their keys, their honours, thejur majesty 
and glory, and the power of their priesthood ; giving 
line upon line, precept upon precept ; here a little, and 
there a little-^ving us consolation by holding forth 
that which is to come, confirming our hope. 

22. Brethren, shall we not go on in so great a cause ? 
Go forward and not backward. Courage, brethren ; 
and on, on to the victory ! Let your hearts rejoice, 
and be exceeding glad. Let the earth break forth into 
singing. Let the. dead speak forth anthems of eternal 
praise ta the King Immanuel, who hath ordained 
before the world was, that whieh would enable us to 
redeem them out of their prisons 5 for the prisoners 
shall go &ee. 

23. Let the mountains shout for joy, and all ye val- 
* leys cry aloud ; and all ye seas and dry lands tell the 

wondei* of your eternal king. And ye rivers, and 
brooks, and rills flow down with gladness. Let the 
woods, and all the trees of the field praise the Lord ; 
and ye solid rocks weep for joy. And let the sun, moon, 
0jid the morning stars sing together, and let all the 
sons of God shout for joy. And let the eternal crea- 
tions declare his name for ever and ever. And again 
I say, how glorious is the voice we hear from heaven, 

groolaiming in our ears, glory, and salvation, and 
onour, and immortality, and eternal life ; kingdoms, 
principalities, and powers. 

S4. Behold, the great day of the Lord is at hand, and 
who can abide the day of his coming, and who can 
stand when he appeareth ; for he is like a refiner's fire, 
and like fuller's soap ; and he shall sit as a refiner and 
purifier of silver, and he shall purify the sons of Levi, 
and purge them as gold and silver, that they may offer 
unto the XiOrd an offering in righteousness. Let us 
therefore, as a church and a people, and as Latter-day 
faints offer itnto the Lord an offering in righteousness, 
and let us i«*esent in his holy temple, when it is finished 
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a book containing the records of our dead^ whicli shall 
be wortiiy of all acceptation. 

25. Brethren, I have many things to say to yoti on 
the subject ; but shall now close for the present, and 
continue the subject another time. I am, as ever, your 
humble servant and never deviating Mend,

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Eevdation given at Far West, Musowri, Jvly 8, 1838, 
in answer to the question^ Lord, shew unto tkjf 
servants how much them requirest of the properties if 
thy people for a tithing ? 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord, I reouire all their sur- 
plus property to be put into the hanos of the bishop of 
my church of Zion, for the building of mine hoase, and 
for the laying the foundation of Zion and for the priest- 
hood, and for the debts of ihe presidency of my church; 
and this shall be the beginnmg of the tithiiig of mr 
people ; and after that, those who have thus been tithecL 
shall pay one tenth of all their interest annually, as<i 
this shall be a standing law imto them for ever, farmj 
holy priesthood, saith the Lord. 

2. Verily I say unto you, it shall come to pass, that 
all those who gather unto the land of Zion shall be 
tithed of their surplus properties, and shall obserre 
this law, or they shall not be found worthy to ahide 
among you. And I say unto you, if my people obsnre 
not this law, to keep it holy, and by this law sanolify 
the land of Zion unto me, that my statutes and my 
judgments may be kept thereon, that it mav be nttst 
noly, behold, verily I say unto you, it shall not'lmt 
land of Zion unto you ; and this shall be an endCi^pli 
unto all the stakes of Zion. Even so. Am^iw - •* «■ 
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1. Hearken, O ye people of my church, saith the Lord 
your God, and hear the word of the Lord concerning 
you : the Lord who shall suddenly come to his temple : 
the Lord who shall come down upon the world with a 
curse to judgment ; yea, upon all the nations that forget 
Grod, and upon all the ungodljr among you* For he 
shall make Dare his holy arm in the eyes of all the 
nations, and all the ends of the earth shall see the salva- 
tion of their God. 

2. Wherefore, prepare ye, prepare ye, my people ; 
sanctify yourselves ; sather ye together, O ye people of 
my church, upon the land of Zion, all you that have not 
been commanded to tarry. Go ye out from Babylon. 
Be ye clean that bear the vessels of the Lord. Call 
your solemn assemblies, and speak often one to another. 
And let every man call upon the name of the Lord ; 
yea, verily I say unto you again, the time has come 
when the voice of the Lord is unto you, go ye out of 

^ Babvlon ; gather ye out from among the nations, from 
the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 

3. Send forth the Elders of my church unto the 
nations which are afar off; unto the islands of the sea ; 
send forth unto foreign lands ; call upon all nations ; 
firstly, upon the Gentiles, and then upon the Jews. 
And behold, and lo, this shall be their crv, and the 
voice of the Lord unto all people : Gro ye forth unto the 
land of Zion, that the borders of my people may be en- 
larged, and that her stakes may be strengthened, and 
that Zion may go forth unto the regions round about ; 
yea, let the ory go forth among all people : Awake and 
arise and go forth to meet the bridegroom ; behold and 
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lo, the bridegroom cometh, go ye out to meet him. Pre- 
pare yourselves for the great day of the Lord. 

4. Watch, therefore, for ye know neither the day nor 
the hour. Let them therefore, who are among the Gen- 
tiles, flee unto Zion. And let them who be of Judah 
flee imto Jerusalem, imto the mountains of the Liord's 
house. Go ye out from among the nations, even from 
Babylon, from the midst of wickedness, which is spiri- 
tual Babylon. But verily, thus saith the Lord, Let not 
your flight be in haste, but let all things be prepared 
before you ; and he that goeth let him not look back, 
lest sudden destruction shall come upon ,hini. 

5. Hearken and hear, O ye inhabitants of the eartL 
Listen ye elders of my church together, and hear the 
voice of the Lord, for he calleth upon all men, and he 
commanded all men everywhere to repent ; for, behold, 
the Lord God hath sent forth the angel crying through 
the midst of heaven, saying, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, and make his paths straight, for the hour of his 
coming is nigh, when the Lamb shall stand upon Mount 
Zion, and with him a hundred and fourty-four thou- 
sand, having his Father's name written on their fore- 
heads : wherefore, prepare ye for the coming of the 
bridegroom ; go ye, go ye out to meet him, for behold, 
he shall stand upon the mount of Olivet, and upon the 
mighty ocean, even the great deep, and upon the islands 
of the sea, and upon the land of Zion ; and he shall 
utter his voice out of Zion, and he shall speak from 
Jerusalem, and his voice shall be heard among all peo- 
ple, and it shall be a voice as the voice of many waters, 
and as the voice of a great thunder, which shall break 
down the mountains, and the valleys shall not be found; 
he shall command the great deep, and it shall be driven 
back into the north countries, and the islands shall be- 
come one land, and the land of Jerusalem and the limd 
of Zion shall be turned back into their own place, and 
the earth shall be like as it was in the days before it 
was divided. And the Lord, even the Saviour, shall 
stand in the midst of his people, and shall reign ovw 
all flesh. 

6. And they who are in the north countries fl ^^ 
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come in remembrauoe before the Lord, and their pro- 
phets shall hear his voice, and shall no longer stay 
themselves, and they shall smite the rocks, and the ice 
shall flow down at their presence. And an highway 
shall be cast up in the midst of the great deep. Their 
enemies shall become a prey unto them, and in the 
barren deserts there shall come forth pools of living 
water ; and the parched ground shall no longer be a 
thirsty land. And they shall bring forth their rich 
treasures unto the children of Ephraim my servants. 
And the boundaries of the everlasting hills shall trem- 
ble at their presence. And then shall they fall down 
and be crowned with glory, even in Zion, by the hands 
of the servants of the Lord, even the children of Eph- 
raim ; and they shall be filled with songs of everlastmg 
joy. Behold, this is the blessing of the everlasting 
God upon the tribes of Israel, and the richer blessing 
upon the head of Ephraim and his fellows. And they 
also of the tribe of Judah, after their pain, shall be 
sanctified in holiness before the Lord to dwell in his 
presence, day and night, for ever and ever. ' 

7. And now, verily saith the Lord, That these things 
might be known among you, O inhabitants of the earth, 
I have sent forth mine angel, flying through the midst 
of heaven, having the everlasting gospel, who hath ap- 
peared unto some, and hath committed it imto man, 
who shall appear unto many that dwell on the earth ; 
and this gospel shall be preached unto every nation, 
and kindred, and tongue, and people, and the servants 
of Gkni shall go forth, saying, with a loud voice, Fear 
God and give glory to him, for the hour of his judg- 
ment is come : and worship him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters, calling 
upon the name of the Lord day and night, saying, O 
that thou wouldst rend the heavens, that thou wouldst 
come down, that the moimtains might flow down at 
thy presence. And it shall be answered upon their 
heads, for the presence of the Lord shall be as the 
melting fire that burneth, and as the fire which causeth 
the waters to boil. 

8. O Lord thou shalt come down to make thy name 
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known to thine adversarios, and all nations shall trem- 
ble at thy presence. When thou doest terrible things 
— ^things they look not for ; yea, when thou comest 
down, and the mountains flow down at thy presence, 
thou shalt meet him who rejoiceth and worketn righte- 
ousness, who remember thee in thy ways ; for since 
the beginning of the world have not men heard nor 
perceived by the ear, neither hath any eye seen, O God, 
besides thee, how great things thou hast prepared for 
him that waiteth for thee. 

9. And it shall be said, Who is this that cometh down 
from God in heaven with dyed garments ; yea, from tjhe 
the regions which are not known, clothed in his glorious 
apparel, travelling in the greatness of his strength ? 
And he shall say, I am he who spake in righteousness, 
mighty to save. And the Lord shall be reii in his ap< 
parel, and his garments like him that treadeth in the 
wine vat, and so great shall be the glory of his presence, 
that the sun shall hide his fsyce in shame ; and the 
moon shall withhold its light ; and the stars shall be 
hurled from their places ; and his voice shall be heard, 
I have trodden the wine-press alone, and have brought 
judgment upon all people ; and none were with me ; 
and I have trampled them in my friir, and I did tread 
upon them in mine anger, and their blood have I sprin- 
kled upon my garmente, and stained all my raiment ; for 
this was the cmy of vengeance which was in my heart. 

10. And now the year of my redeemed is come, and 
they shall mention the loving kindness of their Lord, 
and all that he has bestowea upon them according to 
his goodness, and according to ms loving kindneas, for 
ever and ever. In all their aflSictions he was afSicted. 
And the an^l of his presence saved them ; and in his 
love, and in nis pity, he redeemed them, and bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old ; yea, and Enoch 
also, and they who were with him ; the prophets who 
were before him ; and Noah also, and they who were be- 
fore him, and Moses also, and they who were before hbn ; 
and from Moses to Elijah ; and from Elijah to John, who 
were with Christ in his resurrection, and the holy 
apostles, with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, shall be m 
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the presence of the Lamb. And the graves of the saints 
shall be opened, and they shall come forth and stand 
on the right hand of the Lamb, when he shall stand 
upon Mount Zion, and upon the holy city, the New 
Jerusalem, and they shall sing the song of the Lamb, 
day and night, for ever and ever. 

11. And for this cause, that men might be made par- 
takers of the glories which were to be revealed, the 
Lord sent forth the fulness of his gospel, his everlasting 
covenant, reasoning in plainness and simplicity, to pre- 
pare the weak for those things which are coming on 
the earth, and for the Lord's errand in the day when 
the weak should confound the wise, and the little one 
become a strong nation, and two should put their tens 
of thousands to flight ; and by the weak things of the 
earth the Lord should thresh the nations by the power 
of his Spirit. And for this cause these commandments 
were given ; they were commanded to be kept from 
the world in the day that they were given, but now 
are to go forth unto all flesh. And tms according to 
the mind and will of the Lord, who ruleth over all 
flesh. And unto him that repenteth and sanctifleth 
himself before the Lord, shall be given eternal life ; 
and upon them that hearken not to the voice of the 
Lord, shall be fulfilled that which was written by the 
prophet Moses, that they should be cut off from among 
the people. 

12. Ajid also that which was written by the prophet 
Malachi : for, behold, the day cometh that shall bum 
as an oven, and all the proud, yea, and all that do 
wickedly, shall be stubble ; and the day that cometh 
shall bum them up, saith the Lord of hosts, that it 
shall leave them neither root nor branch. Wherefore, 
this shall be the answer of the Lord imto them : — ^In 
that day when I came unto my own, no man amons 
you received me, and you were driven out. "When I 
called again, there was none of you to answer, yet my 
arm was not shortened at all, that I could not redeem, 
neither my power to deliver. Behold, at my rebuke I 
dry up the sea. I make the rivers a wilderness ; their 
fish stinketh, and dieth for thirst. I clothe the heavens 
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with blackness, and make sackcloth their covering. 
And tiiis shall ye have of my hand, — je shall lay down 
in sorrow. 

13. Behold and lo, there are none to deliver yon, for 
ye obeyed not my voice when I called to you out of the 
heavens, ye believed not my servants ; and when they 
were sent unto you ye received them not ; wherefore 
they sealed up the testimony and bound up the law, 
and ye were delivered over unto darkness ; these shall 
go away into outer darkness, where there is weeping, 
and waoling, and gnashing of teeth. Behold the Lord 
your God hath spoken it. Amen. 



SECTION CIX. 
Marriage. 

1. According to the custom of all civilized nations, 
marriage is regulated by laws and ceremonies : there- 
fore, we believe that all marriages in this church of 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, should be solemnized in. a 
public meeting, or feast, prepared for that purpose ; 
and that the solemnization shoidd be performed by a 
presiding high priest, high priest, bishop, elder, or 
priest, not even prohibiting those persons who are de- 
sirous to get married, of bemg married by other autho- 
rity. We believe that it is not right to prohibit mem- 
bers of this church from marrying out or the church, if 
it be their determination so to do, but such persons 
will be considered weak in the faith of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 

2. Marriage should be celebrated with prayer and 
thanksgiving ; and at the solemnization, tne persons 
to be married standing together, the man on the ri^t^ 
and the woman on the leS;, shall be addressed by the 
person officiating, as he shall be directed by the Hdy 
Spirit ; and if there be no legal objections, he shall say, 
calling each by their names, '' You both mutually agiie 
to be each other's companion, husband and w&Ibl <Ii- 
servingthe legal rights belonging to this ooiidiwHI^i 
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that is, keeping yourselves wholly for each other, and 
from all others, during your lives." And when they 
have answered " Yes," he shall pronounce them " hus- 
band and wife," in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and by virtue of the laws of the country and authority 
vested in him : " May God add his blessings, and 
keep you to fulfil your covenants from henceforth and 
for ever. Amen. 

3. The clerk of every church should keep a record of 
all marriages solemnized in his branch. 

4. All le^ contracts of marriage made before a per- 
son is baptized into this church should be held sacred 
and fulfilled. Inasmuch as this church of Christ has 
been reproached with the crime of fornication, and 
polygamy ; we declare that we believe that one man 
should have one wife ; and one woman but one hus- 
band, except in case of death, when either is at liberty 
to marry a^in. It is not right to persuade a woman 
to be baptized contrary to the will of her husband ; 
neither is it lawful to influence her to leave her hus- 
band. All children are bound by law to obey their 
parents ; and to influence them to embrace any reli- 
gious faith, or be baptized, or leave their parents ;pnth- 
out their consent, is unlawful and unjust. We believe 
that husbands, parents, and masters, who exercise con- 
trol over their wives, children, and servants, and pre- 
vent them from embracing the truth, will have to 
answer for that sin. 



SECTION ex. 



OF OOVBENMENTS AND LAWS IN OENEEAL. 

That owr hdief with rega/rd to ewrtJdy governments and 
Ia/W8 in general rnay not he misinterpreted nor misun- 
derstood, we have ikougM proper to present at the dose 
of this volume ovr opinion concerning the sam/e, 

1. We believe that governments were instituted of 
God for the benefit of man, and that he holds men ac- 
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countable for their acts in relation to them, either in 
making laws or administering them, for the good and 
safety of society. 

2. We believe that no government can exist in peace, 
except such laws are frsoned and held inviolate as will 
secure to each individual the free exercise of conscience, 
the right and control of property, and the protection of 
life. 

3. We believe that all governments necessarily require 
civil officers and magistrates to enforce the laws of the 
same, and that such as will administer the law in equity 
and justice, should be sought for and upheld by the voice 
of the people (if a republic), or the will of the sovereign. 

4. We believe that religion is instituted of God, and 
that men are amenable to him, and to him only, for the 
exercise of it, imless their religious opinions pr<Hnpt 
them to infringe upon the rights and liberties of others ; 
but we do not believe that human law has a right to 
interfere in prescribing rules of worship to bind the 
consciences of men, nor dictate forms for public or pri- 
vate devotion ; that the civil magistrate should restnun 
crime, but never control conscience ; should punish 
guilt, but never suppress the freedom of the soul. 

5. We believe that all men are bound to sustain and 
uphold the respective governments in which they re- 
side, while protected in their inherent and inalienable 
rights by the laws of such governments ; and that sedi- 
tion and rebellion are unbecoming every citizen thus 
protected, and should be punished accordingly ; and 
that all governments have a right to enact such laws 
as in their own judgment are best c^dculated to secure 
the public interest, at the same time, however, holding 
sacred the freedom of conscience. 

6. We believe that every man shoidd be honoured 
in his station : rulers and magistrates as such, being 
placed for the protection of the innocent^ and the pu- 
nishment of the guilty ; and that to the laws all men 
owe respect and deference, as without them peace and 
harmony would be supplanted by anarchy and terrw ; 
human laws being instituted for the express purpose 
of regulating our interests as individuals and natiosts, 
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between man and man, and divine laws given of hea- 
ven, prescribing rules on spiritual concerns, for faith 
and worship, both to be answered by man to his Maker, 

7. We believe that rulers, states, and governments, 
have a right, and are bound to enacts laws for the pro- 
tection of all citizens in the ftee exercise of their re- 
ligious belief ; but we do not believe that they have a 
right in justice, to deprive citizens of this privilege, or 
proscribe them in their opinions, so long as a regard 
and reverence is shown to the laws, and such religious 
opinions do not justify sedition nor conspiracy. 

8. We believe that the commission of crime shoxdd 
be punished according to the nature of the offence ; 
that murder, treason, robbery, thefb, and the breach of 
the general x>eace, in all respects, should be punished 
according to their criminality, and their tendency to 
evil among men, by the laws of that government in 
which the offence is committed ; and for the public 
peace and tranquility, all men should step forward and 
use their ability in bringing offenders against good laws 
to punishment. 

9. We do not believe it just to mingle religious in- 
fluence with civil govenunent, whereby one religious 
society is fostered, and another proscribed in its spiri- 
tual privileges, and the individual rights of its mem- 
bers as citizens, denied. 

10. We believe that all religious societies have a 
right to deal with their members for disorderly conduct 
according to the rules and regulations of such societies, 
provided that such dealings be for fellowship and 
good standing ; but we do not believe that any religious 
society has authority to try men on the right of pro- 
perty or life, to take from them this world's goods, or 
to put them in jeopardy either life or limb, neither to 
inflict any physical punishment upon them, they can 
only excommunicate them from their society, and with- 
draw from their fellowship. 

11. We believe that men should appeal to the civil 
law for redress of all wrongs and grievances, where 
personal abuse is inflicted, or the ri^t of property or 
character infringed, where such laws exist as will pro- 
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tect the same ; but we believe that all men are justi- 
fied in defending themselves, their Mends, and property, 
and the government, from the unlawful assaults and 
encroachments of all persons, in times of exigency, 
where immediate appeal cannot be made to the laws, 
and relief aflfbrded. 

12. We believe it just to preach the gospel to the 
nations of the earth, and warn the righteous to save 
themselves from the corruption of the world ; but 
we do not believe it right to interfere with bond ser- 
vants, neither preach the gospel to, nor baptize them, 
contrary to the will and wish of their masters, nor to 
meddle with or influence them in the least, to cause 
them to be dissatisfied with their situations in this life, 
thereby jeopardizing the lives of men ; such interference 
we believe to be unlawful and unjust, and dangerous 
to the peace of every government allowing human 
beings to be held in servitude. 



SECTION CXI. 
Ma/rtyrdom of Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrwm, 

1. To seal the testimony of this book and the Book 
of Mormon, we close with the Martyrdom of Joseph 
3mith the prophet, and Hyrum Smith the patriardi. 
They were shot in Carthage gaol, on the 27th of June, 
1844, about five o'clock, p.m., by an armed mob, painted 
black— of from 150 to 200 persons. Hyrum was shot 
first and fell calmly, exclaiming, " I am a dead man ! " 
Joseph leaped from the window, and was shot dead in 
the attempt, exclaiming, " O Lord my God ! " They 
were both shot after they were dead in a brutal man- 
ner, and both received four balls. 

2. John Taylor, and Willard Richards, two of the 
Twelve, were the only persons in the room at the time ; 
the former was wounded in a savage manner With fowr 
balls, but has since recovered ; the latter, throu^ tiK 
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promises of God, escaped, " without even a hole in his 
robe." 

3. Joseph Smith, the prophet and seer of the Lord, has 
done more (save Jesus oidy,) for the salvation of men 
in this world, than any other man that ever lived in it. 
In the short space of twenty years, he has brought forth 
the Book of Mormon, which he translated by the gift 
and power of God, and has been the means of publish- 
ing it on two continents ; has sent the fulness of the 
everlasting gospel which it contained to the four quar- 
ters of the earth ; has brought forth the revelations 
and commandments which compose this Book of Doc- 
trine and Covenants, and many other wise documents 
and instructions for the benefit of the children of men ; 
gathered many thousands of the Latter-day Saints ; 
founded a great city ; and left a fame and name that 
cannot be slain. He lived great, and he died great in 
the eyes of God and his people, and like most of the 
Lord's anointed in ancient times, has sealed his mission 
and his works with his own Ijlood — ^and so has his 
brother Hyrum. In life they were not divided, and in 
death they were not separated ! 

4. When Joseph went to Carthage to deliver himself 
up to the pretended requirements of the law, two or 
three days previous to his assassination, he said, " I 
am going like a lamb to the slaughter ; but I am calm 
as a summer's morning ; I have a conscience void of 
offence towards God, and towards all men. I shall

The Same morning that 
Hyrum had made ready to go — shall it be said to the 
slaughter 1 Yes, for so it was, — ^he read the following 
paragraph, near the close of the fifth chapter of Ether, 
m the Book of Mormon, and turned down the leaf 
upon it ; — 

5. " And it came to pass that I prayed unto the Lord 
that he would give unto the Grentiles grace, that they 
might have charity. And it came to pass that the Lord 
said unto me, if they have not charity, it mattereth not 
unto you, thou hast been faithful ; wherefore thy gar- 
ments are clean. And because thou hast seen thy 
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weakness, thou shalt be made strong, even unto the 
sitting down in the place which I have prepared in the 
mansions <rf my Father. And now I bid fere- 
well unto the Gentiles ; yeaMtdidso unto my brethrcB 
whom I love, until we shall meet before the judgment- 
seat of Christ, where all men shall know that my gar- 
ments are not spotted with your blood." The testators 
are npw^ead, and their testament is in force. 

6/'ByrUm Smith was 44 years old, February, 1844, 
and Joseph Smith was 38 in December, 1843, and 
henceforward their nam^ will he classed among the 
martyrs of religion ; and the reader in every nation 
will be reminded that the. "Book of Mormon," and 
this book of Doctrine and (^^ovenants of the church, 
cost the best blood of the niheteent^ century to bring 
them forth for the salvation of a ruined world : and 
that if the fire can scathe a green tree for the glory of 
God, how easy it will bum up the " dry trees" to purify 
the vineyard of corruption. They lived for glory ; 
they died for glory ; and glory is their eternal reward. 
From age to age shall their names go down to posterity 
as gems for the sanctified. 

7. They were ij^ipcent of any crimes, as they bad 
often been proved liefore, and were only confined in 
gaol by the conspira^ of traitors and wicked men ; and 
their mnocera Uoq^on. the floor of Carthage gaol, is a 
broad seal affixed to Mormonism, that cannot be reject- 
ed by any cetirt on earth ; and their imMcerU blood on 
the escutdfeon of the State of Illinois, with the broken 
faith of t^e State as pledged by the (>ovemor, is a wit- 
ness to the truth of the everlasting gospel, that aU. the 
world cannot impeach ; and their innocent blood on 
the banner of liberty, and' on the magna charta of the 
United States, is an ambassador for the religion of 
Jesus Christ, that will touch the hearts of honest men 
among all nations ; and their innocent blood, with the 
innocent blood of all the martyrs imder the altar that 
John saw, will cry unto the Lord of Hosts, till he 
avenges that blood on the earth. Amen.
